By the twenty-firft ^edlion, his majefty, on pain of his 
higheA difpleafure, commands all his officers and miniAers, 
that they do not prefume at any time to attempt any thing to 
the contrary of the premifes, or that they do in any fort 
wichAand the fame : and, on thecontiary, injoins them 
be at all time, aiding and*alfiAing, as was fitting, to the laid 
iniUaTn Penn^ and his heirs, and unto the inhabitants and 
mcrchanis of the province aforefaid, their fervants, miniAers, 
fadlors, atii^iligns, iii the full ufe and fruition of the benefit 
of the faid charter. ^ By the twenty-third and laA fe<9ion, a'" 
pfoviuon is made, by the king's fpccial will, ordinance, and, 
command, that,^* in calt any .doubt or queAion ftiould.ihX're-/ 
^^ftcr perchanccj arife concerning the true fenfc or incanir^ 
of any word, :laufc,^ir .entciKC contained therein, fuch in- 
terpretation ftould thereof, and allowed in any of 
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ills majclfy’i court^ as Hiould be adjudged moft advantageous 
aiid favourable Co#he faid lyUliam Pctm^ his heir.*, .mu i:l'iif;ns ; 
provided always, fhat no interpretation be adiniticcl thcicof, 
by which the ^iegiance due to the c/own, may i'uflei any 
prejudice or cK/Aunition. 

It is an ijiftorical phenomenon, that fo excellent a fet of ij}s ezneef- 
cpnftii tions^ook their rife from an arbitrary court, and a hi- fit, ns to (hi 
gotied prince ; for, it appeared that all the tra£l of land, now att veti’ 
called rtttjyii. had been previoufly granted to the duke turers. 
of Vork hy his f.b.er king CharleSy and was by him rc- 
granted in 1682, by dbfds of feoftment, to Mr. Ppm. During 1682. 
the dcpeniir;.ncy of the cHarter, Mr^ Peim had been buficd in 
colle£ling adventurers foi^eTij.'*’' 7 his new province, in whi.'h 
he found no great \i0^ulrv ; in virtue of the fixth

the fame prc'': 1 icc.” But there is nothing particular in this 
deed, as it contains only the rules "of feitlcmCnt, and trade 
with the Indlamy with Ibme general provifions for the peace 
of the colony. Next year, Mr. Penn publiflied a fyftem of 
government, under the following title : “ The frame of the 
government of the province of Pen/ylvanlct in Amcri;a: to- 
gether with certain laws agreed upon in Ev^^laydy by the go- 
vernor and divers freemen of the aforefaid province. 7 ’o be 
farther explained andconfiimed there, by the firif provincial 
council, if they fee meet.” The introduflion to this cele- 
brated piece is perhaps the mod CKtraorginary compound that 
ever was publilhed of enthufiafm, found policy, and good- 
fenfe, and the author tells us, chat was adapted to the 
great end of all government, viz. to fupport power in reve- 
rence with the people, and to fccurc the people from the 
abufe of power.” By this frame, which confifted of twenty- 
/our art'cles, the provincial council, which was ordered by 
rotation, and the general alTembly, were to be the great 
fources of the government. The number of the provincial 
council was to be feventy-two, and the governor, or his de- 
puty, were to prefide in it, with a treble vote. 7 'he mem- 
.^ers were to be chofen Ijy the freemen. ^One tlftrd of them 
r was, at the firft, to be chofpn for tbre^ years, one third for two 
- ^c ars , and one third for one year j in fuch manner, that there 
KouiuSkbe an annual fucceilioh df twenty- four new members.

thofe laws are vc:y rnodt rate »f:d jilanfiblc, and formed upon 
the moft perfect plan of icgulattd freedom. Befides ihofc 
Jaws, certain conditiuns weic agreed upon between the pro- 
pria irv and the advcntureis, concerning the divirions and 
laaii;’ our <jf the province and territory ; for the reader is to 
obii ne, that the province of Penfylvania was bounded, as w'c 
ha\c fc. n; but its territory comprehended other lands granted 
to Mr. Penn by the duke of York^ and the lands which he 
purchafed from the //2/^<7;rj,*and likewife fome part of No^ja 
Ddgia^ which he purchafed from lord Berklfy and the heirs 
of Sir George Carteret ♦«r4000/. the poileifion of which waa 
likrvvifc confirmed to him by a parent. 
fts/fttif The number of original inhabitants, which Mr. Penn 
meut. earned over in 1581, are faid to have been about 2000, moft 
of them nom onformitis, colledied at London^ anck 

Liverpool-^ but, befides thQfe, a confidcrable number of adven- 
turers were already fettled, both in the province and the ter- 
ritory, and he had fent before him a great number of artificers 
to prepare materials for building boufes, and diredting other 
conveniences for tbe colony. It ]% certain, that the nobR^ 
plan ol government laid down for this infant colony in Eng* 
fand waa every way foAmexceptionablr, and fo well calyiUW 
cd for all the purpofes of civfl and religious liberty, thd^reM 
-'numbers had ^^hbrac^ it, in firm reliance, that it would oe 
pundilually (;x"cuted.^Ii|r. Penn had*formed himfelf greatly 
upon prin^^Mcs, as the reader may fee by his

Jfcheini?o^otation.rand had been aflifted in drawing up hia 
laws and conftitui'pns by Sir William Joms^ an eminent Eng- 
iijh lawyer of theffame ftamp; but, upon his arrival in Arne- 
rica^ he found, ofcpretended to find, ibme reafons for altering 
the frame oNb^ government, and for uniting the province 
with the terntory, or, as it is called, the three lower counties, 
prantedhim^ the duke of Tori- In the laft feheme he fuc- 
ciy^dfd,.and brought the people of the province to unite with 
thxiic of shj 'witory in legiflation and government; but it 
v/as not till i. - ./^ar 1683, that he introduced another 
charier. 

In 16S2, the frccmcij of the province and /// 

territory were convene i place called Chfjier \ but \itxe conjlltu- 
the infnflicieMcy ol th^» /tii/inal corner appeared ; for, after ^ion, 
the co - 'i ■» -;*vicd twelie pefiYas^ as members of the 

provincial council, inhited, becaufe the fewnefs of 
their numbers, and-*,n::ir inexperience in rs of govern- 
of *->rofe twelve, three might fVrve as members 
of the provin* council, and the remaining nine as aflembly* 
men, wiih the fame pov^'crs and pi.^lcges that*wcre granted 
by the charier or frame of government to the whole. This 
requeft, if not dictated by the proprietary, was extremely con* 
fonant to his views. The ori>>ina] charter was coniidered as 
being impradlicable, and no more than as a probationary law 
that was alterable, and to be fubmitted to the explanation and 
confirmation of the firfi provincial couifcil and general afi'em- 
bly Jthat was to be held in the province. Therefore the mo- 
del, as propofed by the petitioners, or remonftrants, was ad- 
mitted by a new acf of fettlementf made the 25th of Februa- 
ry^ 1682-3. At the fame time, an ad! was palled for uniting j632-'^r: 
the province and territory, by whiej} all the benefits and 
advantages, before granted to the provincials, were to be in 
common to the inhabitants of the territory, as to them ; and 
both, from that time, were to be confidered as one people 
^nder one and the fame government. This conftirution, 
however, was liable to great objedlions, unlefs it could be 
proved that the fame proprietary at!J provincial powers, that 
had been granted by the original royal charter to the province, 
and under which the adventurers had embarked, were legally 
communicated to the lef itory, and to jPeHk as being 
proprietary of the fame. ^ * 

^y^NoTWiTHSTAKDiNG all this, the people* both of the Penn 
and territory, feemed to he extremely well contented 
umer his government; but, a territorial dif|i^e happening Lii'/iand^ 
between him and lord ibltimon^ thenr&nrietar]|or^iS/yAr;r^, «

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ftnd to leave the government under the di^£tion o^4ive com 
miffioners of ftate, taken out of the provmcial council, and 
ivhOf as we apprehend, were to reprefent Lis perfon, the re- 
mainder of that council, and the general allembly. The 
condudl of Mr« Penn^ after he arrived in and his 

clofe connexions with king James^ gave rife u various fur- 
mifes ; and it has been confidently aflerted tl^ar, under the 
mafk of a quakcr, he was a concealed jefiiir. This imnii*^ 
tation appears to be groundlefs ; for it niawft* with eqfdal 
propriety faid, that his majefiy was a qu^Hftr^/becaufe neither 
of them had the lead concern about^'//ny matters of reli^on 
without the pale of his, own profefJTon. Mr. Prfinh attach- 
ment to king yames^ therj^fioffs^^^s the very fame, that it 
would have been to a p;:*^ice of a^,j(other denomination of 
Chriftians. It i8|^Jt^evcr,4 certainX^fM^ , -^Iwi'cvolu- 
tion, his perfoniir^atttude to that u^^appy monarch carried 
him to /uch lengths, that he was confi^^red as an inveterate 
enemy to the proteftant eftablifhment, an^^n ri^srsTcount) 
was fometimes excepted out of the proclamalm^ and a£Is of 
grace publifliid by king William and queen Mary. Captain 
'BlackwdU during Mr. Penn^s abfcncein England^ adminiiter- 
ed the affairs of the infant colony, and one John fPhite was 
fpeaker of the afTcmbly. An attempt was at this time made 
to diflblve the late charter, but it failed ; and one Moor was 
complained of by the aflembly to the proprietary, as being 
a bufy meddling fellow. The complaint wasfigned by White^ 
who, it feems, thereby became obnoxious to Blackwell and the 
|)roprietary, who had done all they could to divide the free** 
men of the colony, but without effe£h 
f^fituancts The aflcinbly infilled upon a difeuffion of their grievances^ 
ofth^pro^mA upon a confcrenj:e bn that fubjeff with the coui'igit; 
•uime. which, upon various pretexts, was evaded. This threw the 
aflembly into a flame, and occafioned their entering not only 
a kind of proteft in their minutes againft fo flagrant a par- 
tiality, but Co come to the following refolution, vi%. Th^C 
no perfon who is commiffionated or appointed by the gover- 
vernor to receive the governor’s fines, forfeitures, or reve- 
nues, whatfoever, fliall fit in judgment in any court of judi- 
cature, within this government, iA any matter or caufe whac- 
ibever, where a fi^e or forfeiture |hall or may accrue to 
gov^ernor.*’ In the mean time, the deputy-governor anOj 
the provincial ^ouncirgave the aiTembly a meeting, and Jj^ 
informed them, that 'the pioprietary hao given pofitiu<f13Tf^ 
lions for ley^ig all the laws, excepting the fundamenKTls, 
drop or fall |rand,yfwward8, for calling together the le- 
gUlativ^V>4ority,nojJ^yife fome of them, or to pafs others. 
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■as thinkt'proper. The dcputy>governor then com- 

plained of the gr iat abufes into which the government had 
run, the diilrnii-m among the members of the provincial 
council, the uncf^ain ftate of afiairs in Bnglandy and the 
doubtful coV>.Aon in which Mr. Pem’t own right as pro- 
prietary the revolution having then but juft taken 

place. Blad'A/eUy at the fame time, infifted that Mr. Ptnn 
authorilee himfelf, and with confent of the freemen, 
to 'snake lavv^/^m under his fcal to publiOt them. 

Thb aflembi/ -I'-wking upon the whole of the deputy-go- 
vetnor’s fpeech and cls*du£i to be an invafion of their rights 
and privileges, fteadily'wpofed them, and contended that the 
laws which they had mai^ ci "M. not be* dropt, and that they 
were in full force, t 4 ^l_<^';S declati-^ void by the king under 
his ‘('sWntan oppoiihUo obliged the deputy- 

governor to have re',’furfe to other metltcf's ; and he pre-^ 
vailed with fome «/i the members to abfent themfelyes from 
thriluhfs<,ain or^der to introduce a nullity in its proceedings. 
This drew n ''it the aflembly a fevere remonftrance, which 
they prefented to the deputy-governor, befides their voting 
fuch withdrawing to be treacherous. Nothing but the great 
innate fagacity of Mr. Penn could, at this time, have pre- 
vented the ruin of his intereft- both in England and America, 
After obtaining his patent, he had been indefatigable in pro- 
curing fettlers for his colony ; and, to render his poflellion 
unqueftionable, he bought from the natives all the lands they 
chofe to part with. I'he Dutehy before this time, bad been 
fettled at Netv Yorky and upon the frcflies of Delaware river ,- - 
but were often interrupted in their polTeffion by the SwedeSy 
fo that frequent bickerings happened*beiween the governors 
“<rflhe two nations, who were rivals, in trade. 'Fhe Dutch, 
however, prevailed, and drove the Swedes from their pollcf- 
fions, in the fame manner as the Swedes did them, and great 
part of them fell to the (hare of Mr. Penny to the vaft emo- 
lument of his colony. After this, every day added to the 
population and trade of Penfylvania i and the traniporting of 
emigrants, from the weft of Engkhd thither, became a confi- 
derable branch of commerce. The town of Philadelphia was 
now laid out, and a company, confifting of Mr. James Clof-

vaft profits they made of their peltry trade, thtilfoon accom- 
modated thcmielves with the utcnfils and con^iiejiciss of tW 
Englijh peafantry. This new manner of/ kept ibmi 
entirely quiet; and the mild adminifiratu^Msd^he proprietary 
himfelf reconciled to his governmem^he Swedes and the 
Duuh^ who were as numerous th|»e as the Englijh them- 
ifelves. All the rubs,*therefor|U thVMr. Penn met with in 
his adminifiration were e^s^K^cly owvji to the circumfiances 
of his affairs, which^^;:^^r t^e rcvoTlf at 
the court of where, as wejj^ve already obferved^ 

he was Ipoked upon with a very fufpici^us eye. This was 
no fecict to the Pcnfylvanians^ and encour^d tl yi B»i i tf**the 
opiKifiiion they made to his deputy, who vSik ^ republican, 
and had beeia paymafier to the parliament’s army. The 
powers, however, that had been granted by the two royal 
brothers to Mr. Penn^ were after the revolution thought to 
be derogatory to the royal authority ; and, it is more than 
probable, that Mr. Penn compromifed matters with the then 
government, by confenting to receive a governor for his colony 
from king TP^lliatn and queen Mary: and colopel Fletcher v/ii's 
by the fame commifiion appointed governor both of New-Xork 
::nd Penfylvania. 

This was a pretty extraordinary tranfai^ion ; for in 
Fletchers commiffion *no manner of legard feems to have 
been had to the original charter ; and queen Mary Tent cmir-’ 
an order, counterfigned by the earl of Nottingham^ then fe- 
cretary of ftate, requiring him, as governor of Penfylvanias 
without any mention of the freemen of the colony, to fend 
aid and affifiance, in men or otherwife, to the colony of Nca^ 
York againft the French and Indians, In Ihort, it appears, as 
if the whole original cdhfticqtion of the colony had been 
now dilTolved. liifiead of fix members, for each of the fix 
counties before mentioned, thofe of Philadelphia and New^ 
^ajile were f educed to four each, and the reft to tbree^ fa 
lhatffixteen membAs were (truck* off at once. Upon th9 
meeting of tbis^new aficmbly, the governor laid before thep^ 
bis cooimtilion, and iier naajefty’s letter ; but the 
were far frouncing fik pailive as he imagined. They palftd 
a vote, nem. l/rr. ** province, that were 

in forep ^^5adiice^ef]|e the arrival of this prefent goveinor,

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i ^ ftiirih*TWc: an^*^that the aflembly have a ri^ht humbly 
to move thc'^^ goverr^ir for a continuation or confirmation of 
the fame.” This *'ote was prefented in an addrcfs to the go- 
vernor, in which t]’iy intimated that their majenies had ap. 
pointed him toVsc their governor, on account of the abfence 
of the propriefaw, as if the proprietary’s right in appointing 
a governorJiaMiIl fubfiftcd. Mr. Fletcher did hot fufFcr the 
affembly to ^nifioue long under this dclufion ; “ The ab- 
fence jfaid -he, -f \!he proprietary is the leaft caufe mentioned 
in their majeflics *•. »*s patent, for their maj^fties aflerting 

their undoubted right governing their fuhjcfls in this pro- 
vince. There are reafoi^^.of greater moment: as the nc- 
gleiis and mifearriages in^^^^he l-'‘»'^,adminittraticn ; the want 
of neceflary defence ag**^i'-w the cnem ; the danger of being 
loft fron* -he c. jj:-' The coftftitutfcH.^of their majcftics 

gc*vernment and that of Mr. Penn are in vJireft oppolition 
one to the other : if ;OU will be tenacious in ftickling ffjr this, 
it is T’pulii dcmc Vftaation, ufe what words you plcafe, that, 
indeed, you declfnc the other.” 

Whatever objeftions could be'* made to^Mr. 
grant, or to the conftitution of his colony, it is certain, that//,c^',^- 
this language of Fletcher's was intemperate, and derogatory pnetary 
to the rights of the freemen, who, thereupon, prefented a right. 
remonftrance, in which they faid, that, as to fupeilVding the 
proprietary’s government, they apprehended the rea Tons were 
founded upon mifinformations ; for the courts of juftice, con- 
tinued they, were open in all counties in this government. 

' and juftice duly executed, from the higheft crimes of treafoa 
» . and murder, to the determining the lov/eft difierenres about 
r - pr^erty, before the date or the arrival oT the governor’s com- 
t fhHm)n. Neither do wc apprehend, that the province was 
in danger of being loft from the crown, although the go- 
vernment was in the hands of fome whofe p.inciplcs are not 
for war. And wc conceive, that the prefent govcrnancy hath 
no dirc£l oppofition (with refpefl to the king’s government 
here in general) to our proprietary’s^ JVillhim Penn^ though 
the exercife of thy authority, at prefent, fuperfedes that of 
our faid proprietary. Ncverthelers; we readily own thee 
for our lawful governor, faving toourfelves, and thofe whom 
w: reprefent, our and theif juft rights an^ privileges.” ^ 

This {hrewd remonftrance introduce^ a demand of having ///^ 
^^y^Jaws, which they fent up by tert'of thcir*own number , ^Lith 
and ratified by the goi^rnoi%" After an obftinatc//^f 
dilpltc, they carried their point fo far, thafSMr. Fletcher bly. 

“ fent a meiiage by two^if the council lo^aflurcw^, houfe, in 
his name, of his confir^latiQ^ of all jfjse laid law?^wepting 
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®ne relating to fliipwrecks) during th^ iW 

aficmbly voted the governor thanks for tws meila^c ; but, ac 
I he fame time, they fent a meflage to thy governor, fignify- 
iijg that aggricvanccs ought to he reclrc^J, before any bill 
o( fupply ought to palL.’* 'rtiis meiiagewa^» attended by a 
petition of right, claiming and dc/iring the u(c4nd benefit of 
two hundred and three laws, thmiii fpccifiet^’as in all re- 
fpocl confonar:t to their charter, and none (^jlfcjjvajipullcd by 
the crown in conlequence of the pow'-r r/fetted to fove- 
reign. This warm manner of procec^i^Aew from the go- 
ver an implied metuce, that he faw tubing would do btjt an 
nimcx'.iiion to NcwTGi\k\ and ihiwrevailcd with thcallem^ 
bly to grant the flippfy. hadf however, the fpirit to re- 

lolvc, mm i':n. that fenwofthe governor and coun- 
cil, in order tob;, prTu?^‘d, ^ughc to tJv6 boufe^ 

to have their approbation upo^ fuch amendments, b#- 

torc they can have their final afllnt ^ |Kifs into laws.’* * 
7'hoiigh it was now plain, that the chS^er M-r. ft^/rhad 
obtained for his colony was no longer regardW by the govern- 
ment of En^kndi yet a committee of the aficinbly had the 
courage to enter upon the allenibly’s books, the following 
proicll : We, whofe names arc hereunto fubferibed, repre- 

ientarives of the freemen of this province in ailcmbly, do de- 
clare, it is the undoubted right of this houfe. to receive back 
from the governor and council all fuch bills as are fent up 
lor their approbation* or amendments: and that it is as ne- 
cclTary to know the amendments, and debate the fame, as the 
'«^body of the bills : and that the denial of that right is de« 
thudlivc to the freedom of making laws. And we alfo de- 
clare it is the right (ff the afieoYbly, that, before any bill for 
fupplics be prefented for the lad fandlion of a law, aggrieveflTcs ' 
ought to he redrefleS. Therefore, we, with proteftation, 
(faving our jutt lights in alTcmbly) do declare, that theafTent 
of fuch of us, as were for fending up the bill this morning, 
was mcicly in confideration of the governor’s fpeedy dep^- 
turc, but that it ihould not be drawn into example or prece- 
dent for the future.” • 

After this, FletchrStioui For New Yori^ without giving 
his iandion to the laws required > aqd, by the total rejedtion of 
'Penn^ chfrter, it was generally concluded that the crown 
gof a complete vi^torv over the proprietary right. Nextyc^ 
Markham^ th| lieutemnC'govprnor, iflued writs for an aiSa» ?> 
bly, which accordiiHy mut j but, when they began 
redrclfing grj^anccs,^n order was produced from Fkicbemoi 
their adjouAnent, jih mrder to fupirfede their farther pro- 
ccedings^^^^otwiAfta|ding this, they appointed a compiittep 

--of 
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‘'•^ricviricd''', and cjmed their complaints Againft the arbi- 
trary condud? of therpovernor, aflerting their own right to 
adjourn themfelvcs : that their cafes, legally determined by 
juries, (hould not. be voided by determinations in equity ; 
and that thc'OJt.uiey which had been voted (hould be regu- 
larly and duly iipolied, together with many other grievances, 
which they infrPtd (hould be redreiied. The ftatc of aftairs 
in England- at tsj's time, did not admit of Eletc.hers acting 
ftridtly up.Jf.'* the tenor of his inftrudlions j and, Mr. 
who continued ftill i * England^ had found means to mollify 
the adminillration thertUvin his behalf. Upon Fletcher*^ re- 
turn from New York^ he lT>et the Penfylvanian aflembly with 
more than ufuai compIaceni|y ; but laid befoic them the dan- 
ger they were in of then ^'idians jok'ing in the rebellion of 
the five hdiar> arhich hed d^*peniied upo.i 

England^ but were then confederated with French. His 
fpeech, on this occafion, ended in the following remukable 
manndir j •“ Gentlemen, I coniider your principles, that you 
will not carry aims, nor levy money to make war, though 
for your own defence ; yet I hope you* will not r^fufe to feed 
the hungry and cloath the naked : mv meaning is to fuppiy 
thofe Indian^ nations with fuch necelTaries as may influence 
them to a continuance of their friendfhip to thefe provinces. 

— And now, gentlemen, if you will confider, wherein [ 
may be ufeful to you, according to the tenor of my commif- 
fion, in redreffing your grievances, if you have any 9 you (hall 
find me ready to a6t by the rules of loyalty, with a true re- 
gard to liberty and property.*’ 

Those foothing expreflions did^not divert the aflembly Jlfr. 

I from their main purpofe ; and having pafled a money-bill, they PennV 
-irrttftC^ upon their ruihe of naming collty^ors for the fame, 
and appropriating it to the purpofes for which it had been 
voted. In this demand, they continued fo obflinate, that 
the governor thought proper to diflblve them. Ail this while, 
the aflembly had never thought fit to give any anfwcr to the 
Englijh government concerning the queen's letter, by which 
they were required to aflTitt the province of New York. When 
the next aflembly fate, the fame refradorincls, on their 
part, continued ; and they were again diflblved. In 1696, 

Mr. Penn had managed matters lb well fgr himfeff, at ihr 
c^urt of England^ that he w'as rcfloreid to his right of naming 
^iRi'l^ernor ; and he accordingly nomrnated Mfi. Markham^ 
wh^WHs his nephew, and had b'een^his (^f4taiy. The new 
govAiior, as deputy to the proprietary, ^mmonc’i the afleui- 
bly, and recommended tot^ihem Fletchem late reqwfl of fuc- 
couring the Indium of New Yorkj whyfc eftrn anWjrovifinns 
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had been deftr6yed by the Fnnch. 'ifj'hc afTcgSTBrjfreadyj. 
agreed to do this, provided the governoi, would fettle them 
in their former conflitutions, as they (food before Fletcher^ 
adminiftration. This requeft, before th.\ aflembly thought 
proper to grant the Indian charity, produced anoint committee^ 
of the council and the alTembly, who drew , the following , 
expedient. “ That the governor, at the req^ft of the aflem* ' 
bly, would be pleafed to pafs an ad with ,M!(i|lvftjQ the pro* 
prietary and people ; and that he woutff allb JlAue- out his 
writs for chuAng a full number o^reprefentatives, on the 
lothof next enfuing, to in provincial council 

and aflembly, according to until the proprietary’s 

pleafure (hould bc*known there^ ; and that, if the proprie- 
tary (hould difapprove^e fame, Vjiat then the faid ad (hould 
be void, and nr^/j^s piejudical la him or the people, in 
relation to th^viSlidity or invalidity of the faid charter.” • 
T^is expedient was unanimoufly approved of by the houfe^ 
and a fum of money was immediately raifed for the'fupport 
of the govcrnmer.t, and the relief of the poor Indians. In 
the ad of fettlcmenvpropofed by the expedient, the rotation 
principle was entirely fet afide, and it was refolved that the 
eledinns, both for the council and aflembly, (hould be annual 
and flated. The members of the council for each county 
were to be two, and thofe for the alTembly four ; with proper 
qualifications as to fortune and refidency. The governor or 
his deputy w'as to prefide in the council ; but no ad of go- 
vernment was to be valid without the concurrence of the 
council, or a majority of it*. That two thirds were to be ' 
a quorum in the upper walk of bufinefs, and one third in the ; 
lower ; that the aflembly (hould have power to propofe bills,^ 
as well as the coqpfil : that both might confer on fuch-xermf^ 
as cither of them (nould propofe : that fucb* as the governor 
in council gave his confent to, (hould be laws : that the ftile 
of thofe laws fliould be. By the governor, with the aflent and 
the approbation of the freemen, in general aflembly 0401 : 
that duplicates thereof (hould be tranfmitted to the king’s 
council, according to *the late king’s patent : that the aflfem- 
bly (hould fit on their own adjournments and committees, 
and continue to prepare and propofe bills, redrefs grievances, 
and impeach c^minals, till difmiiTed by the governor and 
.council ; and to r^nain during the year liable to ferve u^n 
his and thwr fu(nmt>^ns : (hould be allowed wages and trawIT 
ing charges : twO'^hirds^co make a aucrum : all uueftlSwrff 
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deci(]f^ V * ' affirmations to be admitted in all 

courts, inftead of t aths, where required : all pcrfons in pof- 
feiEon of lands» hy purchafe or otherwife, fo to continue : 

Ihcrifli and ^heir iUbftitutes to give fecurity for offit.c-beha- 
^ viour : ele£)iop>s were to be free, regular, and incorrupt ; Ho 
member being ?;ermitted to ferve without wages, or for Icfs 
wages than by ihis appointed : neither the form or cfFeA 
of this Z&, to be diminifhcd or altered, in any part or 

claufe tiickcfof, conirary to the true intent or meaning thereof, 
withpuc the confenc .'f the governor, and fix parts in feven 
of the freemen in coun^'l^and alTembiy met : it was to con- 
tinue and be in force, till\he proprietary (hould, by fome in- 
firument under his han^ a ;d feal, (ignify his pleafure to the 
contrary : and it was p‘ r ided, that ^either this a£) nor any 
other (hould preclude or debar the'inhabiu:r[s of this province 
.ar.J territories from claiming, having, and ei.joying, any of 
the rights, privileges and immunities, which the faid proprie- 
tary fckf himfclf, his heirs and afligns, did formerly grant, or 
which of right did belong, unto th.em the faid inhabitants, 
by virtue of any law, charter, or grant whatfoever, any thing 
therein contained to the contrary notwichftanding.’* 

Such was the new fccclemcntof Penfylvania; but thoucU 
governor Fletcher repeated his applications for aid and a/Tifl- 
ance to the colony of New York againft the Freuch and their 
Indianu he could obtain none \ and thus flood affairs in the 
province, when in the beginning of the year 1700, the pro- ryoo#- 
prieiary Mr. Penn came over in perfon. He immediately con- Mr. Penit 
vened the aflembly, and laid before them the great difrepute returns to 
which the colony had incurred \zC Engjftnd,, on account 
tj^ ir piratical praAices, and illicit trade ; requiring them to * 

proved vigoroufly againft both. Thofe an alters weie referred 
to proper committees ; and a fon-in- law of the late governor 
Markham^ being found the mofl culpable as to piratical prac- 
tices, was committed, and obliged to give bail for his ap- 
pearance. As to the charge of illicit trade, the alTcmbly dif- 
claimed it, and effedlually jufliiied^themrclves. After this, 
fome fanher regulations with regard fo the next affembly be- 
ing appointed, particularly that three members of the coun- 
cil (hould bechofenin every county, and fix for thg aflembly, 
they feparated. The ncxit afTembly prov.fd to be very (pu- 
^ porous, and they prolonged their x(r^n/ beyond the time 
^ ■ l^j^ted by their charter, which probatily ^as ^ccafioned by 
a /^w plan of government that wil un^r their deliberation. 

I he truth is, Mr. Penn^s notions cy govcrni'ynt were in 
fome refpeiEts too refined^ to be prafiicablt^ andljvgte perpe- 
tually^ flu£luatinc. The next aiTcmblv confii^ .0^ of 
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twenty-four members, that is four for each countyif'sHnfiii] 
ftead of Philadelphia^ they met at Newcajiif, Th(e governoi 
informed them of the defeats of their conftitution, and de- 
manded a fupply for the fupport of his government. Thofe 
matters, efpecially the union between the province and the 
territory, created prodigious debates, and threatened an im- 
mediate reparation \ but, at lad, the debate aras referred to 
a future aflembly. The fettlement of the p^ppep^was fe- 
cured by a bill for the efFedual eftablKhmofTt and .confirma- 
tion of the freeholders of both parts oC the united colony, 
and a liberal fupply was granted. ailcmhly met a^ain 

the following Auguji at Philadelphiem and a letter from his 
majefty, requiring a Vumof money ^r raifirg fortifications on 
the frontiers of New York^ was Iaid«/bcfbre them, but no 
regard was paid to it, tinder pretence that the province was 
exhaufted by theii^^former grants. In September^ 1701, Mg. 
Penn copvencd another aflembly, and informed them of the ' 
indifpenfible neccfiityi he under to go to England^ to ob- 
, viate fome ill offices done by his and their enemies with the 
' government there \ but offered to do every thing that was in 
his power to fecure them in their privileges and properties. 
The aflembly, in their anfwer, exprefl'ed great diflatisfaiSlion 
to the date of both, and required fomc farther fccurity *, to 
which the proprietary gave evafive anfwcrs, bpt oftcred to 
leave the nomination of the deputy-governor, who was to a£l 
in his abfcnce, to themfelvcs : but they declined that honour, 
and went upon a new charter of privileges. 

This introduced a breach between the members of the 
province, and thofe of the territory 5 the latter infifling upon 
fomc particular privflcges, which, when they were refufed 
them by the others, made them withdraw from the mcesitigr' 
and it required all the authority and addrefs of the proprietary 
to make up the breach. At lad, after great heart-burnings 
on both parts, jud when Mr. Penn was about to embark, a 
charter of privileges was prefented to him, and, being rati- 
fied by him, is now the rule of government in Penfylvama. 
By this important charter, liberty of confcience is granted ; 
and, all chfiftians, taking the proper oath of allegiance and 
fidelity, whatever denomination they were of, were enabled 
to ferve ehe government, either legiflatively or executively. 
Bf the fecond article, it is provided that an aflembly Ihoutd 
be yearly chplen |y ^Ifi^freemen, to confift of four pcrfojf 
out of each couirij^ of mod note for virtue, wifdonfHKid^ 
ability, or a greavr number, if the governor and afle/bly 
(hould foa^'ee, uponvtbe ift of Offober for ever, and fliould 
fit on th^r^th following, with powier to chufe a fpeaker and 
3 otKir 
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,^ber piScers, to be judges of the quajificationi ah^ 
iTcdions o( their f>wn members, fit upon their own ad> 
journmcntSp appoint committees, prepare bills, impeach 
criminals, and redrefs grievances, with all other powers and 
privileges of an aflembly, according to the rights of the ■ 

frcc-born fuhjcfls of En^lafid^ and the ciiftoms obferved in 
any of the kini/s plantations in America. If any county or 
tountics iho lie dc(|!,]c< 9 to fend deputies, thofe who met, 
provided iticy vere nut fewer in number than two thirds of 
the whole, '^ere to.be confidered as the legal reprefentative of 
the jrrovince. 

Tub freemen of eadj^ounty were to pitch upon three 
tnen, whofe names the^ were to prefent 5o the governor, to 
lerve the. offices of fherv;? und coioner, and he was to pitch 
upon one with the provifiotis as ufual in fuch cafes. The 
fourth article piovidcd, that the l^ws of th!: government fliall 
■bc®in this ftilc, •:;*«. liy the guvciiior, with theconfent andt 
Approbation of the freemen in general aflembly mefb- The 
fifth article provides that all crin inals (ball have the fame 
privileges of \vitnei?*cs and council -as their profgcutors. By 
the fixtli article, all matters of compfaint relating to proper- 
ty were to be anfwercd before the govcrriOr and council only, 
in the ordinary courfc of juftice, unlcfs appeals thereunto 
ihall be thereafter by law appointed. By the feventh article^ 
the governor was to grant no licence for any public houfe, 
without a recommendation from the juftices of the county^ 
who, in calc of inifbt^baviour, were empowered to fliut it up,' 

Or otherwife punifli according to law. By the eighth article., 
in cafes cf fiiicide, all piopcrty was tQ defeend to the next 
tielrs, as if the dcceafcd had died a na^ral death ; nor was 
,£,ovcrnor to be intiilcd to any forfeiture, ^if a perfort 
fhould be killed by cafualty or^ccidcAt. The fame article 
provides,' that no adt,'Iaw, or oldinance whatfoever, ijiouid 
at any time hereafter be made orvone to altcr^' change, or 
dimiiiifli the form or efficcl of thL charter, or of any pare 
or^claufe therein, according to thl true intent and meaning 
thereof, without the confent of t^ governor for ihe^time 
being, and fix parts in liven of the aflembly met : and chat 
the firft strticle, relating to liberty pf confciencc, fliould be 
&ept and remain without any alteration inviolably^ for ever : 

Thar the faid William for himfelf, his heirs i^d

Handlioa This new conftitution difFered greatly from the original. 
gov:rr,Gr, The governor might nominate his own council, and he was 
left lingie in the executive pan of ihe govcrnin^nt, and had 
liberty to reftrain the legiflativc, by rciufing his aflcrit to their 
bills. The aflemhiy, on the other hand, acquired the im- 
portant privilege of propeundin:!: laws, j;s well as i-famcnding 
or rf-jciliin^ them ; but th.njid'i this new cbniijxution was 
thanki'ully accepted of by the provipce, it wa- unanimeufly 
rejected by the icrritorv ; and ailai-s ii*ood in this untovifhrd- 
ly when Mi.

Siicrcer'eJ "I his gentleman, foon after his arrival, aftc£lrd to be 
ly Kvans furprized that the rcpicfvnuiivrs of the province, and thofc 
of ihe ten itorj', ailed as two diitincl bodies, and advifed ihctn 
in unite; intimating, at the fame time, that, if they did not, r 
rJJimhlj, jiciiher of them W'ciild be in a condiiicm to aef at all. The 
provip'.ials threw thV M.imc of tl'.e dlfynion upon the terri- 
lorv people, v;ho, at ciili:*d tortccivc the charter, and 
to co-opente with the prcviiu i.\ls, v.ho now thelincd the 
pr.;pof.ii, to the groat (ii.'!:u(l of the new aovernor, 'I'he 
all’*n;bly, after this, •pa.^’cd a bill for cGr*firming their charter, 
but it w'as fent buck^io them with amcndmtnts, whicliM+HJ^ 
voted were deftruclive to tlfcir conliituiion. 'This vote was 
followed by rcfolutior.s and ndditfils, wmich widened the 
breach between the goverfor and the uficmbiy, and the latter 
rcfolvcd, that to admit <* the power of diiiblution, or pro- 
rogation in the governor/wdll manifciily deftroy or fruftrate 
the cleflions, fettled hf the charter, which is as a perpetual 
writ, fupported by the Icgillative authority of this govern- 
ment, and will make way for elections by writs, grounded 
upon a prerogative, or rather a pre-eminence, which the 
pr?)prietary and hS deputy are byVhartcr debarred to refumc. 
The governq{, Jn/hft an^er, denied that the proprietary by 
the late charter haA griiit?d away that power, and reUiretf ^ 
to comply with the^^crably till he could obtain inftrudi'ons 
from but, in the mean tin^e, he recommended them

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^xfgeiicies Sf the government ncccfl^rily required. Thfc 
aifembly, in^their lejoindcr to this anfwcr* carried their re- 
fentment lb -high, that they . refufed to proceed upon any 
•then bufinefsy till they receiv.ed fatisfadlion as to the great 
point in difpute. They likcv/ife unanimoufly came to nino 
refolutions, in which the proprietary hrmfelf was charged as 
having broken the original charter, and, by his artifices, de- 
feated them of their privileges. He was likewii'e charged 
with having extorted fiom the province great firms of money, 
on pretence ot negotiating their afiTairs in England^ and of 
reliving them as to o.H^hs ; hut, inftead of that, the queen’s 
letter required oaths tpSbc adminiftered to all the members, 
by which the quakers^w^rre difabled frdm fitting in courts. 

I'hcy made likewife grievous complaints concerning the 
abufes of furveyors, tjie -clerks the courts, and jultices of 
tijp peace, « who, they faid, were all put in by the proprietary, 

’ Und thereby he became his own judge in nis^ovL*^ caulc. 

Thofe and other matters v/crc the heads of a reprefencation, 
or rather remor.ftrance, drawn up and fent to the proprie- 
tary, then in J^nglandy in v^hich he«is repiefented as an cp- 
preflbr, and as falfifvine his word in almofl every rcrpedl 
with the provincials. Many, if not the whole, of thofe al- 
legations were over drained, or entirely falfc; but it fecnis 
pretty ccrx?m, that Mr. extreme caution and anxiety 

to finilh a complete model of government, did fubjeilt the 
province to intonvcyjicricic*, which, by •dcfigning men, were 
repre'ciued as in?«Icrtib!e micvances. Amcnylt other rct»i'- 
lati(ms, * which the provinaalb iniifted upon, one was, ihat^ 
royal commiiS'mcr ih'iuld 'W clhiV;»fl'«*d in Pc^ijylvaua^ for 
determining all mailers wherein the prof incia;s had jud caute 
iJiimpIain againft the proprietary, his deputies, or com- 
millioners ; or that the inhabitalks fbouid be redored to their 
original right, which they had b^hcir firft charter, of cledl- 
ing judges, jufticcs, and other offers, as the people of AVw 
E'pgfand had by king ch^er. 

From the whole of this repr^ntation it a]>peared, thati!/r. Penn 
the parties were sdetermined to bring the conftitulion of xheobfaht a 
province as near as poffibic to its firft principles. The re- majority 
prefentation was fent ; but the parties themfelves a£led with”' 
iiich firmnefs, that, though Icveral of the council, and 
governor himfclfy earneftly demanded a copy of it, they vPerc 
refuted it, under pretence that they wel-e* not^illing to cx- 
,pofc the proprietary to cenfure. •! 'be true rcafon, however, 
why they let the affair fleep, notwiihlynding their loud out- 
cHes againft their propriiltaiy, was their apprehenfion of fall- 
. ing under the imoiediate power of the C|;iwn> \A fl^hich cafe

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they might have oaths multipHed upon* them, and be charged 
with the militia duties, both which were highly repugnan* ta 
the principles of the majority of the council, it is move 
than probable that Mr. Penn^ and his adminiftration in Pen-> 
fylvanla^ were fully fenfible of the difficulties the provincial^ 
Jay under in this refped, and they managed fo well, that, at 
laft, they obtained a majority in the aflembly, who fubmitted 
to all the grievances they had formerly complained of. 
Thofe dirpuces were greatly augmented by the iytemperance 
of the quakers themfelvcs, who, iiotwich (landing all their 
zeal for liberty of confcicnce, perfeepted KtUh, one ortheif 
mod: famous preachers, upon his c^i^r^iming to the cbuuh of 
Englanij and went ib far as to throw Sirn into prifon. This 
was looked upon as being highly ificonfiilent with quaker- 
principles ^ and his perfecqtors, by way of apology, (though 
it is a very triflipg one) pietended that they did not punifh l^m 
for his i^iigious principles, but tor having infulted the civil* 
government. 

^ In 1706-7, the aflembly of was far from being 

fo complaifaiit as of bte to the governor and the council; 
two parties were formed, the one headed by Mr. Logarif 
tb^m and l^^rctaiy to the governor and the council, and the other by 
tbepro- Lloydy fpealcer of the aflembly. Many exafperating 

frietart motions and mcirages, not material 10 be mentioned here, 
palled between the two parties, and, it is now agreed on all 
bands, that both them were fo b^pded by pafllon and 
animofity, it is bard to fay, which was mofl to blame. Logan 
* infulted the members of the aflembly, when they came with 
xneflag's to the i'overnoi;, who Teems ro have been entirely 
under the diredion :lhd influence of Logan ; and, therefo re, 
they proceeded ajiainfl him as a delinquent. The gov^rHOfJ" 
on the other hand, created Mhyd as an jncendiary, and threat- 
ened to make him feci thp weight of' hU power. All this 
white, three charters werf depending for confirmation. One 
was that of the privilege ; another that of the city of /^c- 
ladelph:a\ ahd the laft/nat of fecuring property ; and the 
aflembly wete given tovnderftand, that the two former muA 
remain in the fame precarious ftate they Were then, until 
the proprieury and his governor were put upon proper efta- 
blifhmerfls, and freed from the invafions of the aflembly. 
ARs to the laft charter, the governor told the aflembly, that 
it was no bigter thali an unjuft projed of the fpeaker to in- 
croach upon, and Mn io ingrofs, the proprietary’s rights. 
The aflembly, in aiwer to this, maintained that nothing bad 
been inferted in the charter, but, the proprietary’s own di- 
re^on we ai^o obferve^ chat this happened at a jutt^re, 
2r whm 
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wben tba preptietary apprehended that hi« owti powers mlgh^ 
be abridged by a bill depending to the Englijh parliament { 
and be found it bis intereft to ftrengthcDi all be could, the pro- 
perty of the provincials. 

By this tiiDff the deputy*governor had received from Mr. They iujift 
Pann heavy complaints of the indignity done him by the re- oh a re* 
prefentation we have already mentioned, and a copy of the 
fame with vrhicb he upbraided the aflembly; but they excuf- grtevancfs 
ed themfelves ft cm taking any cognizance of the paper, as it 
was the a£t of a former^flembly, for which they were not 
to atifwer. They thc^^re inlSfted liill upon a redrefi of 
grievances. I'he gov'\['nor in this conteft had manifeftly the 
fuperioriry. The aflembly had fent him up a bill, which they 
palled for eflabhlhing courts^f juflice, and which the 
gewernor thought he could not properly agn^e to, becaufe, 

'at his arrival in he had found the fr^evof their 
government fettled by their Idft charter of privileges,' which 
had been thankfully leceived and fipned by themfelves, and 
therefore he did not apprehend it to*"be within his commiflion 
or in(lru£liofis to agree to fo important a variation from that 
charter. The alfembly, in reply to this anfwer, alledged, 
that even thelaft charter had been violated, and, very incon- 
fiflently with themfelves, complained of its infufficiency, be- 
caufe it fell far Ihorc of the rights they claimed by their ori- 
ginal confl^itution.« ^lafl, they drew up^two different remon- 
ftrances to Mr. Penn^ complaining of the governor and the 
fecrctary, and of the proprietary himfelf, for having left theiif 
to be deflroyed without any proce£Uon by their injuftice and 
tyranny. They then renewed all tbeii^complaints contain- 
eu in*their former reprefentation,. and added frelh ones. This 
new remonflrance, to. fay the of if, was worded in 
teims, and with a fpirit which p^inly enough evinced that 
they were not to be fatisfied, evef if all their demands had 
be(n granted them. 

1*H£ difpute between Zog^an and^e aflembly ftill conti- 
nued, and they drew up an impeachment, confifling of thir- 
teen anicles againft him, charging him with malverfation 
in bis office, and offering to prove all their allegations ; but 
they were evaded by the governor. ' This groduced^ remon- 
ilrance againft the governor himfelf, containing twelve afti- 
cles^ and charging binv with being loofd[in his principles, ar« 
bicrary mhisdifpofition, and fcandalouwin his private life 
and deportment. At laft the proprietar/ thought proper to 
vecal EvanSj who had the mortification to fee an addrefs of 
tfianks'palTed by the aflembly on that acebont, and Vas fuc- 
CCeded by Charles Gookin^ Elq. This n^ governor as 
^ C 3 mucji 
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Gcokin much under the influence oV Logan as hts predeceflbr had 
governor* been. It feems to be pretty plain that all the grievances'of 
the province, and the difTcnttons between the auembly, and 
the proprietary, ucrc owing to the unhappy (late of Mr. i 
Penns private affairs in England^ which did not permit hinr 
to refide upon his province. He vi^as an tlluftrious inftance 
of that public Iplijt which can form the greateft plans, with- 
out the Icuil imniedtnte attention to domcltic intereff. Gookin^ 
as well as Evans had been, was in neceffitous circumfta^ics, 
and both of them fnu;^ht their own cni^lumcnt with an equal 
clifregard to that of proprietary Jf the provincials. We 
do not perceive that the change f;f Ejins for Gcokin (B) was 
pf any fcrvicc towards extinguifhing the heats between the 
governor and the aflcmhly/ I'he latter by this time talked 
in a mo:c pofiiirc haughty flrain than ever, l^'his was occc- 
fiuned bf the knowledge they had of the proprietary’s diflreflf 
circumHaiiccs (fur we are informed that about this time he 
was cocjfincd for debt in prifon of the fleet) which threw 
his govcinois® upon ihc province for their fubflftcncc. This 
obliged them toadtamoli fcandalous part; for if they did not 
obey ihf* orders of the proprietary, they were difp'aced ; if 
they broke wiili the ailcmbly, they were in danger oi ftarving. 
Tire aflcn^bly, ilurefoic, jiow declared that they expedled 
feme more confidcrajtion than formerly from the governor, 
whorn they fupported at their own expiii^tT Gooktn at firft 
l>rcren(lcd to act with a high hand,' and by Logcats advice he 
dif uvne 1 the povrer of the aflemlrly, and icfufcd to hold any 
corrcfpo’jdence with ^em.* He lived, however, long enough 
in Penfylvania to repent of this haughty proceeding, and be- 
fore his return to Engliiid^ ire coiivi'ncd the aflembly,** anST 
made them the followir.g ^can propofition, “ That, for 
the little time he had to My, he was ready to do the coun- 
try all ib^ fervie.* he cuul(A and that they might be their OWQ 
carvers in cafe they wqw in forne meafure provide for bis 
going bai.k to fecic arujjFcr employment.’’ All the anfwer 
the ait'embly thought fit to make to this proflituted offer, u>aj 
to prcfLuit the governor with 'icioL

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pair his roini^ fortune; which he never could do^ for be <)ied 
a beggar, in the lowell fenfe of the word. a man of no 

deep parts, yet he was plaufiblc, infinuaring, and cunning, and 

4 by afFedin^ to be a profefied politician, he gained from many, 
oven fenfible, people, an opinion of his wifdom. He was fen* 
iible of Pmr’s diftrefTes, and he had addrefs enough to get him- 
felf recommended by the board of trade as a proper governor 
for Petifylvgnia. Having obferved the mifcarr;age8 of the two 
laft governors, and how little their private fortunes were in- 
debted to their adminiflration, he icfolved toobferve a condudi 
very difierent from th^JfcP,,. Having called the aflembly toge- 
ther, he dropt all the(iigh airs of a governor, and made them 
a mofl: foothing fpcech, without mentioning even the name 
of a proprietary. In fhort, he it^inuated in his fpeceb enough 
tu let the members know, that provided thcvconfidered him, 
he was refolved to refufe them nothing tht7 c^ulcj^dccently 
a(k fi)r. They ftruck in with his meaning ; and* though 
Keith was a very expenfive man, yet he condiidled himfelf 
with To much ai\drc('s, that they appeared to be entirely fatisfi- 
«d wi h his adminifiiation, as he was with* their ictributions ; 
and the indulgence he (hewed to all their requefts, though 
upon the mercenary motives we have mentioned, greatly con- 
tiibuted to the' prefent flourilhing (bte of the colony. 

One efFedl which this good underflanding between the go* 
vernor and the Wl^^jibly produced, wav the diminiihing the 
influence of Logan in thlp afli*mbly. Mr. Penn^ in 1718, 
died at his feat near Reading 'in Berkfinre^ and left his inrcrt4 
in the province in the bands of trui|ees, who w^re his widow, 
Henry Gouldney^ JoJhua GVe, and his (ijtretary Logan. This 
iliai^ in the truft foon revwed the interefl of the latter, who by 
"^reprefenting Keith a needy mUn, ancf as attempting to luin 
the proprietary’s intereft in ihc wwince, divided a majority of 
the council againft him. Keith^ In the other hand, accufed 
fygan ^ with having vitiated the iwcords of the council, and 
the latter flanJing on his own d«nce, and throwing out 
'great perfonal abufe againfl the gowrnor, Keith^ ventured not 
only to difmifs him from his poft of fecretary, hut to fill it up 
with another. Logan upon this, went over, full of refentmenr, 
to England^ and received from the other trufleeu letters to 
Keiths whom they reproved for his beba/iour to Logan\ ^rnl 
private in(lnj£tions for his future condttdl. Ijj^hore inftrudli- 
ons turned upon very interefiingp;>ints.| In them, the widow 
Penn^ who feems to have taken the liad in the aflair, com- 
plains bitterly that the power of the legiilatuie having been

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lodged in the governor and aflembl|r, the abfeot- feoptjktM^ 
had been deprived evta of his negative, contrary to bU kK 
tention and bis undoubted rights. Keith is Ifkcsviie charged 
with having tranfmitted the Taws enaded in ponjunSion with, 
fhe aflembly, diredly to the miniftry at haadout without aqyt. 
intermediate check. ** Therefore (continues the widow'a' 
private inftru£iions) for remedy of this grievance, it is requir- 
ed, that thou advife with the cour-cil, upon every, meeting or 
adjournment of the aflembty, which require any deliberation 
on the governor’s part : that thou make no fpeech, nor'fend 
any written meiTage to the afTembl/' ^>ut what {hall be firft 
approved in couikiI \ that thou receive^ll medages from them ' 
in council, if pradticableatthetimej and ihalt return no bills 
to the houfe, without the, advice of council ; nor pafs any

tttiful KE'ITH^ unwilling to enter on any difpute that might 
iitanagt- difappoint him of his government, had, at his hrft entering 
on it, fubmitted togivcraWnd of loooA to the proprietary, 
that he would follow certain conditions of government. This 
undoubtedly was an unconftitutional mcaAire, and nothing 
but Mr. Penn and bis family’s diftrefTes, by which they faw 
themfclves become infigqiiicant in the province, could have 
induced them to exa£t it. Keith^ however, flood fo well with 
theaflembly, that henot pnly venturedj[Q^''eg8rd this bond ; 
but againft all the rules of found if not in dire£t vio* 

iation of bis trufl, he openly communicated to the aflembly 
all the feveral inftru£lions,he had received, with all the an- 
fwers he had returned to the fame. Zagautm the courfe ofthe. 
difpute, difoovpred, that the Jiroprietary, during bis abfence, 
had not received one *fhilliK of profit^ from the government! ' 
The aflembly pretended, tint by their original article of quit- 
rents, they were exemptef from the obligation of pay mg any 
ihiiig towards the expenws of the government, ttough^in 
fi&t they bad paid a gr^ deal. They therefore dofed with 
Keithi without taking nAice of the government- fubAdies, and 
agreed with him in obltruding all demands of that kind, or 
any other contained in the laid private inftrudions that were . 
fepugnanPto their .charter, orinconfiflent with their privileges, 
wMcn they grounded, npt very cdnOfleiitly with thelnfelves, 
upon their original cdnftitutions. 

KEITH remaii^d after this in fo high preditwith the 
provincials, that he could have defeated all Legau'i fohemes ; 
but he Teems to have been too mucl^intoxicatra with his ^ 
pularity. * He back Iduring his difpute, been (trenuoufly 
l^flllftwith tbp intlteft, the advice, and the pen (fucb as it 
' . * V^aO-

^ SJojfdt the eflembty’s leaker, whom we have alret- 
^meiHioiied } bur, thinking himielf now above any a^anfe, 
he quufcllcd with Lkyd^ though he had received four thou* 

\fand pouddi from the afiembly for his extraordinary fervices 
JoiiHtig with them againft the proprietary’s intercft. Ll^ 
fvM his party then joining with lagm^ managed fo well with 
' the tri^hws in England^ that the latter ventured to promile to 
fend a fucccllbr xa-Ktith. The provincials, having now fome 
hopes of emancipating thdmfelvcs from the leaA depcndance 
upon Keithy in the next aflembly (hewed a fudden and fur- 
prixing coldnels towart^Jl he propofed. Two motions were 
' made, the one for fui^iiwing him wkh->(ix hundred pounds, 
and the other with five hundred } but both were overrruled, 
and all he could obtain was four^hundred. In all the fubfe- 
qpent part of the feffion they treated him with remarkable 
' oeglefi. They delayed the bufinefs of the ^rovincj^, which 
they rclervcd for the adminiftration of bis fuccellSr ; and when 
warmfy infified ugon their giving him a public tefiimo' 
nial of bis good government, they'were, with gfpat difficulty, 
broaght to give him one that was veiv (canty, and not ade- 
quate to his merits. This raifed indignation fo much, 
that, though be knew he was to lole his governmcnr, he did 
|idt apply as his predeceflbr Gwkin had done for any preleni. 

After nine years adminiftratiop of remarkable tranquillity, 

Ktitb was reduc^t. to the condition ofi a private man j but 
pven (hen he could'libt^ubmic to p privpte condition, fie- ' 

ing in hopes that he could ftill rmbrtMl the a$iir$ of the ge- 
vernment, fo as' to render it necdTary for the proprietaries to 
reinftate ■ him, he very imprudently paooured himfelf.to be 
chofon an afliembly-man ; hutwl the views be had of embar- 
'' raffing the government, and dim^n^ the proprietaries mif- 
parried ; and he was' obliged tontum to Et^ltmdy where be 
lived without a frip nd to fupport Inm, and fpent the very fmall 
remains of his fortune in fruitleCleppeSationt. 

* It was about this time that tlA foundation of the difoute Contiiut- 
was laid concerning taxing the efl^of the proprietary. The ewe t/ih^ 
provincials pretended that the prefents which they made todifftrmn 
the Indians^ fo a manner, paid for the Ipnds purchafed from hu’wtn 
them by Mr. PenH. When thofe lands were refold, the quit- thiprtpri- 
,fents upem them were ftiM retained by ilJfe proprietary, who, 
by the original charter of the pfoviacei|W9s the only merchant xy 
who could buy them, and by tbe^maang in^reafe of popu- 
lation in PtnfyhmUiy the value of lands fo purchafed improved 
.fo greatly, that it was es^ly to be forefimn the quit-rents muft, 
fo a &ort time, amount to an immenltliim. A* thofe quit- 
Ipats had been referved by the proprieta^ .who was jfoawife 
■ ve.'- 
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governor, under the pretence of their defraying the expftnctt 
of government) which ever fince bis refidencein England had 
been paid by the province) it was infixed upon by the aiTem- 
bly that the proprietary’s eftate fhould be taxable in commons 
with the reft of the property of the province. This claio^ 
was vigoroufly oppofed by the proprietaries, there being no- 
thing in the charters to authorize it, and both Tides becom- 
ing obftinatc., the dil'pute at laft brought the prqyiiice to the 
brink of ruin. 

The reader in the hiftory of a province chiefly peopled by 
men whofe principles difclaimed t^^ufe of arms, and who 
were far from bein^adventurers in msftters of commerce^ can 
expe£l little entertainment, befides its civil tranfafiions; and 
indeed they ■ are perhaps ij^ore inftru£iive than any other, 
when wc confidcr tbeftupendous profpcrityof this country, •fo 
Vaften- latily pijnred, #nd fo flourifting by pacific mea'ures. After* 
erea/e of the Kev*olutfon had taken place, Pcnfyhania was t\q longer con- 
;tbe colony, fidered as a refuge for the perferuted^ but as one of the chief 
emporiums America ^ and it was filled with colonifts from 
all parts of the world. Befides the EngliJhj Scotch^ and IriJhj 
vaft numbers of Palatines went every year to it from the 
port of Rotterdam^ and their example was followed by other 
Germans and Swedes^ who, notwidifianding their diffe- 
rent re£ts of religion, lived in wonderful harmony together, 
and the whole formed perhaps the nig fl, «fcaceable and in- 
duftrious, and therefore the oioft hpppy', people in the world'; 
nor is it perhaps an over-ftretched talculatiun to fay, that at 
this time Penfylvania contj^ins 280,000 fouls. 

This prodigious iacreafe of population, together with the 
growing power of the French North America^ introduced in- 

to Penfylvania maxtml very /iftlrent from thofc of its origl-"^ 
nal planters, who, when jpey fought an afylum there, could 
not forefee that one time mr other they ftiould be in danger, 
without the ufe of arms, ff falling a prey to their ambitiqps 
neighbours. As to Mr.fenn, the father of the colony, it is 
pretty plain by his refcr^^ig to himfelf, in the fixteenth fcc- 
tion of his original charter, the office of captain-general, and 
the power of making war, when necellary, that h^c was void 
of thofe paffivc fentiments ; and his governors had made re- 
peated efforts for eftablifliing a milTiary force in the province; 
but, for fome time, ttey had not been able to fucceed thro’ the 
vaft majority which Aic qi^kers had in every aflembly. We 
Ihall, in the courfe of our hiftory, fee the terrible effeds which 
^ this ridiculous principie of non-reftfljgice introduced. 

Cafe if Its The ntxt greauiflercfting point that occurs in the hiftory 
^nnrj, of TIfc prwince is%|hc calc of their currency, Penfylvania^ 
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like the other EngVtJb colonies in North America^ found that 
its current fpecie was ihfufficient to anfwer the defeA that 
Varofe upon the baIIance‘of trade between them and England i 
put long refiftcd the general pradice entered into by the other 
. j:o!onics of ifTuing a paper currency for fupplying the topical 
llpurpofes of gold and filver, which they were obliged to tend 
to England. It was not before the year 1722* that they 
ifliied i^yOoe/. in provincial bills; but even in ifluing this 
inconfiderablefumi they proceeded with vaft caution and cir* 
cumlpe£lion. They m^ide no loans but upon land fecurity, 
or plate depqflted in thefi ^oan office. They obliged the bor- 
rowers to pay iive«per e'ent. for the fumslthey took up; and 
they made their bills a tender in all payments, under the pain 
of forfeiting the commodity oo^vacating the debt. 7 'hat 
«th(sy might keep their paper currency as nea]^ as poffible on 
a par with their fpecie) they even impofed peiialtif;} for thofe 
who made eiLtraordinary allowances for being paid in the lat* 
ter inftead of the former ; and th^ they might be more gra- 
dually reduced) they provided that one eighth of she principal, 
as well as the whole intereft money, (hould be annually paid. 

The provincials, however, finding by experience, and, in 
couirfc of time, the infufficiency of fo (mail a paper currency, 
to anfwer the exigencies of fo populous a province) increafed 
their currency by degrees to SOfOOO/. to be current for fix- 
teen years. TK^k rt^fure was attended by one, perhaps, 
not equally warrantable ;'^ecaufc it gave a power to the truf- 
tees of the loan office to rc-emit the currency as it fhould Vt 
paid off either to the fame perfonsor others, without any due 
authority for that purpofe. y • 

^ ’AV firft the proprietaries mJ no ol])e<Slion to thofe ifTues; Gordon 
^ but finding their intcrpfts likely be affefled by them, iMa- governor* 
Jor Gord^Ui who fucceeded Sir Keith in the government, 

though he approved of the increJe of paper currency in ge- 
neral, gave the provincials to undtrfiand that they would be 
no longer gratified in the emiffiu of paper money, unlefe 
particular care was taken to pay t» quit-rents of the pro- 
prietaries in gold and filver ; and at leaft» that as paper, not- 
notwithflanding all the precautions which had been taken, was 
now at a difenunr, that not only the difierence between that 
and fpecie orbullioni fhould be made up to them, but like- 
wife the lofs arifing upon the exchanges &nd (p this demand 
the province was partly obliged to«fiibmTt. In the year 1740, 
the Penfylvmians were included in the.complaint which the 
merchants of Great Bidtam brotight irvo the heufe of com- 
mons, on account of the excelfivc abi^ of papef-mon^ in 
cjftcrn colo.nics of America^ and wisth, for want idyro- 
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per funds to fupport its credit, was^ greatly depreciated^ to Ch« 
inKnite prejudice of the national commerce. The houic, up-^ 
CO this, addreiled the throne jto put a flop to (he evil, by 
in(itru£ting the Teveral governors not to give their aflent to any i 
farther laws of that nature, without an exprefs provifo, that 
they flioulJ not take eflFe£t till his majeAy's approbation had ^ 
been iirft obtained. A bill was afterwards brought in to re- 
drain the notthern colonies in general from ifluing paper bills 
of credit, but was oppofed, and :nifcarri ‘d, chi^y through 
the influence of the proprietaries of Penfylvama. Notvfith- 
ftanding the above addrefs, and {general outcry raifed 
by the merchants againil a paper currency, the lords of 
trade and plantations were fo well fatisfled of the neceflity of 
the circulation of 80,000/. paper currency in Penjylvania^ 

' that an Sk£t for that purpofe, * then lying before the lords 
trade, was, by Iheir recommendation, palled into a law, but 
not till %rte^e proprietaries demands had been fatisfied. 

Ilijiory Having thus given our reader, we hope, a Tull view of 
ibecom- the civil intei|;pfts and cop&rns of Penfylvania^ we fhall now 
mtret of proceed upon thofe that are commercial. According to a 
Penfylva- letter publiOied from Mr. Penn ^ in the infancy of the colO'* 
ny, the province of Penfyhjania confumed above 180, 000 /• 
yeatly of En^HJb growth, and the whole of this its com- 
merce added 30,000/. a year to the revenue. During Sir 
IViUiam KeiiPs government, be fettle d in P^f vhxtma a num- 
ber of Palatines^ who bad been d^ppdintcd of their fettle* 
nients mNeuiYorii and thofe emigrants poured in fuch num- 
bers into Petifylvania^ that^the government of that province 
refufed to receive any more,^ unlefs they paid a pecuniary 
tax for their reception, whici^bliged many mips full of them 
to go to other £nV(^ 1 Settlci:^t 5 . This undoubtedly was bad*" 
policy, as the country was^en but thfniy peopled ; and the 
PenJylvanians^zmM^e^ wyc fo fenfible of their miftake, that 
the tax was aboliflied. Tp give fome fpecimen of the fwift 
cncreafe of population in/his country, we need but to mea- 
tion that from December December 25, 1 799, 
no fewer than 6200 Germans, and others,* were imported into 
the colony ; and this importation cootinued till it was thought 
by many that the proportion of numbers within the province 
beto^een and foreigiters, was too unequal, and 

would in time requice fome public regulatipp. Even the 
Ipfles of the pfbvinceiwete^fo many proofs of its wealth, for^ 
by a Are which broke >ut in the year 1730, thelpfs of boui|^, 
goods, zni fnxniiiitt ia Philadelphia, greater fbius feve*

Vrtthout being ruined. In the year following, an aflbciatton 
tmongft the merchants of Ptnjyhania was entered into for 
. fupporting the paper currency, vihich bad been emitted by 
"''the lower counties upon Delmart river, and is diftinguiflied 
by the name of the Penfylvanian territory, which currency 
''/was limited to 1 2,000 /• This meafure proved to be as wife 
as it was generous, and placed the territory currency upon x 
par with th(tt of the province. As the population" of jPen*- 
fyivania encrcafed, lb did the meafures taken for its profperity. 
Supplementary laws were made to lecure both the liberty and 
property of the. provincial t. The a£t againft buying lands of the 
natives wa& exniaineJ. Hawkers and pedlars were regulated^ 

A tax was inipoted upon perfons guilty of certain heinous 
crimes, and an exrifs laid on z\\^ wine, rum, brandy, and 
ocher fpirts retailed in the province. Precautions were like* 
wife taken againll; the importation of poor and ign^po^eiu per- 
fons ; and for railing good hemp, and impofing 'penalties up*' 
on all who Ihould manufadiure into cordage unmerchantable 
hemp. According to the bell accouf>t 9 we have J[>een able tor 
receive, the Penfylvanians finding that their railing tobacco 
would be but an unthankful manufadiure, becaiiie Maryland 
and Virginia were fuificient of themselves to fupply all A i* 
tain with it, wifely applied theoifelves to other home cniti* 
vacions, in which they have profpered, confidering the fliort- 
oeft of the tirne^s'vt exceeding almoft belief This, in a 
great mealure, is owing the induftry and penurious living 
of the German and other foreigners. The country products 
all kinds of Britijh grain, Indian cprn, buck-wheat, and ice 
foil is particularly adapted for<Ci«ecuItiva«?ion of flax and hemp ; 
ib th 4 Ut it is thought that nine'^nths of the common people 
' and labourers arecloatbed in theHkinen^manufadure of Pen^ 
f/hamof befid^ what the inhabitants manufadiure for faleto 
other provinces. At prefent, Penfyhanian flax feed is 
thought preferable to that exporteii! from HMand, 

'Besidjbs the commodities we biVe already mentioned, the 
P^fylrnmns export fait beef, and p^k, hams, bacon, cheele, anddotii^<* 
butter, foap, wax candles, ftarcb, powder, apples, cyder, 
tanned leather, tallow and tallow candles, common wax, 
myrtle wax, ftrong beer, linfecd-oil, fldns, furs, uftor, and 
n very finall quantity of tobacco. In orddrto encourage ^e 
Culture of hemp, they at firft granted a bounty of one penny 
a pound on its exportation, and then gAree half- pence ; hue 
finding all this encouragement to *be iiKfi^ual, they atiaft 
manufaftured their hemp into ^rdage.u They likewifemado 
confidcrsble exports of kbn^ m pigs, ba;}s| and poih, walnuc- 
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logs, plankS) ftaves, heading and' hoops. Ship-buildtng 
anorher very profitable branch ef Pcrfylvanian commerce ^ 
blit the number of tons of flijpping, though amounting to 
feme thoufands, which they yearly build, cxclufive of thofe 
employed in the colony trader is not, in the prefent flourifliing^ 
fiate of the colony, eafily to be afeertained. The fame may bo 
faid with regard to the prefent ftatc of their trade with theirV 
neighbours. It is certain, that the Penfylvanimi import dry ' 
goods of all kinds trom Great Britain^ and their ^wines from 
Madeira and other places. Their (alt, by an a£i of the firi- 
tijh parliament in 1727^ is allowed to be impoited dutyfree. 
From the weftern fugar iflands, and /^iier Britijh colonies, they 
import fijgar, rum, biotafib, cotton, indigo, coffee, dying 
woods, mahogany p<ank, and other commodities. Theylikc- 
wife tiade w'ith J\{!aryln>jdy Carolina \ and, by the 

way of Jamaica^ with the Spanijh iflands in Atnerua^ Tljpir 
trade and the Dutch Antilles iflands, though* 

illicir, Is very lucrative; and it is faid that they^ return near 
6coo piftoJes a year from CuraJJao alone, befides what they 
gafn by prof'ifions, which they (ell at Surinam^ and to the 
French. But it is neceflary, for the information of the reader, 

•• to be a little more explicit. In 1736, the entries in the 
port of Philadelphia were two hundred and twelve, anil the 
clearances two hundred and fifteen veflels. Before the French 
war was broken out, in 1742, the entries rofe to be two hun- 
dred and thirty, and \hc clearances t\^ cightyt 

one. 'I hc number of veflels clcary^ trom that pr^rt for twelve 
months preceding March la, 17 50-1, is three hundred and 
fifty- eight 5 thole ihdt wcfc bound to the northward or Dela^ 
ware capes, viz, to AW York/- Rhode JJland^ Bojhn^ with its 
out- ports, Halifax and Nepfoundlands make about laineiy 
of that number ; Xti* Maryland^ North and South 
Carolina^ and Georgia^ abo/r twenty-nine; and. the remainder 
failed for Europe^ and thcr/f'^l India f iflands and colo- 
nies. "rheir craft that m to the fouihward, viz. to f 'ifginia 
and Maryland^ are not fu valuable as thofe that go to tlie 
northward, fome of whi(m carry five or fix hundred barrels of 
bread, and flour. 

Besides their trade with the Europeans and their colonics, 
the Penfytvanians carry on nofmall traffic with their neigh- 
bouring Indians;* of whom it is nbcefl'ary to fay ferae what in 
this place. ']^be Indean traders from Penfyhania find the ri- 
vers Delaware^ Sufp^hanm^ and Petomack^ fordable in the 
fummer fealbn, whif h is an, infinite conveniency to them.

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They fef outiinthe beginning of Mdfy and continue cut three 
or four-months. They buy theiktns they trade for* not from 
the /uj&iex^thenirclves* but from a kind of brokers who are 
fettled on their confines, and to whom thry pay gold and 
filver for all thry receive. It is obfervable, that till of late, 
by the infttgation of the Prench^ the Penfyhanians never Ityft a 
lifingle man by the Indians^ which ought to be an ififiruflive 
Icflbn^ that good ufage, a peaceable behaviour, and, at leaf!-, 
plaufible dealing, will do almoft every thing with thofe fa- 
rages that can or ought reafonably be defiicd of them. Tho* 
the Iroquois favages, of whom we have treated fo mCch in 
the hiftory of Canada^ who now confift of fix nations, 
go by the general name of Mohawhy yef the laft is reckon- 
ed to be the fmallcft of all the fix nations. In the wars among j/j ifrferrf 
the other Indians, of which we have very little knowledge, •ivitbthg 
tbc{,tribe called Tufearora being worfied, was adopted and re- Indians. 
Vreived by the aniient five nations, and for^cd^j^lhe fixih. 

Thofe ravages arc far from being fo heedlefs as is*^ comimoinly 
imagined with regard to their own jntcreft, and they often 
put the Englijh in mind that the Dela^vare and Sufquehanna 
Indians had been* conquered by them, anri that they therefore 
had no right to difpofe of their lands. The Enpjp) not cniy 
fupply thofe favages with guns, hatchets, and kettles, but 
mend them gratis, which perhaps is no bad policy, as it 
prevents them from applying thcmfelvcs to handicraft 
operations. •WV-fhall have occafion to* mention thofe Indi- 
ans fariher when we treae'-V the congrefs binween them and 
the EngUjh at Lmccjhr. '1 o conclude this account of the* 
Pejifylvanian trade, its am*izing imjrovcmfnt may be known 
by the imports from England that province, which in the 
year <1757, amounted to 268,^^36/, 6 j. bd fterllntr. For 
^ this they paid annual)}r to' Grea^^ritalriy befides their own 
natural produdions, 60,000 L in ^leric or bullion ; of w^hich 
they receive lOiOOofrom Virginiami Maryland^ 25,000 from 
Spain and Portugal, 4000 from tne Canaries, 4000 ^rom 
l^wfeundland, and the red from the French and lyhlch 
iflands. ^ 

* The floiirifhing date of this colony is a fufiicient proof of 
the found judgment of its founder Penn in his legiflattve and 
commercial capacitVi however unaccountable he ^ny have 
bebn (and fuch 'he certainlj^ was) in other points of conduCib.

Their pretext was, that 
thofe fervants were part of their propeity^sp;! at. transferable 
as the reft of their goods.

In tbe year 1745. when tbe expe* 
dition againft Lnuflmtrg was refolved on, it was communi- 
eated to the aflembty of Pmfyioaiua by governor Shirltyy and 
they were required to affift in the fame, They accordiqg* 
ly todk the meflsge into their confideration, and voted a fup- 
• ply of 4000/. to be laid* rut in provifioos for the troops; but 
they refilled to be any other ways affiftingf in the exp^icion, 
ana exprefled great doubts as to its practicability. This fop> 
ply, however, was extremely leabnable. 

^EXT year, the fiiccefs of expedition encou- ^ir tx-

5000/. as their contingent. This, however, they did with 
a very bad grace ; for pretending that tbe revenue could not 
furnifli tbe nmiay^tbey propofed to rsrfe it by adding the 
like fum to their paper *mrreney. The governor inform- 
ed them that he was cxpreTsly regained by his inilru^ions; 
a matter which the allembly ^heu^felves well knew, from 
agreeing to any extenfion of \be provincial paper currency, 
and therefore defired that they\vouU raifo the money by

Thego> 
verhor faw their, drift, and would willingly have drveited it, 
but was unable, and, at they formally called trpoA tho 
proprietaries to take a fhare ^f the charge upon tbemfeloes.

of forces, and Ibould fumilb provifioi»,and atl-necefliirieo, fo. 
thofe employed for their protei^on: that thia being forear> 
fonahle in itfelf, he could not doubt its being compfied with 
by all the provinces, in proportiqn to. their aMiticas and he^ 
hoped, that as Ptnfinuma was the molt inteiefied iq the cven^ .

Bracbuci t the remainder being 20,000 /. and atf the ftirplus 
of theexcife, for: eleven years 10 come, being fubjedldd to 
fome members of tbeir own boufes, Aid to the ai&mbly for 
the time being. Inithe anftver, which the ailembly* returned 
to this charge, it is abiblutely denied. In the bill, faid tb^, 
5000/. of the fum was ap»,ropriated to pay for provifions 
bought, and eiven for the ufe of the forces in Virginhy un- 
der gene.:! Srhddut ; 10,000/. more was given to buy pro- 
viltoiisTor me New England forces under hi|^ command ;

In a few days after, he 
font them another meiTage, that all the money that b'ad been 
advanced the province to the commiilaries of the army 
was expended ; that the Frtueb were determined to oppofe 
Braddock with the whol? force of Canada ; that Pa^hama 
was every day threatened with new dangers and invaltoiis, 
and that men muft be raifed for public fetvices } a variety of 
which this meilage pointed out. ^ 

The quakers of Penfylvania^x^ this time, began to bn 
■lenuble how impradicable their pacific fyfteoi wa ^-p^a infi: a 
defjgning and determined enemy like the Freatbf aim fiiCh 
mercilefs lYiiilnnan ravages as their Jndiant. They were, how- 
ever, too proud to own their error,^aqd thoimh gonvioced of 
it, they continu^ to treat the governor’s merges with their 
ufual contempt and diftrufl. 7'hey infinuated, that all thole 
alarms only ferved to nuthorife a frelh demand for a militia* Meafins 
^bw, which the governor knew to be incompatible with tbeir .^'’ " 
^li^iples as quakers. Notwithftanding this, they prepared 
two WtnUV’ bit's, oMfor firiking io,ooq/. for the exchange 
of defaced bills; and oill of 15,000/. more for the king's 
ui'o. 'rhofe bills were dravim upon the r'odel of that whicla 
had been palled by govern^ ^omasy and approved of by 
the crown, even after it had lent the f% much litigated in-' 
ftru^inn. In thir, the afiemkly triumphed greatly, and, in- 
deed, .they feem to have then been in %aineft. Pm/yhania 
had that year been al9f£led with a fevere froft and drought, 

-A'b'rh had fubjefled the inhabitants to natnberlers inconve- 
niencies ; anJ the airenibly earneiliy prelled the governor to 
difbatch the bids, that the n'embers might rt-firn to their 
refpo^ive humci., where they were' threatened with the ca- 
lamitous circumflanccs, not only of ^ war, but of famine. 

The pernor returned the bill, witH amendn^ents, which 
the irambly Aeadily refufed to agretr to, (whicl% to fay 
the truth, ne could not but forefee) ^nd he adhered to 
fbem with ^M*l obilioacy. The bill, however,

to protefi it againft any force the Freneh can bting, and 
nombera of them are willing and dcfirous to defend their 
country upon the prefent occafionj but they, have neither 
arms, ammunition, nor difcipline ; without which it will be 
impoffible to repel an adive enemy, wbofe trade ia war.— I 
therefore hope, that you will, without delay, grant fuch fup> 
plies, as may enable me not only to fecure the people of this 
province, but, by reinforcing and affilfing the king’s troops, 
enable them to remove the French from their prefent en- 
croachments.” The affembly was fenfible of their danger, 
and immediately voted an aid of 50,000/. by a tax upnti'all 
real and ^brfonal eftates in tbe province. 'I'be governor, 
wh'ile this afttr was under their confideraiion, ihrOTmed them, 
that'colone| Dunbar was 'upon his march from fort Cumber^ 
land to Philadelphia \ and that they muft fall upon meafures 
for the proteAion of their wefiern frontier. To this meflage 
the aflfcmbly replied with great quicknefs, that they hoped 
Mr. Dunbar's troops would be employed on that fervice. j 
Pnpefdt NbxT day, while the affembly was deliberating upon the

yean clear of quit*irnt8,tto every colonel who fliould ferve on 
an expedition from that or the nmghbouring provinces pgaioft 
the FrtnA on the Oti/a i feven hundred and fifty to each lieute- 
nant-colonel and major } five hundred to each captain ; four 
hundred to each lieutenant and enfign ( and two hundred to 
every common foldier: and requiring the heufe to afford 
fome affiftance to fuch as (houfd accept the fame. Ac the 
time this meffage was delivered, the town of Philaddplnay 
and indeed tbe whol&province, was in a prodigious ferment. 
Not only the defeat ft Braddecky but the daily accounts which 
the Pef^ivanians temived of tbe French and Indian cruelties, 
excited a genciral i| 9 ignation againft the ill-timed obftinacy 
of tto aflembly $ tfi a great number of the inbabitants joined 
in a remonihaneef which was prefonted to the members, rt- 
prefenttng, that 100,00% /. was as fmall a fum as would an- 
fwer the piefont exigency ; and fisAifying the williogneft qf 
die pre^moa to contribute their jvoportioo of the or 
* of 
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of a lar^r fiim if oeceflaiy. Befidea thi$ rcmonftrance, foma 
tbentfands of inhabiams Jn other towqQups, joined in pc*., 
titions to the fama purpofe, and praying to be furniflied with 
arms and ammunition for the defence of their houfes and fa- 
milies. Thole reprefentations funk deep into the minds of 
the aflemUy, and produced from the members an addrefs to 
the governor, of which the following quotation is a part j 
Wc think it our duty, on ihi> occafion, to be neither par- 
iimonious, nor tenacious of fuch matters as have been in 
difpute, and now under the confidcration of our fuperiors } 
but, relirrving to ouifelvca all our juft rights, wc have rcr 
folved to grant 50,000 /. fqf the king s ufc, by a tax on all 
the real and perfonal eftates wtibin this prok^ince, in which jo,ooo/. 
wc (hall proceed with all poffible difpatch ; hoping to meet 
in the governor the fame good difpo^tions he fo earneftiy re- 
commends to us.” 

XrfosE profeffions, however, came to nothing, and^wpre . . 

calculated only to blind the public ; bccaufe the 
eftate was to^b^axed for part of the money that was to be 
raifed ; a piovifion which the affcmbly knew woujd defeat 
the grant, if the governor (hould obdinately adhere to the 
letter of his inUfudHons t the 50.000 /. moncy-bUI, therefore, 
was returned with an amendment, Iw which the wl^le pro-

vern^, wh^in called upon for his rcafons for this excepljoni,

ion, was, ” For that^^hc^roprietaries; by their governor, 
haying confented to a* law for v-jsfting in the people the Ibl© 
choice of the perfons to affefs, .ted lay tax^s, iu^ the feveral 
counties, withont referving to themfclvbs, qjf ilwrir governor, 
any. negative upon fuch choice ; and this conceffion being 
made with an exprefs provifo, that the proprietary eftates 
fliQuld not be taxed, it wiH be very unrcafonablc to empower 
luph perfons by a law, without their picviouBConlent, to tax 
their eftates at difcrction/* He afterwards repeated his offer 
of lands to the weft of the AlU^h$ny mountains to ofticers. 

The aflcmbly ftuck by their tax, iiv which they faii they 
were wartanted by common fenfe, and all the general max- 
ims of policy, which led them to lay a taj. upon part, in or- 
der to favc the whole. They faid, that if ^ his argument bad 
any force,- it had the famei focee in behalf ^ the people i 
and# Goniequendy, be ought,, in doty, to \ejc£l both paft# 
of the ImU fer the fame reafon: that, for tSejr pas^, hap- .

Aa. tQ tbe^ra^ the 
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matter of amufement, 'aiid m propol^d only to make the taa:- 
ingof tbe proprietary eftate appear iefs reabiiable, adding, ahar 
they did not propofe to tax the proprietary as governor^ <^but 
as a fellosr-ftilye£t, a iand-hoider, and pofieflbr of an efiato* 
in Penfyhania \ whofe eftate would be more benefited by a 
proper application of the tax than any other eftate in the 
province : that the proprietary did not govern them : that 
the province, at a large expence, fupporced a lieutenant to 
do that duty for him : that if the proprietary did govern them 
in perfon, and had a fupport allowed him on that account, 
they fliould not have thought it Iefs reafonable to cax him, 
as a land-holder, for the fecurity his land. 

Differmes Th£Y infifted'farther, that the pofitive law of the province, 
tonttnued mentioned by the governor, was no other than the law for 
between railing courity rates and levies, which were by the fame adt 
she govern appropriated to purpolesrar which the proprietaries could not 
charged ; fuch as wages for the affembly^mcn, 
i ia£em- for itiHing wolves, and the like; and not a general 

conftitutional law of the province. Their IfhTOnftrance was 
clofed in, a mod ma^efly fpirited manner \ and the obftinacy 
of the governor, in adhering as he did to the exemption, 

^ was. generally condemned. He was unmoved by all the pa- 
thetic, and indeed aftedlionate, exhortations to ^compliance* 
which .they could lay before him, ftill truftmg that the 
ing danger of the province would oblige them to pafs t^bill 
with the amendment. It was.eafy to fotefee.«st^\nn that 
muft attend this obftinacy. oo hcih frdes ; and that another 
point, as difagrecable to the~ 04 iakers as the exemption of the 
proprietary eftate, muft foo^ conie upon the carpet, which 
was a militia-bill;. liTis to the honour of the more moderate 
quakers, that perceiving the violence which their agreeing to 
fuch a bill mutt do their profeffion,< fome of them refigned 
their feats in the aflVmbly ; and sjthers of them employed 
all the intereft they had in .the px-ovince, in procuring mem- 
bers to be defied in their room, who were not quakers^; and 
ibme private, gentlemen generoully ftruck but a plan for re- 
moving the objefiion of taxing the proprietary eftate. 

All tbofe wife and publick-fpirited purpofes were in danger 
of being defeated by the madnefs of tbe lower rank of peo- 
ple, ^fiaated by i^horant enthufiafta and preachers. They 
no iboner underteod that the French bnd not followed the 
blow they bid wen Braddocti ihikn they defpifed tfad dan* 
gcr under whiem a few hours before they had treinUed ;.fhey 
termed SraddecFs deAat a juft judgment of God^ for difturb^ 
ing the French in she quiet potteffion of their own country ;

confciencet. Two days after, he informed them that be had 

been required by colonel DutAar to provide quarters for his 

troops ; but had been anfweied by the mayor and corporation 

of PbHadtlpbian that they knew of no laW for that purpofe, 

and recommended it to them to prepare one, thofe troops 

being then upon their marh into the province, whether they 

were to remain there or not. Next day, she informed the 

aflembly, that the Owenditts and other Indians, who bad 

come to Philadelphia on invitation from the gnveinment, ex- 

peAed to be treated with large prnents. I'hc aflembly, in 

aafvAr, (aid, they knew nothing cf the matter : th|{ they 

never had invited thofe Indiam : and that his reniflhg to*pafi 

the money bill^had difabled them from making prelents of 

any kind. The goveinor, at the faiAe.time, offejyed ^ pafr 

a bill for flriking-any fum in papcr.money, provided funds 

wece cflabliAied for finking it in five years. The afllembly 

refufrd to alter the bill they had already fent up. 

ATTERs flood in this fituation, when the aflembly was given n$ Eng. 
to^deifttTnd, that notwithftanding their ^application to the Uih rtgu- 
goverA«^i,*al)at the lefidue of BraddeiP$ trqops fliould remain landrawm 
upon their frontier, tlSey^^rte, by governor SUrl^i mitt, from tbt 
to quit It, as Penflvania was populous enough to protefl \x.~ ftontim- 
felf. The governor, therefort' called upon the aiTembly tp 
fecure the hack-feitlements. The mdnbef; treated this alarm 
as a jm^tter that had been concerted between the twp gover- 
non, and were quickened by frefli meflagenfront their own go- 
vernor : that his fccrctaiy would lay before them the copies of 
fundry petitions, which had been preiented to him from fe- 
veral parts of the province, reprefenting their naked and de- 
fcnecleb condition ; and piaying to be enabled to defend 
tbemfelves, which they^were ieniible waa not in bis power 
to comply with : thtt tie would alfo lay before them a letter 
from one ^thn Harris, giving an account of a large party of 
Indians, adually fet out from the Frtneb fort, with d^gn 'to 
JaU upon, and dcAroy, the inhabitants o&ih^ and the oeigh^ 
bouring provinces ; he therefore fidvifiKi\tbcm 'to be upon 
their guard. The Frenth, at Lasdjbeurg, tt this lime were fo 
4iuich dtflreft/or prevtfions, that it vfhs thought if they were 
jnot /applied from Ptn^ftaasm, which wai the only BugBfif 
prannee capable of denng ft, they muft fiirnnlcr tfai^ pl«ce ;

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^ich reafiro, the governor required the aflem% to'filll 
upon ibine tneafure' for preventing fuch fupplv. liib was, 
undoubtedly, a very necefiary caution. Penfyhmia at that 
time abounded with the neceflariCs of life, and many of the 
inhabitants', thoueh induftrio^ were mercenary, and had 
for ready money mpplied the French agents. In the mean* 
while, governor Shtrl^,' as Dunbar's fuperior, fent him 
an order to refume the expedition againfl; fort At 
with the affiflance he might have from Ptt^yh>aniafj^ary’- 
- Idndt and Virpniat in reinforcements, provifions, athmuni* 
tion, artillery, ordnance ftores, tiarriages, horfes, and all 
other things to fif him out for his march. Governor Morris^ 
therefore, recommended the confideratton of the faid order 
to the alTembly. It was / bout this time that a very fingular 
meaiure took place. ^ 

Five bun- Thm an aflbciation of private gentlemen of the ptb* 
dredpouadt ” 0 ^ members of the aifembly, to th^fqllowing pur- 
gentnujly > which ought to ftand on record as a perp»ual evidence 
\fertd by of their di£nt«eiied pubtic fpirit : We the fubfcribets obferve, 
frivate With great concern, that the governor and aflembly differ in opi- 
yer/tat. nion, in refpefi to the taxing the proprietaries eliate j and, 
left by fuch difference in opinion, the bill for raifing 50 , 00 ^' 
, for his majefiy's fervice ftlould not takeeffc^ ; and as/ne 
aflembly, in their meffage to the governor, fe rn to Me of 
opinion, that were the proprictarKs ^nds to bf f£tcd, the 
fuffl would not exceed five bund Ad pound: we, rather than 
the leaft check fhould be g^en to his majefty’s fervice at 
the time of imminent danger, by a matter fo very trifling, 
do hereby ptomife and engage to pay five hundred pound, 
money of Ptnjyhmiay intd ibe pgblick ftock, for the ki^*s 
ufe, in lieu of wiftt the propritteries would pay as their pkrt 
of the 50 , 000 /. were their lands'to be taxM. And We 
declare the abfence of the honourable the proprietaries to be our 
motive for making this propofal, being well affured, that, 
'were they prefent, it would have been altogether unnec^ry ; 

' and we doubt not but they will honourably acquit everyth* 
feriberof this expence.” 

Freftimau 'T’hb aflembly rdiifed to take any cognmsnce of this bfier^ 
pm efenh farther than to order that the'propofal be fent up to the ^ 
•vernor, as a faith^ fecurity to*him, hr cafe bd flioutd gi'vO 
' ' 4118 isffint to the mil for raifing 50,000 4 for the king’s ufe. 

They at the fame time, preiTed him. to pafs the mo* 
'hry*bin, ''at the nrtoft emdual way of affifting the expeditfon 
agathft 'ifort die '^tfne', and they out him in mind, that there 
drat a law in fgreb againft fuppiying V isnf of 
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the FrtnA fistdeiiieotB with provifions (F). All thii «Rd net 
leconcile the breach between them and the governor, who 
ftUI called out for a militia } but at laft they came to a refo* 
lutionto order loooi. if fo much remained in their trea- 
fury, to arm the back inhabitants. Matters continuing in 
this deiperate ftate, they told him that they purpofed to ad- 
journ to the i6th of Se^Umberi and that they would refer 
the difcuflion, of the militia to a new aflembly ; intimating, 
at the fame time, that both bis and their condtid was under 
the deliberation . of the miniftry at Londm.' At their next 
meeting, the gpvetnor drmanded an additional Aipply of pro- 
vifion to be fent to Atbanyt for the ufe of the additional forces 
raifed 1^ the province of who were to be 

employed againft Crewn-Pnnty Md this at the requeft of 
governor Phipps, He likewHe demanded a like fupply for the 
addTtional provincial troops of CesauHicstt andk Rho^-^Ifland, 
that were to be employed in the fame fervice. *Upon this, 
the aflemMy dtmanded a fight of governor Phipps'i letter, out 
it was refufed them t though be ofi^refi to communicate Ibme 
part of bis information to a few of them. The public bu- 
unefs was thdn agitated with more actimony on both fides 
than ever ; and trefli difputes arofe concerning the expence of 
*^00 /. which had ^en employed upon the public roads to- 
vr^ds the Obtt } and which the aflembly leprefented as be- 
ing tfxu'Aagant, and triple the dlimate which had been laid 
^fore them. At iall! tim aflembly, to clear t^emfelveB from 
alll poflibie imputation either of infiocerity or backwarJneffc 
towards raifiog money, votec’ a loan, or voluntary fubicrip- 
tion, of 10 , 000 /, (G) the fame to be paid to the lenders by 
Hie eqfuing aflembly, the time for whole meeting was at 
hand. But thia was not done before they drew up, with the 
greatdl accuracy and precifton, a full vindication of them- 
mves from all the bitter charges brou^t againft them by the 

E emor, of their having, by their delay and parflmony, ob- 
ded and hurt the public fervke; and, particularly, of 
their having been the occaflon of Braddetk'* defeat, and of 
all the inhumanities that had been perpetrated by the firtssch 
and JMsohi in the back fettlements. ' This they did by pro- 
ducing a variety^ tefiimonials from tfa£ gentlemen ^f Mtf- 
/fmdmfits d«y, officers employed in ftrv,ice, all of them

Tm thtu^ The vote of lOtOOo/. by a voluntary fubicription was to- 
jbnd wards furnifliing of provifiont and blankets, or other warm 
founds icloathiog, to the troops now at, or near, Crown Point, on the 
•oottdfor frontiers of l^tw York. A new eledion being then at hand, 
frovtfions, |r feoioed to be the genera] lenfe of the province, that ibme* 
thing eSedual ihould be done towards eftaUifliing a mi- 
litia, and, as we have aliettdy obferved, moil of the well in- 
tentioned quakers procured an aflembly of different profeffions 
to be chofen in their room.' The party, however, continu- 
ed firm in their refolution to tax the pioprietary eftates, and 
the governor had left no Jneans untried to procure a majo- 
rij^ of the proprietaries fiiGnds to be returned for the enfoing 
aflemblj: ; buf his endeavours feem to have been frufirafr 
ed. Upon the meeting of the siTembly, on the 14th of Oii^r 
th6y wereiuformed by their fpcaker, that he batMeen in the fe- 
cretary’ii hands fome letters of importance to the aflembly con- 
cerning InhoHiSiuo. *Upon this information, they acquainted 
the governor, after fitting four days, that unlefs he bad fome- 
thing concerning Indian afiairs to communicate to them, 
they would adjourn, which they accordingly did to the f^ 
'of Dectmler. Fifteen days of this recefs were elapled, v^n 
the governor convened tliem again, and informed. sh c g« that 
a parly of French and Indians, to tb& lAniber of 1500, as he 
, was informed, had paflld the Allegheny bills, within about 
eighty miles of Philadelphia, and were encamped on the Sufyue- 
bama. He then ^eptoached them for their inadltvity, in 
terms the beft calculated to make them unpopular. He up- 
braided, them for hairing fuflfered the Delaware and Siawaneji 
Indians to be gained over by iht •French, and informra 
them, that their parfimony bad 'deprived him of all the 
means of furnifhing the back fettlers with money, or fonn- 
ing them into regular bodies to be of fervice, though dhey 
were a very biave and a willing people. He then repeat- 
ed his demands for a fupply, repiefented the ravages then com- 
mitting in their proviiKc by the French and their Indsano in 
the moft fiightful colours, required them to prepare a bill 
|br efta*bifbing | regular militi^ and declared bimfelf nady 
and willing toconfat to a law for emitting any /am in paper- 
money the prefent fervice may require, if funds were eftsUtfli- 
ed for finking the lam^ in five years. Bur he defired them 
* not to wafte meir time in ofiering him fiich abill as bad been 
piffrrent ptefented to him in the late sflembly. 
fetstMus n ThS conjundlure was now fo terrible, that the aflembly 
theorem- yyas flaggered by numbers of petitions, which poured in up-

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oaifaein fr^'HU^uitftcn Q^jihe promnce,, Seme oCtbe Qef 
litMaen .appleuded the ffiirit which . the afimbl^ hu 
feme condemned »» and recommended a raalltion with, the 
governor upon any termt,. while feme , recommended pacjlhe 
meaiurer, and trufliqg .to (aovideoce. The aSembly, af.ec 
recovering from their alarm* examined the letters and papers 
that had been laid before therot and declared* tbatthey could 
not Snd from them that any fitch number of Brnub. and In^ 

£a«Sf as the^vernor had mentioned* were encamped upon 
the r^ver SufpnhaHtut * and all that they could difeover was* 
that the back fettlers w^e greatly alarmed and terrified ; that 
cruelties had been committed' on the inh%bttantt by the I^t- 
btwar* and Shaumuje JmSawt principally within the lands 
puFchafed by the proprietaries at lUhany^ but the year before. 

They iofinyaied* at the fame tinn, as if the hofiilities of the 
JOSawareaaA the Sbawatufe bad bnii owing to fome under- 
hand management* which they did not care to doflfcl]^ upon. 

The nexwm^age the governor fent to the aflembly* import- 
ed* ** That the enemy had fallen «upon the lettlcments at a 
place called the Great Cove* and flaughtered *br made pri- 
foners fuebof the inhabitants as could not make their efcape : 
that thofe a^oining were quitting their habitations, and re> 
xtreating inwards : and that be muft. therefore moft earneft- 
picfs them to Arengtben his bands* and^ enable him 
fpevdil 3 b.to draw forth the forcca of &e province* as any 
delay might be .attended* wjth the moft * fatal, confequeirces. 

As the memhers of the aftbmbly had as gmd intelligiencw ^ 
gs he had of what paffed in the province* they knew that 
this was no falfe alarm } they therefore took the governor’s 
jn^ge into immediate ermnderatioo* %nd granted 6o>oooA 
lo tSe king’s ufe* . to beftrocle Jo bil^ of credit* and funk 
jby atyx qf per pound, and lor. per head, yearly for four 
years* laid on all tbq.eftates, real and perfonal* and {^able 
wnthin the province. . This hill* when font up* was . imme- 
diately^ needed by the gowroor** who thereby incurred the 
foverra.cenfore .oiprcferting.bis own fafeiy lo that of the 
- province* iaiM. fenrice o^ the proprietaries to that of the 
Jdna.«od' the ^hlie. ... He ftill continued to upbraid the af- 
'Tem^.wi(h^'.iiiadivityr and informed them that his council 
' had. uiMmtmoj^jyjhrffen. to..rqp!air |D, the blkk feule> 

> merits*- ishmc aj^ys were in a moft mienfote fituation. wlftcb 
. hikprapofi^ to'do* .and to take ..with him. a'guo'rum of: the

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ftifed to totani it. Soon (he eoverner fent (he efieqi- 
bly a ine&gei that three hundred of the Sufitubam Iniuois 
had fent to him, proffining their fervice to m in conjundi* 
on with the provincial troops. The governor intimated, at 
the fame time, thattf thef were not taken at their words, 
tbejr would certainly join the Frtndif which might be attend-' 
ed with the ruin of the province; and that he had delayed 
his journey to toe back fettlemems, till he ihouI,d know what 
top^t they were willing to give toofe favages.« The aflhm- 
bly fent him nothing in anfwer, but recriminations, and*(bme 
fuegeftions, as if toe falling off of the Dehwere and dj^ntwi- 
jv^ Indians bad been effeaed by the ill treatment they bad 
received from toe proprietaries and their agents. They prefl^ 
ed him to pafi the monej^bill, in which it was provided, 
** that if at any time, during the continuance of the ad, Jthe ' 
crown i^uld declare the faid eftate exempt as aforefaid,* ita 
fuch cale the tax, though affefled, fhould not be levied, or, if 
levftd, Ihould be refunded, and reidaced by aindditiooal tax 
on the ,provjnce.” T|;fe(rutb is, the aflembly was far more 
juftifiable at this period, than the governor or the proprietary 
intereft; as they fubftantiaily agreed to every thing be could 
de&e, and be difiered froqi them only .as to the form of raff- 
ing toe money. Finding all they did ineffeAual, to leave hi^ 
inexculable, they ferit him the following mefiage. ** A|py 
it pleaie toe governor, ' We have confidered the gbVlernor's 
meflage of yefterday, relating to tSb .Spplication and pref- 
^g inftances of toe Indians^ and are glad to find, that he ’ 
is at length prevailed on to declare himfelf ready and defirons 
to do any thing conQfienf with his duty to toe crown, for tise 
protedion and affiilance,' as well of our allies, as of tly: in- 
habitants of this prtsvince in ^caseral. We never have, add 
we hope never ihall, ddire him to do*any tjiing inconfiftent 
with that duty. He has it imw in hit pWer so do what he 
may thiidt the exigence requires, for thelervice of toe crown, 
{tho prote^on of our allies, and of the inbaUtants of toe peo- 
yihee. Ascaptain-genWal, beba^ by tbd royal duuter, full

of ^iladelphia, and fevOral of the principd iriinibttams of the 
city,. to the number of one hundred and thirty-tbree, prcfentcd 
to the adembly, a repreftntatton inferring the neceffity of a 
' militia law. “ We hope, faid they, we fliall always be en- 
abled to preferve that refped to you. Which We would wiU ' 
lingly pay to. thofe who are the feithful reprefentatives of the 
freemen of (iu$ province. But, on the prefent occaHon, you 
will "forgive u\ gentlemen, if we alTame ehhradlers fome- 
thing higher vthan that of bumble fuitors, praying for the de- 
fence of our lives and properties, u a matter ^'grace and fa- 
vour on your fide : you will pentgit us to make a pofitive and 
immediate demand of it, as a natter of perfed and unatie- 
ni^le right on our own parts, both by the laws of God and > 

* man.” They then proceeded as fellows ; VpOndlte whole, 

gentlemen, vre muft be permitted to repeat our 8emafld,,th'at 
you will Hmmediatcly frame, and offer, a law for the defence 
of the province, in fiich a mannet''ask the prefens exigency re- 
quires. The time does not permit many hands to be put to 
this reptefentation. But if numbers are neceflary, we truft 
We fliail neither want a fiifficient number of hands nor hearts 
' ^to fuppoit and fecond us, till we finally obtain fuch a reafon- 
able demand.** 

At The time tWs very extraordinasy reptefentation was ^ 
prefented, an addrra S^ime from feme of tbequaken, which 
^med CO blame the aflembly fat raifing unneceffiory difpates tun pn- 
with the' governor, - and both the ^drefi and the reprefenta- p^. 
tbn were referred to a committee.* The danger of the pro- 
rifnca became now foepparent;' that at laft both parries feeoi- 
,ed to be fincerely difpoied towards an Agreement j but riiey 
again fplic upon the bode Of graming the neceiB^ fnpply. 

The governor was for paffing the bill vrith afiifpendingclaatt.

The governor made no other anfwer than by plying the af. 
fymbly with meflaj^esy and maghifying the maffiwrea com- 
mittea by the InJiamt and demanding an immediate Aipply; 
.but theaflerobly juftified the bill they had fent him, both in 
nutter and manner. 

.Thb miiitia-bill claimed, if poffible, even a more fpeedy 
difpatch than the money bUI. Petitions from the quakers 
tbemfelvea came up, that they were willing to defend them* 
fdvea and country, and defirous of being forAied into regu- 
lar bodies for that ptirpofe, under prt^r officers, with legal 
authority. Upon this, the afiembly pafled a bill for the 
better ordering and regulating fucb as are willing and deli* 
rouB of being united lor Military purpofes. This bill was 
btiabiU. worded fo as not to com|m any who could not confciend* 
oully bear arms. The governor, when he received ibis> 
bill, loft^bimfelf in invedives; be upbraided the aflembly 
with their paft coodud, and even reproached ibenM for their 
delays, which be reprefemed as being the occafion of Brad- 
durs defeat." Notwichilanding this, he pafled the militia bill 
under a prcctfe declaration of its abfuraity and impropriety. 
After this he laid before the aflhnbly a difeuffion of Iiidian af- 
fairs, which had been prepared by his council. He then 
called the, aflemUy to provide for e number of inha- 

bitants, who bad been banilhed but of Neva Scotia by -gover- 
nor Lauirtttct. He 'next informed a^IicSl on she part of the 
proprietaries, (hat Aich was their care and regard for ibp peo- 
ple, that they had no fooner rieceived the account be bad 
lent them of general BraditcKt defeat, than they fent him an 
order upon their receiyerrgenefdl forcooo/. as a free gift 
Co the public, to-be applied to iiicb tifta as that event mig^ 
roal^ neceflary for the common l^initjsof the province:; that; 
he bad direfied the faid receiver-giaqral to have tW money 
ready as foon as.poffible; and that it Aould .be paid t^fucp 
pttrfons as Cbould be appointed iqt of aflembly for the d«f- 
jpofition of any fum they might ^inlt neceflary ta.ratft in 
, . thf deCi^ of the province in that toe of danger.

The hoiife drew up a very, iharp aniwer to the governor, 
which, however, they did not thiidc proper to fend him, and 
■ contented themfcives with one more fliort and mild. While Petithn ^ 
they were deiiberatiog upon this point, 'a number of the in- tkt Phila- 
habitants of, the county of Ch^eryomtA thofe of BhUadel- delphtans 
pAte, in reprqfenting to the aflembly the neceffiiy of a good 
undarftandin^hetween them and the governor. Upon this 
the houfe came to the aefolution, ** That in dbnAdera^n of 
the governor’s meflage of yeOerday, by udtich it appears, that 
the proprietaries have fent hiisi an order on the receiver-gene- « 
ral for 5000/. to be paid into the^ands of fuch peribhs as (hall 
be appointed by ad of aflembly,'and applied with fuch fums 
•as^the aflembly Aiould grant, to fuch ufes as ijiay bg^nereflary 
for the common fecurity of the.province ; and as* it would not 
be rearon«d)iv' or juft, at this time, to tax. the propriStary 
eftate, in order to raife money thCieffom, over and atwve the 
£iid grant froni the proprietaries, the houfe will immediately 
proceed to form a new Uil for granting a fum of money to 
the ufe of the crown, and therein omit the taxation of the 
faid eftate.” 

■ -In confequence of this refplution, foch a bill was ordered in 
the facra: day, and received the governoir’s aflfent. After that 
the aflembly fent aSofher meflage to explain the nature of the 
AuUm trade- bill, and preffing its being pafled. The governor 
evaded a compliance with this meflage, but foon after infomd- 
ed 'them that general Sbirhy had,’ in .ourfuance of hia ma- 
jefty’s orders, appointed to meet him at New York upon mat- Metthgt/,. 
sets of great importance, bat -efpecially to concert a general tie Ame- 
itreaty with the Induutty both to the (buthward and the north- rican^. 
ward. He thtSrefore requefled their advice, whether he fliould vermrt et 
'po or not. The affinnbljr ofteved to pay comndiffioners to go New York 
■ifi' bis flead, and urged his pafltfl| the /«Aun-trado;biil. About 
'the flime timb, in refentment m the remonftrances that 'had 
been made to the a^mbly, they refoived, ** That though it 
was tbewndoiibted'r^t of the freemen of the province, not 
’o«lf ' to pethiM^ =bat even to advife their repfofeg,utives on 
'foitable ^oMifiMis, yetall^pplicationi whatever to the bqufe 
oueht fobii deebnt, pertineh^ and foun^ intruth.” 

After tMe pfofoee proceededlto cenftire thoremonftrators,

whence returning, be laid before the afiembly, under the feal of 
fecrecy, the refult of that meeting. He was ytny fanguine as 
to the fuccets of it, provided the aflembly furniined him with 
fupplies, and told them that every thing poffible bad been done 
for the fecurity of the province: that a chain of forts and 
block'houfes, extending from the river DtUrwart along the 
KinatanHjf-hiMi (where he had formeriy faid the 1500 Feauh 
and IniioHi had taken poft in their way to PhQadelphia) to 
the Maijfand-Wxitt was then alonoft completfT He added 
many other particulars in praife of the gieafures that had been 
entered into by the coMrefs for the benefit of the provinces 
but according to the auembly’s reprefentarion of matters, the 
whole of his meffiige terminmed in a call on them for a fop- 
ply towards an offenfive war.^ The plan that had been agreed 
on at the congrefii was that 10,250 men Ibould be raifl’d 
among alllhet^rfr^ provinces, of which 1500 were to , be 
the cbntingency of Ptnfyhania. Though this, mtwithftand* 
ingall the fuggeftionsof the government’s enemies, was far 
from beiim an unequal taxation of men, in a province fo po> 
pulous as yet an accident happened that . brought 

the fervice into great difikukies, occalioned indeed Iw the 
attachment of the Penfilv^niaHS to their own intereft. Uene« 
ral SUrJiy had planted reauiting parties through all Penjyl- 
vania, and they bad eplUled mai^ purcba(ed'frr<<ants,*whoie 
maftcrs complained to the aflembly, acT- IP fuch enlifling was 
Buuplamis property (H)^. The Peafylvanien$t on 

e/^?en- occafion, prefented to the aflembly a very ftrong remoo> 
fylvanians ftmnce, fetting fortb,^ that their province had furniflted as 
many recruits to the army as any in Amtrita s and that they 
were apprebenfive, if tim pra^cewof enliiUng purcbafed Ver>- 
vants went on, it would injure the population of white men. 
in the colony, and that they.mufi have recourfe to purchafing 
negroes, which mufl lay them under infinite difadvantages. 
The al&mhiy. entered keenly into the interefts of the remon* 
ftrants, and gave them a fitvourable hearing. The governor 
himfelf acknowledged the equity of their cdmplpints, which were, 
the more juft, as the freemen of the province had but a lit*- 
tie befttre |aade the troops a voluntary prefent of warm waift*.

Neceffity, hoarever, ftipcir* 
feded aU other eediderat'ions ; and ShM^, in fiat contradic* 
tion to a farmer opiiuon he had given, cited in favour of the 
pradice, that of his own government, “ Where it was com- ' 
mon, he faid, to imprefa bmh indented fervants and others for 
garrifoning the frontier towns, where they often remained ftve- 
ral years.” 

About this time the Icin^ had ordered a prefent to be prtjva 
made to the Sijc Natiant^ and it was to be diftributed by Sir la tbth^ 
CharUs governor of Nito-Tari ; which province hav* dians. 
ing made a conimerabte addition to the royal munificence, 
governor Marris put the afiembly of Pmfyhtma in mind that' 
they ought to do the Ijjte. The P^hanioHt^ at this very 
time, had agents with Sir Willuim ^fahnfm to give them in- 
telligence of the dirpofitionsof tbemx Affr/sffs towards them t 
and though they (eemed not at aliaverfe to the governor’s 
raqulft, yet they did not think proper to give a detrynintd 
anfwer to it till their agents returned ; efpecially, Ss the d^- . 
tribution cAuld" not take place fooner than fix weeks. In 
the mean while, they put their governor in mind,pf the bill 
that lay before thvm for regulating the In£an trade ; and be, 
on the other hand,.preft them to take Ibme meafures for 
preventing the exportation of provifions out of the province* 

At this time, they fent up two bills, one for regulating the 
Indian trade,' and another fo( continuing the excife { and 
both of them were retwhed by the govarnor with amend* 
ments, which were unuStmoufly rejeded by the houfe. The 
governor took no notice of this rge^on, but fet out for • 
Netvcq/ikf where he faid his majefty’s fervice demanded bis 
preftnee; uhile the alTembly pa^ed a bilUfor regulating the 
officers, and foldiers in the fervice and pay of the province, 
and made a (hort adjeunimeift until the*5th of April. 

UfON their re afiemMing, the governor preft them to de- ntpvtr- 
dare war againft the Demvera and Slmuanefa ImSanSy which narpnjit 
they declined doing, not more from principles of confeienoe fir a viar. 
than of prudence : when the aftaur came to be debated, a 
great' variety of bjunions appeared in the afierobly ; but thp 
majdri^ being for healing meafures, no' quefiion was put 
upon- the'' ful^rd. Titis produced great perplexities both 
without 'and erithin doors : a large body of Piuladelphum 
quavers petitipned.-die af&mbly in frivour of pacific meafures f 
•nd, .indeed, at we# generally thought that an accommoda* 
tUmVas not even tbea inipradical^e. Onthe^her hand, 
the governor -ittformsd the aflemblyt that great numbera of 
the uck fimders were.>tefis>vcd to pfeceed in a body,' to- make 
certain demaacU upon the legifiatuK of th^ purovinv; but. 
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he added, T^athy the advice: of'the cMmeifi.hd Jiaid^ 
give 'imaiedHrt«<ordeia to the provinciat, and other magilrates,' 
to life their etnioft endeavouts td prevent the niichieit trhich 
* might attend fo extraordinary a proeedorb" The aflembly, 
alarming ai thti intelligence appeared, tnfiead of taking mach 
notice of it, addrefl^ the governor to lay before them the 
iiiformi^tiona he had received, concerning the views and de^ 
iigns of the infurgents, or wherein, they apprehended them* 
fidves to be negledied or aggrieved. The govern^r^ without 
pwing any regard to this addrels, declaredywar, as by his 
office he was impowered to do, againft tiie Delau/are and 
Sbawanefe JnJians. At the fame time, he publiihed rewards 
for fcalps and pfifoners, and demanded frefli fuppiiea, as 
great part of the 6o,oop /. that had been railed was then 
expended. f 

Hurtafim It is evident that the aflembly, at this time, [»id, perhaps^ 
fir the too litjle attention to the governor's rcprefentations of their 
informed them, that the Indians upon the 
frmitters of the province were ready, upon difcontent, 
as he fuppefed, to rein69e to the country of the Six Naihsu i 
and be advifed them to give their two leaders, Searr^ady and 
Manioutf a prefent i and to let the others depart in as good 
humour as poffible. The houfe declined entering upon any 
freih money matters, and preft the paffing of (he Indian trade* 
bill, as the bed means of coQciliatiog the affedions of the 
ravages to the province. At the fantejime, they 'fefufed to 
comply with the governor’s requeffilor'ftopping the exports* 

V tion of proviitons. The governor mtprefl^ no objeSion to 
tbofe ^efoiutions, but put the afiembly in mind that they had 
contributed nothing towards the operations that had been 
agreed upon for the next campaign ; and complained heavily 
of the fmall appoiiftments he Mmulf bad received from thdmv 
though he had done more duty than hny of their former go- 
vernors. The afTembly were in no humour for gratifying 
the governor, and came to a reiblution, that, having re- 
ceived no alBAance from their mother-country, havingr ex- 
pended vaA Aims in their own defence, and lying under im'- 
menfe grievances in having their indented fervants preAed, 
and their freemen employed in the war, they could coikri* 
bute nf farther to it. As to his ieprefentetion of his osvn 
bastion, they.tdok no notice oAit. He reconvened tbm oi| 
the toth of Msy, and fent them a meAage» i^refent^ the. 
gcowing ciAamities of ^eprovioM, and the inutiAty w:<he 
ji^itia-biU, which he had paAed foritsdefenoejsrepoaniwiid- 
iog, attbe ijuiie time, to paft atmtlmr. He added, 'that,- as 
by At* lateft. iccovnts from Burtpft a.confidmiAtle arma-

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ment fj^oni tMmes wih to be orpeded in jima La^ now to be- 
come tNe fcm of aritr ; and, as the enemy would, in fuch cafe, 
depend upon being Tupphed m*b provtiions from the king’s 
coloftieiy by the intervention of {htI>iUi.h^ hr <onc( iv« d ^ cene- 
rri embjrgo would be net:ella'‘y. He likevMie recommended 
theltuilding a fort at a place called Shitmotin* ^ petition 
was^ prefemed to the hou^e fiocn thcoibcers of iRe provincial 
troops compkining of the infufiiuency of the militia-Uw, 
as It then ilood, and praying that a new one might be pafled. 

Thb ailernbly ^niidcred th.s petit*on, and ail the governor’s 
leprefontations V their danger, as fb many inveigling arc^ 
to encreafe his own poww and importance in the province. 

He was then at a place called Harris^ Fe^ry^ at a conGder- 
able diGihee {tom Philadtlphia i ^ circumftance, which the 
aflembly took amifs, and they tica^d all hib alaimsof dan- 
ger with the greateft contempt , nor wOuM they even enter 
iiito a confidcration of the militi i-ail*. They, ^ r, ftnt 
him a bill for prhhibicinu; the exportation of •j>ro\ ifi* ns o^wv- 
like Gores RroijT the piovince. wh«ch he paGed ; but at the 
fame time informed them, that k w%uli) be ineGvdlual, un- 
lefb the territory was put under the fame ieftn«^>ion as the 
province. An end was then put to the icflion, which laGtd 
no more than four days. 

When the aGembty met again, the governor rencvi*ed his D ft e*ard^ . 
alarms of the danger of the pcovince, grounded on the at- 
counts he* had fcceivr^jLfiom the goternors J'/ziry/rfd/r and 
Sharft. He, hkewifeViaid before them the great things 
which theoth^ governments had done for bis ma-* 

a 's (ervice ; and prelled them to (plfow ihtir example in 
ing vigorous mcafuics. At the fames time, commodore 
Sfr^ CQcnpained of want of fcamen, and dcfiied, *a>« 4C 
he might be enabled by fanuntfv* oiheTwife, to uife and 
fend kifti as many men *as the p*'ovince could fpare, which 
would be a very fealbnable and acceptable fervii e ” A mo- 
ney-bill was ordered in } bur, m the mean while, Sir 
CMh HarJfy and Sir IVtUiam Johvfin^ fent intelligence that 
cbe Dtlmvare and the Skvixunefe Inmans were difpoftd to« 
siterda a reconciliation with rhe province. 'Fhe governor, 
upM this, ordered a 'furpenfion of arms to be proclaimed i 
and the allemlt^ recommended to the managers the 
6Q^<tQOL finffUfi Afft they (hould furnifit hfor fucb Toppitef 
of moioey as ndebt be neceSary for cGabIrfhing peace. The

Ca/e af tu 1 t muff be acknowledged that the affembty, on this occa* 
ujigMtt. lion, aded very inconfiftently with theinfelvcs. They had 
always been fond of compa/ing their own conflitution with 
that of a Btuifl) houfe of rammons ; and yet they fapporied 
the validity of, ^ofe refignaiions, wnicb never could fokq 
place vi^t^tiEnghJb parliament (I), The governor's fecra- ' 
tarj>, very properly, refufed to itllie any wiits^or^filling up 
the vacanci^ i upon whiob, the fpeaker ilTued his own writs, 
which beiny obeyed by the flicrilE, the returns were made in 
the ttfual form , and the houfe unanimoully refolved, that 
the members, fo returned, bad been duly eleded: we are 
not apprifed as to any farthu oppolition made by the governor 
on this point. When the houfe met again, the governor 
intimated to them tjie appointment of the earl of* Ltud^ 
to be commander in chief of all thc^^’s forces in Amtrka \ 
pnd acquainted them, that he was commanded to give bis 
lordlfaip, and bis troops, all the affiffance in bis power ; and 
he particularly recymmfended to them, to appropriate fuch 
part of the funds already rat&d, or to be caifed, for the pub- 
lic fervice, fo as to be ifliied as his lordlhip fliould dired« 
The governor was lilcewife charged lo inform the aflemUy 
of the railing the Ammam regiment. Which, by ad of par- 
liament, was to coulift of 4000 men, wubuut any exception 
to foreigners, either foidiers or officers, fie hkewife recam- 
mended to them, to indemnify, out of the funds ralfed for 
the publick fervice, the mafiers of fuch indented fervana as 
fhould inliff tbemfelves in the army. He then preffed their 
paffing|ldl1 for the more effedual prohibiting all trade and 
(gimmem witb.tlK ftenAit tnd /kfiied tbtm to grant farther 
fupplies.

They, accordingly, ru'g^e to fhme verr fevere refiiiutions on 
that head* and adhered to the excilc-biri thqr bad lent up, re> 
je£Ung the governor's amendmenu. Even fome difficulties!

(tovniur Ti}E new governm was received as the guardian angel of 
Denny the province^ and even the aflembly affifted at an enter-

l^oms. not only complimented him very highly on nw arrival and 
acceilion (for that wai the term) ^ his gUernment» but 
made bun a prefenr of 6oq /. notwitbftanding their diftreft 
for money.

IPrietary inftftitfliorM. By tbcMe aitielea, it appeared, di4t tb« 
)>roprtetariea conceived they had a Joint right with the al&n^ 

Uy in difpoAng of the mtereft-money arifing from the pfo> 
vincial bills of credit and from the excife ; and the governor 
’was prohibited from giving his ailem to any bill ori(£tof 
'4‘hflsmbly, for emitting, or re emitting, or continuing, any pa- 
per-curremy, imleis the whole of the intereft^money arifing 
therefrom ^pnld be difpofed of only to the very purpofei to 
be fperified in fuch aA ; or where that could not be conveni- 
cntlykdone, by |he joint concurrence of governor and aflem- 
bly for the time beinge and the fame prohibition is alfo ex- 
tended to all excife-lawa, onleis the difpofidon of the money, 
to be raifed by them, is alfo appnmriated in the fame Aianner. 

The governor, by the tath articim wasemrufted with a pm- 
dentiu power of adding 40,000 1, to the then currency } but 
ftilf with ftri£l regard to the proprietary intereft. tTbe laft 
infrruAion regarded the proprietary eftate, which its bwsera 
infrfted ufon^iught to be exempted from all taxes t and hcte 
was intr^uced a long recapitulaflon of faOa ond circum- 
ftances in defence of the proprietaries eooduA, which would 
be tedious to infert here, but concluding as follows t ** and 
whereas the faid aiTembly appear to us to have been inclined, 
not only to load and burden our eftates witl^ tagea by theif 
anthoriiy, diredly contrary *10 former ufii«, but even to 
drarge tttefatite d'lQirot^rtionably, and in an unequal man-

This treaty, which was condudied with great addrers*on^ 
the pnxt of the Englijh, was of infinite fervice to their aiFairs 
in Jlmrica during rife remaining part of the w^ir, by Irving 
them in -a ft^tc of fecurity within their own colonies ; and 
therefore noore at liberty to attend the other great objecisof 
the carnpaign. (governor Detin^ was fucci^eded as iicute«* 
naht-governor and CDthm£lder in chief of Pinfytvdnia by the 
forcher governor Mr. ^amilton^ who had afways been popu- 
lar in the province.

On 
the other hand, the fuccefs of the undertaking depended in a 
great meafiire upon the fuperintendancy of the truftees, whofe 
buGnefs could not admit them leaving the town (o often ad 
mightfbe neceflara ; and therefore the]^ purchafed a conveni> 
ent building, (L/lw^icbiferved alt their immediate purpofes, 
and as mu^ groudi'^bnd other edifices n&r it at might be 
improved with five qnadrangles, for the accommodation of the 
ftudents. The corporation of Pbilade^hia, fenfible of -the 
utiligr of this fcheme, voted two hundred pounds to be im- 
mediately paid to the trufiees, and one bundled a jatar for 
five years, f'ifty pounds of this money is tflk^e \il1otted for 
the ere&ifin Aid maintenance of a charity-fc^l ; out ofi 
which, one of the moft promifing bSy* is to be ckfen yearlj^ 
and tranfplanted into the academy, where he is to comple^ 
bis education at the expence of the truft.

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the reader oiay form fome jadgment of the varieiy of feAe 
with which IS fiored } and it is to the great ho> 

nour oi the governing party in this province, that no perfeo 
eutions, prevail there on account of religion. The perfecu- 
tion of the Moravians, and the mildnefs w<th which they had 
been treated in England, with the encouragement given to 
their induftry, ha^ been of vaft fervice to Pht adelphta, where 
above 1500 of them are now fettled. The wiMnefs and ex- 
travagance of this feA is well-known to oW.Estrepei they 
have there a chapel with a fmall organ % but their grand let- 
tlement is about fifty or fixty miles from PMadeiphta.* The 
iiroilarity of praAicc between themwind'^^uakers, in fome 
points, makes them fond of r^sAxoi^^^'iPenfylvaniai bur, 
though they decline carrying arms in their own prions, yet 
they contribute chearfullf to the military eftablifhment for 
the defence of their fettfements and country. Their zeal 
towards the converfion of the Indiana is incredible. If pef* 
fil^e, it exce^-fi. that of thejefuits, aid they have already 
•oerfuaded ftf.ie of thofe favages to come to liv^with and 
V(/nform to^em. They even fent about the year 1748, to 
ifrtenland, or Davts'i-StrasU, at their own expence, a fliip 
with a wooden church, ready framed, for the ufe of the in- 
habitants of that country, which produces no timber; and 
when the fliip leturned to PUkdtlpMa, it brought two young 
men, and a young woman, natives of Greenland, who had 
Ixen converted there by the Moravian miffionaries. The 
fame Moravians have likewife a miffion at Berbice and Sstrsnam, 
‘from whence two converts likewife came to Penfyhania, and 
thole profelytes from diffitrent parts of the globe, together 
with fome Delavuasv Indian converts, met all together at a 
place called Bethlem in that province. The Penjjdvaman 
Moravians have alniioft the famji ^ndu|eence fliewn them' by 
the legiflature of Great Britain, icx«h:pting in criminal cafes, 
as the quakcis have ; and their t bftemiouf manner of, living 
enables them to carry on the baifftttyif'i they profeb at a ebrr - 
rate; nor are they without feme men of learning and aibuet- 
mical education among them. 

Cnn'otti fivT the Moravians and other feds are in common to other 
bidoty of parts of the world, while Penffhania cngcoflres a feA of its 
tie "Dm. 
kards. 
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dim proiIuSy on^'jferbaps^ of the moft harmlefi' and extfa^ 
ordinary of a^ that hat appeared fince the inftitution of 
chriftianity. They are call^ by feme Dumphrs^ but their 
true name feemt to be Dunkards^ The town they inhabit ia 
called Ephrata^ lying on the frontier part of Lancajitr county, 
fourteen miles from Lancajler^ and about hfey from EhiladeU 
0^, between two fmall hills, in the moft delighful fituation 
tSSI can well be imagined, as if nature had created it for the 
indulgence of .contemplation. All the land poflefl^d by 
thie Dunkards does not exceed two hundred and fifty acres, 
and it ia, in a manner, infulated by a river on one fide,.with a 
ditch, and a ban^Tj)Ant%i with trees on the other. The 
country between ^ind Lancajler^ thbugh very thinly 

Jobabited, prefencs the eye with the like beautiful feenes of 
retirement. A German hermit, whd fettled on the fpot where 
Ephrata is now built, and who fuppfted all his necefiitics by 
his»ot^n labour, was the founder of this extraordinary fedl:. 
The fame of his folitude infplred feme oF%s cduntryVneip 
with curiofty ; the fimplicity of his life, witlr^e piety of [ 
his converfation, excited them to join* and to imitate hinnA* 
A people who leave their native country to enjoy liberty oy 
confcience, can bear all fubfequent mortifications. The urr- 
mansy of both (exes, who joined this hermit, foon aifimilated 
themfelves to his way of thinking ; and conreqiencly, to hit 
manner of living. Induftry bcj^ame part of their duty, and 
divided their time, with devotion. Their* gains dre thrown 
into one common ftock, which fupplies all their exigencies, 
private as well as publick. Their females are cloificred up * 
by themfelves in a feparace part of the town, the fituation of 
which is delightful, and fereens thein from the north-wind. 

It is tri^gular, and fenced round with thick rows of apple^ 
beech, and cherry-t rees^ befidcs, having Sn orchard in the 
middle. The boufefjwtpichiarc of wood, are moft of them 
three ftories high, S^very toerfon has a feparate apartment, 
ih^he may not be his devotions. 

women never fee chemen but at public worfhip, or 
When it is neceflary to confult upon matters of public occono* 
/ny, and the numbci: of both may be about 300. Their 
garb is the moft fimple that can be well imagined, being a 
long white woollen gown in winter, and linnen in the fianmer, 
with a cape, which ferves them for a hat, )ik£ chat of a capu-^ 
chin, behind, and fattened round the waift with a belt. Under 
the gown they wear a waiftcoat ofjthe fame materials, a 
coarfe.feirt, trowfer, and fhoes. The drefs of the, women

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is the fame, only inftead of trowfen they wear pettkoatsv 
and when they leave* their nunnery, (for fuch it is) they 
muffle up their faces in their capuchins. The diet of the 
Dunkards confills of vegetables ; but it is no principle with 
them to abilain from animal food ; only they think that fuch 
abftinence is moft agreeable to a chriftian life. This tem- 

E erance emaciates their bodies, and as the men indulge their * 
cards to its full length, gives them a hollow ghaftly appear- V 
ance. T'hcir beds are no other than benches ; a little wooden 
block ferves them for a pillow, and they celebrate public 
worfliip twice every day, and as often every nigh^. But 
though fuch modes of life appear abfurd^i^nd impradicable, 
Dunkards arc for from being cxtray:j^^3ft Their chapel ia 
very decent, and they have, upon^ a' fine ftream, a grift- 
mill, a paper-mill, an oi^ mill, and a mill for pearl barley, 
all of them moft ingenid'Afly conftrutSled by themfelves : they 
have even a printing-prels, and they are, efpecialiy ,^he 
nuns,' exrreW^y ingenious in writing, and in embellifli- 
ffients, whiofi they perform with a variety bf beautiful co- 
jf lours, wit|(^ gilding, iiKtimitation of the initials in ancient 
^imanufcripts, and they flick them up by way of ornament in 
’ ttheir churches and cells. By thofe different manufactures, 
the publick flock of this afcetic people is well fupplied, 
as no denofiination of chriflians can be their enemies, 
their religious tenets being mingled with the abfurdities 
of all. 

Notwithstanding the two fexes living feparately from 
one another in their town, yet the Dunkards are far from 
being enemies to marriage. In that cafe, the parties muft 
indeed leave the tpwn,*but they are fupplied out of the pub- 
lic fund with whatever is neceflary for their fettling tlfewhere. 
This they generally do as near^as they can to Ephrata'» to 
which they fend their children'mr^^flnaJon. They have in 
fheir fociety a prefident, one Ppilip MiPrr^ who was regu- 
larly educated at the univerfity/Q|L///m in Germany. He iy 
faid to be a man not only orieatiiing, but of good 
He went over on fome fcruplcs of confcience from the Cal^ 
vinijls^ among whom he had taken orders, to the Dunkards*^ 
Though rigidly adhering to their doClrine and manners, yet 
he is ,^en, affable, and communicative, and makes no fe- 
^^ret or the relig^us principles a>f the Dunkards to ftrangers. 
Baptifm they adminifler by dipping, or plunging, but to adult 
perfons dnif. They hold free-will, and think that the doc- 
trine of original fln, aS to its eftefl upon Adatn^ poflerity, 
is abfurS and impious. They difclaim violence, even in 
xafes of felf-defence, and iuffer tifbmfelves to bc.defrauded, or 
^ wronged. 
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wronged, rathei^ than go to law. They are fuperflltious to 
the lad ^gree in obferving the fabbath ; and, all their pray- 
ers and preachings, during their worlhip, are extempore* 
Humility, chaftity, temperance, and other chriftian virtues, 
are commonly the fubjeds of their difeourfes ; and they ima- 
that the fouls of dead chriilians are employed in con- 
verting thofe of riTPdead, who had no opportunity of know- 
ing the gofpeL "rhey deny the. eternity of hell-torments, 
but believe in certain temporary ones that will be inflicted on 
infidelsf and obftinate perfons, who deny Chrift to be their 
only Saviour ; bu|^V>&y tfcink, that at a certain period, all 
will be admitted tO'^i v'^^ndlefs fruition of £he deity. A peo- 
ple, whofe principles are fo harmlefs, and wbofe prafiice is 
fo limpid and virtuous, cannot be b^erwife than happy upon 
earth.^ Among themfelves, they know nothing but harojony 
and mutual af&btion ; every one chearfully performs the talk 
of induftry afligjncd to him, and their hofpitaR^li^nd courtc^ 
to (Irangerf is unbounded ; but thcir^principles Tl^d them to f 
take nothing in recompeoce. 


HUDSON^ S-BAT. 

T he trade of the countrj^is become fo confidcrable to Orinnal] 
Great Britain^ that, though it aflbftls but few fettle- of the ‘ 
meats, and no cities, the hidory of it is as intcreding as that Hudfon’s 
of any other American colony. It is of very little import- ]Say cem^ 
ance to the Englijh right to this tratj^, that sfbout the year panj. 
1605, the Danet difeovered countries tonhe northward of 
HudJofCi^-Bay \ from whence they brought fome of the na- 
tives, who were\>f a djpMnutimfize, and failed in little canoes, 
or rather boats, made oHkms, containing but one perfon, 
but fo fecure, as to tnyrr^roof, ewn upon the open ocean, againft 
lahi^oft violent llormihvAib^inpeds. Late difeoveries have 
the truth of the lalt mentioned fad, and that {bofe 
inhofpjtable countries are inhabited by pdople of a iinall fize, 
jefembling the Laplanders^ and the Saioioids^ or the wandering 
742 r/ 0 rr(N). The fird* difeovery of thofe northern lands, 
were made by the adventurers from different parts of Europe^ 
who endeavoured to find out the north-weft ^paflage tb China^

paflage, yet the weather there was fo icmpeftuous, that 
\e was obliged to return to England nor did he in the* 
three voyages he made to thole partb, gain any farther dif- 
covery or fettlcment. About 1583, Sir Humphrey Gilbert 
took poffcflion of Newfoundland lor the crown of England} 
but no farther attempts wert made, till Henry Hudfon^ in 
1607, is faid to have difeovered as far as 80 degrees, 23 mi- 
nutes ; and profecuted his difcoverics, though very unfuccefs- 
jfully, and with little appearance of profit. In the year 1610, 
be proceeded many leagues farther than any man had done 
before him, and tVas ftopt only by the ice and the (hoal 
water ; and finding himfelf imbayed, be was there obliged to 
^inters and the following fprk^, jf{^jr,vouiing to proceed 
farther, be perished. In the ye|rot his^ratb, prince i%»- 
ry^ who, for bis public fpirit,; was J^'uftly beloved by the 
peo^e of England^ cncouragcOr-^f^c^fojwtf; Eutton 
Huafon*p ftreights, which be did, and failing weflward, diK 
covered a continent, and gave it the name of New Wales. 
Being unable to pafs farther than the 56th degree of north ‘ 
latitude, called by him the Ne Vltfffy he wintered at pore 
Jdelfonym the 57th degree, and from him the bay was called 
Buiten^sh^y. *ln i6i6, one Baffin attempted toprofecute 
Euttotds dij^veries, and proceeded as far as the yStb degree; 
but perceiving his attempt to be irnpradlicable, he returned^ 
though kc failed to the 80th degree. In 1632, captain 
Fox failed into HudMs^Bayy where he faw many whales 
fowardrthe e^of luly\ but he proceeded no farther thaij 
port 56 acgiccs, and there be wintered.^ The 
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civil wars of JRnglanJ foon after coming on, prevented our 
countrymen from ihint; their difcoveries farther ; but prince 
Ruperty and fome ^*jbiic-({iirited gentlemen, in 1667, fi«^ted 
miGuilamy wh i latiJed at Rupativttfy on the eaft conti- 
nent of Hud/on*s-Bayy where he built CW/rx fort, and laid 
|)ie foundation oi a lur-trade with the natives. 

**This trade 1)^ fo good an afpefl, that in 1669, a royal I/j 
charter was granted to the adventurers, in the following

original (lock, to i^«ve one me, may appoint governors, fac* 
tqn, and ocher ofiiceiV^Jiav^^ of their ports ; the governor 
his council Co jud^ in all matters, civil and criminal, 
and execute juftice accordingly: where there is no governor 
and council, may fend them Co any place where there is a 
governor and council, or to England fpr juff ice : lij^erty to

Notwithstanding this charter, the Fredth pretended d^fptaedh 
to the right of pre-occupancy, foundSl upon the difcoveries of /ikFrencn.

vifit they paid them than the fafety oT their fouR, and to V'-' 
form them, that they had nothing to fear from their cnctxJk^ 
the Iroquoii, Some days after, the French adventurers left that 
village, vifitcd the neighbourhood of lake Nemifeau^ and em- 
barking upon the river of the fame name, they fell into the 
bay, where they took a (ham poiTeffion ; but it had not the 
lead influence upon the Engltjh commerce there.

whofe princes and headmen, with their families, often came 
begging for mere fubftdence, to the Englijh \ for, as their 
means of living depended entirely on the fuccefs of their 
hunting, they were reduced to ftarve as often as that refource 
failed them. It may, however, be proper here to olfferve, that 
perhaps the neighbourhood of the Englijhy and their hofpIFa- 
Ij^, encouraged thofe barbarians, who are natyrally the moft 
indolent beinoii in the univerfe, t# this pradice of beggings 
The Englijh thcmfelves had but a precarious djspendence for 
their fubfiltance, and waited for returns from England for all 
^^eir food and neceflaries, fo barren and ii}l}p|pita9le was 
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ndghbouring country. Mr. Baily having relieved the prince^ 
his cocamifh or wife, and his great officers of ftale, by giving 
them viAuals, attended them in a (iihing expedition, in which 
they had bu^very indifferent fuccefs. In 1673, GrofitUiers 
arrived at port heifotjj where a kind of fadiory had been ' 
cftablilhed, but under very difeouraging circumftances, becau[^ 
the neighbouring Indians had been pre*'«r****id, upon by the 
French to abandon the country. Tnc governor h*mfelf, tho* 
he and the few Englijh with him, earned on a/gainful traffic 
with the diftant Indians^ was in a moft mifepble fituation, 
being in danger of periling in the«cra^'^^bins they had 
credlcd, and they fubfifted chiefly on fi ffij ingy- and killing fuch 
wiMfowI as came in their way. Towards the beginning of 
the year Tome Indians vifited them, and brought along with 
them a little frefli meat. * This afforded them a temporary 
relief from the, feurvy, which the eating their fait provilioaa 
had introduced ^'jngft them.

of thf trade. RaSiffon had married a daughter of Sir 

mrrench. XA-t/iV Kirky the fame who had conquered ^uebecy and not 
thn^king himfelf fufficiently rewarded by the Englijby he had 
made his peace with the court of Franccy from which he had 
received feveral diflinguiibing favours, and fettled in Canada. 
Heie he formed what he caller} a company of the north, 
which was founded on a plan for dif'pofleffing the Englijh of 
HudfoEs’^Bay, At the head of this company Radiffon and hiy 
egmpanions were placed, as being beft acquaimed with the 
country and its tr^de. Nothing but the moll infatiate deflre 
of gain could have ^duc*ed them to any attempt to diflurb 
the miferable fcttlement of the Englijh in HiMns^Bay. 
Profit, or the profped*of it, recompenc^ eove^< 7 rj&^^^ 
his companions for all their hardflil|s.«^ tnis^ime, fome .of 
the Indians were fo well reconciled Jo the l^fement, that they 
had built wigwams at the eaft i^rt, for 

benefit of their trade. Thofc Jmiafir went by the name 
Cufeudidahst and their king promifed vo wait upon the Englijh 
governor, who, with bis company, were now reduced to ai- 
med as melancholy a fituation, as the favages themfelves. 
The mefl^e of the Indian prince coming to the ears of the 
Fnmch jefuits, the* latter animated the favages againd the 
Englijh^ and the habitation of the Cufeudidahs^ at the ead end 
of the fort, wfs threatened with an invafion from the French 
JncBans. Thisv/as attendee! with very fenousconfequences: the 
French ]eaviil|[ nothing unattempted to ruin the Englijh trade, 
and to mal^ a fettlement, about eight aays joum^ from that of 
' Englijh. l^ll|/ifltjroducod a debate amongu the Englijh^ 
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whether they ought not to remove to Moofi river froin foit 
order to prev.ent their trade with the natives being . 
intercepted by the French. This happened in the year 1674, * 
and it feems the refult of the debate was, that the Englijh 
fliould continue where they were, but to take all opportuni- 
to cut the French out of the trade. By this time, the 
king Cuycuc/zWa^'^SS^enlsirgcd his wigwam to the very Walls of 
fort Rupert,"* fo which they proved fo troublefome and fo dan- 
gerous ncighbjUis, that ^^r. Bai/y was obliged to order, that 
no IMian (hnftid enter the fort, except the king ai^ hi$ 
chief courtiers.* On ttee 20th of May, twelve of the king 
CufeudidaFs fubjetis ^ame to the fort, aud informed him, 
that few of the upVtnd Indians would trade that year with the 
Englip} in IludfoFs f^ay *, they haj|[ingbeen perfuaded by the 
Frefifh 10 trufhc with their Canadians : upon this, Mr. BMy 
oTdered hi.-* fl(»op to proceed up the river, that he flight re-" 
(eftdhlilh Jiis jntcreil among the upland Aywwj? Upoh^hts 
landing, "a fcdll; of braver aiul moolefleOi, another eatabhst, 
dreft in the hdian fafliion, was ferved up in vaft plenty ; 
we know of very little advantage which this vilit product! 
to the Engltjh. They had better fortune in a voyage tney 
afterwards nude to the Moofe river, where they difeovered 


ievt'ial w! ales, and were in danger of being attacked by the 
No(hiayJ*rUr.ns\ but this expedition proved profitable; for 
Ml. /iW/y t' luriied with 1500 ikins, and eftablilbed a trade 
--^ich the SheJAttinvams, from whofe country he coafted along 
fo port Ni'lfm. 

All the profits of the trade, however, ceuld not ward oSl^Iifiry if 
the dariiicr oi Itarving, which every day ftared i\it ' Englijh the

ing depended ,\.^vlTigS 7 oineans of fubfiftcnce but by killing 
game. This d'angtp beinV over, the governor of Quebec, on 
jfwcount of the greaV-Z’-'Viivl^ip then fubfifting between the 
^ idourts of Prance and BhglSnd, as he ptetended, lent a jefuit 
to Rupert fort, but in reality, to W a fpy upon the ftreagth 
and fuuation of the Englip>. This jdiiit brought letters for 
Crofeilliers, which, with fome preceding circumflances of 
fufpicion, confirm^ the Englijh in their opinion of his pri- 
vately keeping a correfpdhdence with his countrymen Mie 
french. Notwithftanding this, Mr. Baily the governor, be- 
haved himfelf towards this jefuit npth the greateft humanity, 
by giving him deaths, he having been fiript bj^me of the 
favage nations. It appears, as if Baily had fo artful as 
to prevail with the jefuit to difeover bis real ^ufuwfs ; for be 
icacned from him that the fobinu Indii^^\kf£t txmtfty " 
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lay within the bounds of the patent eranted to the Hudfiu^s* 
Baj company, traded with the French^ who intended to pay 
the Englijh at Hudfotis^Biq a very difagreeable vifit. They 
had prafiifed upon the Nodwi^s^ and Moofe-River Indians 
to^ keep up their commodities at an extravagant rate ; and 
this, together with the difficulty of fubfifting in that mifer- 
able climate, at laft determined the gover^sec^ to march 
Point Comfort^ and from thence to fail for ‘Ectgland. All 
their flour and bread at this time did not exceed two hundred 
pound weight ; and they had only two barrels of peas^ and 
thirty geefe in pickle, to fupport therp dmin^ their voyage. 
Their floop accordingly fell down Point Comfort ; but 
follle firing being heard, they concludefiit was from EngHJb 
ihips, and delayed failing. This delay ferved only to confume 
their provifions, and no EitgUJh for fome days appearing, they 
were overwhelgied with horror ; but at laft they underfllbod 
that the^lhippruff^e Rupert^ commanded by captain Gillum^ 
witft IVUUam Inddal^ £(q; a new governor, wa9 arr^;^ed upon 
tjiosoaft. the fame.tiflie, captain Shepherd^ in the Shaftf- 
arrived from England ; where the profits of the trade 
bellame to be better underftood. It was now the i8th of 
Stptemberi]{\n that country a late feafon) when Mr. Bailey de- 
livered up all his authority to governor LyddaU who finding 
the year too far advanced for th; (hips to return to England^ 
employed their crews in felling timber for building hohfes and 
conveniencies for dwelling. It foon appeared, that the newly 
awived (hips had not brought with them a fufficiency of pro- 
vifions for the fu^fiftence of the fettlers, fo that they were 
reduced to vaft ftraits^ MV. Bailey was happy enough to re- 
turn to Englandy where he gave the company very great 
lights, as to their inteseft ; and tl^ en creafe d 'ffitlidmeht 
by an additional number of faftorea j«^bfi\l^ivers, which 
difeharge tbemfelves into the bay. ( ^ 

ney are In the year 1682, the French^Mf^^ec^ fitted out twe^ 
•nv^edfy miferably equipped &ips for two fmrpo^. The firft was 
mFrench. EngUJb from Hudfods- Bay ^ and the other to efta- 

blilh a peltry trade there aoiong the natives. Proceeding to 
foft Rypert^ they found it fo well guarded, that they did 
not venture to attack it. They then cruifed along the weft 
Goaft of the bay, jn^fearch of a commodious fituation for the' 
fur* trade;, and at laft they arrived at port Nelfon^ where the 
two rivers of Bourbon and St, Therefe join. Radijfon was one 
of the adventurers in the expedition ; and, when the French 
were winteriTl^ jn the river of St. Therefe^ the Englijh were 
encamped imon that of Bourbon ; ancf that the French difco- 
\tfing the near thefn^ though they w^re no more 
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than twelve meH, attacked the EngHJbt who were eighty in 
number, but all of them drunk, and made them ptifoneni, as 
they did fix other Tailors who were in a feparate body. Fa- 
ther Charkvoix^ however, ^ gives a very different account of 
this adventure. According to his information, upon the ar- 
rival of Ra^lJin in the river St. Thtrefe^ a Bofion veffel ap- 
jpeared at the mouth of the fame river, not far from the 
place where ihr:.^wch were encamped. A few days after^ a 
large Londm^ caft anchor at the fame place, to 

the great dreVd of the Bojion men, who, it Teems, were little 
better than pVates, and of the French who were unprovided 
with the mearjs of deteice. The Englijh large fliip, how- 
ever, was, by currents, driven from her ahehors, and tyreejeed 
among the Ihoals of ice, without any poflibility of being faved. 

Some of the crew got upon thofe (boats, which were driven 
towards the mouth of St. Thereje river, where Redijin and 
Gx^eiUiers then commanded. The French • Teem Jto have 
made the utmoft advantage of their misfo\.>>ne!»^ forlhopgh ]|(]| 
they relived 'Ihe Englijh with viAuals, and (i^red them to their 
ered fome booths on the banks oP the river, t J (helter t^m .- fittUmnto 
from the inclemency of the weather, yet they obliged the 
Englijh commander to promife them in writing, to erefi^no 
fortifications there, and to do nothing prejudicial to the rights 
of his moft chriftian majefty; The Englijh are accufed of 
having violated their promife, and of endeavouring to fur- 
prize the French^ who fecured them to prevent other confe- 
quences. Such is the lame and improbable narrative given 
by Charlevoix of this affair ; but, like other French narratives 
of the fame kind, it is full of abfurdities, and reds upon no 
evidence. The truth is, one John Bnedger^ Efq; was ap- 
pointed governor of the Hudfotfs-Bay company of the weft 
mVin^Tr6hu!^cape Hffirietfa Matia^ wHich had been in Mr. 

Lyddal\ or v\Q 'SaiiVvuun’s patent. Mr. Bridger went to 
port Nelfon^ where captain^ GV/W had been fettled, but was 
,^not ftrong enough to-nrcy.<jrk^the French from landing. Up- 
Bridger s (hip appealing^ the French commanded him to 
be gone $ but, he landed his goods, and began a fipttlemenr, 
without any interruption from the French^ with whom be 
lived in very good correTpondence till February following ; 
when the French treacheroufly furprifed the Engliflu^ and all 
their effe£ls, and kept them in confinement till Augujl^ wlfi?h 
they put the common men on t^oard a rotten bark, which 
was taken up at fea by an Englijp 0iip ; but’ they carried . 

Bridger and Gillam prifoners to ^eke^ with all the Englijh

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plunder. Here Radijfon and GrofeilUers ^quarrelled Wiib tii# 
Fnncb northern company^ who wanted to fcize their cargoet^ 
in right of their charter s upon which they went to Frana^ 
where they found the miniftry fo much prepoflefled againft 
them, that they applied to lord PreJlon% the Ae^/r^.ambaiTa- 
dor at Paru. fiy his intervention they again compromifed 
matters with the Englijb Hudfon^s^Bay conripany, and Radif 
fin received a penfion from the court of Pdo^nd^ which ht*' 
held the remaining part of his life. I9 1685, 'Siif|.railed with 
two (hips to fccure the fort which he himfelf hdd built at the 
mouth of St> Thcrcfi river, and which was he/d by hia ne>-

By 
this time, the chief factory was removed from fort Rupert to 
Chickewan^ now called Albany river, which the governor made 
the place of his refidence. His inftiudions from the com- 
pany were, that ^hc ihould repair every fpring to Charleton 
illand, with all the gpods he poftibly could col]e< 5 l together, 
to be put on board the company’s (hips, who were to^ ren- 
dezvous there ; and that he (hould^be part iculjpjy^^afCTfrhl 
againft any furprize from the c^pany, at the 

fame time, ordered Serjeant to fdtic sl faflrory at a place 
called ifland, at the bottog/jgf jbe bay, and another^ 
on Charkton iflar.d, where he iSmTt -a tort, and kept fonsS^ 
men in it, with ware houfes and other convenicncies foi trade. 
The great gains which the company made, had, about this 
time, templed many of its lervanis to be unfaithful to themt 
and they^werc removed. The expence of fupplying thek 
feniements with provifioru, made them recommend if ftrongly 
to the fadory, to endeavdur to raife corn and vegetables^ but, 
though repeated atteoipts^, were made fur that purpofe, yet 
they came to norhing. In 1686, we find, the HudjorC s-Bay 
company irtr. ^eflion of five fetilemcnts; namely, Albany 
river, Heyys ii^tind, Rupirf% river, fort Nelfin^ (or Ttnrk) and

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Niw Severn, ^eir trade at all thofe fettlements was very 
gainful, and fidm Albany river alone, they generally brought 
home 3500 beavers a year. The ^manner in which this Ibid, 
trade was deftroyed by the French has been already related. 

It happened fortunately for the Englijh fettlements, ^hat very 
little regard was paid to their court by the American chiefs^ 
ai^i both nations were equally difguded with the arrange* 

* meni that had b •tM'flisdc of port ^elfen^ being in common 
.to both. rK*^nvilU^ the governor of Canada^ gave it as bra 
opinion to the court of France, that all the three forts which 
they had taken from the Englijh fhould be reftored to them9 
rather than fuffe!* them ta have any communication with fort 
Nelfon. In 1687, i\\c EngUJI) attacked fort ^itchitchoueu, 
then called fort St. Anne\ but they were rcpulfed by Iberville^ 
who burnt one of their veflels, aq(i a fiorehoufe they bad 
credled on the banks of the river. Thofe hoftilities gave 
gruQC^ uneafincfs to the two courts, and feveral conferences 
were held uoon them ; but nothing eiFe£luar««as done, whsn 
the revolution,^ which happened \n England ifAi688, em-' 
broiled affairs more than ever. 'Tne* French wlfcre the iiWl 
' who profited by the breach ; for, apprehending that the 
agents of the Hudfons-Bay company would not be upon their 
guard, FranUnac^ who was now governor of Canada^ bad 
orders to drive the Englijh from all their pofts there. The Ibid./.4S 
reader has been already informed as to the fuccefs of this plan, and 49. 
to which we (ball confine ourfelves and viliich extended much 
farther than the conqncff of IludforCs^Bay. 

During the camivMgn the year 1689, the French were' 
unfortunate in all their enterprizes iq Uorth America^ except- 
ing at Hudjon^s-Bay alone, where Iber^il\ commanded at 
fort St^^jiLewis^ which lay at the bottom of the bay, and his 
lieutenant /a'^Ferte. fiikcn prifoner one of the com- 

pany’s agents, f^'^nd^atbana his papers.an order from the di- 
redtors of his* company, fJr proclaiming king U^illiam and 
^-^ucen Mary^ and to maint^Ii the company’s right to the 
yV^le of the bay. According to the French account, this 
claim was fupported by the appearance of two Englijh Aips, 
one of them of 18 guns, the ocher of 10, belides fwivels, 
both bf tnem loaded with a great Humber of fmall arms, and 
proviiiohs of all kinds ; the crews in the whole amotihrins tti 
83 men. Though the French had moft iofitmoufly broWh^ Suteeffet tj 
the capitulation which had been fettled between she chevalier French 
di Troyes ziA governor Serjeant^ when they took {ewi Albany^ laHud- 
smd the company’s other fetilcm^ no*, yet they cxclauped a^a1ntt Ws-Bay. 
. the attempt of the Englijh to retake them, as'ie fcanda’nus 
bleach of good faith. Iberville^ garrifon pit 3 t. Anne^ ^ 

other- 
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otherwifii called fort Jtlbatn^ wai but ineonfiderable wheh (6if 
EngUJh riioimoned it to iurrender : Ibtrville gave no deter->» 
minate anfwcry and a£ted with fo much curiningi that bo 
deceived the Englijh into an opinion of his compliance. This 
rendered them To fecure, that he found means to carry off 
twenty-one of their heft men, their furgeon, and one of their 
principal officers, he then fummoned them to furrender 
prifoners of war. The EngUJh^ who iCwa forty able-^ 
bodied men, rejected the fummons, tho’ they ere at that 
time in a miferable fituation, being encamped on a fmall 
illand, while their (hips were jammed in by flioals 6f ice* 
IheruilU ordered his brother MaricmK to harrafs them with a 
fmall party, both by land and on board their fhips ; and he 
himfelf in two days after fupported them, and a cannonade 
enfued on both tides, without much lofs to cither. At laft, 
IbirvilU renewed bis tiimmons for a furrender, and threatened, 
if it W1S not :on|plied with, to give them no quarter. The 
Erglijh^ in anfw^, pretended, that the fort belonged to them, 
tind that th^^ rremh had begun hoftilities. lheh}tlle paid 
mg' regard (o thofe allegations, and demanded that not only 
the EngHJh (hould furrender prifoners of war, but that they 
ilJould deliver up to him both their (hips with their cargoes. 
After fome confultaiion, this was agreed to, upon Ibervilk 
paying the officers their wages, which amounted to about 
600 /. and upon his giving them, a veiTel, properly equipped, in 
which they might iranfport themfelves elfewhere. Iberville 
cook care that thole officers (hould be attended by very few 
bf their common men, and by none of their pilots, of whom 
they had eleven on board^ carrying them all prifoners to 
beCf to which, with his two prizes, he repaired by an order 
(rom the governor of Canada. He arrived at Queb ec 
25th of O^ober^ 1&89, having left ^i^J’r^er Maricouri^ 
with no more than thirty-tix men^ 66 guar^he polls at the 
bottom of the bay. ' 

As we have Ijctle or noaccQ^nt of this expedition on ^tb& 
part of the EngUjby we have beeh obliged to adopt the FrirUny 
account of it, though it is far from being facisfa^ry. There 
is, however, the greateft reafon for believing that the com- 
pany, perhaps, by their own fault and niggardly dirpofition^* 
wis vei^ ill-feived by their officers, which might be 'the true 
lUd./«S3/daure of Iberville i tiiccefs. Foft Ntlfm was at this time in 
the hands the Enghjb ; and Ibetville At^xgntA to attack it 
with two French ihtps of war, but it was too late in the year 
2692, aqd the EngUJh^ by this time, had even recovered fort 
Sr. ^cording to Charlevoix^ Iberville bad acquired fo

been fcnc wm a ficoAg iquadrod) fitted out at the expetice of 
the Frs/aJi northern company, to drive the entirely 

frbm ail their pofts on that bay ; and who, out ot jealouiy 
to IberviUf^ declined the fervicc, on pretence that it was too 
late in the leafon to attempt it. The court of England 
highly refented the proceedings of the Ftemht whom they 
of haviM jiii3}rized the company’s pollcffions on Hud- 
fotCs-Bay in jr^nfamous manner i and they were mentioned 
as fuch by king William rn his declaration of war againft the 
'French Jcing. Tbomae Phipps^ £fq; was then governor of port 
Nelfon^ and upon the bj^eaking out of the war with France^ 

|fome troops had been granted to the Hudfin*s-Bay company 
for the defence of their remaining fettlements. According 
jto Chatltvoix\ fort St. Jnne^ which was then in the hands of 
{the Fiench^ had no mote than threJ men to defend it} and 
{they hi^de their efcape to ^ebec^ leaving a great booty of 
I fkins" in the fort. This, together with many vr^hcr isd vantages 
'gained byi theiEnghyh in the bay, determineJ^/^rnf/Z/r lb, 
run all rifks in difpofleffing them ol (pitAV^;/. This feii:- 
vice had been often projedled, and as often mdeanir J, as the 
French governors and officers in Canada were by iiu means fon^ 

Qf fo painful an expedition, and which, though luccefsful, 
was to be attended with no profit, but to the Ftemh northern 
company. Iberville^ however|^ had received fuch encourage- 
ment from them, that he and Serigny^ qotvA ithftariding all 
their difcouragcmencs from the ice, arrived with two (hips of 
"war at the mouth of the river St. Tlwefe^ and landing the Ibid./ 96* 
fame night, they made tbcmfclves matters of ^rt Nelfon^ the 
name of which they changed to thai^ of ^oui bon s but they 
found there only a very inconfiderable booty j and they loit 
fo many of*thcir men by the feurvy, and^ther difeales, chat 
the conqueft wa^noc^ .A^h the cxpcnce. 

In the year 1096, the government of granted a 1676. 

new recruit of force to the Pfydfoi^ e-Bay company , and the 
'Ponaventure and Seahorfe^ tW9 Jhen of wai, were rffigned to 
./(hat fervicc : La F$ret^ with a garrifon of 68 Canadians^ com- 
iMiided in fort Bourbon^ and on the 2d of September^ four 
Umil^ fhips and a bomb ketch appeared in view of the fort, 
weic followed by Serigny and de la Mctte Egr^n^ the 
former in a French man of w^r, and the latter in one of tbq.* 

Frmb northern company’s Ibips }but, perceiving the ftrength 
of the Englijh^ they made the belt of their way bock, Sertgny 
for France^ and de la Moite Egron fBr ^ebee i but he was

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wrecked in his voyage thither and drowpeJ^ The fort waa 
fufnrncncd, 'but refuringtofurrender, a biifk cannonade began, 
which lailH for a whole day, and the Engltjh^ in 'attempting 
to land, were at firft repulfcd by Jenmy^ the enn^n of the 
fort, and the fame who has wriften a dcTcription oUlludfon's’^ 
where be afterwards commanded himfelf for fix years. 
The fort was then plied with bombs from the ketch,, of 
which twenty-two fell into it, and la at lall obliged 

to capitulate. If we arc to believe Cbarle'nSi^^ me Englifk 
granted the capitulation required by the Ficnih^ but alter*

lofs o{ fort Bourbon^ and the other French fetilcments, rv.ure4

« AifKcicnt with whtch he recovered thfm lb his tiini 
from the Englijb. The were far from making all ib»i 

advantaged that this conqueft might bave been attended with.' 
The Englijh^ though dirpcficllcd of their forts, fiill preferved • 
a cpnfidcrable fooling in the bay, where they cariicd on al- 
moft the whole trade, but not for the benefit of the c?$ni- ‘ 
pany, the moft of it going through private bands. T’his is 
the chief reafon w{iy the accounts we have of thi$ valuable 
trade are fo barren ; for the French private merchants in like 
‘ manner never fuft'ered their northern company and their govern- 
ment, at whofe expences all their conquefts there had been ' 
made, to enjoy its profits. The EngUjh found means flill to 
keep poiTtfiion of fort Albany^ which indeed .v.iiaiqed un^ 
molcfted through the weak condition ,.of ihcy^VrwFin Tlud- 
where ihcy had no mqre thanTixiwcn men, under 
the ficur to garrifon afl their pdfts. Mattel s rcr - 

mained in this (ituation during M the war with France^ und^t* 
queen Anne. JfUfJiy lived there in a kind of exile, vviiboot, 
receiving the fmalleft alfiftance from the French northern ^ 
€*ompany. Finding himfelf unable to garrifon fort Bcurbctt^ 
hebiiilt a fmallcr foit towards the north, to which, he trai>(- 
ported cll his powder, ftorcs, and ammunition, with a yfew 
«»f rctreatingto ir, if he fhouldHie atta^Cked^ x\itEngI\lh»\\oU, 
w'lthflandinc the War, carrying on the moft profitable branches 
<•1 the trade. At laft, Jeremy and his fmall gairifon camte 
to be ill want of every thing, and he was forced to fend his 
li.utcri&iiVf|*W feven other of h'p men to hunt daring the 
hs,p! artl jla^u/K They pitched ^eir camp near

ft <?ompany 01 . favagbt whb weie reduced to the, gi-tajteil 
mifery for waot of powder, by W'hich they were deprived ipf 
tnean» of fubfifteiice. They had»<evcr fince the Europeans came 
among them, huincd a kind of a wifd afs, called by the French^' 
caribore. This creature is as fwift as a deer, and is fai(t to 
differ only in colour, from the famous rein deer of L^lmd ^ ' 
but it is of the amphibious kind, and, according to jiremft 
account, Danijh river and fort Niljin^ tl^y are to be 

found for forty or fifty leagues, in herds of 10,000 at lejiA. 

'Fhe fsi^a^cs of thofe parts depend upon this creature for 
their ruhfillence during a great part of the year ; but having . 
long loft the pradicc of bows and arrows, •wheii they were 
efertitute of powder, they could kill no game. They faw 
the FrenchyOn the other hand, hunting with great fucce(s,and 
deftroying abundance, but without being fo hofpitable as to 
invit^ehem to partake ; and therefore, it was no wonder, if 
thofe wretches, over-loaded as they were wiA. mifgry, Isid a 
fcheine for a.;aftftring them, and acquiring the f^ils of thoA . . 
fuccefdful huntfmen. They invited tvso^of them to a feaft in French- 
’'thair cabins, where theyjmmediately murdered thorn : they men mur^‘ 
then butchered five others, who were afleep in their tent $ 
a fixtb, who was only wounded, efcaped, though with the ut- 
moft^ difficulty, towards fore Bourbenj where he related to 
Jtr^ny the maffacre of his coinpantons. He found It in vain 
to think of guarding hid two pofts with qp more than nine 
men ; and therefore he (hut btmfelf up in fort Bourbon^ while 
the (kvages, with great cafe, made themfclves mafters of the . 
other fort^ and all the ammunition that was in it. In this 
uncomfortable ficuation, be maintained ^hinifelf till the 
treaty of Utrecht took place.

Before the time of the peace of Utrecht ^ the value of it

It is bounded on the cart ar:d iuuth by 'Canada^ and on the 
weft by vaft tradts of countries, whofe inhabitaius trade with 
the EngHjhy who arc the only Europeans who have planta- 
tions or/ettlcmcntb within land. How far thofe countries 
rt€|ftcnd,''or where they terminatt;, is unknown. The Eng/ijh 
ietclements cohfift of lorts or houfes lying on the coafls^ 
chiefly calculated to proied them againft the inclemencies 
of the weather. They aCc direSed to the fituation of thofe 
^ iorts by the mouths of the rivers which are meft proper for 
trading with the Indians r the chiei on the weftern continent;

Rher^ and River. Churchill- River ^ at the moutk of 
which ia buih the Prince of IVales^o fort, is moft northerly, 
and fituated on the weft part of Hudfiies-Bay. The com* 
pany here keeps about twenty-eight men. I'he river is na- 
vigable for 150 leagues, and about 20,000 beaver- (kins every 
year arc returned at this fort. Fort York^ or F*ort Nel/on^ but farther 
by the French called Fort Bourbon^ is (ituated upon Nelfons^ de/criptiem 
River^ in 4he 57th dt.\*.ree of north latitude. Here about 
twenty-five of the comity's men refide; and the river w>»s-o*y« 
felf is fhe largeft and fin*^ft in the bay, by means of its com- 
munications with the great lakes and the trading rt'ifers, * 

Nexu Severn River lies in the 55th degree of north latitude ^ 
but is at prefent negleiled. AWany-River lies in the 52d 
degree, and the company there keej^ twenty- five in the fort* 

From ^ihe middle of May to the middle of September^ the 
v^;»Lher. here is mild and warm; and in the year 173*, no 
thm one hundred and eighteen canoes traded witfi the 
fort. Mdbfe-Ridery which is Ia*ig“*:,t^an that tA^Alhany^ lies 
in the 5 tft degree of north latitude, and the company has at 
their fort here twcpiy-fiv'’.ijien. Prince Rupert-River 
the fame latitude, but oi\ tk^ eaft-fide of the bay ; aiv* the 
fort there is at prefent gone to' *tn« At the fort upon 
^Rive^y which lies on the eaft-fidl\^of the bay, the cor .pany 
keep no more than eight oi nine mt.n. 

About five or fix leagues from xbz J^ejl-tnai/ y lies tht;, 
little rocky ifle.,^which, tho* no more than a heap ' t rocks and 
ftones, fli( Iters grecj^ numbers of gulls and water- fow*. The 
foil of Chat Uton ifiand is 4 kjjlit wh!l^ r.'”d, producing ju- 
niper and other (hrub-trees. In the fpiingV ^his illand ig 
noted fc the beautiful appearance it makes to voyagers, who 
for months before have l^cn accuftomed jfo the nioft favage 
inhofpitable fcencs m nature ; though at the bottom of the 
bay, the latitude is nearer the fun than London itfclf; yet the 
climate is exccilively cold for nine months in the year ; but, 
excepting, when a north-wind blows, the other three months 
are very hot. As to the foil in general of the counties bor- 
dering on Hudjons-Bayy it is very barren, fcarce any grain 
growing upon it ; but upon Prince Rupert-River there grows 
lome goofeberries, ftrawberries, and the like dwarf-frcits. 

Notwithstanding all thofe difcouragemencs, it iscer- An account 
tain that the advantages of the trade to Hu^ort:-Bgy are im* ife 
menfe. The commodities moft prpper for trade here are ^rade. 
guns, powder, (hot, cloth, hatchets, kettles, and tobacco. 

I'befe are exchanged with i^e natives for furs, beavers, mar- 
tpD, foX| moofe, and other peltry ware ; and the prodigious

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profits of. the company may be eftimatcd by the following 
Aandard of commerce, which Tofmerly was fixed by theni 
for their goods bartered on the fouthern part of the bay.

Tobacco, a beaver for one 
pound. < Powder hoins, a beaver for a large powder-horn, 
and two fmall ones.

The reader who underftands trade, muft readily be fen- 
fibleVif the vaft gains of fuch a comi^crcc as the above, ‘?f- 
pecially as it is but in a few funds, and carried on with very 
little cxpencc. It is tri-iv^^The trade for fcveral years before 
•vv the treaty of Ui/ccU, and for fome years after, was but 
ifiUonfiJcrablc ; but it is well k^vwn, that during the late 
V'ar'tJicir profits were greater an that of any commerce car- 
rii^' bn by BritiJIj fubjefls. j it is faid, that the annual ex? 
ports'>were about 3000 l./r'^aluCj^tyjd their half-yearly^ fales 
about :f\\ 000 1. and that nine-tenths of the (lock have beeil 
cngrolfcd’ bv eight or nine merchants. They are fuppofed 
to be at ihu charge of one hundred and nwwiity feriants a 
year, and about an hundred and twtcft'ty’ men on board the 
two or three ^ ? Tmual >ldps ^vWch they employ in time of 
War- Their ' imports arc dccr-fKiiis, caftorum or beaver- 
lione, feathers, wfialebonc and blubber j but bcavir-fkin is 
two-thirds of the whole. Some writciSj^Mr. Dobhr in parti- 
cular, who is well acquainted with l!ic country, and the ftate 
of its ira !e, have been of opinion, that the privileges of this 
company are foextenfive, that its charter ought to be vacated, 
and the "trade laid open. It has likewife been faid, with what 
juflicc we cannot determine, that this company has always 
been averfe to the diicovcry of the north- weft paflagc, though 
their cndeavouiing to make fuch a difeovery is one of the * 
4 .condihons on which their charter was granted. 

Perhaps none of the natives of Ncrth jfmerica arc fo 
riide and favage as the Indians inhabiting the neighbourhood 
of Rupirt-Riverj and other places in the bay. This may 
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be*accoun\e(t for^ as they have no opportunities like 
the Canadi/M fatages, or thole in the neighbourhood ot the 
'Englifl) plantattonSf of feeing any places oi great relort. 
'Dieir intercourfe is confined to little forts and booths, where 
they deal with Europeans who have no other converfation, 
or ideas, but to make the beft bargains they can. In gcne- 
/ra), however, they are peaceable, only the Nedways aic a 
' tribe more favage than the reft ; upon whom they lumetimes 
niake incsrrfions, anu «fter killing eight or ten people, retire 
in triumph. The rive s, which in that country are very 
plentiful, are commonl}gihe boundaries of thoic lavage tribes. 
Though it does not appear, that they have any notions of 
fubordination in government, yet each tribe has its okimah, 
or orator, who preftdrs in their public meetings cvefy (pring 
and fall, where they adjull their boundaries for nunting, fowl- 
ing, and fifhinp, and ina k out the fpacc winch each family 
is to*pcci'py during Kafon. Thu makc^heir 

harangues to the l'n”IJl>y and nothing but th« danger ^f 
ffarving^ran |ftevail wu.i the fet^ral lamilie* to quit the* 
bounda allotted to them, 'rhey h^c tome notion of twu 
fiiaiiitous (as the Carudnns call them) or Ipiiits, one the an. 
^lor of good, the other oi had ; and they exprcls fome tilde 
ijgns of woifliip or devotion their fcaltu and dances/ >

F' A- "f- rurprifing that the EngUJh iif, general are fo much in 

eovcry'of ''^'*** regard to their original pol&r* 

Barbados. valuable nor can it be otherwire accounted 

* for« than by the firfl cotonilh being fo much immeritd in 
commercial piirfuits, that they gave very little attention cp 
rnalters of mere curiofity. As to the hiflory of the fiativcs 
of ch'pi ifland ' the7e can be none, bccaufe, by the bed ^ 
counts we nave, it was entirely uninhabited v hen tV*e Portu- 
guefc^ who certainly its original difeoverers, firft landed 
upon it. It is probable, however, that it was viQted at certain 
tiVft^s by the neighbouring Caribbeerf ox favages, in their ca- 
Even the origin of the^*f^me is uncertain, fome at* 
tribvirlUz it to a tree, the Icavbs and fruit of which at a dil- 
tancc'^newhat refemblc p'buman beard; others with inore 
probahiliij' think, that it was called Barbados by Itbe Por^ 
tugui'fc^ oiV,arcount of the barbarous, uncultivated profpedl it 
preferued. As the Portiiguefc^ long before the' Engli^'Xxso}^ 
pofll'Bicn of Barbados^ had ufed to frd'to the Brofils^ there 
can be little oi' iiH ddubt of their being acquainted with this 
iiUiid ; and wdearn from fome good authorities, that they 
left hogs there to ferve them for a dock of frelh prdvifions^ 
and that when the Englijh took podeflion '^f the ifland, thofe 
hogs had/nuUiplicd extremely. As the Portugueje had dif- 
covered jRrafd in 1501, Barbados was probably known to 
them many years before the Englijh took pofleffion of it, 
which undoubtedly muft have been before, the death of Jams 
the Fird, which happened in the year 1625^ The author of 
^the Complete Sydem of Geography ^ informs us, that where 
*"the great fire l^ppened at Bridge^Tozvn^ in 1666, fome pa- 
pers wete faved, which were afterwards printed on the ifland, 
and by them it appeared, that* an Englijh ibip, called the 
Olil^ey hnmQward-bound from G,uin^9 touched ^eres and, 
latiding fome men, theyefet up a cro(9 in or about Sc. Janus^n 

town/' 
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towHy Dotr ca 1 ) 4 (i the HcU^ and matkcd on a tree^ ** yaottt 
king of Enghmi^ and this iflaad ihat proceeding along Aorc^ 
they left other marks of fuch their. pofleiHon at the Indian 
river. It leetns to have been about this tiR>c that, the earl of 
Martbofough^ of whom we (hall jl^ak hereafter, obtained his 
patent of the Caribbecs : after this Sir William CcurUen^ (S) 
yone of the greateft merchants England ever had, about the 
jear 1624, ^ Brajil trade. I'his trade 

was prohibited to all the nations of Europe by the Spaniards 
and Portuguefej who midc it death for any adventurer to fail 
weftw%rd beyond fuch a latitude ; but about .the years 1623 
and 1624, the fyftem aaf power in Europe having talcn a 
different turn from what it ever had knowfi before, jhe Spa^ 
nijh court permitted the ftatcs> general to trade to the BrajUs ; 
and it muft have been under their Janflion rhat one ot %Sir 
William CourUens Ihips failed, as we are told it did, to /vr- 
nambifci^a^ in Brafii Returning from tlus, vhis (hip* was 
forced, by ftrefs of weather, upon the coafl: 0^ BatKid^j^ 
Some of,«he ciSw had the curr^fity^to go a-fhoae, but found * 
this ifland over> grown with weeds, and no living creatures, 
but the Pottuguefe hogs already mentioned, upon ir. 

But though this is the flory that generally has beer cold 
concerning the firft difeovery i/ this valuable iOand, it is in de 
'thar^ probable, that it had nevf been deftitute of hngUjh 
inhabiranjts from 1615 to 1624. Had it been entirt^lv unin- 
habited, uncultivated, and almoil unknown, a in /n like Sir 
William Courteen would not have riHced bis property as hs 
did iri peopling and improving it; for it is agreed upon by all,* 
that the Tailors who then wc'^c a(hore^ up'?n aheir return to 
England^ made fo good a report of*the ftate jqd fertility of 
the iflan^d, that Courteen and his friends, (among whom were 
people of cBe higheft d^ff^itidlion in England) refolved to 
make a fetticment there, hut under the earl of Marlborougltu 
patent. Every one who has read the Hiftory oVEnglando 
knows with what indiferiminate- profufion James the Ilf and 
Charles the ift made grants to their favourites of the ifunds, 
as well as the continent, of America *, and though Courteen 
and his friends bad been at a confiderabie cxpence-in fi.ting 
out two (hips, with all kind of necefTaries, for planting and 
fortifying Barbados^ his defign was no (oooeF knowa^ than 

' ' (S) We a^rehend that this colledlion of natural and other 
Mntleman’s (on, or one of his curioiities, now re^ofitedin the 
oefeendants, was the fame who Britijh Mufeum 1 where an ori- 
win originally concerned with gtnal pid.Qre of Mr. CWm« is 
Sir Han% Shane in his amaaiSg ftill fiicwn. 
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Hay earl of CarMi^ who was a favourite with |cing^ 
and his fon!^ applied for, and obtained, a gift from the'ccowA 
of all the CaribbeeJJhndi^ of which Barbados was one, upoin 
aj^reeing to pay 300 1 * a year to the earl of Marlbdtougb. jBy 
tins time, CourUoti^ tvfo fliips, one of which was called the 
William and fuhn^ captain fohn Powd commander, had put 
thirty men on (hore at Barbaibs^ near the Hole ToWn^ to tli*^ 
leeward part ol^ the iAatid^ then caUed fames Tawn^ a (Irong 
prefumption that Tome Englijh were then Hving*there; and 
began to fortify themfclves under one captain TVilUani Dearth 
who a£lcd as their governor, and placed the Englip colours 
on Ihc infant- fortification. TbcerfM of Carlijlc happened .to 
be ^abrpad on an embafiy when Cour teens Clips failed, and 
the then carl of Pcmhnbe^ who was that gentleman’s friend, 
hearing a very promiht'^-i; account of the new undertaking, 
obtained of Charles the lit a grant of the ifland, in t/:u(l for 
Sir Courken. Upon the earl of Carltjle^s return from . 

Ai\s cinbafl'y, he was furpiifed to hear of the (ettleitieiit that 
bad been made upon ilUnd which was'' withm his prior 
grant, and rcfolved to defeat it ; anJ, indeed, the ignorance 
and neglect which appeared on th^' part of the crown on 
this nccafion, flrohgly indicate the genius of the then govern- 
ibenr. 

granted to The carl of CarliJIe^ to countetafl Ceurtkn^s fettleinent, 
the earl made aii agreement with Marmaduke Brandon^ Robert IVbiOt^ 
Ary, Edtmnd Forji^r^ Hinry IVheatUy^ fohn Farrhigdbn^ and 
ybofettles others, of London, merchants, for i o,oco actes, under a go- 
vernor of their own cbuling. The choice fell gpoil one 
Charles Wolfetflore. -\yhcn this new colonift arrived upon 
the illaiid, CourfeM^a fettlement was in a very promifing con- 
dition. They had cleared a confiderable quantity *Df lanjds, 
which were let at an eafy ratej and fo great was the fertility 
of the foil) that Barbados bade fah, in a fiiort time^ to be the 
ir.bft flourifhing of all the Caribbte Ifiands ; but two interefts 
fo incompatible as that of Courtcen^ or rather the carl of 
Pembroke^ and that of the earl eACarltJle were, could not long 
fubfsft upon the Gune fpor« The Carlijlctnen fettled near a 
place called the Bridge^ near Bridge Town^ under the deno- 
vr mination of Wtndward-men, to diflinguifb themfclves from 
the esK*l of Pimbroi/a men, who called themfelves the Lee- 
‘ Vrard-men. Soon after Wolf&Jlonia arrival upon the iflaud,*" 
he emitted a kind of proclamation, in which ^e jtrca(ed ^e 
Pembroke Kttiteient as., being little beuer than an ufutpatibb. 
He therefore fummonea them to appear at the Brim^ which 
they did ; and governor Dean^ whp, it feems, was kBermuifimi^ 
not only fuboihted''to die earl of CarliJIe^i authority, but 
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viarched 'WltH a party of armed men to reduce the reftlemeht 
"it the §hli\ who ftti) held nut for the earl of Pemhreke^ un- 
der the command of Mr. PoweU Ton to the ibipmafler who 
had carried them over. This difputd might have terminated 
in blot^Oied; had it not been for the interpofition of a cler* 
ejctnanr who reconciled the two parties, and the Leeward- 
^en fubmitted to the carl of Carlijli% authority. 

The planters had now made a great pro^refs in cultivating 7 * 1 , 
the idand , an amazing proof of Englijh 'nduftry, confider- 
ing thf unpromifing appearances tt bore, when they firft 
landed on. it. But though thefc are reprefented as verg dif- 
couraging, yet Ligon^ who lived upon the place, and near 
the time, allows, tnat bcfides the hogs already mentioned, the 
planters ufed to lind foine vegetable fubfiftence in the woods, 
it being common for all nations, tfpecially the Portuguefcy 
when they landed upon a defart ifland which cxpg!:led 
again vitit, to fow fomc feeds for vegctabrcs. this»as it 
will, notipithds’tfiding the grarrd difputcs in England betwccA 
Che earls of Pembroke and Carlijle^ etneerning the property of 
the ifland, and which occafloned its fupplics to be flow and 
precarious, the potatoes, plantains, Indian corn, and other 
fruits, which the EngUJh planted, came up furprifingly. We 
ate tdd, that thofe planters, in different parts of the ifland, 
found feveral pots and pans of clay finely tempered, and fo 
elcganti/ turned, that they did not feem to be ih'. work of 
barbarians. 1 muft, however, have bVlonged to the Cb- 
fibbeans in the neighbouring iflands, and made ufe of by them, 
in their vifits to Barbados^ in dreffing the hogs-^cfli and vege- 
tables which they found in that ifland, 'J he planters, after 
clearing the land fo far as chat it afforded thfm a flock for 
their ot9n fubfiftence, began to confider how to make it ufe- 
ful in point of cotvmercei^ and applied tbemfeivcs to the cul- 
k^yation of tobacco, at that time the moft profitable commo- 
dity' of any chat was raifed in 4^erica. It is faid of Ligon 
and others, that their fuccefs in this undertaking was fo indif- 
ferent, and the tbbacco they ratfed was fo poerr, that it came 
CD no account in England. Their cultivation of fngar, in 
which the inhabitants of Barbados have beenfince fo eminent 
iiid fuccefsfuL is differently accounted for. ^ If wc^arc to 
^believe Mr, Ligoftf they began to cultivate fugar with the 
{plants which ..they brought from Fernam^ma^ in 
^herp l^e ma^ng of fugar was perfe^ly well^uncterftood^ 
land that, foon after the E^nghfls. be^an to. inhabit Barbados. 

They tailed the plants wi;h wonderful fwlity, and they 
^hrbve/modigioufly but they were entirely at a lofs to the 
>lfl^H^lduring of ihe produ£k \ fo foat, for a long timC| cbey^ 
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put their fugars to no other ufe than r«reeteniiig the cocdhig 
drinks which the heat of the cimiate required. The 
cpurfe which ftifl continued to be kept up between the 
and- Barbados^ feems to have given rife to the proper masni^ 
faiSlure of fugar in that ifland. This was not a little affifted 
by the Hollaiders, (who had been indulged in trading to 
cfpecislly after they had quarrelled with the Portuguefe. I'hey * 
not only furnilhed the Barbaditms with the fugar- pj, ants, but 
fouie of them fettling in ifae iiland, put iheoi upon ere^ing 
Original works for manufa^Stutrng ihe commodity. Thofe works 
of itsr wcrc^at fir ft but tmpcrWily carried qn ; the Hollanders them- 
jugar^ felves, as well as. the Englijh^ being unfkilled in the chief 
-trade, uiyftcriej of the art. Their pcifevcrance, however, in the 
end, got the better of their difficulties, being convinced that 
a little infight into the niunufudlure would make it pradica- 
ble. ^They even ventured upon clandeftine vifits to 
and ,were ^fo' fuc^cfbful, that they fcldom returned with- 
. Jilt obtaining new lights as to what they ^vaated, which 
confiftcd in thcnianneruf*planting, the time of gathering, the 
light placing the coppers and furnaces, and the way of co- 
vering the rollers with plates or bars of iron ; yet, after all, 
th^ manufatSturc in general reached no higher than to produce 
a moift, ill-cured kind of what is called, mufeovade fugar^ 
which did not anfwer for the Erglijh market. 

Those imperfeAions feem not to have been uhrverfal ; 
for, according CO ,* lie beft accounts, of this infasu-fetrlcmenr, 
one Mr. Draxy and, perhaps, one or two more, had engaged 
•4 Hollander from the carried on, but for his or 

their private advantage,^ a more complete mauufadlure of 
fugar j but his'* metnod remained for feven or eight j^ears a 
fi'crct to the inhabirants of the ifland in generaj, though it 
t^nriched the particular planters vyho had acquired it. Ic 
was not till about the year 1650, that the bulk of the plan- 
ters got in:o the true fecret^of making fugars, by fiifiertng* 
the canes fo ripen fifteen months inftead of tweKe, and by 
boiling ar^d curing them to a white confifitnee ; and after 
this ftcret was found out, the value of lands oii the ifland en- 
creafed to an incredible degree ; but we are now to attend the - 
civil hiflory of the ifland. 

. «.AftSr the compronufr between Powel and Walferjlam^ . 
captain Rubert Wheatkj^ one of the original and' chief 
lettlcrs, fuccs^eded the l«tter in the govemmeifet of the ifland^ 
or rather in the care of 4 he plantations vhpv were upon iff« 
fiat a ftrong party of the Leeward- men ft ill continued to hedd 
out for the earl of Pembroie and (Aurieint anddven ^empe^ 
cdjo drive the Windward men fiom their fettlemdnts 
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fitetwitlrfbii^ann a recepticln, that they were beaten off, gnd 
heere rewarded by the earl of CarliJIe with a grant of having 
fhdir goods coll -free for feven years, 'fhe difpute ftill con* 

^uingf the earl of Carliflei^ patent was called for by the 
king } and a flaw being found in it, which had given occafloix 
^or the earl of Pembroke^ attempt, the fame was rctSlified by 
new patent, which was granted to the earl of CarliJIe in 
1629. The troth is, that though the carl of Pembroke was 
|:hen lora-chambcrlain of the king’s houfhold, yet his com- 
petitor was the betrer courtier ; and the whole of this tranf- 
a£fion is of a very 'd;yV complexion. The earl of Qariijle 
had obtained his patent upon a fuggeflion, according to the 
carl of Clarendorty that the ifland nad been brtt dilcovercd, 
poilbiTcd, and planted, at the charge of the faid earl ; whereas, 
from what wc huve faid, it appej^ts, that the liifl Englijh fet- 
tlers there were Sir IPilliam Courteen and his cofiipany, j‘/hich 
was tiiC true reafon why the earl of Pemhloke w.:s to jealous' 
in theirdntcrea. But that the reader may have a more coA^ 
pfehenfivc view of this affair, it taay be 'jvoper to inform 
him, that we learn from the earl of Clarendon^ that the plan- 
ters who had (ettled in Barbados^ (wc luppofc, under the 
original patent granted to the carl of Marlbonugb^ hearing 
of that granted to the earl of Carlifiey deiired leave to profe- 
cute a fuit in bis majefty’s name, at their own charge, in the 
court of exchequer, to repeal the grant to the earl of Car^* 

Irjky and that the king would take the cdij^ony under his pro- 
tedlioh ; or clfc, if /)is majefly would not confent to the re- 
peal of the charter, that he would refer thofe who claimed 
under the earl of Carlijleh patent, to»thei|^ reinedy at law, and 
leave the planters to their own defence ; wKo infilled, that 
they alone OTad been at the charge cf Ictsling the plantation 
Butf as we fiialU fee in {he courfe of this hiftory, this plea, 
tbt^gh fufficient to have fee alide the equity of the earl of 
Carlfjlet patent, and though it jwas founded in material juf- 
tic£, was dirregarded. 

T HE fi/ft governor fent over by the earl of CarliJIe^ after Sir Wil- 
his patent was amended, was Sir Wiliam Tufton 1 but his liiim Tuf- 
. government proving dtfagreeable to bis lordfhip, he was fu- ton, go* 
perfeded in it by captain Henry Hawley. Tufton refen^ed this, wnor^ 
^and procured the hands of fomc planrecs to a petition, com^m 
plaining of Hawk/y as if he bad with* held ibme (lores from 
the colony, whkb the earl of CarSfe had appoimed for them. 

Hawley ntoft arbStrarily conArued this petition into an ad of

^ bitjiu' \f3y.> We do not ^nd that Hama ^ .was ever, tried; for ehif'. ‘ 
unexampled barbarity, in which he. is faid to hyve bad Umi 
flawlcy. poDcurrence of the council ; but. by tho(e counfelUin .caa 
pniy be meant n few planters, or n^cchants, .who were de* 
voted to the interefl of the proprietary, j^pon Hav/ley^t be- 
ing recalled by the earl of C^rUJltt whole, credit with the 
court of Efigl(md undoubtedly Icreened him from punilh- 
ment for Sir J^Uiam Tuftatfa murder, he left his brother-in- 
law, Richard Peerst Efqj his deputy-governor in 16133. Next 
year, he returned tq his government } and in 1635, be left 
Peers iiis deputy-governor, as before, and again went over to 
England, < Next year he returned to' Barbados^ and adted 
governor till 1639, when be again returned to Eagiandt and 
left, his brother IVtJEcms Hcwlef to be hi$ deputy governor. 

It is probable, by thjs time, the proprietary began to be 
fenfibfv of thu Wouh of Barbados, and did not think that • 
hi;> returns from it were anfwerable to its improvements and 
importance j j^nd «cry poffbly he might attribute this to the 
pradices of the governor among the planters j for we £nd 
Hawley, in 1639, returning clandeftinely from England to' 
Barbados, and without proper authority, pretending that he 
was furnilhed with fccret inftruiSionf from the king and the 
proprietary, and endeavouring to. refume the government. Hq 
was (bon followed by Sir Henry Hstnkes, who, producing a 
qommiifion to be governor, was oppofed by Hawley, who 
was not treated with that barbarity he bad inflicted upon 
Tufion for a far tefs crime} for Hunkes cqnlented humfelf 
with fending biui prifoner.to England, and Sizing his eftatr. . 

this time, the faCc of Barljadoes was .entirely changed.

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fhrir axtmples #ere followed by the inferior orders of peo- Account of 
ptc» who flocked thither with incredible ardour ; but, fo far tufopdor- 
as we can flndt without making any previous agreement with 
the proprietary! or the governor. The reifon of this might 
be, that when the civil war broke out in England^ there was, 
h^fadi, np regular government in Barbados^ as the earl of 
Carlijk fcarcely thought it worth his while fo take any con- 
cern in it. Sir Henry Hunkit returning to England in 1641, 
was fucccAed by captain Philip Bell as lieutenant-governor ; 
and in« 1645, he was appointed governor in chief The 
reader may eafily concei;^ that, at that tune, when the rc-» 
gal power was fo low, the proprietary’s auehority had very 
little influence in that ifland. This was, perhaps, tMt main 
rpafon of the aflonifhing progrefs in riches and population 
which it made, while £a^4raifjvaS^delolated by civil war. 

The names of the chief pUntera at this time wejre, Mr. {fi/- 
liardj Holduppe^ Silvijhr^ IValrond^ Raines^ Kend^tU^ 
dliton^ Stqndfajlf. and Drax. When thofe eentjemen came - 
over, they found the affairs of the ifland fo much neglc£led 
by the proprietary, th^t his name was fcarcely ever men- 
tioned among theiO. Governor Bell being thus almoit in- 
dependent, began to think of making proper regulations for 
the government of an ifland, now Mcome fo populous and 
ipipoVtant, The leeward part of it was now very well 
fettled, aftd fome of the planters had acquired confiderablo 
eflates. The hiftorian of the Bnujh em|!^re in Anw ica p, 
has been fo minute, as to defeend to the [urciculars of their • 
names, and the fituations of their eflates, to v^hicb we refer 
the reader \ who, perhaps, will be fiOpiifj^d to be informed, 
that under BelH government, the iOand couU muller jo,ooo 
foot, anfl lOTO horfe; and Ligon fays, that the number of 
white inhabitants upon it yrere 50,000. The value of the 
lands encreafed in proportion to the population of the coun- 
try I for after the making of fugar came to be underftood, 
the fame land which could have been purchafed for 200 I. 
cod 7000 1. and it has continued to rife in value ever fincc. 

HiTttERTd Barhados being a proprietary government, no 
great attention had been paid to the |K>lice of the ifland ; but 
BtU^ by the advice of a kind of council he had, coqfiftin^ 
of ten gentlemen, formed an«aflembly, which was to lepre'H 
Hent the inhabitants in nature of a parliament. For this pu(- 
pofe, the ifland was divided into four circuits, an^ 1 ito ele- 
ven parilbea, eadi pari(h to fend two* reprefentatives to the 
ajemblyt About the fame time, churches, though mean, 
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were birilf, and knini Aers' appointed to their Cur^. TBe 
cncrcafe of whites upon the ifland, occafioned a profnortitmi- 
Stable encreafe of Macks \ and even thefe not being fufficlent 
for the labour which the cuhivation required, the" planter^ 
were fotnettmes wicked enough to force the neighbouring Gr- 
ribb^es^ a people ever impatient of fubjeftion, to be che^ 
fldves. But this cruel pradVice was far trom anrwering theif ' 
intentions : thofe barbartarnt, having no ideas of lahpur, either' 
pined themfcives to death, or obitinsteljr refifted the mod 
cruel treatment to force them to ^ork ; and at laA^ they 
became fo thy in their own iflande and countries, that they' 
were not to be procured \ and as to the white fervants, they 
were tob expenfive to he maintained and paid. 

Import I'hb colony of Barbados^ therefore, was obliged, like the 
tiou of French and Spaniards iif the Weft Indies^ to import from 

negroes. Africa vaft numb{|ra of negroes to be their flaves. 'r^Tis Was, 

thist tinwt a dangerous, becaufc a new expedient. Thofd 
• negroes, in ^ ftort time^ beheld themfcives ^norc viumerous 
upon the idjiiii, and therefore they thought themfeives more 
powerful chan their maAers. Not being, as they were after* 
wards, and arc now, habituated to the intereourfe of Euro* 
peans^ they foon entered into corifpiracies ; and their dift 
contents were cncrcafed by the feve're, if not cruel, treatpient 
Tbc/r cott^ of their mafters. 'fheir generki fpirit of difcontcni went *fo 
fpiradesm far, that they even fixed upon a day for an univerfal riling, 

in which they wvfe to malTacre all the whites, and then to 
I make themfeives mafters of the ifland. This dVlign was car- 
ried on with fgch imj enetrable fecrccy, that it is hard to fay 
what the con/equcp<es rntght have been, had not, the very 
d<»y bcfoie the maifacre tvas to have taken eftcA, ong of the 
conrpiraroii difeoveted the defign to his maffer, who whs 
calUd H'itherfally and by fending tinvly advdS tifements to all his 
friends, ^nd the other planters, prevented the confpiracy fromi 
being executed. Numbers of the confpirators Were fecured % 
but fo refolate did the ringleaders appear, and fo dctermirled, 
had they been futFered to live to execute what they had pro* 
jelled, that their mafters were obliged, .though otherwife 
againft their own intereA, to put many of them to death. 

happened about the time when CAir&r L was imir* 
dSred, and his friends fequeftered or exiled i and for fome^- 
tifne the complexion of the cotony, in matters principlot 
had been altered.

It is probM>!e, that 
niohtplicity of bufincfs of the Englijh povernmeju after 
The niurder of Charks !• dtd^not fufFcr it rh j.;ive much altcii* 
lion to thg affairs of Barbados \ and Mr. Bell fti?/ c*onriJiuing 
to a<St under the proprietary commtflion, lord FP'ificurhhy of 
Varbam not only obtained from Cljmles II. in his exiic, a 
commiiSon to be governCiT of Barbados^ but covenantcd<*with 
the carl of Carltfle for twenty-one years, u(fbn a certain con- 
f>deration, in the nature of a fee-farm rent, to be the pro- 
prietary governor likcwifc« Thofe two commiffions can 
hardly be reconciled, without. C^PP^fing lord Jf^ilhughby to 
aft in & military capacity under that of Cba^cs, And in a^ivil 
one under that of the proprietary.' Lord tF'Uhugtby Wits ah 
brave active ofS^cr; in his principles he had besn a preflby- *' 
tcrian, but deteiiing the king's muroct, he had declared him- 
fclf for the royal family, and followed Charles into Holland^ 

'where he received'bis commiflioii, which extended not only 
to Barbados^ but to all the Leewardljlands. fo low a 
pafs ^were the affaurs of Charles .now reduced, that it was 
thought, ^if by the lord Willoughbyh means thole iflands could 
be fecurc& to the royal intereft, and if Vi^inia^ Maryland^ 
and the other colonics on the continent w America^ who 
bad not yet owned the power of the parliament, fbould hbld ^ 
our, bis majefty would have gone thither in perfon. ^ 

Upon lord Willoughbf% arrival on fhe ifland^ he found it LordWA- 
rich, flouriibing, and populous, and mott of the principal lough'uy, 
^planters extremely well-affedcd to the rOyal caufe ; fo chat 
they embraced it *with incredible ardor. * One of the firft 
fteps of his admindiration was to fummon an alTembly, 
which pafled an adt, entitled, ^^-An acknowledgement and 
declaration of the inhabitants of the ifland of Barbados^ of 
his majefty> right to the dominion' of this ifland ; and the 
right of the right honourable the earl of CarUJle^ derived from 
his laid ftiajefly ; and by the earl of Carlijle^ lo the right ho- 
nourable the lord ff^llhttghby of Parham ; and allb 4 br tbe 
4^Hi]»iiioii$ profeifiofi of the tsue religion in this ifland ; an'& " 
impofiiTg condign puntflliimit upon the oppofers thereof.*’ Be- 
fore this dme,. the inhabitants ^ the^ifland had entered into a 
compromife, that however divided they mi^ht be in their civil 
principles, they would live-in good correfpapdence with each 
ocher, and liuleor nothing of party- beat had beerioknown 
ampDgtbem, The arrived of lord tVtlbughfjy ncceflhrily 

put 
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pot an end to this tranquillity ; for he ordered lung GSqrdr) 
to be proclaimed all over the illarid. This obliged one co* 
lone] Alkn^ a confiderable planter, and fome others, who 
were apprehenfive of the parliament’s refentment, and knew 
how infignificant fuch an oppofition muft be againft the 
power of the commonwealth of England, to remove from thcr 
ifland to England, where they inftiu^ted the government as 
to the ftate of affairs in Barbados. In the mean while, lord 
Wslhughbj, at the head ot the loyal Batladtant, aded with 
great Ipirit and fuccefs in raifing men, fitting out (hips, and 
reduQng all the iflands under his gov^nment to acknowlcgo 
the royal authority. 

ThooE proceedings founded very high in Eutopt, where 
prince Rupttt commanded a very confiderable fquadion of the 
Enghp fleet, and intended adually to fail for Barbados, and 
to f^re all jhe Etighjh Antfruan pofleflions fur the king. 
Had /bis d^fign been put inio execution, it might have fhaken 
fne foundations of the hnghjb commonwealtS, ; but cbe great 
men who compofed it k.iew well how to crulh it. They had, 
in lefs tlian three years, raifed a marine which was the terror 
of Europe', and it was not amone; the leaft of the caufes which 
made them dcclaic war againu the Dutch, that the latter 
openly carried on an illicit trade with Barba&s, and that they 
encouraged and fupported thofe iflaitders in their rebellion 
againft the republic Colonel Allen, and the other Barba’- 
dtans who were tj^cn in England, having laid before the go> 
.veroment the ftatc ot their affairs in the Wejl-Jndtrt, Sir 
Hr Geos ge A)fi.ue was immediately commiffioned to the command 

G(org. of a ftrong fquadrpn, and a confiderable body of land>for> 
Ayfeue for the rcdudfion of that ifland, and all the other Engm 

Jent •u.aL a i,jf) Caribbeet, which, hy this nme, the loid Jf'sUougbbf bpd

the mean Wmle *, the commonwealth of England had 
ffiued v^tigbrous prohibitions againil the Dutch trading to 
BdrhadtSt or any of the Letward Iffandsy which were ht^Iy 
reftnted by the merchants of Houandy who appear to have 
traded there in the fame manner as if the ifland had be* 
longed to themfelves. They, therefore, made moft griev- 
,^8 complaints to the ftates-general at the HagtUy of their 
being ruined by this prohibition, and prayed them to inter- 
pofe their authority with the Engbjh amba/Tadors, then in 
HtHandy that the trade might be free as formerly. But the 
ambalTadors being thenippon their departure, nothing was 
done in the matter ; though we learn from one of Sir Siargt 
Ayftuf'i letters, that (bme Dutch merchant! had a (Mrticulac 
Indulgence for that purpofe granted them. Some demur hap- 
pening about Sir Gearge's fading, he wrote from on board the 
I^inh^My piefling for difpatch^^na he failed about the mid- 
dle of May i but had a fecret inftru^lioii to look>out for p.ince 
Rupert and hh fquadron, and, if poflible, to light binf. 

Was the i6th dtO^oier, 1651, wh^ti he appeared in Carlifie- ' 

Bapt and be fent in the yfmiQr frigate, captain Pecky com- 
mander, to feinc fourteen fail of Dutch fltips ; which he ac- 
eordingly did, and made their captains and crews prifonen, 
a» he did thofe of three other (hips trading to other iflands. 

Bub the fervice proved of more difficulty than had been ima- 
gined, Lord IPiUeughby and his friends were ftaunch to the 
royal caufe. They manned the forts witt'h defended Corlijle^ 

Bayy and made fuch an appearance by laniTion the fhore, that 
though Sir George had on board his fqnadron above 2000 land* 
tioops, he could not effe£l his landing. According to fome 
^accounts that have come to our hanils, ho was^defeated in fe- 
veral atlempty to make it gou^^ and even obliged to concl-de 
a tfeaty with the Barbadtanty who, though th^ could not bo 
*^vai)ed Upon tcThclcnow^ge the authority of the common- 
whxirh, oiftred, that colonel Alltny and the reft of the plan- 
itiri who had taken part with the parliament, flioold re-i.nier 
intd peaceable pofleffion of their enates and plantation*. This 
pn^pmal was embraced by feveral of thole merchants, but not 
By JUeM^ who Continued oh board the fleet, and had been pitched 
Upon by Bit Geat-ge as being the moft proper perfon, to con- 
duS the landing, at foon as a favourable opportunity pref^pt* 

All this while, jifyfue*s iquadtoa was beating almut tde ‘ 
ifland, dad hi DecatAer anchored in Speight’t-Bav. 'I'hough 
Sir GeeigO wat fo much of a man i^f honour that he would 
not negled, far left betray, the fervice be was employed on, 

9 lUd, p. 760* 
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wt it is rertain^ that lie was no enthufuft in ttie cauln of 
his i> . but <n a cident happened, by which he acqpitted 
himhli ot ihis cxp(.Jit.on with credit. Perceiving that hts 
force was too ((iiall adually to reduce this ifland, he waited 
till the at rival of the P/r/mu merchant-fleet, on board of 
which was a regiment ot 700 men, and about 150 Scffti .6 
tranfporx, who had been made prifoners at the battle of 
e^/ r ; and fpfolutii' to avail himfclf of this force, he imme- 
diatily nude dilpofitums for landing all his menv who now 
amounud to aSout 3000. The landing was cfl^tdled under 
the command ol colonel Alhn^ who was killed before he got 
, on Ihure, with above fixty of his i^n;a ; while the Pi/r^dita/rr 
were (Irivcti to a fort, which wa» taken with four pieces of 
cannon ; but this was far from compleating the redudion of 
the ifland. 

Barbados Lord tPlUtughbi and the common pcQple ** il k-tot the 
Juhtuuta ficlJ^, and though ihc/e w«» no probability of their biiug of 
tbttom cffcJ^ual let vice to the caule they erpoufed, yet Ayftue covAA 
*^^"'’**"'»nakc no tmpieflion upon them. On the. other hand, the 
I J rofalids, who Vere men of large eftatc*, coincided 

* with Ajrfiue's moderate plan ; and colonel Medtferdt who 
was one of thetr chiefs, entered into a correfpopdence with 
Ayfiue^ wbofe men made ftequent fallies from the fort they had 
taken, to the ruin of the neighbouring plantations. The nrgo- 
ciation was fo well managed, that M»diford engaged himfelf 
and his friends to join with Ayfau^ in cafe lord If'iUoughby Aould 
prove fo uitrav^lai^ as to reje^ all terms of accommodation, 
to bring him to^reafoji. By this time, Ayfeut had put on 
fhore 2000 foot and too horfe; and lord //W/asigMy hr ii g 
apprized of the fentin>ents of his friends, was obliged to 
agree to a ceflktion ot arms, and to name enmmiflioners for 
treating of a capitulation foc'tne while ifland;’ " I'kofe for 
^islordfhip were Sir iZrr^ri/ Pen Sjt Charh £fq, colo- 
nel £//iVr, and major Byham ; an<f thole for Sir Gtorgt^ cap- 
tain Peckt Mr. StarU colonpl Thtmaf Medtfori^ and 
CtUittriy £(q. On the 17th of Jaiutaiy was the firft meeting, 
and every thing pafTed in the moft amicable manner. Both 
parties were fecur^ in their freedom and eftates, as was even 


lord fFtlhughby^ himfelf, though obnoxious 'in the laft degree 
to the governing party in England i and had he been made 
pi^'bnef^ could have expedeiLno mercy. This mederat^ 
condud was of infinite fervice to the ifland ; nor was the pak 
ciftcation followed by any acrimonious meafiirea againft the 
loyalifts. So far frons that, it has hsen made matter of 
doubt, though we think without the leafl degree of proba* 

♦ bility, 
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hflity^ whether the inhabitants were obliged to take fhe oatlis 
to the commonwealth. 

It is uncertain, nor, indeed, is it very important to know^ 
what became of lord IPilhvghby after this pacification, borne 
fay that he vilitcd the reft of the iflaniis of his government, 
and confirmed them in thttr attachment to the king ; but it 
annears, fiiat he was in about the time of the reftcia- 

<*cton. Some have {aid'i, that one of the ai tides of the l.^e 
pacification was, that the chief luyahfts, as well as lord // tU 
leujhhy^ flTould quit the ifland for a yf*ir, till its government 
could be put upon a propci footing 1 Ins may be tiue, but 
probably none were obliged to comply with the tcrm^i^ but 
thofe whofe coniciences did not a^low them to adt under the 
authority of the commonwealth. Upon lord UutOug\ly% 
leavtn^ the ifland, Mr 6.. n / was appe inltd its governor, and 
he callt LiOn^flenjibly, in which^the allowing aefs palltd. ** an 
-aft- weighfs,^iumbt.is aiuf liicafiix^s, according to^ibe 
weights, numbers and mcafu us, ufed in thb cotiiinoimaahh 
of England , an aft to prevent frequenting of taverns and^ 
alehoufes by feamcn ; an aft for the k* cping clear the wharfs, 
or landing places, at the Indian Bt and on Speight^- 
alias Little Btijhl , au adt, that the bringing writs of 
errors, and otRer equitable matters, before the governor and 
council, to be by them detei mined, be, and do continue in 
forced according to the ancient cuftoms of this ifland \ an aft 
\ for prohibiting all pci Ions to encroach up<^n their neighbours 
* le ; an adt for the certain and conftant a/^>ointnKiit of all 
officers fees within this ifland ’’ 

\Upon CroMueir s death, and the fubfequent change of pf- Modi' rd, 
f^ in England^ when the committee of^fafety (as it wasg«^-^ 
raled) took upon themftlvcs the dircdiun Vf national affairs, 

Ir. AloUifefxhy^^LS apDpintcd^g #ernor of Harbaaou hough ^ 
kii0jiVSLS a pcrfc£li-''jaii(1:, \tt his moderation, and the credit 
le obtained in the iflanu^ recommended him to the ruling 
jrpowers. About this time, the qavigation-aft took p'ace in 
EngUind^ and it requited that the pioduft of all the colonies 
fiiould be (hipped for the mother-country. Though this was 
a very ooble and a benehcial provifton for Eoghnd^ yet it a»- 
tered the whole (yflem of the Barbadian commerce. 7 hat 
flland had been^overoe d under the authority of a propnetar) , 

^^ofe ctrcumilances were fo^ indifterent, that be could dlt 
nlbke the necefiary difpofitions for its improvement, lb as }o 
renc^arjt of any emolumeot either to himfelf or England^ 

The planters, therefore, had no rult? to fleer by but privjite

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intereft ; fo that alt the nations in Europi^ bat che Diidi ej^ 
pccially, reaped the benefit of the Barbados trade. As that 
people were then^ as they have been fince, the great carriers 
of Europe^ they fupplied the Bafiadians at an eafy rate with 
all the European luxuries for their fugar and other produfis^ 
which were alwavs fure of finding a ready market all over the 
world. The foil being new, after it was cleared, was in?f|p- 
dibly fertile ; and the facility of obtaining lands and planta- 
tions upon the ifland, had encreafed its populat.on to the 
amazing numbers we have mentioned, in little more than the 
Wtfi re- fpace of twenty years : but thofe improvements had been 
fuliUtons. of wy little fervice to the mothei^country ; and it muft be 
acknowledged, if was during her republican ftate that Eng^ 
land firft received the true principles of commerce, for mak-' 
ing her colonies beneficial to herfelf. The Dutch had been 
indeed greatly inftrumental vaifing Whaf/t was, 

had no^ on’y fdmilhed it with the means of making 
ffug^r, but with utenfiis of all kinds, and with negroes from 
Africa ; a srade which was at that tune litTle kiidtvn to the 
hngltjh : but they found their own intereft in all this ; and 
upon the refioradon of peace b'^tween the two common- 
wealths, meafures were taken for putting an end to their 
gainful trade with Barbadfs^ The Barbadians^ notwithftand- 
ing the prohibition of the EngUJh government, had, during the 
* war, flill carried on a trade with the Dutch^ whiclv was con-

- The wife legulStions introduced .^-to commerce by the) 
navigation-a£l, wece fo felf-evident, that 'tncy were tetaiAcd 
by the government of England after the reftoration : but it 
was impofSble that they could be Carried on to any purpofe * 
under a languifhing proprietary government. At this time, 
however, the population of Barbados began to decreafe by the 
conqueft of Jamaica^ and the fetdemencs df other illands. 
The n\\gpJiaT$ of whites in Barbados hafi been fo great, that 
iiMhe expedition under Penn and Fenables agaiuft nijpaniola^ 
iiTCrcmwelts time, the Barbadians alone furnUhed 3500 fql^ 
diars towards it, and that without any fenfible inconvenienvy 
They were Encouraged in this by the vaft profpeA the/ had 
Of plunder, little forefeemg that the cafual conqueft of 
maica would prove fo prejudicial tq them as it afterwards did. 
But a gery favourable juncture now prefented itfclf. iThd 

family 
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nobleman^ was its heir, and the king propofed to give 
him iboo A . a year up6h his furrendering to the crown the 
fearl of Carliflii patent, which the earl of Kinn^! agreed to. 

This, however, was not done without great oppbfition on the 
part of the planters. The value of Bakiados came how to 
bo* well underftood ; andl therefore the right of the planters 
pofieflions being more narrowly examined into^ it was found 
or pretended, that very few of them had any right to the 
eftates they held. If \ve fuppofe, that theif rights were to 
arife faom proprietary grants, this veiy podibly was true ; for 
the king difclaimed all^%bat had been done under Q^gmvell 
and the republic. In the*mean vvhile, lord Wliioughhy had 
feven or eight years of his covenant with the earl ot Carltjle 
Hill unexpired, and he had before behaved To well in the go-

They were given to underftand, iha^thc king was refolved ief 
take the government of the ifland into his own hands ^ but 
that he cxpefked she aiTernfi^y would give him a prc^<r con<- 
Mc». Hist. Voi, XLI." L bderatranf 
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iideratioti for the benefits they were to enjoy oifler s royd 
goveritmenc. Upon fooie hefitation on the part of the agents^ 
who faid, they could do nothing without knowing the terms 
propofcd, and without the authority of the aflembly, they 
were given to underfiand, that it was expelled the latter 
would grant to the crown four and a half pounds for every 
fivefcore pounds of the dead commodities of the producc^f 
the ifland. The agents urgcd» that this would amount to 
tax of ten per cent, on the clear profits of the planters efiates^ 
and would produce^ upon the whole, at lead i0)000 /. a year. 
Mr. Kendall, one of the agents, was for accepting tb s pro^ 
pofitioQ ; but the other remonftraicV againft it, as being a 
tax which the ilIdKid could not b'ear. But the meafure had 


been refolved upon, and bis majedy, as well as the hungry 
dependents upon his court, were fo greatly intereded in its 
fuccefs, that the lord in ^

he afterwards did. 'rhough he had for fome time received 
his patent, ;^et he left the adminifiration of adairs the pre- 
iident and his council, wHo happened to be Humphry Walrond^

Provifions were maue for rs^alat- 
ing the courts of judice, for fettling commercial diiputcs, for 
ordering the ratc}.<*oetween maders and fervants, for the^ 
keeping highways in good repair, and other matters of gre&lf 
L benefit to the ifland. But nothing was more commendable 
under this gentleman's adminidraiion, than the great caye 
that v/as taken in /eguhuing the militia, and in fetiing 
giment cf hof fe.

down three hundredji^fes, hau fo cfFedually deft-^oyed their 
plantations and vT^^ks, that they could make no fugar fo^ 
two years, Tlj^c corn was dcilroyed, and eight fhips raft 
away in the harbour. In fliort, the face of the whole illa/id 
prefented but /one continued wreck. To heighten the tj^if- 
fortuncs of the PmbaUians^ Nevo- England

One of the firft afls of Sir Jaftathan Atiim's g6vciiii¥ren(i ' 
was to take fome eftc^lual meafures againft the confequence!^ 
of this public calamity. Ifarbados was- now thought to be 
in danger of depopulation, not fo much from the hurricanes^ 
as from the rapacioufncii> of creditors, fliould they prefs their 
<lcbtors fo, as to oblige them to leave the ifland. .Sir Jono^ 
imip^^/elv cai j^d ton;?:i;wr'tlife'*alIcmbly, and laid bc- 
the danger theywere in fiom their negroes, (hould 
any of the whites abandon thC ifland ; but we know of^<l 
aiff that pafled to obviate this danger, whi^^ 
only imagfnary. Th^diftrefs of the iflanc> nl^VefBiclcfs, 
called for fome relief ; for the officers of the cuftom-boufe 
refufed to allow the four and a l^lf duty that had been paid 
for goqds lofl; in the late ftorm, to be dedu£led from a fecond 
pntry of the like goods. The alTcmbly, therefore, paffed

/As French croacbmcnts upon the Leeward IJlands^ and pafTed many pp- 
pular a£b for the encouragement ot trade in thofe parrs. The 
war with France raging with great violence, the mailers of 
the Clips trading to Barbados took that opportunity of raifing 
their freights to fo exorbitant a rate, as to demand the inter- 
polition of the legiflature of the ifland. An aft iVc?*nrri;jjgly 
paCed, for regulating the exorbitant rates ''demar^ded and 
received by mailers of Clips and others, for freights of fugars 
for Europe by which the freight was fettled at 6 s. and 6 d. 
the hundred weighty for mufeovad^. ^ugar, ys. and 6 d, hr 
whites; 51. a hundred for fcalded,ano 6i. a hundred for feraped 
ginger 3 atid 2d. a pound for cotton.

fight to feize their (hips as Interlopers being lepealed, and

bly qf Barbadojs appointed two agents, with a falary of 2 ^oJ^ 
each, to mantgc their affairs at London. 

Barbados may be now fai^ to have been at its vertical point. 
The trade to Africa being thrown open, the enterprifing Bar^ 
hdians engaged deeper than ever in fhe Leevjard e 7 i^ftd\t\oT\s \ 
but tbeli atrairs were under very bad nianagcment. JVrighty

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the Mngtfh <»tnino<Iore, appears to have been a mati neithef 
of courage nor capacity ; and notwithftanding the great rein* 
forcement fent to him by the Barbadians^ be trifled away his 
time fo egrcgioufly, that the French made prizes of a great 
number ot* Barbados (hips, fo that the ifland itfelf was threat- 
ened with fcarcity. This drove the planters to the nccelHty 
of fitting out two (hips for their own defence ; and an

fupplied by a vail importation of negroes from Guinea i ncho 
not being horn upon the ifland, conceived an implacable ha- 
tred to their mailers, and entered infg a morewlar^wkOuy vOu- 
fpiiacy afiy termed, to exterminate tha 

white ftfbibitants. Though the EjtgUJh were ignorant of the 
particulars of the plot, yet they knew in general that fomCir 
fiich defign waain agitation. They bad pulled 
“ for encouragement of aK* negroes and flaves thafHSTall dif- 
cover any confpiracy and another “ for prohibiting the 
fellinglpF rum, or any (Irong liquors, *to any negro or other 
^ (lave/* 
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Have/’ Tbofe precautions had but little eflTcd ; for the ne- 
groes proceeded upon a plan much better concerted than 
could have bden expedled from fuch barbarians. They agreed 
to begin with killing the governor ; and the (laves of 'each 
plantation were to murder their mafters and overfeers, while 
the ftorckeeper’s own negro was to cut his matter’s throat, 
ancLto throw open the magazine of arms and ammunition to 
' thrioiifp-ir.vtvi.'* They had appointed their own officers, and 
projefted a defigh for furprifing the fort, and thereby to be- 
come matters of the (hipping. In all this they were encou- 
raged by the fcarcity of white inhabitants upon the ifland ; 
and though the confpigic v, even if profperous, mu& have 
terminated in their deftrudtion, yet it priftiaiily muft have 
occafioned that of the ifland likewi(e. * * 

The general perfuafion the Emglith bad that fuch a con- 
fpiracy was on foot,x«ii«^Jv them moire than commonly vigi- 
lant ; 2nd at laft, two of jthe bead cor>(j^’ratots being 
heard to talk of their deflgn, they were apprehended ahnofl; 
upon the eve of its being put into execution, l^he wretches * 
thought themfelves fo fure of being i^fcued, that they fuf- 
• fered themfelves to be hung in chains for foui^days, without 
any futtenance. Their puniflimcnt daunted/the other con- 
fpjrators. Thaj' efforts to favejl^rtf criminals, who, 

ikeir wwn requeft, were taken from their gibbets, and 
difeovered all they knew. Their accomplices were immedi- 
ately icizcd, put to the torture, and many of them executed, 
to the great detriment of their matters and the trade of the 
ifland. 'it is now more than probable, that this conrpiracy • 
was privately fomented by French agents ; and jhe Barbadians 
refolved to ufe their utmott endeavouid in ae expedition againft 
Martini^ i a the it;:... .iWhilc, they very prudently patted 
a£is for /iivjM’ the future the likc^dangers which they 
had fo lately eicipeJ. Nojtwithftanding the thinnefs of their 
ifland, the Rarhadiam raifed two regiments, of 500 men each, 
one commanded by colonel Salier^ and' the other by colonel 
Boteler^ two of their own countrymen. The government of 
England had this expedition fo much at heart, that Sir Fran^

This armament arriving al Barbados about the beginning Martinico

The French had flrong pofts all along the (bore, and 
the wind blew high;- but at laft colonel Fou/i effeflsd a 
landing with 1500 men. All he could do ■::l£T3--tJeftroy 
defencelcfs lioiiies and wo ks in the neighbourhood,; and, af- 
ter being but one day on fhore, they reimbarked on the 4th 
of JprtL Next day.

5od/- per annum on his excellency for his habitation.*' Ano- 
ther palTed for declaring and afeertaining the rights and 
powers of the general aflembly of the ifland ; and on the 7 th 
of jftptcmber that fame year, the aflembly made their new 
'governor a prefenc of 20OO /. 

Mr. Grey's adminiflration happened to be very popular; 
though he had from the crown an order to receive 1200/. 
a year out of the four and a half per cent, to be paid on the 
fpot by the colledois offtbc« tax i but, beipg generous and 
magnificent, his perfon was very acceptable to the planters; 
i» though their ifland at the time of his anival was in a mifer- 
.ible condition. 'I'hc infedious diflemaer was not quite abated.- 
'^rhe ox^edition to Martinico*\izA colt the liarladiam abofc 
30,000 ’i above forty fugar-works were dei'ertcd'; many ^cre*? 
of ground lay wafle ; the late expeniive taxes ba!Q liifablcd * 
fome of iffc principal planters from Rajrying on^their works, 
Not only corn and provifions of atl kinds, but even fugars, 
were become fcarce ; and a frelh hurricane dfflroyed great 
numbers of plantations that had been repai^/.V. As Tome al- 
l«:^v>jation to To uiany misfoi tunes, the fidkffefs foon after Mr. 
-^OVry’s arrival ceafed 5 and though it broke out about two 
years aftei^ it did not lad long. The northern colonies, 
New-Englcnid efpecially, fupplied Barbados with provifions ; 
and though not above 90,000 acres in the whole ifland were 
in a condition to pay taxes, the inhabitants fupported them- 
felves and their government ^ith invincible fpvrit and con- 
flancy. The laws of the ifland were coltedted and printed 
at \be puliiifc ^xpCLCe ; and, by the returi^ of health to the 
ifland, all its lormei calamities Teemed to vanilh. In the 
year 1701, the governor, Mr, went to England for the 
recovery of his health, where, he foon after became lord Grey 
* of JVerk^ by the death of his broibcr. . 

Mr-. Grey left the adminiflration of aflairs in the hands of 
Farmer^ Efq; prefident of the council ; and in his time 
happeijgji .the.^^th of king William^ and the acceffion of 
/queen^xn# to the crowil % events weKr notified in form 

^10 tb^prefident and aflembly of Barbados. Her majeftf was 
proclaimed with all the pomp Arhich the government of the 
ifland Could fumifl) out ; and a moft loyal addrefsof congra- 
tttlatioii and c:>iil^!ancc was fent over# which was prefented 
to hi^^ajefty'by the lord Grey the late governor; As foon 
as t)ie war broke out beeweab Franu and England^ the ifland^ 
of ^BaHfadoSf which now had recovered an entire Rate of 

M 2 health. 
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beaUh*. fitted out avail number of privateers to adtageifift 
the Frmb Limar^-lJIands. A fleet of no fewer than fixteep 
of them rendtevouftng off the ifland of Guadthupty the^ 
crews landed j and after deftroytng part pf the ifland, they 
brought off from it a confiderabie number of negroes. Bar- 
Mks was, at the fame time, threatened with a new con^i- 
racy of the ne^oes, who had plotted to.feize the forts of the , 
ifland ; but being difeovered, the ringleaders were apprehended 
d/rBevill and. executed. In 1703, Sir Bevill GrtttmiU fiipplaiited Mr. 
Gi^> J^tford CratVy a London merchant, in the governn^ent of 
ville, go~ 2 <trbados, Mr. Crow had kifled kjng fViUiam'i hand upon 
venuf. fam'e, and wag very acceptable ttr'the planters } but upon 

that prince’s death, Sir Bevill was appointed, to the great dif- 
appointment of a number of the iflanders. The prefents of 
aooo/. which bad been, made, being found inconvenient for 
the crown as well as the people, the cuftom was ahrhihed 
*in Sir jflmV/’/perfon i but be was impowered to rKeive as 
ilia falary 9 oo /. a year of additional revenue, which raiihd 
his ordinary tpcome to^cco /. Upon his ariival n'Barbadesy 
the alKmbly paid him tlte compliment of appointing bis bro» 
tber-in-law,Slk 7 eAn 5 r<rn/ry, to be one of their agents at 
London ; and a i^w houfe was built i^r Sir Bevill bimfelf, on 
« fpot called Pilgm'^PlantatioHy winch continues to this day 
to be tbc refidence of the governors. 

SiK Btvill having been brought in by the tory*miniftry, 
which had the afeendency in the firft years of queen Annit 
reign, met with many enemies upon the ifland, who repre> 

* fented him in a very unfavourable light at home.. There is 
. fome reafon fm believing that Sir Bovilfo behaviour was not 
fo cautious as it ofight to have been ; but the Barbicans un- 
der ttfm having ha(| great fiiccefs in privat«ring,. bA conduft 
was the lels quefiioned ; efpecially as he had denied all the 
charge that had been fent over agdtnft him i and none of tbein 
feem to have been legally, pyoved. On the other hand. Sir 
Bevill complained of a defign that had been formed i^inft 
his life i and parties went fo high in the ifland, that a mem- 
ber of the council was fined »oeo/. on that ao»i|nt. In 
1705, the want of fpecie in^h^ifland wasfoofibly fiek. On 
account of the filrer being dent off to evade the compliinee 
vmh ^proclamation. fiMr> reducing it to a certain ffaodari idl' 
over the EngSjh 1 Vi^fn£tt. *ro fopply this fcaiicity, the iff- 
f^bly paf^d an adl for firifctng parer-monw to the amount 
of 65,000 /. which their treafurer was to j^feoht in-billa.to 
the planters, upon tbe.fecurity of land and negroes ^.and Mr. 

. fittidery the fpeaker of the.a&mbly, berngappointed tKafiirer, 
bad 'atiP allowance of'fivc per cent, for managing thehiUs.

S Mtitfft property in the iflandi who complained of it as ' « 
ud, on account of the difficulty they found in negotiating 
the bills ; and no (boner did the membly rife, than they fent 
over remonftrances to England againft the ad. 

Sir Bevin GrttnviU found himfeif now uneafy, and obtain- Succeeded 
etThis recal, but. died on his voyage to Enghmdl Upon his h Crow, 
death, Mr. Crate, who had diflinguijhed himfeif by his fer- 
vices in^pa'm to the whig adaiiniftration,.was appointed go- 
vernor of BarbadoSi where he arrived in- 1707. He found 
parties there running very high on account of the paper- 
credit ; and the whig inteieft now prevailing in England^ one 
of the iirft ads of his government was, to remove from their 
places at the council boaid, and fiom the adminiftration of 
all affairs, all who were a£ the governor’s difpofal, all who 
had * been concerned in the paper-credit ad } and tMi* 

Holder was obliged to refund the money he had received for 
, the mai^agemegt of the bills. This ferved only to enCreate. 
the fpirit of party in the iiland j ^htch runniffg higher than 
ever, Mr. Crsw was recalled from his government, upon the 
change of the miniflry, at the latter end of queen Jemt's 
reign, in 171.I, and was fucceeded by ’^-■bert Leather f Efq. Lowther, 
'This gentleman was removed from hiP^vernment in 1713, goveentr ; 
upon fome complaints againft him. 

Upon his departure, the adminiftration fell into the hands 
of If'Uliam Sharp, Efqi pielident of the council ; but Xew- 
tbtr, notwithflanding his recall, was fo loth to part with hi% 
power, that he threatened to profecute two members of (he 
council, Cbx and Battery for treaf&nable prfdices, becaufe 
^hey dtfowned his authority. Lowther 6cing*at laft obliged 
to leave^hc iftand, Mr. Sharp's adminiftration was fo unex- 
ceptionable, that he received the thanks of the miniftry } but 
to Lewther was reftored by king George theift to the 
government. Being a proud yindidive man, he made an 
unmerciful ufe of his reftoration to power. Having a parti- 
cular quarrel with the reverend Mr. Gordon, redor of St. 

■ Michathy and the bilhoti ^ LonderTs commiffary upon the ^ ' 
illaiidi reprefented him to 4 ii 8 dioo^an in the moft odious 
xgi smrs, and obtain^, by means of the Bdrhadat ngmtSy 
'*1ome 'hanfii proceedings to ppis at the board of trade againft 
Gordon:- -'Pie -ktter, upon this, appealed to the crown ; |nd 
on the 15th of Martby lyiS^ fak msjefty referred his petition 
Co 'a committee of the council, coihplairriog as well againft 
^r ^ition of the agents of the ifland of Barbadesy and a re- 
< |KMt . of the board of trade thereupon, as againft a letter

cnquiiy intej^the matter of the cOmp’iiint. cj imputed 

• Ac authenticity of this order; and pretending tha-t it was 
forged, he nSi*' only foiced the original from Mr. Blenman^ 
tvh6 was counf^l for Lanfa^ but fent him to prifon, and bound 
him ‘over in i coo /. bail. Bhnjnan being unable to obtain 
any jiiflice upon l|j,e idand, went over to England ; where', 
upor> hearing the cam^, the lords jufticts ordered, I'hat all 
proceedings on the recognizance be vacated ; and if any levjf 
had been made upon the forfeiture, that the fame he forth- 
with returned to Mr. Blcrtfnan^ or his apem.

While this petition was iri 
dependence, iwtf/w went over to England^ and left the co^ 
vernment of Barbados ih the hands of his nephew, t)ne Mrl 
Ptere, The truth of Cox's complaint being fully proved, the 
lords jufiices reflored his brother to the prcfidifnifllip of the 
council, and onlcied Frere^ of courfe, to refion to him ‘the 
adminiftrition of the ifland ; and he not corhplying with this 
order, was furnmoned forthwith to appear before the couhcil- 
bo^rd of England ^ * , V ^ 

• Eve^iy day now prodiTccd^frclb charges againft 
wnmnt TwO o^crs of the council, Alexander Watteir^ and 
of tb^ , SdRer^ lifqrs. baWng Irkewifc boeh arbitrarily fetiloVfe.d '^ih 
sjhnd. th^ council-board, were rtftored fo their feats them; A pe- 

tition was pfoferifed againft the governor’ for ptculatjofi' and 
llle{/al pradiices, and ftjncd by oit'ifoifTiP T>m^tri VLXii'fohn 
WaltersdJ^f(\; both oF^them mcniibfers of xHc. Bntf/h paHia* 
wfent, Allen, and Other "gehtfeTnen of great intereft'in AS

of private defamation igSnd ali the jullices, to the number of 
eight, who had been concerned in this illegal judgment, were 
removed from the commifHon of the peace, Mr. L^ox being 
reftoicd to the prefiJentfliip, and ccntcquenily to the admi- 
nifhation dining the vacat\cy of r^c government, a itrangc 
fcen& y>t anarchy enfued.

This was fo com- 
pare a triumph to the pan’y, that they exulted more than 
ever, and perplexed the affairs of the government fo much, 
that even the cxcife-bill, which was neceffary for the fuppoft 
of the public, was in danger of being loll.

Ildious cc>du^ of the French bail amufed the Englijh gover<*

ways -paiid great attention to theM ; and in 1668, he lent to 
So. Vinttnt a force which the Frtntb hiftorian, P. du Teirtf 
acknowledges obliged the Indian natives of that ifland, as 
well as thofe of Dminiea, to fubmit to the Englijb govern- 
ment. Sir Jonathan ^kinsy who fucceeded the younger lord 
■VPiUmj!,hbj., and * Sir Ridard Dutton^ who fucceeded him, 
iecin to have paid but little regard to thofe iflands ; but co- 
nel S^de^ Duttan'i lieutenant-governor, hearing that the 
Prtnth uled to wood aifd water upon them, fent captain 
Teu^it thithet with a lorce ts. interrupt them. This hap- 
pened about the time that king yamet the lid entered into a 
kind of a treaty of neutrality with the eourt of Frame ; Iw 
which all matters of debate^ both itt Amtrita and the . 
inJifiyfveie to be amicabjy adjutted by comnrilSoners, antkhe^ 
conqitefts on both fides were to be reftored. ^ven tbisfreaty 
prefervet^ entire^o the crown of England its tigRts upon Stt . 

Lucia and &t. Vincent^ and they did .continut^^o be named 
in the commidto.ns of the governors of Batbados ; but it muft 
be acknowledged, that eneidual care had riot been taken 
futticicntly toafeertain that right by pofieffipn ; and the French 
gbvernment, which never fails to turnwir^rmalleft otniffion to 
their ov. n advantage, pretended, for that reafon, that they 
belonged to histnnft'Chriiiian majefty. 

In 1719, M. D'Efirees obtained from the regent of France

ip far had the Engliflt goytrnment becfi from giving up their 
right to ^e iflands in queftion, that the following article al- 
ways made part of the inllrudilions given to the governors of ' 
Barbadotf viz. ** If any'ofHbe fubjem of a foreign prince or 
ftafe tiave already planted themfeiyes upon auy of iflands 
of St, Luciai~^£>«mni^i St. Vinf*^.t i'tbagti dr fluii b.ere- 
idSg s* attempt so do the fame, you are to aflEnt outright to

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AJfiftance rbin 3 »rltable* that in th^ grant made by the regertt of 

^4en to it France to the martbal UEJirhi^ nothing was rcferved toUbe 
/y/i&irBar-^crowii of Front e hut the faith and homage of the 'fettlcra,' 
badiaiis. and a tenth of the free profits of the mines which fliall be 
wrought there by the mar(hal or his afligns.” This extraor- 
dinary grant being retnonfirated againft (as we have already 
feen) by the Dritijh anibaflador at Paris^ D'Ejhees had or-- 
ders from his court^ U> difcontinae his /cttlemenr, and to 
withdraw his people fiom the ifland. I'his compfiancCf to- 
gether with the pcipetual interruptions which the governors 
of Barbados had given to the Frcra^^t when they pretended 
to wood and wa^er upon thofe^inands without their leave, 
was cowfidcred by the court of England as an acquicfccncc 
in their right to the iflanus in queftion ; and it was upon that 
preiumption that the drtke of Montague had obtained bis 
^giVnt. The new colony was under the convoy of thVV:^ 7 rt- 
chelje0 man of wari captain Orme commander, which^rought 
•Mr, Vrin^ to Barbados. From hence he proccccW to iV. 
Lucta^ wherf^they arrueS the 17th of December^ 1722. I'bc 
refinance and^ danger which Fring underwent in attempting 
a fcitlemcnt on St. Lucia^ belong to another parr of this 
work. Perceivinpjby all accounts* that M. de Fetiquieres^ the 
governor of had orders from his crurt, at all 

events, to .oppofe the fettlement, Fring fent lo »hc prefirJent 
of Barbados the letter he had received from FeuquVnei on 
that head. The prcfidcnt, upon this, difpatched IFlilkm Bo- 
ieUr^ Efq; with % letter to Marthtico for the French governor 
'there, remonftrating agaioft the oppofilion wnich /Viwg^ had 
met with updh the ifland, mixed with fome menaces : but 
alJ was to no* purpfbfe. Feuquieres perfifted in ht» reiblutioii 
to according to (he letter of his inftrueSjonSy anenhe com*- 
manders of tbe Englifh men of tj^ar that were then in the, 
WeJl-IndicSy hefitated to give Fring any alfiftance. • This pa- 
cific condu^ is not eafily to.be accounted for, but by cither 
fuppoiing that thofe commanders did not think tbemfehrei 
vrarranted in commencing hofttlifies with the Fi^nehi or that 
they had received fecret ioftrudnonsirpm the £ajf/(^'admi^ 
rally to ad as they did; bur, indeed, t^e whole mahagemeife 
of this expedition is dark and unaccduotaUe> Nothings 
was waiting on the part of xhejBdrhdum to render* Ihe 
tlemeOt fuc^sful.

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jgood* : Thii Iritcr proved to be of no fetvice, for the French 
ptl8>ed Vrhg fo brifltly, that they drove him off St- Lucia % 
nor did he fuccecd better at Su Vi^icent^ which he afterwards 
endeavoured to fcttlci Upon the arrival of Mr. 
ley at Barbados^ he was congratulated by ci* Feuquieres^ in a

Mr. yForfeley appears to have carried wjtl) him to Barbq^ Mr, 
dos ffrong, prepofleffions again ff Mr. Cox^ the prefident, and^Worfclcy, 
the gentlemen w’ho had oppofed MT, |*but he con- 

dueled htnifelf with (b much addrefs, that^neithcr party 
thought hirn their enemy, and therefore botn courted hiti) 
for their friend.

fhe^nfures BuT the very able defence which Mr. and his lawyers 
Cox. urged^ had no ciFeA upon ihs governor ; who, having eWed 
the procefs, icferved the dccifion of it to himfclf; and Mr. 
Gqx petitioning him to know his fate, received Vrom Mr. 
Hammondy his excellency’s fecretary, the fallowing declara- 
tion. His excellency commands me to acquaint you, in 
anfwer to your petition in which jfbu have prayed a copy 
of the judgment fiis excellency had given in your affair, that 
upon his beating the evidences on both iides, he did deter 
mine, that yoti had corruptly, atbitrarily, and illegally ; 
ai^d , therefore, he not only removed you from bein^ of his 
majeffy's couheif here, but alfo declared you incapable'of ever

felt by all fanks and degrees upv>n that ifland, that there 
was a kind of general coalition of parties againft paying it. 

This was in^a great meafure owing to the indolence of the 
Englijh government, which had fuffered the French and the 
^ Dutch plantations in tbp Wejhlndies to cut the EngltJH^ and 
the people of , Barbados particularly, out of the fugar and rupi 
trade, which was almoff the foie means of their fabfiflence. 
7'he great impofis* which the Barbados trade lay. under, dK^ 
abicd the planters there from fending their fugars, rumV and 
molaiTcS, fo cheap to market as their rivals could afford to do; 
fo that the latter carried on a* prodigious trade with ^t SkgUjh 
colonies' in • North America^ who fupplied them with great 
V quantities of proviiions, without which tbetr iflands could 
i):/ad-^ not have fubfilted. 'The French likewife ouderfold tke Engljfilf 
vantages tO ail :the J^ur^ean markets; for they Tent their commod ^j^ 
^ihe bar- not onty to Frame^ Gertneng^ HeUemd^ tho Sirei^s^aSSt' 
other countrie& on die contineift of Europeyhoi to irekmdMr 
feW, and al^ihisii.by me^ of the fmall duye'a they paid ; while 
the Englijk planters wece bound down by the navigation and 
o^cr. a&s .to fend their fagars firft to EngUatdy which creaicxi 
do immeAfewUnionatcbaige byrteir lofs of time aiOd cn-

advantage the French had over them in this relpcfi; was lb 

S reat, that t)ie planters themfelves and merchants in Barba-- 
^ brought (bgars cheaper from Martinico than they could 
expCd them from their own iflands. I'bofe hardfltips were 
too revere to be longer endured, and at laft the Barbadians 
laid iheiracomplaints before the government, but with- 

out elFed } though they proved, at the fame time, that their 
ifland *paid 10,000 /. a year to the unappropriated revenue, 
and 50,000 /. in cuftoftis. 

The council, the aflcmbly, and the people of BarhadaSy'u>l>o an 
refented their diiappointment in not obniinifg their redrefs ol dijap^tia- 
grievances; but they could not, get rid of tht exorbitant 
falary yhich they had voted" to their governor. The ct^i- "‘J*' 
plaints ahey tranfmitted to England on this occafion, have' 
lomething in them very ftriking, and feive to fliew tHe de<» 
plorable ilate of*the ifland at this pvit^. 'I'h^ reprelented, * 
that when his excellency Henry Werfelyy Kfm took bis ad- 
miniftration of this government upon bun, the gentlemen of 
this ifland, having (or many years before been hirrafled with 
fiarties and divifions, in hopes to put to the fame,- and 

to obtain the redrefs of feveral grievances, were wrought upon 
to fubmit to a fettlement of 6000/. fterling^erd.vffWR on the 
fatd governor during his refsdence here ; yet, notwithftand- 
ing this extravagant fettlement, the ifland .was fo far from 
reaping any advantage from their indifereet generofiry, that,* 
on the contrary, the public good ba^ been entirely negledl^, 
and DO meafures taken to redrefs the grieAnces.of the ifland ; 
but. his vccellency and his creatures had thereby been the bet- 
ter enabled, and more at leifure to opprels the inhabitants ; 

.the militia bad been entirely negleSed ; the forts, breaft. works, 
and: batteries were gone to ruin ; the public (lores were em- 
bented. and wajled ; and ail {ferfons in oiEce under bis ex- 
•ccHeney .bufied in nothing but bow to raife fortunes firom 
:tbe. ruins of the peopicu To complete this dreadful view of 
the haidftips they fuf&red under their governor, they added, 
thg u-the faid grievabce^ and many* otheiv’ tending to the 
■^fl^verilhing and ruin of the ifland, were flill the ‘Aore in- - 
filpportable, from thedifoMl^ppreheniimis his* majefty’s Tub- * 
je& here lie under ia jcafe of a war, the forts gnd fortiflha-' 
tions of the ifland having gone to> r«in, warlike ftoires of aH

of this ifland was annually brought together, and hoarded iii' 
bis excellency’s coffers, trade was ilagnated, ami che.value oF 
the produce of the ifland vi^as very conflderably lowered, to 
the vafl damage of the diflrtilld inhabitants, who wer:c forced 
to part with their goods at any price, to raife their quota of 
a tas, not only heavy in u(clf, but much more fo in iegard 
of the ill cflctls It lud upon trade iS.d the markets in the 
colony.

It 
under tb» gentleman’s wife and moderate adminiftration that 
**thc Britijh miniftry firft applied in earneft to the relief of 
Barbados.^ Hardihips and oppreffion had reconciled all par« 
ties upon the ifland, fo that the Englijh government was no 
longer finder any doubt as. to the preference of clalhing re- 
prefentations ; for all coicurred in their feRtiments as to the 
intereft and difirelFes of the ifland ; and *a petition to the 
^throne, entitled, “ 'I'hc humble petition of the planters, „ . . 
traders, and other inhabitants, of your majefty’s ifland 
Barba(fosJ* was fent over to England'^ reprefenting, Tlut 
within tl^efe few years, great improvements have been made ^ 
by the Dutch and French in their fugar colonies, tand great • 
and exrraordjnarjf encouragements hgve been givgn to them, 
not only from their mother-countries, 1>ut alfolTrorn a per- 
nicious trade carried on by them to and frorf hehind^ rnd 
the northern Britijh colonies ; and the French do ' now, f:om 
the produce of their own fugar-coIoflje.v cfTedually fnpply 
with fugar not only France itfelf, but Spain alfo, and a great

Dotein, ICIr. 2)a///R*s adminiftration continued in a calpn* equitable 
prefident, llrain^ fi^>m the death of lord Hoivt to the year 1 739, when 
•^r.Byng» ^be honourable Robirt Byng^ Cfq; Ton to the lord ^lorringMt^ 
governor. ^Mcr brother to the late unfortunate admiral of the lame 
haoie, was appointed governor of Barbados. I'he war Kav* 
ing broke out, at that time, between Great Britain and Spain^ 
the new-governor’s equipages were unfurrunatcly taken at fea 
by the enemy, and the aflembly generoufly made him a pre- 
fent of 2500/ as an indeninihcati^:>n for his lofs. It does 
not appear that tlve Ba.'badlam held' Mr. Byng in the fame 
degree of efteem and afFc£lion as they bad done his preJe* 
ccilbr the lord Howey and ibmc altercation happened between • 
him and the aflembly or\ account of his falary, which at laft 
^ w 4 j fixed at no more than 2006/. a year. The flwri time 
of adminiitration was chiefly dilHnguifbed by the fpiric 
which the Barbadians difeovered and exeited againft the ene- 
mies of (pnOuBritainx Md in the lar:;e Turns they ^expended 
in putting the^forts in order, and making the neceilary dif- 
politions agaiim them and the French in cafe of invafion. In 
the month of July^ the Sboreham man of war arrived at jBur- 
Mosy with orders fui#-rcprifals upon (he Spaniardsy which 
were received by the Barbadians vk^ith the urmott joy ; but it 
waa thought they would have been more efledual,^ Had they 
not been publilhed with fo much oilentation, that the Spaatt^

Byng was fucceeded in hit government by Sir Thimas Rohin- 
fottf 17^3. This gentleman, upon bis arrival at Barbados^ 
had jiltewile fome difputes concerning his falary ; but they 
were foon compromifed.* His behaviour, during his adminif- 
tration, was univerfall^ allowed to have bpen aftable and un- 
rxceptionablc ! but the miniftry of England being altered, he 
was in the year 1 746 recalled, and fucceeded by Henry Gren- j|/,-.Grena 
vilUt Efqs nephew to the lord Cobhgjmi and brother to the pre- viiie, ga, 
fcnitcvl Temple, This gentleman, after bis arrival ill the iflhndjf venter.

The ifland of TehagOt which, as we have already feen, 
had been always named in the commii&on of the governor of 
• SarbadtSi was, by the peace of Ar.; la Chapelle, in 174S, 
ilipulated to be neutral. The French, by art incredible ef- Oppe/es 
fort of aflurance and petiidy, privately fent orders to the mar- the fettle* 
quis de Caylus, their then governor of Martinieti to fettle this mi it ef 
ifland,' which they accordingly had begun to do, when their I'obagO 
defign wis made known to Mr. Grenville the governor oT 
Barbados. He immediately ordered, captain Tyrrel to viljt that 
ifland in a frigate, and to learn the Truth ,of 'the report. 

The cSi^tain, on his arrival at Tobago, fptind, that three hun- 
dred men had already landed there, under the protection of 
two men of war, and tv/b batteries, and every hour expell- 
ing farther reinforcements for carrying their dcfign into exe- 
cution.

from that, the commanders of their two (hips of war, when 
night came op, made the heft of their 't)Vj Va Martima % 
and the Engllfli captain having exes ited all that he^adin 
charge, returned td Barbados. 

It wai not long after this, before Mr. Grenville had an 
opportunity of tranfmitung a fiili account of this tranfaflion 
to England, where itnofTooner became public, than a vaft 
Sndi^nauon appeared among all ranks of fubjecls.'

' proved of by the nation, and this daring violation of it was 
refented by alllnariies. • InftrUdlions were fent to the Engli/h 
envoy at ror/Ato make the proper reprefentations on that 
head. The French miniftry were prepared for this, and 
endeavoured to Ibcw that Mr. GrenvilUU proceeding had beep 
ton haffy, and was unwarrantable. Puyfaux, one of their 
miniffers, had even the iofoienre to bint, that, the Frentb 
having heen in poiieJGon of Tobago towards the middle of 
the laft century, it could not be properly confiderpd as aneu*

The publication of the French orders, revoking 
their fettlenient of Tobage^ gave them infimie fatisfaaion j 
and the daily encreafe of their trade perfeaiy reconciled them ' 
to tiieir- government both there artd in Great- Brttain-, notja.^f4i. 
to mention, that the vafl number of prizes brought to their 
ifland edereafed their riches and importance. The time for 
Mr. Qrenvi/Ie's government being expired, he war, at the 
recommendation of the ‘firft lord of trade in England, fuc- . 
cceded by Dr. Pinfold, an eminent civilian, who ftill holds Pinfold, 
that government. During this gentleman’s adminiftraiion,f«w»«r, 
the inhabitants of liarbadoi bore no mean lhare in rhe glori- 
ous events ahich diftinjuifl^cd Hdz ffiritljh arms during the 
laitef part of the laft, and the beginning of theprefentre^n.. 

A refofttion having been formed to reduce the ifiand oljhfar^ 
tinico,. wjiich hitfl been at all times fo formidable \o the Bar- 
badians, the fame wjS communicated to their t^vernor, and 
they entered into- it with a fpirit and ardor haj^ly to be pa- 
ralleled in the Englljh IVef -Indies \ for they immediately or- 
dered a large body of volunteers to be railed a.'id difeiplined 
a( their pwn cxpence. They wertfgrcatly encouraged in 
this by a memotial prefented to the French Icing by the 
chief inhabitants of Mmtmeo, in which they reprefented. 
their ifland, ttfcsing in the moft diftrcfsful circumftanccs, and 
as having lipFiibaadoned by its mother-country. Captain,

I'he whole 
armament failed on the 30th of January \ but the men weve 
in a iickly conditioHji through dileafes occafioned by the heat 
of the climate. * « 

Though Martinico was the firft and chief objed of this 
expedition* yet it was intended for .the reduction of al^ the 
Caribbee IJlandu Martinico itfclf lies iln the latitude of 14 
degrees and 30 mihutes north; and through the natural in- 
dentment^, which the French call Cul defacst that run along 
its (bores, and are extremely dangerous, on account of their 
fahcb, difcernible only at fow- water-mark, is very difficult of 
itcceis, and the<more fo, as all the approachable pofts^ of its 
Cpails were /Irongly forti6ed. Though it does not extend 
*abovc fourteef\ leagues in length, and feven hf breadth, yet it 
is by far the nou coiinderable of tfll the French Caribbees ; 
and the chief rearoq why their government had negle£icd it 
fo much as it did, becaufe they thought that nature and 
art had rendered it impregnable. Befides the difficulties we . 
have already mentioned the Englijh were to overcome, a ridge 
pf almoft impailable mountains runs quite through the ifland 
. north-weft and fouJtb-eaft, and all the fpace;, on both fidcs. 
thole mountains are intcrre£led with deep .which 

fre very difficult fo be paiTed, through the im^uoftty of the 
water which poured through them in the rainy fcafuns. The 
chief fortifications rf the ifland were the citadel of PorU. 
Royal^ and the town of Fiorre^ both which, cfpecially the 
firit, were regularly fortified. PoruBoyal is the capitel Qf:tbe 
ifland, and is fitua.ted at the bottom of a bay of »that name. 
As to the other defences of the ifland, they coofifted of. a 
• body of regulairs, then uport it, and a numerous well-dini- 
^lined militia, which the. French bad always accouiued tf) be 
invincible by all the. force iht EngHJb could, bring. agamft

It, was the 23d of January when the EngU/h fleet came Ctuqutfi^

moll fiwmidable fortification, from the Ihips. Four large men 
of v^ar were brought to J^esn upon the citadel, while the reft 
were difpofed of .fo as to atSaagainll the town, and the batte* 
lies which oppofed the landing. Ca.ptain Trelaumtyf in the 
TLioUf began the engagement by attacking a battery of nine 
guns. It was not long beforq the fiiipg kcame general and 
dreadlbi.* It was inceflant from nine in the morning lAl 
night : bbt, in the mean while, the continual Ihowefs of 
bombs w|)ich fesonded the cannonade, and whidh fell into * 
the town, fet it on fire ( and the flAin being dhcrealed by 
the rich hut combuflible materials they mejrwith in the 
warehoufes, nothing could be more dreadful than the profpeft 
it prefented all along the fliore. Never did the commanders 
of an EngBJh fleet exert tbemfclves wittT more intrepidity, and 
at the fame time with more judgment, than they did on this 
occafion. *The captains Burnety GayteUy Jekyly Tre^ 

Icewnegy and Shuldaniy difiinguiflted tbemfelves in an extraor^ 
dinaty dtgrec. I'he Eurfurd and Btruack being driven to 
Tea, captain Shuldam in the Panther was for Tome time un- 
fuftained ; and the fhip of captain JtkyU ^fter*filencing the 
guns of one of the forts, tunning aground, was for fome time 
expoGtd to a fevere fire of mulkerry from « nutherous and re» 
folute militia, which lined the fliore, and who, bringing up 
an eagbieea-pound cannon,*muft have deftroyed the (hip, had 
mot captain L^ie, in the Briftoty /an between it and the bat- 
tery, and thereby laved her.

itia. Both they and their armed negroes kept up from their 
woods a conftani fire upon the fetuting parties of the Englijh^ 
even while tfieir habitations were all on fire round them> an<iL 
were not afraid of even Encountering them upon an equa-» 
een^ )ity* A lady of fortune,, one Ducharmey^ fignalized hetfelf 
ef 'u in perfon^ at the head of her negroes, and obliged the 
Ifidy. who left twelve foldiet-s, befides thirty who were wound-^ 

ed in the attack^ to ftorm.thc imrenebments (be had ibtown 
vp iiWdefence of her eftat^. h was now the 6th of 
ary^ and ffte* redu^ion qf tbb ifland feemed (iill to be at a 
dfftripcc.. The iflanders bad fornaed a mbft fi^nflble 
pj&n' of defence, wh^ Waa* .(o take evei^ advantage of the 
lirength' and, knowledge th^ bad of the groumf,. by cutting 
their "eneml^ whebever tbey^ faw att opppftirnity. They 
inew, ximtx vm fititly, 
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and bjuit indj&eredtly furniflued with provifiona ; fo that above 
500 were obliged to be fent iicit from their hofpkalat which 
were too crouded to contain them, to the ifland of Jntigua i 
and they (hewed fo n^uch rcfolution in all encounters, chat 
the Eiiglijh officers refolved to (hift their fcenc of a£lion to 
Grand Terre^ to which their great (hips were accordingly fent 
round i and a body of their marines and highlanders, after a 
fevere cannonading and driving the Fnuch fword in hand 
ffom theif intrcnchments, took poflTef&on of Fort Lewis, 

Some days after this, viz. on the 27th of February^ major-^ 
generaF//^^» died at Bajfi Terre^ and was fucceeded in the 
chief command of the aeniy by general Barrington^ an officer 
of far greater enterprize and afikity, Th^ commodore had 
jDrdered two fliips of war to cruize o(F the Dutch iflaitd of St^ 
KuJiaUay and to intercept all the fupplies and proviftons with 
wi'iich ^hufe mercenary republicans hftd hitherto fiirnilhed the 
iniiabitaats of Guadalupr. Barrington^ on the firft day of nta • 
command, ordered the Britijh troops to ftrike their tents, the^ 
better to amufe tfte enemy ; and, in a few days* after, he re-^ 
railed his detachments from their advanced pods, and or* 
cicred the batteries in and about iSaJJe Terre tc^be blown up. 
7 'hc army was then reimbarked \ but colonel Debrifay was 
left vvith a regtmont and a detachnient rf artillery in the 
citadel of Baj[[i Terre ^ This difpofiuon had all the eflFcds 
which tly; Britijh general bad forefeen. I'hc enemy, de- 
ceived by tbt;. rcimbarkaticn of the troops, attacked the cita- 
del, and were preparing to bcfiegc it in form, when the 
brave colonel Dehrijay^ major XrolUp^ a lieutenant, with fome. 
bombardiers and foldiers, were unfortunately blown up by the 
exploiion of a powder-magazine, which ^amSged the fouth- 
baftion of the citadel. Upon this accideAt, the enemy 
r^oubled their attacks upon the fortifications, but were con- 
ftantly repulfed i and gen^jral Barringtons underftanding what

to fucceed f)ibrifiy in the command , of the citadel, and the

of Su Anm and Frandu Andther detachment of 300" 
men landed, and,,, after a vigorous refinance, dtftroycd the 
battery ^nd entrenchment that defended the town of Gofter^ 
and drove its garrifon into the woods. The detachments * 
then forced their way to Fort Lewisy where an Enghjb gar- 
, rill^n ftill coniinued, and which was ordered to fallyroAC to 
favour their ittempr; in which they fucceeded wifli fomc 
'lots and difficulty. Thus far the way was qiearcd (owards a 
final reduction of the ij[Iasdl, which (lill Teemed to be at a 
great diftance and the general ordered the colonels Crump 
and Clavering to attempt furpridiig ail at once the three 
tpwns of Petitbourgs Gonoyave*, and St, Mary\ fituated on 
the Bajfe-Terre fide oflite ifland. This dehgn, though well 
laid, mifearried, partly through the tempcfluoufhefs of a dark 
night, aeJ partly through a panic which feized theiv negroe 
condu<i^t)r$, who ran their flat-bottom boats upoi> Oioals, 
This difappointr^ent was far from daunting the ardour of the 
Britijh general and officers, who flicwcd an alacrity hardly 
. to be paralleled under ft>ch difficulties and difeouragendenta 
as they bad to cneSunter. Some freOi volunteers bad, , by , 
(his time, landed frojn Barbados and the other iEffg/(^ iflaDidsK;: 
and general Barrington detached the fame, two colonels yvi^r 
them, and about 1300 more men, land in a bay under irh^i . 
pro:e£tii.(i of the Woolwich mat) of war, near the town of : 
Armnville^ which lies at the* bottom of the little Qul da Sac. . 

The abfencCfOf the Britijh fleet at Domimeoy was, atr 
• this time, fcr.flbly felt by our troops, as ' the communicauOQ 
between Guaiakupe and St. Eu/latSa was again open,., and 
furnifbed the iflanders with fupplies of all kinds. ^T.bey .. 
had fordRren cbe.defcent near ifrjfsitv/iZr, but'.had throWii upr 
a very ftrong eh'trenchmcfit a^B poft behind the river La G 9 rm% \ 
whfch covered the b^y. where their fuccoursifrom 

Eujiatia landed; The esnmy had. n^ieded notbing tbaC:V 
roujd improve by art the. natural ftrcK|li <of this poit, upon 
which,, indeed, tj)e defence of cbeic ilfapd chieipy depended, - 
and. which, pefbaps, no troops in the world but Britijh 

" could 
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could hate fMaftered with fo ioconfiderable a force^ 
regimekit aOi Ihe hi|^1anders ad\ranced with/ the grcateft 
intrepidity^ sknd coolheS to attack it, under tW ,&e of foiir 
field* pieces and two howitzers. The enemy Hadmo idea of" 
fuch refolutton, and the aflTailants drove them from their en« ' 
crencbments on the left, with vaft rapidity, into the redoubt, 
which they becaffne mailers of. The French made a better 
-^nd wirhin their entrenchments on^the right, where they 
were welf provided with cannon and mufketry ; but the Eng>- 
lijh the river on that fide upon an occafiona) bridge, 

they were driven from tb^t poll likewife, and about feventy 
of them, among whom were fon>e of their chief planters, 
were made prifoners ; while the Engii/h had two officers and 
thirteen men kilted^ and about fifty woutuied ; and the truth 
is, when we confider the difficuitjes the fervice, and tlj^e 
refolutio^ of the enemy, the lofs of our troops on this ex- ^ 
pedition was but very inconfiderable. 0 

PETI%BOURG was next to he attacked ; and fliough the ^ , 
banks of the iivet LizarH were ftroilgly fortified By entrench* 
ments and cannon, colonel Clavering forced th^m, and pur- 
filed the enemy to Petitbourg^ from whence he iikewife drove 
them by the afliflance of captain XJvedaU of the Granada 
Bomb^ketch. So many dreadful blows'fecmed to have fttinned 
the French j who, on the 15th of Aprils abandoned the ftrong 
poll of Gincyavc^ which, had it been well defended, w'as next 
to inacceifible. This important pod being gained, colonel 
Crump proceeded with 700 men to the town of Mahaut ^, . 
lying upon the bay of that name. A magazine of (lores from 
St: EuJfatia\zy there 5 all which he* ^nd burnt the 

place. 'On the 2Cth of the fame month, colotfct Clavering 
made two difpofirions of the detachment under his command, 
oM ohSer colonel Barhrj) to attack the enemy, who were 
aflc'fhbleti at St. Mury^ in ^herear; and another under him- 
felf for forcing their cntrenchmeots, within which, tc was gi- 
ven out, they ^l^ere to make their laft ftand for the ifiaod. 

Tikt Frinch every where gave way to colonel BarhiVt and 
revving ' into their lines at Sc. Mary^ when they faw the 
endeavouring* to turn them, abandoned them. Iikewife 
to^cp| 5 ^fe their enemy upon equal terms ; biit they wgre foon 
defeat)^ 'by' a gatifng fire frew the mufketry, wbofe o 

coAiihanckrs b^at (Hit' of all theft works,’ obliged ihftig 
to Abandon their kirtlllery, and took bp tlieir qudyrers for the 
fiUtte night witbiO the lines of St.*JBAary. Noming was 
now itft to the inhabt^aots Init to obtain as good a c^pitula- 
tioit' as'tfiey'ebkld ; \yhr!e they wm drawihg^ up the

tentss* the Et^RJh troops entered without reliftancr the couii'^ 
try of (!apt^r^. the principal divifion of the ifland, where 
one planteMiricndered btmfelf with no fewer than 870 ne> 
gfoea that belonged to his own eftate ; and his example was 
followed by many other chief inhabitants. * 

7wau cf Two frtndi gentlemen ClainvilUers and JDuqutruyi ^vere 
tbi chofen by the latter as their deputies, for fettling the tefms 
•* of the capitulation for' the inhabitants, and were aonduAt^ 
tbtaitud. |,y joIqucJ Claberlitg to general Barrinpm^ who then^^s at 
Petitinurg. The general, and the'chief Ar//f^ officera, were 
not at this time,, as the event ihewld, without fome wetl- 
grouiidfd apprehenfions of the iflanders receiving fuccours 
nom the FrtncA armament that bad lately arrived at Marti-* 
met. £very hour was diminiOting the fmall number of Britijh 
^ tAiops, who continued (ifitl u.jprotcAed by their (quadron $ and, 
confidering (he natural ftrength of the iilaod, it was bard to 
c fay what Mte event might be, if the inhabitants were driven 
todefpair. » The two deputies were authorized to treat by 
D'Etrtil, wh^fe commiilion, as governor, included Guada- 
Uapty Grand 7 /rte, Defcada^ and the Saintts. Very little 
disiculty attended the fettling the capitulation : the honours 
of war were granted to the governor, who with the other 
regular officers, the commilTary-general, and the officers of 
the admiralty, were to be fent to Martinico ; and fuoh of them 
as had eflates upon the iiland, were at liberty to appoint at> 
tornies to ad fqr them ] and in cafe the iiland fliould be left 
to Great-Britain by a peace, they bad leave to fell their 
eftates, .and to carry off the produce ; that all the armed ne- 
groes lhoul4)he letit oiF the iiland, with all privateers>men, 
deferters, and the like i and that the iiland, with all maga- 
zines of provtfion, ammunition, and implements of war, with 
the papers relating to the revenue Ihould be immediately de^ 
livered'up to the EagUfl). - , . 

/Besides thofe articles, which related only to the military 
«ld royal eftablilhment of the iiland, another capitulatioR 
was drawn up for the anhabiunts of^ the iAand, repreftrited 
by MelT. Dtbturg^ De Claiiwittiers and Daqueruy, and -m- 
thori^ by D'J^trtH, This capitulation was of more hn- 
portahke than the former; and the inhabitants, io'conhde- 
ration of the brave defence they bad made, during an attack 
of three months, had the mod honourable terms granted 
' them. Tbqr were dlqiwed. thd. free and public exercife qf 
their religion t and the priefis.and religious were, to to pre- 
lerved in their parifhes, conventit and all other poffeffiohs. 
The tohebiums were hot tube obliged to fene in arms agaiii^ 
bis mofi Cbriltian majelly, and were to be indulged in tjte 
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eoDtinuanee of’ their own civil government, and in the pof- 
feffion of all their properties and privil^es. They were to 
be fubieA to no impofti but tbofe they had pH|Ltinder the 
FrtHtb government, unleia the tfland was ^ina^||||ped to hh 
Br%tai»Ac majelly ; in which cafe* they were to jAiy the fame 
taxes and impofts ab were paid by the Engltjh Leiward-IJhnds* 
All their .prifoners were to be exchanged, and their free mu- 
lattoes and negroes were to be confidered as priToners of war. 
Th^ne the inhabitants, actually reftdent upon the ifland, 
wesu^o poflefs any lands or houfirs, by purchafe, grant, or 
otherwife, before a peacr; but if at the peace the ifland 
iDlould be ceded to theming of Gnat-Briigtn^ then fuch of 
the inhabitants as do not chufe to live under the Engltjh go- 
^vernment, fhall be permitted to fell their poiTeffions, move- 
able and immoveable, to whom thej^ will, and retire where- 
ever they pleafe ; £or which purpofe there (hall be a rcafcAi- 
able tinoe allowed* This article, which was the eleventh of 
the capitulation, was er^intcd } but the abfenCees were at liberty* 
to fell onfy to Brittjh (ubjedls. By t>bc^ 14th article, however, 
they were to have all the profits of their efta(e,>, which they 
were left at freedom to manage by their attoinics. By the 
]6th article it was provided, that the government fhall 

f locute for the inhabitants an exportation for fucb commodi- 
ties as the ifland produces, and are not permitted to be im- 
ported xtAo England. The 21ft article, which was of the 
utmoft impoi tance, ran as follows : The inhabitants and mer- 
chants of this ifland, included in the prefent capitulation, 
ihall enjoy all the privileges of trade, and upon the fdipc&on-* 
dirions as are granted to his Britanr^c majtfty’s fubjeds 
throughout the extent of his dominions”** Thjs article was 
granted, with an exception to the privileges of particular com- 
panies in England^ and to the laws there, which prohibit the 
carrying on trade in any exher than Engltjh bottoms* 

. Such are the material articles which were complained of 
by the people ^f'Bathados^ and their correfpondents in Eng^ 
land^ as being too favourable to the Erench lugar trade* But 
the wirdom of granting the capitulation was evinced in a few 
minutes after it was ligned, when a melirngcr came into the 
camp#of the illanders, informing them, that M* df Biauhar^ 
nohy ^neral of the Frenih iiiands, bad landed undci*convoy 
of Bemparfs fquadron, with a reinforcement of 600 regular 
troops, about 2000 l^ccaneers, or rather free4»ooters, ini 
a vaft quantity of arms and ammunHioo, for the relief of the 
i 0 and* The lame hour, however, brought advice, that the 
/rmr^ officers, bearing oAthe capitulation being figned, in* 
llantly rcimbariced their men and their ftores, and fAled back 
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tranTadion t$ tbit capitulation proved to be. The inhiib^ 
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from being diminilbed in theh numbers, and • 
1 found refources in their courage and the na* 
of their ifland, had they not been difjpiriced 
ibe and mifcondu£t of their governor and mili- 
If the fuccours from Mariinico bad arrived, but 
one hour fooner, it is probable they would have baffled ^all 
the power of the Britifl) troops that were upon fhc ifland^' 
notwithftanding the incredible efforts of courage and '..lilit/'.y 
condudf they had exerted. As tp the difappointmd^' the 
people of Barbados met with, how^^ver great it was, after 
their fervices in promoting the expedition, it did not weigh 
aaainft the vail national advantages which attended the con- 
queff. 

Miriu of |t is certain, that many thought the public fpirit they diC- 
iht Bar- ^ covered on this occafion, was not a little influenced py info- 
badians. lar confiderations. They had long felt the vafl progrefs 
. 'which Gtia^ilupe had made in the fogar-trude, and which, 
when compared to that bf their own ifland, might be con- 
fidered as only^in its infancy. The foil of Barbados in many 
places was worn out ; it no where retained its original ferti- 
lity, and required great expences to keep it in good condi* 
tioo. Many of their pfanters were in hopes of being able to" 
make advantageous fettlemems under the government in Gua^ 
dalupCf and were in a condition to have purchafed them ; in 
which cafe, their eftates in Barbados would have acquired 
ftime for reft, and for recovering their fertility (T). They 
were dilappointed in all thofe views by the critical capitulation 
' of Guadalupe^ ^hiqb at ^that time was faid to produce as 
much fugar is Barbados aind all the other ^EngUJh fugar* 
illands. 

No fooner was the return of Boppart'o iquadron to Mar^> 
tinico known, when the inhabitants of Guadalupe left the 
Dos d^AftCi and the Englijk gencroofly affifted them in the 
repairing the devaftavions of Bajfc Terre^ and m erefiing huts 
for their (belter, till their houfes could rebuilt. After this, 
the iflands of Saintes and Defeada^ with Petitterre^ accepted of 
the fame capitulation which had been granted to Guadalupe* 
The in|)abitant8 of Marigalante^ an ifland lying about three 
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fT) The ^hole of thiis rea- 
foiling, though very pla^/ibl^ 
at the time, is extremely quef- 
tionable, when we conflder the 
vaft quan^lies of fttgar-.grQtt&ds 


which the French had in 
Dondngn and other iflands, 
which would be eafily employ- 
ed for that culture. 
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‘lIlMgliit ^tbd‘ftvHi‘feaft' of iSra^T^e^ refund]^' fo aew^

Actti under convoy at Prince Puperfs Bojy wHife comma* 
do'fie Moere then Was and the appearance oF this armament 
reduced the inhabitants to reafon. All this while, the; 
Operations of the Britijh fleet under commodore Moore were 
Bbt a little unaccountable ; for though he had undoubted in- 
Ndligeno^ while he lay In Prince Ruperfs Bay^ of Bomparfi 
h^Jj^lailed to the relief of Guadalupe^ and though, upon 
tbat^e returned to the windward, yet he afterwards fell tq 
the leeward ; by which^ the two fquadrons never met, and 
Mr. Moorcy at lafl, receiving advice of Bompart^s fafe return 
JLo Mcirtinicoy repaired to his former flation in the bay. The 
conqueft of Guadalupe being iinifhed, colonel CrumpCy Who 
had greaijly contributed to it, was left governor of the iflan^d, . 
colonel Jidelvil had the government of the citadel of JSiiJe 
T^errey and colonel Delgarno commanded at Grhnd Tcrre ^, ' 

Three regiments* were left upon th^ ifland, and- the reft of 
the troops were ^reimbarked, fomc for North Amcricay and 
othhrS for England, 

Having thus hnilhed our hiftory of the redu£lion 
Guadalhpey upon the authorities of London and ^ • 

^ther accounts, which were , at that tirne^ looked upon as un« ^ 
queftionahle, we (hall, in jalHce to commodore infert^^” ^ 

fome of his obfervations, tending to clear up liis condudf, 
which he thought had been too virulently ajttacked by the 
people of Barbados \ bccaufe he had been a£tive in prevent* 
ing the pernicious trade which many of them had earned 
on, by fupplyirig^ with ftores and provUions % the. privateers of 
MxtrtinicOy without which they could not )iavc fitted out their 
fliips; cfpecially as Mr. Moorey by the ciifporition of his 
cruhiers, had cut off all communication betw'ccn St, Eujlatia 
^aft'd Martifiico. Mr, Moore alledges, that had nis advice 
been taken, the ifland oVGuadalupe mull have been much 
fOOher 'reduced than it was ; and he endeavours nOt only to 
clear himfe^ from every charge of being backward in the 
fervice, birfliffirms, Thai the expedition againfi Guadalupe was 
vowi no^ his advice, which was founded on the thorough know- 
ledge KiP had of the (rill then concealed) importance #f that 
ifland. We (hall oniii fome other o!:<*crvatiorts of lefs con- 
fsquence, which Mr. Moore has made upon tho publiihed 
narratives of this expedition. He juflifles himfelf for flnfting

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his flag on board the Woolwich frigate, by the reqfteft of the 
general, 'who was in the fame frigate, and defired him to be 
prefent, that they might advtfe together ; and in the papers 
he commuojiPated on that head, he Terms to have had a very 
mean opinion of the courage of the inhabitants olGuadalupet^ut 
as there appears in the papers and obfcrvatioi s that have been 
publifhed in his name, an evident tendency towards depreciating 
the merits of the ]and*fcrvicc, wc can fay nothing as to that, 
and fevcral other allegations. As to his failing to the bay 
Dcminica upon receiving intelligence of M. hcmparlx^^j i- 
val at Martinico^^ though wc arc i?o judges of naval VjJvra- 
tions, ytt coniidcring the vad impori^tnce of deftroying Bom^ 
parf^ fquadron, vVe can by no means think them fatisfad^ory, 
unlefs the commodore had advanced fume other arguments 
befides his bare opinion, Bompini cou'd not have been 
attacked in the bay of rort-Rryal. The coiiL*quence difro- 
vered, that tb^e not attacking him there, or the ^uttmg him 
vp behind^ the carcennge, ha7.ardcd the fucccis of the whole 
"expedition, bccaufc \i Bcf^ipart had failed' an hou.T or two 
before he did, in all p;oHability it h:*.d been ruined ; an event 
cfa too dreadful importance to be left to chance, or to the 
precarious forcfight of an ofHcer. /rhe commodore denies, 
that when colonel Crumpc burned the town of Mahuuty that 
any proviflons had been landed there fincc the firft invafiont 
of the ifland, which vi'as owing to the good look-out of his 
cruizers, and which, he fays, ooligcd a trader of 5/. Eujlaiia 
to offer to fell him io,cco barrels of beef, wh ch he. intend- 
ed for the FrenA market. We apprehend there is little force 
in this argument, excepting what is due to the credibility 
of the commbdor.e’s own inFormation ; bccaufc the (lores 
faid to be foUnd there by colonel Crunpc nught have been 
amafled before the attack of the ilbnd. He pretends, that 
the troops who were landed bv ^eauhtinicis did no: exceed 
600 blacks and whites, and thofe in a wrenched condition, 
and that by landing his marines on the back of them, they 
might all of them have been taken prifoners ; adding, that 
the buccaneers exiiled no where but in imagip^ation, as the 
date of thofe adventurers expired above fifty ycars-^before this 
period. All this depends Hkewife upon the commodore’s 
jingle f^fTertion. He takes no notice of the arms and«itnmu- 
nition that were landed at the 6me time, and wc have fub- 
fljtuted the word frec-i^ooters, inflead of buccat eers, whi(^ 
entirely rcnflloves his obje£lion to their real exiftence. -That 
fucb a landing viras efFcdlcd is undoubted 3 and when we refledi;

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\ipon the (pint (hewn by the inhabitants, and that thef 
were flill in pollellion of the Dos d'Ant^ and fcveral other 
ftrong pofls of the ifland, neither the commodore nor any 
other man can fay what the confcquencc might have been, 
bad not the capitulation been iigned. W ith regard to the other 
parts of the commodore’s defence of his condudf, they do not 
comefunder our cognizance, as we do not pretend to pro- 
nounce upon the prudence of an officer, nor the operations 

**, V\s”ext great expedition which failed Uom Barhado^^ and Wflory 
to wR^h the inhabitants df that ifland contributed in a moft 
eminent degree, was ihft to Martlmco. No attempt had y/W/ o/* 
been made by the EngUjh government frofti the tiiwc that blarii- 
Quadalupe and its ncigh'^ounng iflands had been reduced, to 
the period when it was more than |jjrpe£ted that a family 
compact jjad been entered into between the courts of France 
and Spaing with a view principally of difireffing Great Brit^iin. 

It was (hen forefeen that a rupture between her 'divAVpain was 
unavoidable, and that (he was confcqueqtly under*the necef* 
fity of reducing Mariinico, before (he could be in condition 
to attack Spain in her IVej) Indies in cafe a war wiilrthat 
nation fhould fuccccd. i'Vom this confidcration, the court 
of Qrnat Britain came to a rcfolution of (ending to the 
, iVeJi Indies an armament fuperior to any that had ever been 
' fecn in thoC^ Teas, and that it ihould rendezvous at Barbados ; 

‘''and the government and admininration of that ifland having 
received proper notice of this intention, exerted themfelve!! 
as they had done before in the expedition againlf Guadalupe^ 
in contributing all they could to the«fucce!S cf the under- 
taking. The war againil the French in No?th America^ hav- 
ing in the year 1761, been decilivcly fin^ied in favour of 
Great Britain^ it w’as rsfolved to employ all the troops that 
could be fpareJ, after the rcdudlion of Canada^ upon the ex- 
pedition agai n ft //>//£«?, which the /Vfwr/i afFciicd to Gy 

^was impregnable to the jJritl/b arms, and hid already repelled 
rtbeir utmoit efForts. Eleven battalions were drawn from 
\New York ; ytonfiderable draught was made from the gar- 
xrifon of Bjiinjle^ and all the troops that had been cantoned in 
Srrf IJlands w'crc ordered to the rendezvous at liar^ 
fes \ aTVd general Monckion^ who had fo gloripufly dftfin- 
guKhed himfelf at the conqueft of ^uebec^ was appointed 
ttuuc^m^nd of the land-forces, while rear-admiml Rodney 
was to>command the marine. • 

Mr. Rodney failed in 1761 from England] but fcon after 
his departure, he was feparaCed from the reft of his rqua-« 
dron in a bad gale of wind. After his arrival at Barbados 
• O 2 on 
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on the 22d of November^ he was by degrees rejoined bf 
them, and by the 9th of December^ all his (liips were re<* 
afiembled. By the 14th of December^ all the troops arrived 
from Belleijle ; and by the 24th, general Monckton landed 
with all the North American forces. Some days were fpent 
in watering the Ibips and recruiting the men, in whicji the 
inhabitants of Barbados contributed all that was in the*!r 


power. On the 7th pf January^ the whole armament 
rived off MarUnico at «?/. Anne s Bay^ where Sir 
glas^ a captain under Mr. Rodney^ fitenccd fomc batten that 
were raifed on the fhore. In this iejvice, the Englljb loft the 
Ratfonahle \ but ell her men, guns, and ftorcs, were faved. 
After keating about for fome time for a fafe landing-place, 
Cas di Navires was pitched upon, and the (hips having filen^ 
c(;d all the batteries there, the troops landed without oppo- 
t fition,. and i^ithout the loft of a man, on the i6th.^ Several 
fkirrvifhes palled after their landing, but to the difjdvantage 
Thvafl * ^jr French^ fome of whom were killed.,. The en* 
dtfficultUf jjjjyjpgj jjjg height! above the Cas de Navires ; but upon 
examining the country, they found it ftronger, and more in- 
acceffible than Guadalupe. The grounds were inlerfe^led 


with gullies and ravines, with rivulets between them at cer- 
tain diftances ; and wherever they were paflable, the Frencl^ 
had ereded batteries to defend them. Though the regulars'*' 
upon the ifland were not very formidable, yet the 'militia, as • ‘ 


alfo their mulattocs and negroes, were numerous, brave, and 
well^difciplined^ and all of them in arms. The Englijh hap- 
pened to land at a place where thofe obftruflions were greater 
than any where ejfc in* the ifland. I'he eyes of their army 
were bounded by two great eminences, Morne Tortenfon^ and 
Morne Garnur^ both of them fortified with the utmoft care, 
though they feemed almoft inacccffible by nature. Morne 
^ortenfon was the fiift to be ahacked, and batteries were 
laifed to defend the Britsjhxxoo^ in their palling a very wid^ 
gully, lying between them and it. I'hree dirpofitions were 
made for the attack. It was begun by the grenadiers under 
major Grant ; brigadier Rufane with his divilioV allifted by 
1000 Teamen in flat-bottomed boats, fell upon ttic,enemy*s 
redoubts along the (hore ; and brigadier JValJh wit^b bri- 
eade and the .light- infant^, uodc;r colonel Scotty after attack- 
ing the left of a plantation, were to endLavour to get round 
Cne enemyf All thofe opeiations were performed wi,th-iifd- 
nilhing impetuoflty aiti fuccefs. I hcatiark be^>sn at break 
of day, and by nine in the morning, the enemy having been 
driven from poll to poft, were* obliged to abandon 
TorUnJon to the I'njlijhf who ^re to the laft degree aaia- 
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tt|fon viewing its flrength and fituation, at tlie dan- 

f ers they had furtnounted, and the numerous redoubts of the 
rmch^ all of them mounted with cannon. The enemy, 
after fufiering feverely, efpecially from the grenadiers, fled, 
part of them to Marne Gamier^ and part of them to Fan 
Royals the Britijh grenadiers purfuing them to the bridge of 
where they even made Tome prifoners. 
i^^After this, the general took pojTeflion of certain polla 
tflkt^ proper for carrying on the attack againft Marne 
and on the 25th, he began to' cred batteries on 
Morne Tortenjon for ca^rj’ing on that acaintt Fort Royale : 
but here the troops were galled from Marne Gamier^ and 
reduced the genera) to the necellity of erc£ling baueries to 
the left, to filence thofc of the enemy, and to cover the paf- 
fage of the troops over a ravine. It giuft be acknowledge^, 
that had«the French kept upon the dcfenfive, had they been 
commanfied by brave and fteady officers, under a rcfolutgand 
cxpcrienc(j^d general, it would have been extremely difficuic * 
for the Brttijh troops to have furmounccd,the dangers that now 
lay before them. • But on the yth, the French prefuming 
that their enemies were entirely^ifcouraged and difpirited, 
and that they wanted only a pretext to make the bell: of their 
way back to their (hips, attacked tht BritiJ!) light infantry^ 
and colonel Hcwilamh brigade. Here fortune moll furprix- 
^.ingly fecoiidcd the ardour and intrepidity of our troops, to 
ivhom nothing could have happened of fuch advantage as 
this attal'k, 7 "hey repelled their enemies, ^hey improved 
their own dcfenfive fituation into a mod vigorous charge, 
and being well fupported, purfued thv enemy acrofs the ra- 
-vine, where they feized their batteries, anS took pod even 
in Che enemy's redoubts ; and this rout was fo happily im- 
proved, that by nine at night, Morne Gamier j with all its 
works, was in pofieffion of me Englijb, 

• Nothing but the want of proper officers could have in- 
duced the French to make fo ill-judged an attack, and fo dif- 
graceful a retmt ; for they led a mortar loaded, and their 
guns unfpikj^ bcfides ammunition and provifion in the hands 
^f the But general Monckion was now preparing to 

citadel of Fort Royal from the eminences he had 
gained ; which the enemy perqgiving, their dcfpondenfy be- 
came as great as their prelumption had been before. On 
T!t]itfTstc,ning of the 3d of February^ they beat theachamade, 
and accepted of a capitulation, by wifich the garrifbn was Account of 
to be fent to Rochfort in France $ but the militia and free- capHu^ 
hooters, with all others in aftns upon the ifland, were to re- l«tmsM 
main orifuners of war, till the fate of the ifland was*dcter-

ipined. In confequence of this capitulation, which was not 
piore fortunate than unexpefled. the Britijh troops took inn- 
pnediace pofleiSon of the citadel. The conduct of M. De la 
Touche^ the governor- general of the ifland, was equally ab- 
furd and unaccountable. Fie had abandoned the citadel of 
Fort-Royal^ at a time when it was very defenfible ; and re- 
tired with bis remaining regulars to St. Pierrey the 
town upon the illand^ wirh a fullcn kind of dcfunce bocl^ |F 
(he French and the Engltjh ; and he feemed to dif^^ 
ing any corrclpondence with the latter fu much, th 2 Sl 3 [ d 
liot fend to enquire about his prifonprs, or his dead or wound- 
ed. The ifland.ers perceiving the amazing progrefs of the 
arms, and that they were, in a manner, abandoned 
by their governor, fent deputations from all quarters of the 
ifland to capitulate ag^inft his exprefs order ; and a capitula- 
tion was accordingly fettled between their excellen^jics Meil. 
MojycktGn and Rodney^ generals by land and fea of His Britatt- 
tiic majefly, and the inhabitants of the ifland of fi^lartinico ; 

1 eprefented by Meffieu s D" AUjjOy Scig. Defragny la Pierre^ 
captain of boric, and Fer.;vrey captain of infantry of militia, 
furnifhed with full powers i«'om nine quarters of the ifland. 
By this capitulation, the inhabitants were to march out of 
their pods with the he^nours of war, hut afterwards were to • 
give up their arms. They were to have the free exercife of 
their religion, nor were they to be obliged to take arms!**^ 
againft the French king; and they were to live as Britiflj fub- 
jeds, under their own civil government, till his Britannic 
maiefty’s plcafure was known. They were, the religious as 
well as laity^, to be ferured in all their property, and to be 
put on the boating of the other Englifi fubjedts in the Lpe^ 
ward Ijlandu If „ the ifland was ceded to Great- Britain y the 
inhabitants, who chofc it, were at liberty to difpofe of their 
edates to BritiJ!) fubjcdls ; theiV trade was to be continued ; 
and, upon very moderate conditions, they were allowed to make 
white and clayed fugars. ' 

By this time Pidgeon- Ifland furrendered, v^icb, according 
(o Mr. Rodney (UJ, gave the EngUjh forces p\|le(I]on of the 
pobleft and bed harbour in thefe parts of Indies, 

JOc la Touche dill continued to. make, a (hew as if 
defeitJ Su Pierre ; and difafmroved of the capitulation made 
i>y the other inhabitants. ^Ir. Rodney was )ud about to em- 
bark to r(ari.uce this dubborn governor-general, whenjhi>friir»

Mr* Oievlaud^ dared iu Fort 
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dpal inhabitants of the ifland, feeing how irreflflible the 
Britijh arms were, and reafonably apprehending that if mat* 
ters came to extremity, they might lofe the benefits of the 
capitulations which had been i^ranted to the icflr of the iOand, 
forced him, in a manner, to fend two deputies to Fc,r: Royals 
where the Britifi) general was, and where they art{v.a on 
of February^ with an offer of a capitulation for the 
yhole ifland on the part of the governor-general. Mr. 

Tent back his anfwer to thcie propofals, and on the 
capitulation arrived fioned. Th»: French govcrno»’- 
gcncral itruggled hard fdr a fufpenfion of arms lor fourteen 
days ; and after that, *if no French fuccoprs arrived in the 
ifland, the capitulation was to take place: hut thi;^ was dc- 
» nied him, and he wms obliged to put the whole ifland, with 
all its forts and pods-, into the ii^mediate pofleifioi) of the 
troops. Ill other refpecls, this capitulation did^iot, 
much iifltT from that already granted. 'rhS governor-ge- 
neral deflred w|^h all his garnfon, fomc cannon, ;fnd arms, ta 
be Tent to the ; but they ^ver^ fent icp France, * De 

la Touche^ in this capitulatioii^ employed much art and 
chicanery to obtain fomc article, by which the En?li(h go- 
vernment might have been loaded with the French king’s 
debts (o private p^rfons ; and a road^night have been opened 
,to fuch collufive pradtices as might have greatly diminiihcd 
the valu<e of the conqued ; but all tho/'e artifices were feen 
through, and rejedted in the capitulation. La I'oucke^ it 
fecms,-had a rufpicion of a (ccrct correfpoiHlence being car- 
lied on between the Engiijh and forne of the inhabitants of 
the place, and therefore he demanded five pf the latter to 
---be delivered up to him ; but his requeft ft^as rr/ufed, becaufe 
"they had, by the former capitulations, b^en taken under the 
Brit 'ifi) protediion. 

Thus the whole iflarfll of MarUnuo^ the capital of the 
French trade and don'- in ions in the IVc/i- Indies^ was reduced 
to the fubjedlion of Great -Britain. It is not to be denied, 
that during^e w'holc of this expedition, the people of Bar^ 
bados had^eat merit in dili;:cnily fupplying the fleet and ar- 
my w^: all the provifions which their ifland atrorded. The 
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'jiy^'aughany and Sc.t ; major Leland^ and cafirain Kenfledy^ 
'I^*^ntire reJudiion of this ifland coft the French above 
JOOO of their beft men, killed, wounded, and taken prifon- 
crs. The lofs of the Btkifo troops, confidering the nature 
of the feivice, was furprilingly fmall. No more Rian feven. 
, • O ^ omcer^, 
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officers were killed, and about loo common men, and about 
^50 upon the whole were wounded. This expedition was 
diltinguiflied above all that ever had gone from Great-Britain^ 
by the unanimity which prevailed between the officers and 
men of the fca and land-fervice. 

other During the rcdu£lion of Martinico^ Mr. Rodney had 
French made proper difpofitions for reducing all the reft of th^x/fw/fc 
Caribbccs Caribbec-IJIandu That of St. Lucia furrendered to captafc 
reduced, IJarvey^ with a very cohfidcrable quantity of ordnancs^ povj^ 
der, and military ftores. The ifland of St. Vincent^^^M 
fame time, was very clofely blocked up, and commodore 
Sivanton was detached with a fqiiadroi^, which had on board 
a dctach/ncnt of fand-forces under major-general Walch.^ to 
reduce Granada^ All thofc undertakings fucceeded without 


any effafion of blood. The ifland of Grenatb^ and the fort 
^updn it, which was very flfong, furrendered upon the fame terms 
*that had been 'granted to the inhabitnins of Alartinie^ 5 and 
to this* defirable event, the fame of the Briti^ clemency did 
not' a little contribute. ^ X.bc vi-ith the ifland of 

Su yincenu underwenuhe C^me fate. Thofe conquefts were 
the more important, on account of the peiiod at which they 
were obtained ; for the very day of the furrender of Granada^ 
which was the 5th of AUrch^ the moft powerful armament 
that ever v/rnt from England to the Wejl-lndiet^ failed from 


Portfmonth^ to reduce the LLraannah^ which muft have been 
next to impracticable, had the French remained in pollcflion 


of Mariinico^ and their other Cartbbce-Ijlands, The people 
bf Barbad 7 s had undor^ adly foimcd to iliemfclvcs very faii- 
, guine hopes wealth .^ad commerce upon their mother- 
country becoqjing hiifln of all the French Caribbecs, Ar 
number of adventurers, fome of them with very confiderable 
ftocks, had of late o'ftered to fettle on their ifland ; hut they 
could neither get employment, nor lands to cultivate, the 
foil being improved to the utmoft, and therefore they were 
obliged to temove to other Britifl) iflands or fettlements, and 
many of them, panicu!ari>- thofe fiom Ireland^x^ faid to 
have fettled upon the trench part of Hifpaniola, was on 
the other hand cafily to be forefeen, that had the kept 

policffion of GuadaUupey AJariinico^ and the other 
they confjucrcd, great numbers of the French^ from their at- 
tachment to tlicir religion and* government, would gladly 
hav6 dhpoffd^pf their ciiates to Britijh fubjefis, the Barhfinf- 
dians cfpecially, which wt^uld have given the latter an oppor* 
tunity of extending their commerce to an inconceivable de- 
gree. Hut the peace of Fontainbleaa^ in the beginning of the 
year deftroyed all tbeir expeSations. It long re- 
mained. 
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loaifi^d a doW with the government of England^ whetifaer 
they ought to give up the cooquefts they had made over the 
Frmch on the continent of America^ or thofe in the Wejl-In^ 
ifies. Many reaTons determined them to part with the latter: 

though their keeping poflcffion of Martinice^ GuadaloupCy 
Md the ocher French Car 'Mees^ might have greatly extended 
tbjtirjfupT-trade, yet it could not have fecured the whole of 
iMlS iJreat-Briiain ; as both the French and the Spaniards 
i?^e ftil|*^poflcfled of vaft tra^s of laftd in the Wejh Indies^ 
prO'^u^V^r that culture ; and even the Dutch and Danes had 
fetrlcments there, which they could have improved in railing 
fugars. In fhort, tlie nfonopolizing of tha^t trade to Great-^ 
Britain^ by maintaining thofe iflands, was found to be a mere 
chimera ; and, as the primary obje£f of the war was to fecure 
the Briiijh feu'ements in North America^ which they did by 
the congueft of Canada^ and the cSffion of Louiftana aiM 
Florida^ <hc retention of the latter was though? to be by far 
the preferable alternative. We are now to give fome deferip- 
tion of th$ produce and commerce cA Barbados.. • 

Our beft geographers have laj^down the ifland to lie be- 
tween long. 59. 50. and 60. weft from London ; and 
betwixt north iat. J2« 56. and 13. i6. As to its extent, 
it is very diiScult to afeertain it. Tbc moft general opinion 
is, that it is twenty-five miles from north to fouth, and lif*^ 
teen from teaft to weft \ but thofe menfurations are fubjcA to 
fo many difficulties and uncertainties, that the reader, per- 
haps, will form a more adequate idea of thp extent of this 
ifland, when he is told, that in reality it docs not contain 
above a hundred and feven thoufand, acres. Barbados is the 
,m^ft windwatdly of all ihe Caribbee JJlandi\ excepting Tobago. 
/rhe whole of the ifland may be confulered as one continued 
.garden, every foot of which is fo precious, that it is improved 
to the utmoft, and prefents’to the eye, wherever it is turned, 
.4he moft delightful profpefis. The climate is hot, but not 
unwholfome, becaufe of the fea-brcczes j and a temperate 
regimen fend^ it as fafe to live in as any climate in Europe 
fouth of G^t] Britain, and, according to the opinion of 
many, zp*-Jrreat Britain itfclf. 

uTV^ chief town of Barbados is Bridge-^^oton, which lies 
io the'^'inmoft part of CarliJIe^Bay. This orijginally^was a 
moft unwholfome fituation, a^ chofen entirely on account 
-’bf*'48Conveniency for trade i but it is now deein|pd to be fis 
healtSy *as any place in the ifland. •I'hc town itfelf would 
make a figure in any European kingdom. It is faid now to 
contain about 1500 houres,tand fome contend chat it is the 
^neft the Englijh poltfs io Amerha. The rents of tht houfes,

which in general are fpacious, well-built and finiflied, are as 
high as fuch houfes would let for in London. The wharfs 
and quays are well defended from the Tea, and very convenient. 
The harbour is fecuie from the north-eaft wind, which 
is the conftant trade-wind there, and Carlijlc-Bay is capable 
of containing 500 fail of (hips, and is lormed by Needham 
and Pelican points. But that which renders Bridge, t^ e 
fineft and moft dcfirablc town in the IVeJl-Indie^^ is its 
Jis fortiji- rity againfl any attacks from foreign enemies. Jtk^efenrS 
(ations. on the weftward by James- Fort^ \vr ich mounts 18 gun^jjif^ear 
this is IVillonghbys-Fott^ which i^ built upon a tongiic of 
land running into the Tea, and mounts 12 guns. Needhatris-* 
Fart has three batteries, and is mounted with 20 guns ; and 
St. Atmes-Fort^ W'hich is the llrongeft in the ifland, ttanda 
more wdthin land. In (hort, according to Mr. Douglas^^ 
tftere is all along the lee-(horc a bre uil:- work and, trench, 
in whi('h, ar proper places, wi re 29 forts nid baticiics^ hav- 
ing ^08 cennon mounted, while the win iward fliore is fe- 
ciircd by high rocks, cliffs, and foul ground. Such 
was the flare of the forritu^^tions of the ifland in 1717: hut 
fince that time it has admttu^i of fuch additions, that though 
the plunder of this (mail, but rich ifland, is the moft alluring 
objed our enemies can>..havc ; yet it docs not appear, that 
during the two late wars, while we were conquering all 
their IVvjl- Indies^ that they ever thought in caraeft of an 
attack upon Barbados. The powder and ftores of the ifland 
arc kept under a ftrong guard in a ftone magazine, within a 
• fmall fort of eiglu guns, on the caft fide of the town. The 
church of St. Michael in beauty, largenefs, and 
convcniency, man) linglijh cathedrals, and has a fine orgaii^'< 
bells, and clock. In Ihort, Bridge-Town is deftitute of few ele- 
gancies or conveniciicics of life that any city in Europe affords, 
it has a fice-fchool for the inflru£liv>n of poor boys, an hofpital, 
and a college, 'i’hc latter was erected by the fociety for pro^^ 
pagacing the Chridan religion, in purfuance.of the will of 
(i'jlonel Chrijlopher Codrwgtcn^ who left about vooo L a ^ear 
for its endov/ment, for maintaining profeflbrs ant^ fcholars to 
ftudy and pradtice divinity, furgery, and phyfic.

But he fuppofes, 
b't the fame time, the /r/^j Roman catholics, who were then 
iery^.r.L meroiii upon the ifland, woufd join the French agaiiifl; 

{ol i^vmafleis. "I'hc opinion of this judicious miffionary has 
in it fume weight, e^venjit this time ; for though the ifland 
is now incomparably better fortified thar\ it was fixty years 
yet there is fonie reafon for doubting, whgthtT it is 
equally populous. I'hirty thoufand fouls are fuppofed to be 
the utniofi extent of the white inhabitants ; fo that the whites 
upon <hc ifland, capable of bearing arms, cannot be vcrjfnu- 
incroift.

The. negroes^ mulattdes, and mifiive (laves, upon the illand, 
are computed at an hundred thoufand, and form great part 
of thf wealth of the planters ; but Barbados is not ib fubjedl 
da formerly, to the infurredlions of negroes, becaufe 
Hmny of them are born upon the iflaiad, and entirely recon- 
ciled to their fiate, which their mailers, for their own inte- 
reft,'’1f.take as agreeable fo them as poffible. They arc not 
even without fome prope^typliaving little indulgences granted 
them, and particular time:* allowed them, in which what 
they earn, becomes their own. 

The trade of Barbados is very cxtcnfivc ; they bring their Bj trade. 
lumber, that is, timber of all kinds,'*their bread, flour, /<- 
r//V7w-corlft, rice, tobacco, fome fait- beef and pork, fsfli, 
pullc, and other provifions from New-England^^ Carjlina^., 
Penfylvan'j^ Neij-Ycrk and Fvginia. I'hey iniport ihoir 
(laves from the coaft of Guinea ; (ince the acquifition of 
Senegal to crown of Great- i^rtiainj great improvements 
may be introduced into that traae in favour of the Englijij co-« 

Ionics. They import their wine from Madeira^ Terccra^ and 
Fayal ; and likewife fome brandy. Ireland furni(hes them 
(. with beef and pork, and the Dutch idand of Curajpto^ with 
fait. The great value, however, of Barbaclos to the mother- 
country, is beft known from its vafl confumption of Britip^ 
and Irijh manufa<Sliircs and commodities. Of thefc they • 
import Ofnaburghs^ fo called from a town in Germany ^ famous 
for riianufaSuring this coarfe iinnen-clctb, "which clothe 
their (laves linnen of all forts, with broad cloth and 
kerfeys, for the planters, their overieers smd their families ; 
filks and (luffs, for their ladies and houiliold fervants ; red- 
caps, for their (laves, male and female ; (lockings and Ihocs, 
of all forts ; glof'^s and hats ; nillinery-ware and perriwigs ; 
laces for linnci% w'6L*l;inf, and fiiks ; peas, beans, and oats, 
from our wcl^ern counties ; and bifeuit from London \ wine,

fore ftand in need of continual repait, or new tools {q tt^if 
room ; atyd to this moifture of the atr it is imputed^ ch&t 
clocks and vraCches feldom go right in this ifland. The 
Barbadiam take oiF hkevrife large quantities of EaJl^lnSa 
)goods from England \ and in (hort, there is nothing that fells 
in an Engljh^ or even European (hop or market, that does n^ 
find a ready vent in Barbados^ if agreeable to the 
The fold of Barbados being too precious for comriion cul- 
ture, renders it of infinite advantage to thofe parts 
Britijb dominions, where the ground is heft employed in pro- 
ducing the necelTaries of life. Everficoals, pantiles, hearth* 
Hones, and the like commodities and manufa6tures, are pro- 
fitable branches of imports into this ifland. But befldes whafr 
the Barbadians confumc thcmfelves, they are very confidcra- 
ble exporters of Britijh goods to Africa j and they f ven pay 
for their flavesrin our mannfadlurcs ; fuch as guns, powder, and 
uarms, fluff?, hats, and wearing-apparel of all kinds. Some

EuporUm As to its cxpoiis, is its Itaplc commodity. - In the 

courfe of the hiltoiy of tUc ifland, wc have introduced that 
of the fogar t^ade ; an4 have obferved, that both the popu- 
lation and conimerCe of Barbados, were in former times fupe- 
lior to what they are now ; nay, if we arc to beTicve fome 
writers, in the )caf 1676, this ifland employed 400 fail of. 
(hips, each at an average, of 150 tons, and the current cafh 
of the ifland WoS about 200,000 /. while ii? exports to Great^ 
Britain in fugar, ginger, indigo, commodities, 

amounted to about 350,000/. yearly. It is e^en faid, that 
Enghmdy the aforefaid year, by exporting the goods im- 
ported from Batbados, got 200,000/. and that (he had the 
like profit for many years before. But even thofe were not 
the golsren times of Barbadoi^ whofe trade, before the Refto- 
ration, was ftill more confiderable, though far from being fo 
prdfitable, tc the mother-country ; or indeed, to the planter^ 
themfclves, as great part of it wSs engrofled by the Dutch^ 
and entered in Holland: nor did it fettle in England iiW after

they (hould happen to be let free, being bis perpetual property.

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Moft of the negroes are employed in the fields butibipe of 
tbem work in the fugar- mills and ftore-houfeS) while thofc 
of both fexci, who are moft likely and handy, are employed 
as houfe maids and menial fervants. The original price of 
a negroc, when he comes from Guinea^ is from twenty to 
forty pounds, according to his likelihood ; but when they 
improve in any mechanic, or other trade, their price rii^s 
greatly : fo that 400 /. has been rcfiifed for a good''.fugv= r 
boiler. The men arc iiidulged in a plurality of wives, 
it is ridiculous to imagine, that their being crrnverteid to 
Chriftianity introduces any alteration ituo their ftat$ of fer* 
vitude. All the difference is, th^fC'V planter of any humanity 
may fliety fome^ indulgences to a n^groe who difeovers fenii- 
ment or refleflion enough to defire to be baptized. But the 
truth is, the negroes in general arc of fuch difpofitions is 
^ cafj for the utmoit vigilance, and the moft fevere difeipline. 
They arc obftinatc, fullen, treacherous and vindi'^tive; and 
fitanyW th"m flicw but few faculties that cntItL them to 
be 'confidcred as rational creatures. Plantains, being a fruit 
fo called, is the rhiefTup^/* *t of the negroes, whb have va- 
rious ways of dreffing it ; buiMhey have every week, at flated 
times, an allowance of Indian nyrn bread, fait ii(h, or fait- 
pork. Every negroe fam^ily has a cabin, and adjoining to 11, 
a fmall piece of ground by way of gaidcn, in which the 
more iiiduftrious fort plant potatoes, yams, and other roots, 
and rear live ttock/which they aic at liberty to cat or to con 
vert into money for their own ufc, and it is incredible wl at 
favings of this kind fomc of them m^jke. I'hcy arc for.u of 
rum and tobacco, and they generally lay out their earnings i.~ 
fne cioaths,^and ornamciUb for thcmfelves and their wives. 
In all other refpc£ls, the manner of gentlemen and their fa- 
milies living at AVv/VWw, is the fame as in thef moft polite, 
towns and countries \ti Europe only the nature and

Some parts of the foil faid tp be hollowed into caves, fe- 
vcral of them capable of containing 300 people. .Thefc are 
jmagined to have been the lurking-holes of run-away ne- 
groes, but they are piobably natural excavations, ^'‘he 
woods that formerly grew upon the ifland have been all ru(» 
down, ajjd for the moll part converted into fugaj-plaqtations. 

W'^hen tnoTJ^Ia^^ions were firft formed, the 1*oil was infi- 
nitely mcfere fertile than it is n^wj.for the 4and, in tome * 
places, about thirty years ago, fo woin our, that the plant- 
ers^ere obliged to raife for the fake of their manure, 

^^Wtueb reduced their pro^ to lefs than one tenth of their 
ufual value. Noiwithfianding th^^fmallnefs of Barbados^ its 
foil is different, being in fomc places fandy apiblighr, in others 
rich, »id in others fpungy ; but all of it" cultivated ac- 
'Tording to its fevcral natures : fo that the ifland prefents 
'^l^the eye, the nioli beautiful appearance of fpring, fummer^ 

Jand autumn. '^Fhc fugar-cane is cultivated lirom Augujt till ^ 
the latter end of January. The inhabitants hgve few orchards 1 
or gardens, bccaufc they employ their lar^ds jn a more pro- 
fitable culture, and they can bring Imlian corn from North 
Hi^ierica cheaper than it can be fold for when growing upon 
tluSiflgn^ Oranges anthlemons grow in Barbados in great 
^IcntyT'aSlH^ perfcAion, and the lemon juice made 
here has a paAicl^^ar fragrancy. 

The citrons ot .'^ . afford the fineft drams andfwcet- 
mcats of any in the world } the Barbados ladies excelling int 
the art of preferving the ihind of the citron fruit. The ci- 
tron-tree is final], but its fruit is fo large, that it often pulls 
it to the ground; its (lalk is darkifh, and its Jtaf dark; 
green ; but indeed, Barbados,^ of all fpots in Jthc wi^rld, is' 

^y nature the belt fitted for furnilhing thofc exqifliite luxuAes, 
many of which ^re equally falutary .as delicious. The Jtnie- 
trec is prickly, likVthc£»^/;^ holly, fo that, formerly, hedged 
were made of it. It grows about feven or eight feet high, 
and fo much refembles the lemon**tree, that the dtflerence in' 
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fcsrcdf to be difcemed at a little diftancc. The juice of the 
limes, or dwarf>lemons, (for fuch they ^re) is the moli: 
agreeable fouring we know of, and great q!jantities of it be- 
gin now to be imported from Barbados to 6^reat Britain and 
L eland, 'fhe tamarinds of Barbados is aj ecable, yet 
wholfome, fweet-meat, and has many medicinal virtues. Th^ 
anana, or the pine apple, is common at Barbados^ abd i^r 
flavour much more exalted than in Europe^ with all thd mp- 
dern improvements of gardening and bot-houfes. The aloe, 
mangrove, calabafli, cotton, cedar, maftic, and buliey*trees, 
grow here in great plenty, as does ti.c cocoa, and the cacao- 
tree, the latter yielding a fruit of which chocolate is made. 
The other trees of this ifland are the fig-tree, the fibres of 
which, (hooting out of its trunk, take root again, and if fufu 
.fered to grow, would produce a continued grove. The caf- 
fia fiftula-trce is faid Ibmetimes to grow eight feet<in twelve 
month's. It would here be improper to enter v./o'a deferip- 
tiori of the numerous fruits and trees, a!‘. pf thcni unknown 
in EuropOf that grow upon'' vfjs ifland ; fuch as the prickled- 
apple, pomegranate, papa, V^uava, cuftard- apple, macow- 
tice, palmetto, locuft-tree, ano jron-wood. The plaini^in- 
tree, or (hrub, deferves ^piore paiticular defeription, becaulc 
it is of the gtq'Atefl utility, by its being the mofl wholfome 
nourifhmenc which the negroes of the ifland have. Its growth 
is very quick, one fprout keeps its afcendency over feVeral rha*' ' 
come out of the fame root, and is furrounded with leaves, wl 'tt 
rouing, are fvcceeded by frclh ones ; and thefe laft exj^ ^ 
as the fun rife,} and grows intenfe. The plantain- tree ir 
grown, when it is eight or ten feet high, and then it r/* » 

ger (beds its leaves. The negroes love the fruit who .• * 

the EngUJ!) when ripe, and think it both nourifhmg «... $ 
pleafant. Barbados likewife produces fome fenfitive pi'iits,* 
with a good deal of garden-fluff that is in other 

places. The yam, which grows there, isf a^oot refembliug 
potatoes, and the cabbage- tree grow«,io^e height of twenty 
or thirty feet, being fo called % its bearing a flower or fruit 
refembling our cabbages in form and tafle. In (horr, a na- 
tive of the iineft, the ricbeft, and moft diverlified country in 
Europt can fcarcely form an idea of the variety of delicious, 
and, at the .fame time, nutritive, vegetable, productions with 
V»bich Bas^ados abounds, and for which we refer to the na- 
tural biftories of that ifland. ^ * 

WhI£N Barbados was firft difeovered by the Englijh^ few 
or no quadrupeds but bogs were found upon ir. For conve- 
nience<of carriage to the fea-fide, fome of the planters at 
procured camels \ which, undoubtedly, in aU refpefls,

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pi^puld have been preferable to horfes for their fugar and other 
works, but the cyture of the animal difagreetng with the 
climate, their brvd could not be preferved. They then ap- 
plied for horfes ||| Old and New England^ from the former 
they MU tnfefc were fit for (hew and draughts ; from the 
^jfer ^hofe that were proper for mounting their militia, and 
4or the faJdle. They had, Kkewife, fome of a coarfe kind 
fr^’m Curajfao^ and other fcttlcmcnfs. They arc reported to 
have had their firft breed of bulls and cows from Bonavijiay 
and the* ille of May^ and they now breed u{)on the ifland, 
and often do the work^^^rhorffs and negroes. Their alTea 
arc the moft fcrviceable in carrying burdens to and from the 
plantations. The hogs of Barbados are finer eating than 
Aofe of En^lmid^ but the few (heep they have are not jicar 
fo good. They, likewife, have goat^ which when youngs 
arc excellent food, and plenty of raccoons and monkjeys are 
found inThTSWai^. • 

BARBADOS produces a variety of birds, the moft farfious ifirdr, 
lApwhich is the humming-bird,^. he defeription and beauty of 
which is now well known inJlurope ; it being, according to 
^^*^eneral report, the fmaHefl and moft beautiful bird chat 
IS known. The Barbadians have got often wild fowl. Teal 
are fometimes found near their ponds. A bird, which they 
call the, man of war, is faid to meet (hips twenty leagues 
.^rom land, and their return, is, to the inhabitants, afiire proe« 

'^•jftic of their arrival. When the wind changes to fouth, 
y.id fouth weft, they have flocks of curlev^s, plovers, fnipes, 
wHd pigeons, and wild ducks. TJie wild pigeons are very 
fat, and plentiful at fuch feafons, and rather la|:ger than thofe 
in England. The tame pigeons, pullcjs, ducks, and poul- 
ts of all kinds, that are bred in Barhadosy have a fine fla- 
•volhr^^and arc accounted more delicious than thofe of Europe. 

Their *raSi;I::,*'fe fcarce ; they have no hares, and if they 
flave deer of iny kind, they are kept as curiofitics. I'he 
infefts of Barbados, not venomous, nor do either their 
fnakes or fcorpions ever fiing. Their mufketoes, a kind of 
gnats, are troublefome apd bite, but are more tolerable at 


Barbados than they are upon the continent. They have va- 
rious other infe^ls upon the ifland, fome of which §rc trou- 
blefome, but not in a greater degree than thofe, pro luced by 
eyery warm fummer in England. Barbados is ^t\\ fiippfied 
with fi(h, and fome caught in the fea furrounding it almoft 
peculiar to itfelf, fuch as the parrot-fifn, fnappers, and grey 
cavallos, terbums, and cqpey-fi(h. Their mullets, iobfters, 
and crabs caught here are excellent ; and the greew turtle is, 
perhaps, the greateft delicacy that ancieift or modern luxury

Careenage i and it is, in the opinion of our neighbours, and 
pf man]^ among ourfelvcs, the fineft harbour in all the Ca^ 
ribbees, certain that it was 

thought of fo great importance^ both by the Frmch apd 
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En^IIJbf that both poflefled it by turns, though neither of 
them ever fully fettled it. The Englijb have an undifputed 
right to the prioi^cupancy of St, Lttda^ which was always 
includadvHh, we^'avc already mentioned, in the conimiffion of ■ • 
the Englijh go^^riftr of Barbados. 

Appears from the bell accounts, both French zvA Englijh^ Settled iy 
"that the Caribbees^ who were the priginal inhabitants of Sr. ^be Eng* 
IScia^ and gave name to thofe iflands, were a fierce, intrac-. 
table., r^cc of favages, and equally irreclaimable by good 
ufage* as feverity. In^'"%year 1637, *bc Englijh were fet- 
tled upon St. LmiOf vfhere they bad lived for feme time 
before ; but the year after, the 6V7//^Ari7nr,*infiigated, as the 
Englijh alleJgcd, by the French^ either killed, or drove off 
from the ifland, all the Evglljl} fettlers, with their governor, 
for fo i(je chief man among them vtos called. We do no^ 
h 0 we vc 3 ^ th a ■ the French at this time Uid ai\y formal 
claim to the of the ifland. The reafSn of ihf en- 

mi tv of ihe barffaiians to the H^gUJh^ was aS follows. An* 

Ertdijl) vrllcl, lying at Dcminka under a French flag, the Cn- 
r/Mcans taking ^cr for a fh^i of that nation, came on board 
•^to traffic, as ufual \ but J^otning drunk by brandy, the cap- 
tain fet fail with them. The fav^es, perceiving his treachery, 
alt leapt overboard, and got to their ifland, excepting two^‘ 
whom* the KnglijL captain put in irons, and fold for flaves. 

\Tne frvages, who c-ii aptd, inffigated all the Caribbeans veho

ribbee Ijlanrhy agaiult M, F<r,quef^ who was then governor 
of Afartinice^ and v.liom the Englijh accufed of being the 
tnf^igator of the mainicre, Dc Poincy acquitted Parquet of 
the charge, as the latter endeavoured to prove, that he had 
fent intelligence of the defign of the favages to tffe Englijh^ 
as foon as he knew ir. I^otwithftanding this, the Engl^ 

^ 'liill continued to rufped both thofe governors fif having l^cn 
at the bottom of the niaflacrc. 

This dreadful cataftrophe difeouraged the EngUJh from SAtled 
reinhabiting St, Lucia ; ^or could the Englijh ^vernors of h the 
Barbados prevail witti any of their countrymenTo live to an 
where they were labje<!% to fuch tragical v'dita, and 
1\4 was 
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was at fuch a.diftance from all relief from their other 
tiements. St. Lucia thus lying uninhabited/|whcn the civil 
wars broke out in England^ Parquet^ in i«44i fcnt thither 
forty men, under one Roujjelan^ who was w^^ pro^^j^u 
iiores and ammunition. This proceeding the fufpi*- 

cions of the Englijh^ and the rather, as the iirft thing whickJ^ 
Ronjfelan did, was to build^a ftrong pallifadoed fort upon the * 
iflaiid, furrounded by good ditches, and defended by canno^l 
and pattcraroes ; after which, his people piocceded to cure 
tobacco, and raife providons of all kv9|js,and likewife to*build 
dwelling- houfes, under the proce£^ion of the fort. This little 
fettlemcnt throve excefliyely, bccaufe Roujfelan having married 
a Carthbee woman, was very agreeable to the favages, who, 
not ojply left him and his colony unmoleflcd, but traded with 
them. But all the gold fortune of the Frtmh upon this 
ifland, ceded ip/vith the life of Roujfelan^ who djj^^w 1654, 
and y^as fuecceded by one la Riviere, Tlj^-^^^chtleman had 
lb good an opirfion of the fr^nuly difpoGtion'of the* favages, 
that be built a dwelling-houV for himfelf and bis family, ' 
without the prote£lion of lhc\rt. The favages, by 
time, had loll all afieclion for theXf/rwA, and lecretly conV* 
fpired to cut them off. Bsr/barous as they were, they con- 
* realed and carried on this defign in a moft artful manner. 
They vifited la Riviere as ufual, and trafficked the fame as 
before. At laft, towards the end of the year, a large nuni-*jf 
ber of them came to bis houle, and after being entertains ’ \ 
« with liquor, one of them gave a fignal, which they had conj^ 
certed among thcmfclves, <«nd all of them falling upon the 
< 7 vho are French^ they murdered la Rivierie, with ten others, plun* 
mhjhcred dered his boufe, and ^carried off his wife, two of his chii- 
l/kenvf/e. dren, and a negro flavc. La Riviere was fucceeded by /:^r- 
quei. I'his gentleman being fully apprifed of (Vi-age 
treachery of xYi^Caribbeansy ufed all imagin^KT precautions^ 
to avoid it ; but, as the event proved, all was without fuccefs. 
They repaired to his fort with the molt friendly appearances, 
and traded fairly with him for turtle and their other commo- 
dities. In the year 1656, pretending that they had left a 
r large quantity of turtle on a neighbouring hill, he was pre- 
, vailed upon, attended with no more than three of his foldiers, 
to repair thither, and the favages fpying their opportunity, 
threw him frem the bill into the Tea. Hnqiiet was dunned,/ 
but not hurt, by the fall. He recovered himfelf, and made 
the bell of his way to the fort ; but before he could reach if, 
"he was mortally wounded in the « fide by one of the fa- 
vages arroVs, and died in three days after. Haquet was 
Succeeded by one Breten^ who being of low extraflion, and^ 
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uGiig tbe earriibn tII^ they coDfptred to afTaffinate^him ; but 
he efcapea intolthe woods, and eluded aU the fearch they 
could make formim.

been men of delperate circumftances, and not very regular 
in their manner of livir^, to keep poiTeflioa of the iflaad.

Lucia on the 17th of December^ 1722; only A 4 ve^turi . 
and the Hoprjuell came too late Co be of any fervice to thf|>r 
infancy of the fettlement. ^ 

Mjfiar^ • The duke of Montag ue had appointed captain Nathaniel 
commander of the packet-boat/ to be 
Monta ^ deputy- governor of St, Lucia ;ind Vt^'incent ; captain yohn 
to be lieutenant-governor, and Mr. IVUliam 
tlement' ^olkener,, to be fecrctary. The fquadron arriving at Pilgrim- ^ 
Bay^ pff St, Lucky failed* from thence ihrcc leagues farther * 
teethe fouthward, and ai^ivcd at Petit CareenagCy where they 
tound a ^ood harbour, at the entrance of which, M^. Vring 
landed fifty men, to raife a battery at a place.jjk^^'^^'he called 
'Montague' i-PohUy intencfing afterwards to fortify a hill within 
mufket-ihot of the point. Sbon after, a floop arrived front* 
/AartinicOy with a copy of a m^ulate by the French king, 
dzitA September 0.1 y 1722, at /'V;y 3 hlh, and which had beeI^^ 
publifhcd by beat of drum Uprough m the towns of Marti- 
vicQy importing, chat neither St, Vincent^ nor Si. Lucia be- 
longed to the king of England: that the hill of them .ought 
to reriitin to the Carihbeansy according to conventions made 
with that people : that the fecond belonged to the king o^ 
Franccy vvho had #been willing, however, to fufpend the fet- 
element of that ill^nd, at tl\c reqneft of the king of England: 
that the duke qf Montague's undertaking to (end and take 
polTefljon of tbefe jlla^ds, and to tranfport families to them^f 
being contrary to the rights of his moft Chrillian majefty. 
hfs intention is, that, in cate the EngHjh Ihould take poflej Sidr 
of St, Lucky and fettle there, the Khevzhex^dt^Fou^we 
(governor-general of the ifl^nds) (hall fummon them to re- 
tire in fifteen days ; and, if they do nut depart, he ihall com- 
pel them to it by force of arms.” 

The propriety of the Britift) court’s condufl on this occa- 
fton is extremely queftionable. As their minidry was not only 
Tn peace %vith France at that time, but intimately connefled 
with its adminiQration, we cannqt account for the reafon why 
xYicdS^toiMdfitague was put to fo prodigious an expence, in 
attempting to make this fettlement, before the Britijh court 
knew the fentiments of that of France \ or why he w^s not 
fupported in the attempt. Even the captains of Britifl^^tti 
of war reft/fed to afilft him, though lying in the neighbour- 
hood. Mr. Fring found all this out, when it was too Jate ; 
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atld all he cttild do wu to fend a letter to the governor of 
iSar ttnlta^ pfoptAng a rufpenAon of all hofiilities, till filch 
tipte at they coi^ hear from their refpe^ive principals. The 
fennel it fcarcelv credible. Mr. Vriitg perceived, that not , 
of all Brtujh (hips of war, but all the

•it is reported, that their force amounted to between 2 and 
3OCO men. As Shoqne-Bay is but an hour’s march froln tljc 
fort, wjjich Mr. Fring was then atteihpting to build, hedret^" '' 
up a p. J^.^mation, requiring all ftrangers }nd foreigners, 
then within tnV!&inds of Sl Lucia end St* Flncenty or*either« 
^f<them* to fubmic and conform to* the government therein 
cllablKhed, or to depart thereout. 

/Phis proclaAnation w^'enc to the French at Shoque^ who 
' treated it with iniinito.i^ntempt, and their numbers were 
every day encreafing, both from Martinico and Guadalupe* 

Mr. Fringe on the other band, had not with him above eighty 
perfoifs capable of hearing arms, and received a letter from 
the marquis de Champigny^ the commander of the French 
^ troops, commanding his evacuation of the^illand, and flatly 
^.refufing to give the Englijh the fmallefl refpite, nor even timd^ 
to receive advice from Europe. *Fring coAfulted thofc who 
were about him, and all of them agreed to* leave the ifland, 

(Ipon condition that all their defertt^s (hould be reftored, 

'"' ^d fufficient time be pllowed for reimbarking the cannon^ 
aritid, ammunition, provifions, (lores of all forts, and what* 

.•* ever had by them been difembarked in that ifland, which the 
French were alfo to evacuate at the fanric time. Thofe de- 
mands were agreed to ; but the French^ to make every thing 
fecure, continued advancing againft the Englijh^ who every 
day expeAed the Adventure and Hopewell^ with 240 men on 
board. Thofe not arriving, and the French every-day pour- 
ing in frefh reinforcements from their iflands, Mr. Fring re* 
imbarked all his company, flemoliOied his fort and bariicado, 
and, on the 14th of January^ fet fail for th% iflmd of An^ 
tigua. It muft be acknowledged, that Fringy before his depar- 
ture, 'had fome regard for the honour of his nation ; for the 
following is part of ont of hia memorials : ** l^e French at

decifion of it by the two crowns. 'Fo the rights and preten- 
flons of which, the faid rictirs de Qhampigny and Braiihcbatte 
declare, they have neithtr inclinationi^'r power to bring any 
prejudice to the pfefent treaty.” 

The evacution of St. Lucia by Mr Vring did no prejudice 
to the Britljh right to that ifland ; for Mr. If’orJiUy^ who* 
..j^as then governor of Sarbados^ had St. Lucia ft ill continued 
in J^is coinmiiTlon, but received inftriidiions for its evacuation, 
^,in copfequence of an ^J»rccmcnt between ^]^t<S?tsof France 
and Great Britain for that purpofe, the t '9 each hr.ing tied 
down to the fame condition. From that time to the concltr^* 
lion of the definitive treatyr conceded at Faris^ February 
lOth, 1763, the ifland of St. Z.«di^was always confidqred 
neutral ; but by the qth artfrie of tms faid treat]ir, it is ftipu- 
lated, to be delivered to France^ and his moft Chriftian ma* 
jelly is to enjoy the fame in full right. r.

St Vin-^** iflantl is about twenty-four milts in length and 


cent, a

_ eighteen fn breadth; and lies about fifty miles north- 
weft of Barbados. iThe original inhabitants cf it were C/r- 
ribbeans^ but by a (hange intermixture of fliipwrecked...or 
runaway negroes, the negroc complexion and (pecies has tte* 
predominancy. Upon the whole, C%e inhabitants of 
mcentj before the ccllion of it to the crown of Great-Britaip^ 
by the treaty of Parisy 1763, were extremely tenacious of 
their independency, but far from being fo ferocious as many 
of the other favages, becaufe they often traded with the £«- 
ra^/0/s nations, and gave them refrelhments for hatchets, 
’’ fciflars, knives, and other hardware toys. It is obfcrvabict 
that St. Vincent was more populous than the other Caribbee-^ 
IJIands of the fame dimenfionss becaufe it was the general 
rendezvous <ff tbofe (kvages when they carried on war with 
the people of the neighbouring continent, with whom they 
feldoni were at peace. By all accounts, the Caribbeans con- 
Ibited th(ir own interefts very Improperly when they ad- 
mitted the negroes into a partgerlbip of their foil \ forthe 

(aner. 
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I^tjU fyrairiRyj^ om them to Aicb a degree, that they made - 
attlnai^ts to introduce the Ftewb and EngUJh into the ' 
tNid, that ihtff might dirpcfieis the negroes. We do not^ 
flQWlhrdr, perce^e that thofe attempts fucceeded ; for many 
of’ the negroes ^Saving feme knowledge of the European di<- 
^iplinAi^«d ma, viers, they baffled all the attempts made to 
^fpoflers fUmrit 'dhd arc faid to have lived on the ifland plen- 
tifully ard comfortably. 

% In 1719, the French from f,ft?vtini:o endeavoured to dif- 
^dge them, but loft many of their men^ and were obliged 
to retilrn. It is generally allowed, that Vincent is one of 
the beft of all the Avtnb*^ iflands. I'he foil is excellent, as 
likewife the water and the v;ood. I'obacco may be culii* 

. vated here. to great perfeclion, and had Europeans fiic- 
«cecded in making a fcttlement upon it, it muft have foon 
become a kind of ftorchoufe for Martimco and the oth^r Ca» 
r/Mtv iflands, as every thing necefTi^V for life is here eafiij*- 
raifed. . Xhe negroes aflimulate themfelvcs as yniicb as poflj- 
blc to the in their drefs an^ manner of living ; but, 

they are^afily dlftinguifliahle by their woolly heads and flat 
"Matures. Both of them have feparate chiefs, but no one 
claims to be fovrreign ; tlyir povernment approaching more 
1*0 the republican than^yy other form. When the duke of 
Mmague\ attempt to people ?riis ifland, and that of St. 

Lucia took place, the French^ from Martinko and their other 
iflandtf repaired hither, and prepoft'cflbd the inhabitants, both 
negroes and Indians^ again. ft the EngUJh^ who, they faid, in- 
tended to make them flaves. All the endeavours of Mr. 

^ Egertoriy who, was lent thither by captain Viing^ to perfuade* 
the natives to fubmit to the duke of Mouiague\ proprietary* 
power, could not get the better rf this prtrpofli flion ; nor 
could the natives lorm any idea of th<» right whi«.h a king of 
England^ox any other potentate, had to dirpofe of their ifla.'d. 

'riicir numbers, which amounted in the whole to about 
^14,000, made them the more fccure. 

Mfi.Egerton thus failing in his folicitations, Mr. Braiih- <r/je 
waite^ who had been appointed !ieutenant*governpr under lilh or- 
Mr. Fringe was font from Antigua^ to Vhich ifland the fet- tempt to 
tleihent defigned for 8 t. Lucia had retired, in the Gtijin floop,ye///^^/^ 
attended by the IVtnehelfea roan of war, to make ^ frelh at- ^ut mi/- 
tempt upon the inhabitants. This became the more necef-*^«'*/>- 
fary, on account of the oid(?rs lately arrived' from England^ 
which were i^remptory, that a fcttlement IboiAd be made on 
St. Vincent. Mr. Braithwaite^ coming to an anchor cfF the 
ifland,*, was viflied by a perfon who pretended to be a chief, 
with twenty-two other Sihabitants, but he foon^had realon 
to believci that this chief was an impoftor, and had no other 
• view 
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view than to get from him ibme prefenti. The currents Cbc^ 
drove Mr. Braithwait/s Ibip off from this ftation, and he an* 
chored in a fpacious bay ro the leeward of tjfie ifland, whidi 
then prefented a place very proper' for mak£ig a fettlemeixt. 
Here he landed » but found the Ihore coverM vrxxYiIndiam^ 
headed by a Frenchman^ and all of them fire* 

arms. They immediately feized Rraithwaiti\ carried him ^mile 
up the country, where he was introduced to their general, who 
was furrounded by a guard or about loo Indians j fome with fir& 
arms, and others with bows and arrows. A Fnmhnmn 
ferved as interpreter between the chief and Braithxmtt^^\N\io 
found himfclf under a ncccfiity to ^qTcal his real errand, by 
pretending that ho had come upon the ifland only to wood 
and water ; and he offered to leave hoAages in cafe the chief 
coult^bc perfuaded to tiuft himfelf on board the Englijb ihip/ 
This offer was rejefted^^ and BraitUvaite was given to un- 
cicrftand|^ that^his iafeft courfc would be to get under (ail, as 
information had been received, that he intcp4>3k^or force a 
'fcttlefrient upon the iflh^d ; nor was he ^mmed iritlier to 
wood or water. Returning to the (horc, he found an adclUi 
tional number of negroes with f^e-aims ; but when he got 
into his boat be feiic on fliore a [^Ant of fome rci'relbmct^ts 
to the Indian chief. The ^cene now changed. The 
FrenJj interpreter, who had been placed as tutor over the 
favage general, was withdrawn* and the prefent was npt only 
received with great thanklulnefs, but the meffengcr was given 
to underfrand, that the Englijb were welcome to whatever 
the ifland affbrdt'd. A prefent of bows and arrows attended 
/ ibis compliment^ and ten, o( the Indians^ who fpokc very 
good FtehJi^ gvhig cm board Mr. Braitbwaitc ^ Oiip* offered 
to remain there as hoi^ages, if he chofc again to go on flio|;,e. 
Jjiaithwaitc f^wx. them on board the man of war, and went 
on (hore with captain ll'difon \ but ke found that the negroes 
and the Caribbtam were united, and that the negro chief had 
with him 500 blacks, mod of them armed with fire-arms. 
They offered to fuffer Braithwaiu to wood and water under 
a guard, and with difficulty he prevailed upon the Indian aifd 
negroe chiefs to go on board the innchelfea^ where they were 
^ very handfomefy entertained, and had prefents made them by 
^ capt. Being plied with liquor, Braithwaite difeovered 

that they werej'nvincibly refolvqd againft the Englijb making 
anyfetticmeqf upon their ifland ; and be was informed^ that had 
he owned any fuch defign when on (hore, they could not have 
protedlcd him. He underftood, at the fame time, that the 
Dutch had made a like attempt, without fuccefr ; that 
the /'Wik/f had furnilhed the inhabitants with fire-arms, and 
had promifed to fupport them with all the force of Ma^tinicQ^

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Bralthwaite^ notwithftanding all thik 
%ppoGitot]| leaVn^, that the Carihbeans and the negroes were 
equally ^eifc to^tbe French as to the EngUjh government,

the GRE'NJDIlfLAS,»rix GRENADINE 
• ISLANDS. 

^TT^HE chief of thefe is Grenada, which lies in weft long!- Deflripti^ 
A. tude, 6i. 40. and north lat. 12. It is |he laft of thc^^^^Urc* 
T'r'^indward Caribbees, and lies thirty leagues r:orih of New 
^Andalujia on the continent. According to faAier 7 Vr/rr, it is 
twenty-four leagues in compafs, but Labat ftiakcs it no more 
than twenty two, and it is faid to be aSout thirty rhiles in 
length, ana in (ome placgs fifteen in breadth. It abounds 
with vi*ild game and fifh, which, probably, occalioned the 
Cttribheans to refort in greater numbers to this than to 
any other of the Antilles illands. In 1638, the famous 
M^nf. Poincy, attempted *to make a fettlement here, but he 
was driven off by. the Carihbeans, Monf. Parquet^ the go- 
vernor of Martinico, xnyune 1650, carried over 200 men 
froip Martinico^ furnifhed with prefents to reconcile ehe ra- 
vages to them, biit with arms to fubdue them if they Ibould 
prove intradlable. It is not e^afy to account fbj the rijjht 
this Freiuhmdn had to make fuch a fettlement upon an iflarid 
^habited by natives, which had often difclaimed all 
ff to the French, The number of the latter are faid 
lightened the favages into fubmh&on ; end, if we are 
ihe French accounts^ their chief not only welcomed 
iisT. Vot, XLI. Q. tbo 
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Ehe hew fettlers, but, in confideration of fome (cifltrs^., 

hatchets, toys^ and the like, prefented to/ them, yielded to ^ 
Parquet the property of their ifland, only l^^crving^lei^ own 
habitations to themfelvcs. The French fet about raring to* 
bacco, and that which grew on this ifland was^ temarkjsbiy 
fine. They fcarcely had got in one crop when they ftegan 
to difeover that all the Teeming complaifancc of«th^ natives 
was diliembled 3 Tor they took every opportunity of furprifine 
and cutting off their new guefts. This produced a war^ and^ 
the French fetciers having received a reinforcement of 300 
men from Martinico^ forced thcLTavagcs to retire to* moun- 
tain, from whence, after exhauftiiT^*'ail their arrows and other 
weapon?, they 'rolled down large logs of wood upon their 
enemies. Soon after, they were joined by other fav^ges from 
tht neighbouring iflands, and attacked the French anew, but 
were again defeated 3 yet they were fo defperate, that forty of . 
themr whochad efcaped ftom the fword, thrcwjh^-nfelvcs over 
a prccipice^^into the fca. 'I'hc French fh .iHented their rage 
upon their Kabitationtf, which they deffrrfyed, together with 
all their proviiiuns 3 but frefh fupplics of Cartbbeans arrivings 
they renewed the war with gr**at briflenefs, and killed hum- 
beis of their enemies 3 the latter, ^ipon this, came to a refolu- 
tion of exterminating the whole fScc upon the ifland. An 
hundred and fifty of them accordingly attacked the favages* 
unawares, and moft inhumanly put to death the women and ' 
children, as well as the men, befidcs burning their boai» 
and canrci, to cut off all communication, of the few furvi- * 
vors, with the continent, or the neighbouring iflands. Not* 
withfiandingull thofe barbarous precautions, ihc Caribbeanf 
ftill proved the , irreconcileablc eneniies of the French 3 and 
their frequent infuiTe£fions at lad obliged Parquet to fell all 
his property in the ifland to the count de Cerillac in 1657, for 
30,000 crowns. The count fent thither a perlbn of brutal 
manners to govern it 3 upon which the better fort of the 
French abandoned ir, and he was (hot to death by thofe who 
remained. In 1664, more than 150 planters, out of 500 
who were fettled on the ifland when the count bought ir, 
lived upon it, and-hefoldit to the French India com-> 
pany for zoo,cco Hvres 3 but in 1674, they were obliged to fur- 
render all their rights in it to the Jcing. After this, it continued 
... . . be inhabited chiefly by F^nchj but never was fully fettled ; 
rk lA aftci*the conqueft of Martinico by the Englijo^ it wa^'^ 

ceMtotbe reduced ; the full properly of it, and the wenadines^ 
crown of ^ duller of fmall neighbouring iflands, was cemfirmed to 

Great-*^ the crown of Great^Britain^ *by the definitive! treaty of 
Britain, 
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and the Grtnadines produced very fine tim- 
ber, c(^oa-tree is obferved not to thrive fo well there 

as 1 ))/^ other '(lands; The latin-tree^ which urows here, 
h£ a tall body« and its Icaves« Isthen tied together, ferve as 
iwtoh t6r houfbs. A lake on a high mountain, about the 
nffile of the ifland, fupplies it with frefli- water ftreams,* 
iimich rAider its foil delightful. Several bays and harbours 
lie round the^flarid, fome of wRich might be fortified to 
gi^at a^vanta^ ; fo that it is very convenient for (hipping^ 
not ^ng fubjedt to hurricanes. Experience has proved, chat 
its foil is fit for pfoducifigi*6efidgs tobacco, fugar, indigo, peas, 
and millet ; and^ upon the whole, this ifland carries with it 
all the appearances of becoming as flourifhing a colony aS 
toy in the tVeJi^Indies^ of its dimeniions. The chief port is 
called Ltwis^ and (lands on the we^ fide of the ifland, ift 
.the middle of a large hay, with a fandy bottogi. is pre* 
tended tiAl . *hpurand barks from 300^10 400 t^ns, may ride 
fecure frogn ftorgidf and that 100 ^iips of if)oo tons each 
may be moored in the harbour. A large round bafon, which 
-Js*parted from, it by a bank of fand, if cut through, would 
Contain a 'confldcrable r^aiber of (hips, but at prefent 
large (hip8,*on accountd:^^r this fgnd-bank, are obliged to pafs 
within eighty paces of one of the mountains lying at the mouth 
of the harbour ; the op^iofite mountain lying at about half a 
'mile dillant. One of thofc mountains, .when the EngliJH 
^reduced the ifland, was (Irongly fortified, and might have 
made a good defence, but furrendered without firing a gun. 
'fhe truth is, the inhabitants, whq were no^very numerous, 
and but very ill commanded, Were amazed at, the redudlion 
of Martimco and Guadahupf^ and loft fpirir. Grenada^ 
however, ajt the time of its Airrender, contained' the facd of 
•a fettlemem, having a mean church, and fome places of 
rendezvous, where the French aflembled to defend themfelvea 
ffom the attacks of the favages. 

idAR^INICO, GUADA LOUPE, and the other 
French Caribbees. 

W E have already had acca|ion fo often to. mention the 
chief of the French Caribhee-JJlandst whpn, treaffng 
of the conqueft of' them by the En^Jh, that oiir defeription 
of them is in a great meafure anticipated^ and we (hall, there' 
fore, confine ourfe'ives to c|}e hiftorical fatSts before that pe- 
ri^. Miriinice is the largeft of all the Caribbte-fjhnds: It 
lira^tvjixt 14 and 15 deg. of north lat/ and between 60 
eta deg. 
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(leg. 33 fnin. and 6i deg. la min. well longitudjK al^out " 
twenty .leagues north-weft of Barbados. Itil faid t^^abotft 
fixty miles in length from north- weft to fo(ith-eaft its 
breadth is unequal. I'he produce of the ifland, bePides'^Q- 
bacco, is much the fame with that of Barbados^ and’its^TMfts 
abounds with turtle ; but the French are far from being^ (apt* 
pert as the Englijh are in that fpecies of ii{hin|j. ^ 

Firft fet^ In 1637, knanbuc^ a fanious fettler, 

tlement of brought from S/. Chrijhphers^ which then belongtdf. to fliat 
Martini- crown, a hundred foldicrs to Aiartinico^ all of theoi'wcll 
provided for forming a cology. 'J^IpMande’d at BetjJe TerrOy 
which lies Co the* weft, and fouth parts of the illand ; and if 
we are to believe the French^ the inhabitants yielded up to 
d' Ekianbuc all that coaft, on which he built a fort Called ST. 

at the mouth of^a river of the fame name, tho’ by fome 
it is called B^yal Anne. Upon the favages retiring, to Caps^ 
Jierrf% the n£w colonifts applied themfclvcsj;Qi^'^'* whatever 
the illand was capabfci of producing •, dtprcially, ^mandioca, 
peas, potatoes, cotton, and tobacco; for, at this time, the* 
culture of fugar was but little known to the French, D*Lni%::‘ 
buc then returned to St, Chri/IopOtC^j but left one du Pont to 
be his lieutenant-governor ,*n Atam\:ico. It is in vain for the 
French to pretend, that the inhabitants formed plots againft 
them, and murdered them whenever they had an opppnunity. 
The French^ by their own accounts, were the aggreflbrs 
invading the natives ; and it was natural for the latter to en- 
, deavour to repoflefs their own country. Hollilities multiply 
irig every day„ the new. fcttlcrs gave no quarter to the la- 
vages, who fending foraffillancc to all the neighbouring iflands,' 
they were joined by^ther Carilbeanu to the number of 1500, 
in canoes, from which they landed under the, fort. The 
French governor, on their approach, had removed all Ww 
men and provilions within his entrenchments ; fo that the 
ravages imagining the fort to be abandoned, advanced witfim 
piftol (hot of the walls, without any order. This was what 
du Pont had forefeen ; and, watching his time, he poured up- 
on the ravages a full difeharge of his cannon and mulketrf, 
which killing one half of them, the furvivors lied to their 
canoes 5 This difeomfiture of tlie Cartbbeans fecured to the 
French^ for fomc time, the qi^et polle/lion of their fettlements, 
which the3%.not only enlarged, but fupplied with freih colo-_ 
nifts drawn from St. ChriJIopbers ; fo that, in a Ihort time, 
the natives were obliged to fue to them for peace. 

The French then proceeded tc^a regular fettlementof the 
illand, A^hich they divided into five wards or parifhes. Each 
parilh contained achuich or chapel, an armoury, ftojrchoiifc^ 

dwells 
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'‘dtvdUn^oiiref, and other conveniencies. The governor 
took 11]^^ rcfi 4 cncc in St, Peter\ ward, on account of tKc 
fort\ vS^ave mentioned, but made a prefent of fomc fine 
raifed at tiie expence of the colony, to the jefuits, 
wlpjwere very powerful at Martinico^ as well as in the other 
fetllemencs, MartinUii notwithftandingall its natural 
•mntagoi, fuSered greatly at this time, by a report that its 
foiT'^oduced and harboured fcrpenti and other venomous rep- 
tiW'. Tfhis n^on prevailed fo flrongly, that the people of 
St. Chrijhphers^ and the neighbouring iflsnds, declined com- 
ing oti iliore at Martif^Uo^'Ani, the inhabitanos were obliged 
to carry their tobacco, \ehich tivey.now raifed in grcjt plenty, 
and of an excellent kind, on board the Jn procefs of 

time, tbey learned from Illr. Poincyy the fame who attempted 
tD fettle Grenada,, the art of cultivating the fugar cane p and 
Martinico then maintained 800 men lit to bear arms, bcfidaf 
covenantV fervants. • • 
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About the y'%-. '‘^i646, many of th^ inhabita*nts refund to Infurrtc- 
pay their •impofls* to the French cofhpany, within /mrj 

x^hgfr^harier Martinico was included, 'i'his'produced an 
lofurre^lioii in the illandy. which was quelled by the death 
oi' the chiefvingleaders^. it was about this time, that the 
diificiences which we have mentioned in thchidoryof Barha^ 
dos^ arofe between the Dutch and the Portuguefe in hrajil \ 

^and thef former rctuing from that country, landed Mar* 

^inico with fome rich Jews, who offered to feulc there. The 
jefjjits made a flrong*opporition to this propofal, on pietcnce 
that the new guefts would introduce judaii'm and.hercfy into , 

• the ifland. The large fums of /ready money which they • 

W'cre poflellcd of, prevailed over the je^its^rcmonfirances 
with the governor, to allow them a fettitment upon the ifland 

• in a feparafe quarter. The climate not agreeing with them, 
many of them died, whil% others moved off the ifland, and 
tfhe few who remained fet up public houfes, by which they 
acquired fortunes. But all this while, the pofleffion of the 
French themfelves in Martinico was very precarious, on ac- 
count of a general revolt of all the Carihheani from their 

S vernment. Nothing but the mod horrible maifacrcs enfued. 

any of the more diffolutc among \\it French fpiiitcd up the 
favages ; and Parquet^ who was then governor of ilfb ifland, « 
was befieged in his own hoefe, where he muft have beeu 
murdered, had be not been relieved by the artival of (ome 
Dutch (hips, who feeing fevtral parts of the ifland in flames, 

Ignded 300 men^ and defeated the favages. This gave Par* 
quit ap opportunity of taMng the field ; and the natives, with 
the negroes who had joined them, were every where fltughiered , 
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or obliged to fly to Dominica and St. Vinant. By th^Tflightt 
ithe French became maflers of Capejierre^ ai(d at tbe 

whole ifland, having clapped up a peace with the^Mjgh* 
flouring Carihbeans. In 1650* the icing granted the'^ld 
French IVeJi India company his licence to fell Martinic^it. 
Lucia^ Grenada 9 and the Grenadines^ to Parquet^ who^^ 
chafed them for 50^000 livres. / ' ^ ’ 

MARTINICU becoming thus Parquet^s pnyate property^ 
was of no great fervice to 0 /d France. Its iirliabitaircs Mug 
pnder little or no controul, traded with the Englijh^ D 0 ch^ 
and other European nations; but laJEl, Lewis the XrV^tb,i 
in 1664, redeemed the ifland from 'the proprietaries, and 
granted it to a new Wejl India company. Next year, this 
company being united with that of Cayenne^ they po^chafed 
all th!^ other French Caribbee Iflands^ to which they appointed 
governors. This change of property made little or^no altc-, 
ration iivthe sfiTairs of AfariinicOf where the (ainp^iifes con-r 
^ tinued., and the fame K^jcit trade was can^^d^^^nas before, to, 
the vafl prejudice of tne French revenue ;** but a*l lafl, in 
1674, the French king fupprefled this new company"hke-r 
wile, and all the forementioned inlands became part of his 
domain. After this, Martinico by /the famous. 

Dutch admiral de Ruyter ; *«nd we nave, in th^ biftory of 
Barbados^ already given an account of the expeditions under- 
taken by the Engltji) againft this ifland. But though thofe 
expeditions were unfuccefsful, they were of infinite prejudice 
to the French^ the mod wealthy of their planters retiring, 

< with their e Je6&, to places w.here they could live with more 
' fecurity, many orf them moving to Old Frasice itfelf. Lahaty 
who was then iippn^the ifland, attributes the calamities which 
the natives fuffered, t6 a kind of an epidemical frenzy, which 
broke out among them, and drove many of them to put an 
end to their own lives, while others were guilty of fuch ex- 
travagancies, as proved them to be totally void of all reafoift 
The bed cure fot this madnefs was, found to be darknefs, alow 
diet, and fevere badinadings, which fometimes brought the 
patients to themfelves. 

In the year 1700, the J^nnehy fettled upon the ifland ol 
Martinicfy were computed to be 1 500, befides the negroes, 
• whom they employed, and great numbers of Caribbeans^ who 
wer^ readmitted into the ifland,' but were obliged to work as 
daves, and t(^*Iive among the Erenchy tha^t they might have 
no opportuniry to form confpiracies and plots with their coun-^ 
^rymen, or to aflbeiate together. Qn the 29jth of Odlebery 
^727, Mariinico was in danger bf being dedroyed by an 
Earthquake) which laded, with very (hort intervals, for eleven

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ASurSf Diirw down St. Peter's Fort. • Many loft theif 
lives in tmcal9fi|«ty ; and befides churches, convents, and 
otheiL jpflmc buildings, above 200 Aigar-works were ruined. 
Q(i^mountaiii was levelled, ;yiother cleft in two, and copi*- 
oUsfttre^ins of water ilFued IA)tn the fifiure. A few years 
regraded the ifland, and the inhabitants having the Gua- Ps JU il- 
• fugjirs (hipped from thence, with many other advan* rijhin^ 
their mofthcr- country, gsew rich and flour idling. 

Befpre was rabdued by the Knglijh^ it could raife 10,000 
whitqlhjnroitants, (it to carry arms, and above 40,000 ne- 

f rroes t)r (laves. Beftd^ this force, fomc companies of regu- 
ars were always quarteftd in theJfland ; fo that the French 
at'laft gave it out to be impregnable ; and it is certain, that 
npthingjbut the moil notorious mifeonduA, as we have al- 
ready obferved in the liiflory of Jiarhadosy could have Ven- 
dered the Britijh troops mailers of it ifith fi> little lo's as they* 
Tudered irf«.ts conquefl. 2 * 

MARTHA iC<) *5 not only the cViief of all the French 
Caribbee of Antilles Tjlundsy but the rcndence of*the governor- 
and the intendant of them. It is likewKe the feat 
ofa fovereign council, wl^?h fuperintends all their other 
iflands, and a^en their (^Icments in St. Domingo and Tortuga. 

This council confifts ofihc govcflior-gcneral, the intendant, 
the governor of the ifland, an attorney-general, the lieute- 
nant-gtfvernor for the crown, and twelve counfellors. Its 
powers arc very extenfivc, for it judges in the lad refort upon 
all. matters that come*before its coutt by way of appeal. 7 'be 
governor-general, if upon the ifland, is prefideht (ff the coun- 
cil, or in his abfence, the intendant. If both are abfenr, 
ihc eldeft counfelicr then prefenc colle£)s she fetes, and pro- 
nounces the fentence of the court, the cSbnilitution of which 


,is preferable to Che like in Old France^ as the members rife 
to their feats by merit only. The other officers on the ifland 
ate two lieutenant-governors, one for Capejlerrty and another 
for Bajfe Terre^ with a fecretary of the marine, whofe com- 
n^ion is very extenflve. But fome of thofe high-founding 
omcers have more power and honour than profit attending 
them, their revenues confifting chiefly of fome exemptions 
of their negroes from the capitation- tax, and a fc^ cafual 
perquifites, but thofe not confiderable. 

The French governor-general is commonly a man of qua- 
lity, and both'he, the intendant, and the Heutenint-governor, 
ace paid out of the finances of Old France. The governor 
of Marfinicoy as well as of Guadalupey are paid in fugar, as 
indeed are all the ofiiceif of the illand, exceptir^ feme in- 
coofidetable fums, that ifl'ue from the treafury of Old France 
‘ Th< 
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The hundred weight of fugar is rated at four h'vr^en fots. 
The governors are allowed 60,000 poiindsi<Weiglf& y^ith a 
penfion of 1000 crowns, paid in Old Ftafice. 'i"hcia|eate« 

, nant-governors have 20,000 pornds weight, and 5000 Jrtee 
falary. The king’s judges, att^nnics, and other othcers^^e 
each an allowance of 6000 weight ; but the cuunfellor!l^^ 
the fovereign council have no more than 1200 <ci^ht^, 1 ‘ 
twelve of their negroes, • exempted from cam*at ion- 

tax. This is a tax paid by the white and jthc free 
negroes, who are hired iervants, and confifls of ibo jlvnight 
of coarfe fugar -a year, for each domestic (Tr negro, wTio is 
employed in manufadluring ft ; ancf of fix livres for every 
other. All proviAons imported into the ifland are fubjcfl to 
a du^ of one per cent, in fpecie, and a third of all forkrituree 

S nd fines goes to the crown. Martinico owes its flourifhing 
:^tc, in a great mcafurlf, to the govcrnmci^ having, 

tranfporftd thither, by way of puniOifncnt, ^eaf^’numhers 
f of its' proteftai^ fubjc&^i iomc of whotrwvpruntarily fettled 
there. , * 

Jir tf 7 ‘hough Martinico is generally faid to be healthKff'^ . 
Marti* people fettled upon it, yet it is cet^ain, that the vail quantity 

liico. of water which runs through it, creaks a humidii^y, which 19 
very noxious to the conftitutions of the inhabitants. Martin 
nico is likewife much fubjedt to epidemical ciifcafes, but thofe 
chiefly imported in fliips from Jfta and Africa. LahaU who" 
refided upon the ifland, fays, that a French Ihip from Siom^^ 
in bringing off the remains of two colonics they had 
• there, landiTd at Martinicoy where the crew and the pailen- 
gers infe£led thd inhabitaitts with a moff horrible diflemper, 
which corrupted the whole mafs of the blood ; and, after 
producing the moff (Hocking fymptoms amorw thofe afFcAed 
with it, the patient generally died iq four or hve days. This • 
was in the year 1705. As we know very little of Martinico^ 

Tt having been too (hort a time in our cuffody after its con'^ 
queft, for us to be perfedly acquainted with it, • we are obli- 
ged to have rccourfe to the French waiters for our deferiptiqn 
of the ifland. 

De/erip-t SJINT PETERS^ which we have already mentioned to ' 
thn ^ St. have be^n the capital of Martinico^ was built in j66$, in 
Peter’s, * order to overawe the mutineers of the ifland againit its 
and ether proprietors, the fecond tVeJl-Jkdia company, who were at 
the fame timi the proprietors of all the French 'Antilles. The 
she ifland. extends . along the fliore ; and a battery, which 

commands the road, is ereAed on the weft fide, which is 
wa(hed by« the river Royolan^ or &'r. Peter. The principal 
fnC7 to tho fort is from the call ; and the fort itfelf^ towards 

thp 
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the very ftrong. Upon the high ground, which over- 
looks jypptownl is built a wall, which extends thirty-five 
fatbojS^ and is well mou^d with cannon, with a large 
soM^^ac each extremity. T^is foitification commands the 
paf^c and the town. Tht^ort has no ditch, nor covered 
but the walls are four feet and a half thick, with a pa- 
r^t*anA battlements of finne, and the gates are defended by 
ftron^vDallifa^i^s. ' Vhe parade *is a fquare, of about 300 
feet, fu\roundOT on three Tides by boufes, from which live 
llreits j'un, and with the fort in its front. The town it/cif is 
divided into thr?e wa*ds f^the middle, which is properly St, 

Peters^ begins at the ftfi-t, and* runs weftw^rd to the battery 
of St, Nicholas^ which is mounted with eleven guns, and is 
dituate^ on a mountain. Under the walls of the (ecend 
ward, (hips ride at anchor more fecurely than urider the fort,; 

/or which rcafon, this ward is callcS the Anchora^c^ and ex- 
tends frJ>n the battery of Si, Nichohs xo i\\viX <>i Sf^ Rohtif^ 
which bounds tl\e *own on the wefiyiSe. 'I'he third Vard,* 
called^c Galhr'y^ extended along the Tea- fide,, from fort St, 

PAff to the Jvfuits river ; but 100 houfes of it were dc- 
ftroyed by a hurricane ir* 1695. afterwards rebuilt, 

and becain^sthe moft fy^puloiis ward of the three. But ihofe 
fortifications, formidable as llie^ aj'pear upon paper, made a 
very inadequate defence againft the EngliJI)^ when they re*- 
duced *:hi8 ifland. 7*he houfes of St, Pcter\ particularly 
thofe of the intendant, the governor of the ifland, and the 
other public officers* were found to be neat, commodious, 
and elegant. The parifli church of St, Peter is Built of (lone,* 
its front is of the Doric order, •*and ever/ thing about ir, 

(hewed both the taftc and magnificence of tlic jefuits, who 
officiated in it ; the whole being 120 ftet long by 36. The 
church of'thc .which belongs to the Jacobine friars, 

is likewife of ftonc, and is 90 feet long by 30 ; two cha- 
rts belonging to each church. 7 'he building of this church 
was greatly forwarded by the officers of the marine, who or- 
^red their crews to affift in it ; and therefore they enjoy 
(ome particular ma^ks of difiin£)ion, fuch as pews and bury- 
ing-grounds. Nothing can be more delightful than the walk 
from the yard, in which this church ftands, to thm Jacobine 
convent. It is formed by two rows of fine orange-trees,* 
and crofled by two others,* half a mile in* length. **The 
kitchen-garden of the convent is furni(hed with au kinds of 
delicious fruits. The jcfuits-cloifler is built of marble and 
free-ftdhe, and commands a very fine profpeA over a grrat 
variety of gardens and vineyards. 


FORT^ 
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FOKt-ROTAL i» the next place of great con(e(u|$ce In 
Jkbrtimco^ and it lies by land at the dift4nce dH fevcJEjiguest 
and nine by water from fort St, Peter ; but the land^^d is 
fo very incommodious, that travellers generally chute 
by water. This fort is built ran an eminence, iiftcen^^ 
eighteen fathom above the furface of the fea, by which 
furrounded, excepting a neck of land, of about fifteen fatho^, ' ' 
over ; fo that the fort may be fald to lie in un't^mus.^lt is 
built of earth, and its chief defence conlids o^he f(ytific »» 
tions raifed upon this iftrimus, which are two demr^D^lfi^ns 
and a half-moon, but all of them fmall ^ a vfti ditch, a lla- 
cis, and a covered - way paliifadoed. Qjf the flank of one of the 
demy-baftions lies the harbour, which ha^ a communication 
with a fortified platform by a pair of flairs. On that fide, the • 
fort is%ut in by a double wall ; and a parapet, with (bme 
port-holes, lies towards ^he fea. The foil, on which the 
town is built, ]s a kind of a quickfand ; but thoughnit con- 
tains regular fireets, aini one large churej^ belonging to the 
capuchins, it is* faid nor to be comparable'to St.^Peten^ 
Cul de Sac Rotert^ which lies in this iflaiid, is a Urg^1nqK«« 
almoft two leagues deep, with ti^ little iflands at its en- 
trance, which, by breaking the force ^f the way.^^, renders 
the bay a line, fafe, natural 7tar hour \ for the largeft ihips, 
which may be admitted here, to a great number, may reach 
the fiiorc by a plank in many places. Fort Ttinity liesbt the 
bottom of TrinitySay^ and is formed by Point de Caravely on 
the eafl fide, and on the wefl by an ifthiAus, which is joined 
to the land bv^'a deck, about 2CX> feet broad. It is faid, that 
{he tide hereflow^to the hcljght of fii'tccn or eighteen inches, 
and in new and Tull anoons, to above twotfeet, which con- 
tradicts a common opiiflon that there is no reflux, or if any, 
only an imperceptible one, between the tropics. The lieuie- 
nant-govt.'^nor of Capeferre has his rcfidencc in Trinhy-Town^ 
which is likewife iiil.abited by a confiderable number of mer-^ 
chants, and by its convenient fituation for the European trade, 
and the fafecy of its port, during the hurricane- feafon, is be<^ 
come one of the mod; thriving pariibes in the illand. The 
manufafiures of cocoa, fugar, cotton, and other commodi- 
.;iies, carric;|| on here, are very confiderable. In former times, 
tiic Caribbeam or natives had their chief town at Carbety (fo 
called /rom them) near Fort St, Petery in Bajfe Terre, The 
rivulets and gifilies which abound in MartinicoyjttndeT tra- 
velling upon the ifland very incommodious ; but under the 
direction of a better government than chat which Mdrtinico. 
bad when it^was conquered by the EhgUJhy thofe gullies might 
be made highly fervice^ble ip defending the ifland. 
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THEWweftof Martinico^ in a manner^ clofed the ope* ReJU&t§ni 



ra^er, becaufe their minifter^ at foreign courts had in no 
decent terms reproached that of London^ for want of 
in fitting out an armament againlt an ifland that 
might'fecurelj^^d defiance to all their power, b/^its artificial 
hsaweil^as nabaval ftrength, and the numbers, fpirit, and 
marliaLditpofition of its inhabitants. This conquefi, as we 
have'alroady partly oUerved, facilitated the redufiion of the 
other French Caribbee-IJUands^ziii^m a manner annihilated all 
their power there. As to the inhabitants of Mariinico^ 

Shey remained with great tranquillity under the military go- 
vernment of the Englijb^ during the (hort time they h«d it, 

..and even feemed well-pleafed at tfieir change of maftePs. 

This dil^jfition proved very favourable to xYiclEngBJh^ who 
having, by that qmc, refolved upon %n^expedition agairrft the « 
HceOannafi% were obliged to draw oft great part «both of their 
a‘nd fea- forces from Martinico^ to reinforce that expedi- 
tion. During a negotiat'^on for peace, that was managed 
between on t])e part of his Britannic majefty, and 

M« BuJJy on that of the French fburt, the latter feemed from 
the beginning to have made no difficulty of putting the Englijh 
in pofldlfion of Canada^ provided they could recover Guada>^ 

'^fupe ; but Mariinico being, conquered, they added to the 
Englijh the pofleffion’of Louijiana^ almoft as^ far as New Or- 
leans, * ^ \ 

1'he fubjeds of Great Britaii^ howevet, not forcfccing Stipalatiom 
what turn thofe negotiations might take, ha\l availed themfelves regardh^ 
of the conqueft of Martinico and GuJdalupe^ by opening in Martinico 
. both iflands a very pioqiifing trade ; and even numbers of 
them fettled there. It was therefore neceiTary to prevent all ^ 

I6fs and inconveniency to private property, to fpecify in the 
cigth article of the definitive treaty, that all Britijh fubje&s, 
who (hall have fettled in the fa«d iflands, or thofe who 
inail have any commercial affairs to fettle there, or in the 
other places reftored to France by the prefent treaty, (haU have 
liberty to fell their lands and their eftates, to fettle thvir affairs, 
to recover their debts, and to bring away their efFedls, as ' 
well as their perfons, on board ve&Is, which they (hdl he 
permitted toifend to the faid iflands, and othei^ places refto- 
red as above ; and which (hall ferve for this ufe only, without 
being rt^ined on account of their religion, or under any 
other pretence whatfoever, except that of debts, or of crimi- 
nal prdfccutions ; and for this purpofc, the term of eighteen 
2 months 
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months t$ allowed to his Britannic majefty^ febje^ to ba ^ 
computed from the day of the exchange or the rn^tions 
of the prefent treaty ; but, as the. Wberty granted to^S firi- 
tannic majc(ty’s fubje<9s, to br^g away their perfons -and^ 
their eftedts, in veilels of theirmation, may be liable to alA* 
fes, if precautions were not taken to prevent them rif'w 
been ex prefly agreed between his iJr/to/w/c majeft)^ arid ftV’ • 
moft Chriflian majefty, that the uumher* of*^o/ijhj0i^lc\s, 
which (hail have leave to go to the faid ifltmos any pl aoesC 
redored to France^ fliall be limited, as well as Inc; i) 4 m- 
ber of tons of each one ; that fhcytfhall *‘go in baHaft;

In confequcnce of this oi\the 2Clh December^ 

1763, public notice was give n iu the London Gazette^ for all 
merchants and others concerned in the trade to Martinico^ 
and the other reftored iflands, to fend in to lord Haiiifdx^s of- 
fice all the above fpccificd particular^, ih.it his lordfhip know- ' 
Nig the nutiihcrs of the veflels, might accordingly apply to 
•the coiiits nt l'ra?:cc anu Sf-ain for paHj'orts. Upon the whole, 
the /w/i'A fliewtft, dusing the whole t('uife of the negocia- 
tion, ancagernefs fffr the reflitution of the three iflands ^«r- 
finicOj GuarUioup^^ anck St, Lucia^ that was impolitic ; and, 
prol>ably, muft be iiiefl'ectual. 'Fhqir retaining the property 
of St, Lucia may be feme advantage to them, but can be of 
no detriment to Great- Britainy as we (hall farther remark iif' 
our account of Dominica,, I'hc French^ by all accounts, are 
endeavouring to give this ifland all the additional ftrcngtjf 
that it can admit of; but they are undoubtedly miftaken in 
imagining as they do, that they ever (hall be able to revive 
that gainbil fugar- trade which they carried on before the laft 
\var Kom Mariinico, The acqiiilition that has been made 
hy the Englift) of the other Carilbee IJJands^ where fugar, in- 
digo, cotton, *and the like commodities may be raifed in as 
great perfedion, and with as much facility, as they can be in 
their iflands, muft foon convince them of their error r^efides 
the infinite«lo(le8 they have fuftaineJ in their North Anurican 
pofleffions, which uled to fuppiy their iflanders with many 
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^eceflat^ for' their plantations and commerce, and litcewife 
took jpant r.ies of their fugar, rum, and molaiies.

I'hofe pafYi- 
culars ra^fe (bme fufpicion as to the ^racity jbf tint Spmiijh 
accounts ; unlefs ive can fuppofe ch^'matives^ either to have, 
defi?eiided from the inhabitants of the old worlt), or to have 
acqtfiTed fome knowledge of manufa£iures after the iwm former 
voyages of Columbus. Honey, wax, pompions, (for fu a baf- 
tard kind pinc>app{f is called) a fort of cinnamon-tree, 
maftic, aloes, fandel-wood, giifgcr, and feveral other 
India fruxxs^ were found here in large quantifies. "J 'he birds 
difcov&red on the ifland were parrots, partridges, turtle-doves, 

' 'herons, falcons, to mention no others; becaufe the hiflories 
of places, which coflie from the firft difeoverers of Amn iar^ 
ought to be read with great caution. Whatevc^may be in* 
this, Colnmbusy who, notwithilbnding hS per/enal merits, 
and the obligations he has laid the public^nof^y difeoveriog 
Anurica^ was no other. than a comnitiflioncd pirate, acting 
under the authority of two powers, the pope and the king of 
iSpe//i,*\Jho had no right over the places he conquered. He 
Behaved accordingly ; for after landing his men, he plundered 
and burnt the huufes of the natives. 


4 GUADALUPE lies thirty leagues north-weft from Marti- 
nico^ and is fuppofed to be near an hundred leagues in compafs. 
We know nothing of its hiftory from the time of Columbus 
landing on and plundering it, till the inftitution of tjie French 
general company of the American iflands in 1635, within* 
whofe commif&on Guadahupe lay. This com'pany being un* 
able of thcAifelvcs to plant or cultivate theft iflands, em- 
powered M. St. Olive^ or, as he is called by LabaU de Leline^ » 
who their lieutenant-general of St. Chrijlophers^ which 
was then a flouriftiing pfantation, and one du PU^ts^ to con- 
tradl with fome merchants of DiePpey for feeding Guadahtipf. 

The 
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The religious differences in Frana^ at that time^ Jewell d 
in England^ foon produced adventurers, beliwMhe in- 
ducement of enjoying liberty of (cd>:icience, were ffl&ulatcMl 
by views of intereft, which, WC(^Oi united all par^ and 
religions in fuch adventures. fThofe merchants concra^ed 
with 400 men, who were obliged to ferve them three ycmi 
but many of the adventurers, who were proteftant#, did^>V 
imagine that the ngw fettlcment was abrohitetMindcr^^fS^i- 
reAion of cardinal Richelieu^ who fent along^ith tjliem feu/ 
Dominican h\m^ provided with very full powers ffoi2ir))ope 
Urban the Vllltb. The commiffinn qf the' adventurers' from 
the general company of the Americalk iflands left it optional 
to them to fettle either MartinicOy Dominica^ or Guadaloupe. 

MARTINICO^ as being the mo(t promifing, was^f^ched 
feofling^ on s but when the colonifts landed on that ifland, nothing but 
mountains and precipices prefented to them t and they.voun^, 
it full of thofetferpents and poifonous animals ive ha»;e already 
„ mentmned, which der^rmined them, aftg: eredting a crofs in 
lign of poiTcffion, to remove to Guadaloupe. Thc:'!^alijfe of 
this ifland, by what has fallen from the French zzA'^SflmiJb 
writers, was, at this time, far from being unknown to the 
Europeans i for we are told that the J^ominhans J^ eA obtained 
the miffion of it, on the ifierit of eighteen of their order 
(Spaniards in all probability) having been put to death there 
in 1603 and 1604. The adventurers happened to make an 
unfortunate choice of the place on which they landed ; for thcr 
foil, which was red, feemed to be proper Only for making 
• bricks. Asf an addition to this misfortune, their two conduc- 
tors, D*Okve alld da Plijfs^ difagreed in the partition of 
their commanS; which afterwards proved very detrimental to 
the colony ; and they had been guilty of an unpardonable 
overfight^ in not carrying along with them provifihns fuffici- 
ent to fubfift them for at .lead twelvemonths, without the af- 
fiftance of the natives. On examining their fiores, the'y 
found no more left chan could maintain them for two months, 
and the two chiefs dividing them between them, as well as 
their men and ammunition, agreed to feparatc, 
biftroj/is DDlive built fort £/• Piter j fo called, becaufe he took pof- 
ofthici*^ feOibn of Jt on that faint’s eve. At hrft, the natives were 
«far from (hewing any-difguft or diflike towards them. On 
the rontrary, they affifted theiii in rearing their huts, and 
furnilhed thefai with caffava-bread, with feed fjr raifing to- 
bacco, cotton and peas, and even caught them to catch tur- 
tle and ocher filh in canoes. It is probable, that thc«^auloni{l8 
made ungrateful returns for thofe acts of friendOiip, for other- 
wife we can fcarcely account for the dreadful famine, with

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^whlcAl iif <a Ihort time they were afflided. This (wcame fy 
raging^gfter their bread, that many of them died 

of bi'^y fiultps,^c|^e^ni;»ired to St. Chrijiophers^ and thofe 
wh</ reamed, were ledufi^ to the horrible neceffity of even 
devo^ng'dead bodies, whii^ they pulled from the graves. 

A (pip arriving from Dieppe^ with 140 men, landed a month’s 
^jproViAqn^ but that being (pent, the famine and mortality 
.f<ig?.d as rn^^^as ever. Notwithftanding the horrors of this 
^ narrative, tTia'^iferies of the fcttlers muft have been partially 
alleviated, oidicr by the commiferation of the natives, or the 
produce of th£ grounds (1. as it is impoflible to conceive they 
could fubfift tn fuch rf:ifery for pear five years, which father 
la informs us they did. Their fdfFerings, however, 

• great, and famine had reduced their bodies to fuch 

.p f^te ot fgeaknefs, that they were unable to clear the ground, 
fq,«s to rdife other plants, roots, fiuits, or corn. 

In (re courfe of thofe calamities du by which thnugb 

fly:; diredlion of the colony devolves upon D* Olive* T'ht; the mijma* 
Fnench ihemfelves obferve, tilat the fettlers were equally nagememt^ 

afPsii^'iCd by the infatiable avarice and cruelty of their com- rf 
manders.as by the hand nf Providence. D'Otivi^ at laft broke 
with the<'\vages, numbers of whom he mallacred, as being 
the readied way to pi?)cure fubfidance. As ufuaf, they ap- 
plied to the Caribbeans of the neighbouring ifiands^ who attacked 
the French in fuch numbers, that fo many of them were cut 
oif, as fcarcely to leave to the remainder the name of a co- 
lony. And indeedv when we confider the calamities they are 
laid to have ftruggled with, it is furprifiifg t^at any oni( 
among them was left alive. are, therefoij^, reafonably 

to prefume, that their fufferings were oovkrSfkted.by them- 
felves or their hidorrans ; efpccially, as tbe/var between them 
and the jjg^beans is faid to have been ^rried ^on with great 
flaughTSr and cruelty on both (ides, from January 1636 to 
*^1639. During this period, it appears even from the French 
accounts, that feveral reinforcements were fent them, both 
fiovcyoEurope St. Chrijiepher*s% but they tell us, that all 
,jtfieir convoys of provifions mifearried, as if the band of Ood 
had been upon the colony toblad it. We need not, however, 
fearch for extraordinary caufes, when natural ones ryadily pre-»' 
fent themfelves ; for it Is generally allowed, that the tyranny and 
rapacioufnefs of D'Olive Were infupportabl6, and thit the 
Golonilts retolved to undergo any extremity, rkther chan con- 
tinue undci* it. When the fettlcment was brought to its »

7 'he ifland fiad no 
harbour ; ii was expofed to the defeents of the mercilcfs Cd- 
ritbeans ; and it was not yet difeovered that it was capable

For ihis purpofe, pretend ! (for the whole fiends 
to have been a pretemtp, and a very ihameful one too) that 
they had received intelligence of the Caribbean magicians 
having inftigated the natives to maflacre the Fren^f and the 
Euglijh^ they attacked thofe poor favages by night, and droved 
from the ifknd, all whom they did not murder. 'J'hough thu 
jjmaflacre was committed under pretence of the natives being 
>^V/)iouf, yet no proofs have been brought in fupport of furh 
a'cMige, and it is plain^that the mafiiicre of the favages was 
committed only on account of the diflike they»might have 
exprefled at the new fcttkrs invading their land, and abrid<:- 
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ing them of their liberties. I'hc twrj European chiefs of 
the ifland returned to their refpedive countries, where their 
inhumanity was highly approved of. ’ Warner was made it 
knight, and governor of the EngUfi part of the ifland, as 
Dejhambuc was of the French. The latter pretended, that* ” 
the fettlers of both nations had pitched upon him for their 
governor, and he talked to Richelieu fo plaufibl; , iha|C"a 
French American company was erefltrd in the year 1626. It 
is not unlikely, that captain Warner talked to his court in 
pretty much the fame flrain, for an EngUfi) American company 
was eflablifhed the fame year. ^ 

The Java- In the mean w«hil^, the expuifion of the Carihheam had 

/fj alarmed thofe of the neighbouring iflands, and of the con- 
tbs ijland, tinenb; and they made a dwfeent upon St.ChriJlcphe/s to the | 
ivumber of about jor^oco in their canoes. ./Vhc Englljh 
and French were no (grangers to their intention, ans^ made 
proper difpofirion to receive them.

The flourilhing ftate of St, Chnjio’- 
fhej^s^ which the Spanlatds had always confidcred «s the moft 
valuable of the Canbbee IJlanJs, awakened the jealrsily'of the 
court of Madtid fo great if « that don Ftcdcrn de Toledo tbok 
upon him the cooimaRd of a formidable fleet, confiding, aa 
we ate told, of twenty- four great (hips, and fifteen fiigateSy 
fo drive the two nations from St Cht ifloph^r'^s^ fo as to pi event 
their dillurbing the Sbantjb c'olonies tTlhcr in the IFeJi-Indm^ 
or upon the continent.

Hxi^fc mch wc/c We dirpofitions by land* the Englijh 
"iKips of warV. Ming dow\to BaJJiTerre^ began to cannonade 
it* upon which the Frenchy attcr firing a round efr two* 
abandoned and fee on fire the town* which was faved from 
deftrudion by the Ltdijh Tailors* who came on Ihore from 
their frigates. When\his news was brought to the general^ 
he inl^antly fet out for ^^ffe Terrcy as thinking it a proper 
place for lefrcfhing his me^. and intending that they (hould 
be quartered jthere chat verV night. Upon bis arfjval, he 
' found, that the enemy, either through deiign .or burry, had 
Ijft great quantities of wine* and other ftrong yquors icf the 
fAt and the town. He knew the confequences of intoxica* 
fatigued troops, with the dreadful diforders it always 
introdCc.cs. He concealei^the liquors* or removed them to 
the mafs-houfe* where be ordered bis own company of guards 
to take jpoft under colonel Byam. He then gave out the word 
for the army to reft all night under arms at. the jefuics con* 

T a ^ vent. 
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vent, which was about a mile from Tern fort. AIL. 
this was cffedled chiefly' by the prudenc,e and fpirit of the oj^'^ 
ficers, who bore all the inconvcniencies of their quarters'/ 
efpccially« thofe of a very wet night, equally with the mcaneft 
ioldicr. Plenty returned in the morning to the troops, by the 
good condiid of the general, who found abundance of cattle, 
and ftorcs of cvciy kind in their camp, and in the ^convent ; 
only the com mifl'ary- general had it in charge to fecure the 
fhoni! liquors, which were didributed fo as to refrefh but not 
to intoxicate them. As to the tpwn, the common foldiers 
had ftee iibinty to plunder it } hut the^vcneral found it mount- 
ed with fixiecn gdris; which, though they had been ipiked, 
he found means a^ain to render fcrviceable. 

^feynthns I'lic troops continued fot- two clays at BaJfeTerre^ during 
tf t/ejitor time, major Gt*^nthorp^ with a detacbment of 150 

iC;: ^ men, dro';c the Fta^.h from an important poft in the ncigh- 

lirfhc bourhfjoJ. N'cxt day prcfcnied a oioft dreadful fcenc; for 

ihc rn^rocs, who had lurked in chj mountains ever 

Jince their malfcrs had been carried olF the ifland, came down, 
and fet all the fngar and oilier woiks of the tncmyi^m 
fo that St. ChnJiophcFs feemed to be but one contimrny Ti' y.e ; 
notwithflanding the almolf iu' cITant rrMris felt‘d and 

laid the EngUjh under unfpeakablc dilcouragcments. aiu/ dif- 
advantages. T'hc general, biwcvwr, continued to aduance 
againft tne fort of liajfe Terre^'^t ftrongeft which thc.//r;itA 
had in the ijlmd; but, through the cojuinual rains he was 
obliged to dhcamp within three ^miles- -qf. i^^ At he 
matched wirhiii ? mile of st, while the menorwar fent on 
iliorc all their wbwd-barrows, (hovels, pick-axes, and josltcl 
utcnfils for a ficge, "and fell down .'o Baffi Terre/<ffi road. 
I'he reader will, perhaps, be furprize' , that unicfr the Engttjfi 
have miftaken their journals, all. mis variety 'of operations 
did not* take up above four and twenty-hovrs ; for we find 
the Efiglijh general and his army, on the 20th of Jum^ en- 
camped before the fort, under the covsrrt of a high hill, the 
fummit of which was fccured by a di^uchment. 

It being refolved to batter thc.aort from this hill, great 
guns were accordingly landed ndxt day ; and, in two days 
after, C2^prain Khb)\ in the Sudi:cfs man of war, at the head 
of the marine regiment, cleared a path tor the artillery, whic/i 
was 'accordingly mounted on a platform, and well fecur^ 
againft the enemy’s (ire from the fort« On the 30th of 
the cannonading began from this eminence with 
while the fort was battered at the 'fame time by the frigates 
fiom the dfd road, and the army took place in a deep ravine, 
or ditch, within mufket-£hot of its walls. Next day, they

BefokIi this, the Ftench inhabitants of St. Jii>rihohmeVf 
who had been fent piifoncrs to Niyii, were carried to Si.Cbrif- 
topher's j where, meeting with thclr^»'ivcs and childterr, they, 
deftred to return ‘10 \heir *;wn iflaiul, and Itve there as fub« 
jedls of Great Britain. The general granted requeft, 
and "nc fent them back tr their,ovvn iihiul, under captatn 
'he Graudt one of its old inhabi ant!;, v/li.. hi^d it faithfully, 
during fome {rears, tor the crown rf But notwith- 

fland^ing the'-furrender of St.Chitj:.^l:jr s, yet it was iuund 
neceflary to kfcep a vciy.flridt cyc over th», jvho, with 

their (laves, ftill contutued in the muuiitains, and often fur- 
prifed the Englifl), of whom they killed at one tnue,no fer^^r 
than fifteen out of a Angle foot conipaiiy.

St. Chrif. The ifland of St. Chriflopker's crl itinucd in /lie hands 
topher’s the Eagh^ till the peace of Ryfituk, withoo't any materia'i 
rtfiareito occurrence happening. In 1697, colonel CoUingwood being 
/iw French fent over to the Leeward JJIands with his regiment, fettled at 
h the St. Cbrifiopher's with his wife and farmly, to whom the cli- ' 
treaty of mate proved mortal. The peace^f Ryjwick reftorcd da 
Ryfwiw. who had been governor/of St. Chrijlopher’s at the 

time it was laft taken by the En/ajh. to the fame government. 
This gdntleman had a daughtY-io-l^w, who had been bred 
up, under her-mother, a proteftant ; and be employed a youflg 
jefuit to pervert her in , her religion. The lady’s charms 
proved too ftrong for the jefuit’s faith. He won her to cm- 
pliance, carrie 4 her to an Engliflt ifland, turned proteftm, 
and married her. In I 702 , wheu war was declared between 
Engkmd ihd Frma% colonel Codringtan attacked the Frtneb 
part of St. Ckifitplvr’t, and reduced its chief fort after firing , 
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a finglt fdUAd* In ]^704, brigadier-general Sir IVtlliam Afa* Mathews, 
was appointed to (licceed colonel Codrhigt&n in his gO- 
^'crnment of the Le^yarJ-IJliinds. About tlits time the court 
of England had undoubted intelligence of the Fremh having 
adopted a very extenfive plan of conquering nil the Etij^Ujh 
iOajids in the JVeJl \ndiet. ,To prevent any furprize, fur 
“^incn ^f, 'war, with twelve tranf|:orts for land-forces, were 
fitted out under commedote Tfal^^r. On board this fquadrun 
Alothcws elnbarkcd V, but he, and 2co land-forces ^ied in 
the pai&ge. After iftis, colonel Park, whom we have al- andPirk^s 
ready ^mentioned, w'as made governor of the Licward-lJIatuts^ governors. 
•which, at this time,/lt'crc ima furry fituation, owing to the' 
peaceM/[ Ryfidck. 1 * 

• I'Ht tfuth is, neither UlUinm, nor his govcrnir.enf, 
had true notions of India trade, nor did |jtf 

think he couSl facritte cn^wgh to t^ie Spinnards, w’ho were 
much befter plcafcd to fee the Fieiub fh%n ihejZw;j^/^'/; powtr- 
ful in Amciica. 'I’oolitt^e care, therefore, had beea lakct^ 
of 5 /. (Smf.opherS at the peace of Ryfiik^, In the year 
1705, French began to cany their graiid fcheme 

'Vo agjftanion tinder Iberville, whom wc have fo often men* 
tionj-J in the American hiftory, they landed on St, Cbrijlo- 
pbeiis^ thvir 3rmj[^nnftnt conff^ling of five men of war, and 
tw'clity floops. Bang i.f v’>d before i\\t EngHJh fort, they 
wrelkcd their vengeance . vn the defcncelcls inhabitants, 
whof'e plantations and houfes they burned and plundered. 

It^ h^rd to fay, far fo cnicrprifing an i Siccr as Jber* 
t'itsHU'as, t have carried matters againft thi whole iflarid,* 

^ had not the governor of Barhad^ fent intelligence to gover-* 
of a powerful fquadron of ^ar that^were to 

be fent *«o his alllftant^. 7 'his taking air, Iberville^ the pri- 
^ 4 nary objecuof whofe i)ftrudlions wasAWj, re-err.barked his 
^ men, but carried off witn 4 tim about 6 or 700 Englijh negroes, 
whom he fold to the Spaniards at Vera Cruz. 

In 1710, Parij under whofe government a great many 
abufes had crept in, ?^ndcavoured to redrefs them, by holding 
a general aflembly of .'11 the Leeward IJlands at St. Chrijlo'^ 
phers. This expedient iiighi have proved very healing, the 
ifland having, for fome time, known no other government, 

f ian that 0? the go/erno^,^and a council of miliifa-ofiScers.* 
ut when the aflembly met at Old Road^ tKe governqf and 
ey diflered in every particular. The flril foint was, his’ 

. .jfuiing them the privilege of nominating their own clerk, 
and his fending mefflages co them by the deputy-marfhal, who 
is not of fo Ugh a radk there, as a tipflaflF is jo England* 

The aflen^Iy wanted to appoint one of their own members

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for their clerk ; but the governor ridicuf oufly gav£ a negative 
to this likewife, becaufe the clerks of the houfe of commons 
in England^ which, according to him, rcfcmbled in its conft^ 
tutioi) the allLmbly of St. C/jriJlopher*s^ never were appointed 
out of their own body ; and to ftifly did he adhere to all hh 
whims, that he even rejected an offer made by the council, to 
carry his meflagesto the aiFcntbly. Soon after this corteft Pari 
was murdered, and ^^cncrAJdamilUn lucrcedcd him. Nothing 
of any importance L^ppened afrer this,.' till the reffion of this 
ifland to the crown of Creat Britain^ by the treaty of IJtredt ; 
by which it was provided in the twelfth aiticle, that ils iffand 
of St. Chrijiophn'ls ij to be (wfiefled by the Bnti/b iub- * 
jc£ls. This ankle was bioughi as a ihar:»e apayijt^'ihc mi- 
nifler^ who concluded that * 1 ^ tf-c Frevicfi had thereby 

^ot rid of iiii ifian i, w'hitlv .* of very little figni- 
iir.incy, and ftren'y^iciTcd their ‘^'ica^jr ard far more impor- 
tant fetifeor. if*: a? [■'-.wiiigo. But this objection is falfc and 
* Irivoluus ; FrcKch having been fettlLd^ at Domingo Icii 
years before tlic conrliifiSn of this ire it/ ; and, inriced, no- 
thing can bo more abfurd than to imagine, if th'o French go- 
vernment had thfiught it their intereft that St. CJJiiJhphrkis 
fhould have been evacuated, they couldijjg; have Sea fily 
brought about fuch a meafuter In fliV*, the entire cj ifion 
of this ifland was a great and » foliJ acquiruiun toGVvr?y ^r/- 
tov, cfpecially as the foil of rne French part of it wai by far 
the richeft ; but indeed the iiuniber of French fettled upon it 
at the time J'f^its cefiion, was but incbSifidcrable, br'm^.no'^ 
more than 2000 w'hites, and i 2 ,coo (laves, ttHahom rtitj'y of 
the richefl famiVfJS remained ftili upon the ifland, and be^amn 
Brit'iji fubjeaS. j ' 

General HamUten proceeded ia(thc mcafurw. of his go- ^ 
vernment upon bis predec'^.fTor’s pt/ncipics; artJ, to fay me 
truth, the adminifiration at home Teems to have been very 
rrmifs in the affairs of this ifland, and to have left the inha- 
bitants too much under the power of their governors. I'hcy 
bad reprefenteJ this often, by petionf'and memorials font to 
England^ cfpecially after the death of colcnel Park \ but they 
were difcuuragcd in all fuch api^^tions by their new gover- 
nor FL'^ilUn. After the French had been driven off the 
ifland, uic governors excrcifcd< a power of Icriing the Frm V 
unRmanted lands at arbitrary rates, I'his was conlidercd ry 
the EngHfljSf\h:ih\X2\\\s as an oppreffve piivilegc,* eipeciaHy 
as they h^vl fuffi-reJ grcatlvby the Ftemh depredations durft,^;^ 
the war j (though thei; Ioffes were aftcrw'aids made good by 
debenture^* granted by parliament) and thought it at Icaft 
reatbnable that they fho*ald enjoy lomewhat of that property, 

which 
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which theif enemies Kill claimed to be theirs. AH thole 
prefentations were difregarded, and h^r. Hamilton is Aid to 
fe^ve ftretched the '.ibhTe of his p<.Hver fo far, as to turn out 
of their cHatcs» fo granted by K many c hief luhabitants 
of the ifland, after they had laid out vatl fum^ in improving 
them, and even to have difplaced j w!'iO h it- ofUTed lo 
'Oppofohv; oppreffpns. In the year 171 1> an aiU. c^f 
nicyt pallec) lor raiftog two millions by a lottery, in which 
was the following cl^e : And whereas the proprietors and 
inhabitants of the iAands of Nivis and 6V. Chrijl'.phir*s in 
Arhevka’i did fuftain ^cat lofles hy a late invalton of the 
French^ and it bccan|e*neccflafy*to "iv<4 fo«nc encouragement 
to the YufFe^ers, for idfectling their plant Jtions, the film there- 
fore of ib3,co3/. Iball he diAributed amongft

In* 1715* the govcrnmcnt*of ft. (lhi/hph(!r\ committed yjirtos/ 
a ny)(l flagrant breach of the royal proclamation, by railing ^ 

Ihj crown, which was the cui rent coip ff that ifle^d^ 
fhnnrilx to loeii fli.liings, and two minutes for that purpoft^pher’s 


accordingly entered in the council- b(^ks, as well as an rtufe that 
ordn to the fame e(Fc£I, afH;:ed in dic^licutenant- general’s * 
name, to the general ;towns of the iilairJ. This mcafurc 
i^pcncd thcMiouths of ^ the enemies of the lieutenant-gene- 
ral and his council, wifo were publicly accufed of huving 
hoarded up French crowns at tlie rate of fi:; Ihillings each, and 
obliging the inhabitants to receive them for a {billing more. 

I'his iniquitous proc</teding was fo glaring, that next year it 
ffartled the lieutenant-general bimfelf, and he confulted his 
council, whether it was ••egular. 'I'heir anfwer was, ** that 
French crowns having been cura'cnt fcveral J^ears, the other^ 

'xiflands, for feven (hillings, ir could not be fait] that be altered 
uhe coin, but only followed the pradice of tbe^otber illtnds.’* 
yrhe fecreciry of ftate at Ufl took up the matter, and wrote 
kO the lieutenant-general, in the following terms; chat your

As the thing itfelf was indefenQhle, the lieutenant- 
general thought proper to make no answer to tKis letter, but 
repaired to Engknd in perfon. Governor Matthe^Sj^ Mr* 
Harty and lord Londutuktfyy wert fev^Tally lieutenanv'^o^er- 
^ nors of iSV, Chn/lopf^ers and tltc LerJSahd IJlands. Under the 
Govfwr’jfirftj t'ne council and the aflbmbly rettjed upon him 800/. a 
Jfdary year ^urrcfiory in money, w^ich »^as la be raifed^by a C'lpi- 

finletL laiion on Haves, at that time . r^':c)iiec!,.S9ut 17,000 in the 

Leeward IJlatuL. duty of thr^^e ‘.Dings a* ho^fliead was 
laid as ah additional falary to the luccceding governors. This 
tax was vigorQMilv oppufed by the planters,^ who u^ed, that 
the governor of the iflanS, in in.itation of* thofeof me French 
iflands, ought to be paid by the crown alone. * 

I'o fpcak the truth, very gieat inconvemencics* rfad arifeti 
from the fmallnef^, or rather the unrcttled of the aover- 
nor’s appointments, which had often r?;r'*"-ca them Italic to 
great temptations from pre(enr.« as we perceive from thf fol- 
lowing royal iiiDrudion. ‘‘'whereas feveral inconvcrfiencics 
ugainfl arifen to our governors in the plantations by gifts and 

^ prefents matje j^ur governers by the aflemblies. It i84)u^ill 
pleafurc, that neither you, nor any governor or ccmi’jranr 
der in chief of Vjur Lecivavd Ijlands, for the time being! X’' 
fpedirely, do*giv£ your or thtir confent to the paffii^ any 
law or adt, for any gift or prefent tcf be made to you or aiw 
of them by the aiVcmbly or afiemtj^ies of all ek any of 
laid iflands, and that neither you' nor they do receive any 
gift or prefent from any of the faid aiTemblies, on any account 
or in any manner whatfoever, on pain of being recalled from 
that our government.” The other yparts of the civil and 
l^litical hillory of Su Chriftopher^Sy to prevent repetition, will 
fall under the ocher Leeward Iflands. We ihail therefore 
^ procced,|^s ufual, Co its natural Jfiltory. 

The fir ft planters of Su (Sbriflophtr's^ both Englijh an^. 
Frekcby appli^ themfeives chiefly to the cultivation of rol- 
bacco ; but She large quantities they raifed defeated the in- 
tention of their labour, by reducing the price of the comoui^ 
dity. They found their accouqf much better in planting 
ginger, indigo, and cotton ; for all which the foil is 
peculiarly adapted. The profpe£t from the mountains over 

this 
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this iflaiidU*lKiw^cf VteiJfuI the mountains themfelves we, 
is extremely beautiful. The ifland is ftored with fulpbureous 
rpiings towards its feiih-weft part ; and though its air in ge- 
neral is very faluhcious, yet it is fubjcdi to violent hurricanes. 

The ridge of mountains that run along the ifland, and 
.wbigh, in jtiany places, is intcffperfed by forefts and chicicets, 
is almbflr impalTaUe, and muft always continue fo, till the 
indifflry of fhe innahitants (hall •have cleared them. The 
patiihes upon the iflai^d arc five, and each has a handfome 
ch^ircb; three on the fouth fide, and two on the north fide, 
being iinifhed within variety of curious and beautiful 

woods. The French^ while tRey held [Vtrtiof the ifland, rc- 
fidcd mofljy at Terre, where they built a handfome 
t*own, town-houfe, cpurcl^vt and hofpital, of bricic, frectitone, 
and carpenter’s i 3 ia this^ together with the fiiA; 

houfe of dthclr goveruon^as done atg the expence of the 
French king. The En^ijih on the other hanj, livCd on de- 
tached fgots, as9t[}e conveniency of their pias:ing and* com-* 
mcrce dire£ted ; and though they fell far fiiort of the Ftend> 

. in the i^agnificence of their public buildings, yet their houfes, 
which were all raifed at their own expcnce, were far moie 
elcg'.nt, and c,onvenient; and to this day St. 

Cbri'lopher's better private houfes, than are to be 

met^ith on any ifland in Indies, 

On a mc)pn.*ain that lies aRout three miles north of Fori AJUver 
, Chyles^ tradition ir^j'urnis us, there is a filver i^ine ; but tho’w/>rf. 
vaJf\y ^ the inhabitants are convinced of its je^liiy, yet they 
wi;|!y delifl from working it, o,n account of its certain cx-t 
and precarious returns. Ail the iii;^r^veablc land lies 
at the feet ol the mountains and th« ficirts of th&^i ifland. 


Snee St, Chyi/hphtrs -ramc into the folc pofleflion of the 
•nnglijh^ they have add-jd^ to it feveraf forts. The chief is Forts. 
that upon BrwiJlone^Hyll^ which mounts 49 pieces of can- 
non, and has a magazine, containing 18,000 pounds of pow- 
der, 800 mulkeis, 600 bayonets, and other military flores ia 
proportion. Charles Fort mounts 40 cannon, and has like- 
wife a weU'provided magazine. Befidcs thofe two forts, the 
town of BaJ^ Terre is fecured by Londonderry Fort^ towards 
the caft, and by fix batteriesy^raifed at different landyg-places, 
iind' mounting 43 cannon. It is fuppofed that all the culri- 
|able land of Su Chriftopher^s does not exceed ^4,000 lores, 
and thofe of a light Tandy foil. About the year 1731, when 
an enquiry fet on foot by the Brilijh parliament concern- 
ing the ftate of fugar iflands, the fugar trade upon 5 /. Chrif- 
tophif^s was eftimated at 3000 hegdieads ycaflya; but when 
tte difpute about the prrfercnce between the French \tiznd$ 
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and CanaJa came to be agitated before t!ie conclufion of the 
late {Kaccy the produce of the ifland yif St. (AnJleplKr's''\n 
fugar, was> by thofc who reduced it the loweft, admitted to 
be about 14, CGO hogOieads yearly. Some parts of St. Chrif^ 
fopher*s are ill-fcrved with water. The ifland produces large 
quantities of mair., pine-apples, tamarinds, priclcle-pears,^' 
peas, apples, and the quality of its fugar is r/:ckoncd lupertor to 
that of Barbados itfelf. T wo difl'crent; icinds of tpcppcr, and 
two of cotton, grow here, and the ^ild fugar*canes (hoot 
up to four or five feet. I'hcir gourdes, water-melons, 
parfley, and purflanc, are faid so bcVi|j:^e!lcnt, as is their pa- 
pau tree, with many- others of the vegetable kind, too nu- 
merous to beinferced here, but i^iknovvn to the* inhabitant 
of Europe. ^ ^ 

Dominica* The ifland of Demiyiia^ wilth is'i|.o\v an?licnably ceded 
to the crown,, of Great Brtta'ni^ 1^.'' .about half w<r/ between 
Guadaloupe oh* the north -weft, •Aiar tiniio on the fouth- 
caft, Being abo-jt eight leagues diflant from each ; and there- 
fore we may confidcr it as being in the bofom of the French 
iflands. It flrctchcs in ihe form of a bow, from fouil. eafl to 
north-weff, and is in length twenty- eight E^^^iijh miles, and 
in breadth about thirteen, its wb*'le circi?;nfc.^.*-e heing^hout 
thiity leagues, 'fhe foil of norTeing iruerfed^^^ by 

the fea, as many other Weft^llfUan iflands are, it toiunns a 
great deal of improveab’.c ground ; fome fay double the quan-

Fiom amanufeript hi (lory before 
us of the houfe of Clijfcrd^ wc perc» :vc that on Alonday it^p- 
22d of Aiay^ I S<^S •*, the famt'us yuvigator the carl of C/rw- 
teiland^ who was the head of that hoiifc, in purluance of a 
commifllcn grained him by qui*cn EH'zaUth againfl; the Spa^ 
nhrdsy came to anchor at the hiibcur of Dominica ; upon 
which, the 4:h of 'June follow’mg, being IVintfundayy he 
•^muflered his men upon the ifland, and lett it, fo far as we 
can perceive, without meeting with the leaft oppofition from 
the inhabitants. After this, tAr^' George Percy^ who was bro-j^ 
iher to the carl of Northumberlandy (ouch^ at Dominica^

Charles I. however, as the reader has feen, made no fcruple 
to infert Dominica in the earl of .Carlijle'n original patent ; 
and it. has ever flnee {food as one of the i Hands indued in the 
commiflTon of the gc^vernor of Barbados. 

* lT*has bcei) geiicrally allowed thi^ the ifland of Dominica andinbom 
was the rendezvous or fortrefs of the Caribbeans^ when ex- iicmni$n 
pellcjli ff'.am their other i^ands ; and that the natives of thia 
excelled all the other chj^ihbeans^ t\oK only in ftrength, ecu- 
rage, and adivityr bu/in a form of govi^rnment which they 
retained, introduced, the pretend) by one Baroa^ 

a Frenchman^ who live| up^\i the ifl'ind, and conformed Jiioi- 
felf to the manqcrsM^iut cutfoy?.^ of th^c natives. It is cer-* 
tain thattlvs French wc.Qjjjj fcnfible of value of Domi^ 
nicaj that they endeavoured to mingle their account^ of the 
inhabitant*^ vvith (nyiny fhains of the marvellous, particu- 
larly, of its containing a mod inimenfe pit* which w'asdored 
with all l^inds of pdifonous animals, and was the refldence of 
a moft mondrous^ dragon. Thole foolilh reports, perhaps, 

.had their cfted:j,3nJ .,ihc ratJtjcr, as the EngHJh^ who bad 
been jupon the appear to have neglcded it, becaufe 

they Ojjild find no harbour on, its coad. It mud not, how- 
ever, be denied, that many of the Englijh frec-booters, and 
even^fome planters, o/ no inconfiderable rank, i|red to decc^ 
tl^ofu«n^s’«s,.and carry them into captivity ; .aigd that this 
gaveiUicm an invincible hatred to |ll the EnoJijtb^ which was, 

■ca»cv9fy cccafion, improved by the Frcnch^^ 'Fhe latter arc 
faid to have concluded a peace w'ith tho^ Tflanders in 4^640 ! 
at^out which time, Bann made feveral expeditions at the 
head of 'the Z}0m/Vr/V<7/7 Carjhbcans a^^aind ihc EngHJJj upon 
the other iflands. When loid IFUlow^hby was app^in-td go- 
vernor of Barbados by Charles II. he paid iu> regard to the 
French proceedings, and fent a number of men to fettle Domi^ 

7/2V7?, under the authority of a lieutenant-governor, of his own 
nomination. 'I'hc French upon the ifland pretended that this 
fcttlemenc ought not to take c-fteft, bccaufc it was in pre- 
judice to their allies the C'nilbeani ; ar>d they produced a 
L^am treaty with them in 1640, I'bc Ennhjh prc duccd other 
tnjaties, perhaps of the fame kind, in fupport of iheir«fet- 
tiement ; and matters remained pretty quiet for Tome years be- 
tween the two nations, till in 1668. ford IVilkw^Lby was 
obliged to fupport his fcttlqn^cnt by an armed force from Baf-- 
bados againft the injuries done it by the French. This vigo- 
rous m(;afure bad fo good an effedf, that the natives, by a 
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foleoin inftrument made a furrrndcr of their illand tq^be 
Englijhy and according to a weil-infd^rnicd. author,*' thejn- 
ftrument was lodged in the hands of Mr. LittlcUn^ his lord- 
0 iip^s fcCTCtary. In 1672, the Frtvch^ under the title of the 
above (ham treaty, difpuced with the EngUJl)^ the pofleffioix 
of this ifland ; but the council of trade and plantations at 
London^ on the 11th of peember that (ame year, informed , 
the governor of Barbados^ that no fuch treaty ever exifted. 
Colonel Themas Warner,^ the fon of ?^ir Thonuts by 

z Caribbean hAy^ whom £/<.W faw alive in 17CO, aged above 
100 years, was {hep the Enjijh lieilienant- governor of Do^ 
minua^ and died in 1674. 

AfTER this, little ornomerf^n is (nadcof Dominica^ till 
•the time of the (hameful we have already 

mentioned between II. ahAxUff frcnih^ing^^ Colonel 
Siede^ (aheT\{ Aids Sit Edward) ws^sQicn lieutcnant-govcrnoi 
of Barbados jj)ut he was fo t^ir from con5dering^jD^//i/ii/V<!r 
even as a neutral ifland, 'that he ordered tne faid treaty to be 
proclaimed in it, as comprehended within his’commiflion.^ 
Next year, he fet fire to fomc French buts that ha'd ^en run 
up upon the coaii, and feized one of their^ips for having 
prefumed to wood and water upon tli^^«..d, without per- 
miffion from hicnfclf. Another commiflion, for fettling all 
debateable matters in the Wejl Indies^ was afterwards" flgned 
by James II. and in confequcncc of the fame, colonel .^tede^ 
had orders ft^m London to tranfmit to the all the 

documents and proofs in favour of \ht Engli/h right ‘toVCbe* 
ifland. This o:«Jer was complied with, but fo late ^ thp^ 
23d of Septemler^^i^SSt when the Revolution was on the^ 
point of taking place. In this report, however, colonel Siedi ^ 
is faid to have made out, beyond all^difpute, thcright of tfft 
EngJiJ!) not only to Dominica^ but to all the iflands in his 
commiflion as governor of Barbados, During the war be- 
tween the French and EngliJI) which fucccedcd, this ifland 
could not properly have been faid to be fettled by either na- 
tion \ but when the Englijh refumed their claim after the 
‘^ace of Ryfwichi they burnt the FicrJo huts, and obliged 
them to leave the ifland. 

Tiiud,' by an unaccountable concurrence of caufes, thi^ 
iflarvl, through* its great value, remained of no confequenct 
to any Eurofian power. In times of war, between the Frentb 
and Engli/hy both were driven from it in their turns, and upon 
the conclufion of a peace, each pepple knew the importance

When all clrcdfhlt^nces Vfe conTu'ered, cfpccialjy the in- 
dudry of the French in D^/w/wVA, thc*'ccninn of it 
may be deemed as an adbal conqued from them. 'J'he pffaya ^ 
which thjy madd‘i*ere fufiiciently prove, chat tiierc is no com- 
modity, or vegetable produced by the riched of our other 
fflands, tfhat may not be raifed here in great abundance ; 
and the planters <»f this ifland, notwithdanding iis Tuuation,

Aorth lat. i'nd iis whole cirfiRnfercnae is not 
above fix leagues. Sir Tlmnas Wa^nn^ whom wc have men- 
tioned as being the founder of the colony of S/. Cfsrifhphers^ 
founded that of Nevl:s likewife in 1628. year, as we 

have already fecii, the Sp.tnia^ch drove iafeabifanis uf S^' 
CbriJiopher*s from that ifland, and tharTiiSy' put the Eng^ 
BJh there on board the (hips (hey had feized at Nevis^ .which 
are faid to have been fifteen in number. The progrefs 
which the co^;ny of Nevis made in poptjiation and improve-^ 
, nients of a!i<k>nds is incredible; for though a 

r ordinate colony, and we cannot fuppofe it originally confided 
of above an hivHfni^d vihiies^ yet in twenty years it contained 
near 4*000, who fubf?ilsd genteelly upon making fugar. One 
Mr. Lair fucceeded Sir 'Thomas li 'arnerj and he is dill hej{l 
in remembrance for liis piety and .regularity of government { 
fo :hat under him thofe exccdcs which in other colonies 
were but too common, wxrc either unknown at Nevis^ or if

JJIands^ was, upon the death of lord iniioaghby^ put under a 
leparate general gevernmenr, yet each paitieular ifland has 
its lieutenant-governor, council, and afiembly ; fo that, upon 
the whole, their goverument b very rr^u^ir. Sir li idiam 
Stapleton was the firR governor of the Leev^ard v ho,

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to the throne, he was proclaimed here by Sir 
pUtonmiYi all the folemnity and pomp which the ifland Ooold 
furnifh out. When Stapleton left his government, he abmi- 
listed Sir James Rnjfd to be lieutenant-goverhor of Nevis ? but' 
this nomination was fuperfedcd by the arrival of Sir Naiba* 
niel Johnfon^ who refide!) upon Ncvis likewifc, and was no* 
minaced to the general government of the Leexcqrd^-Ifiands^ 
of which Nevis was, at that time, compoted to be by tar the 
mofl flouridiing. It is to have been then«ble to 'bring' 
into the held 2COO fighting* white men, and that thi.s little 
fpuc did not contain a fmKHer jii^mber, negroes mdirded, 
than 35000 foulj. The ri..Wa!ity w^hich broke out in 1689,^ 
and wnich fo greatly aftecled he other Caribbee-lJJands^ fwepc 
off half the inhabitants of ivW /r, and left the remainder, 
f who' were but fickly, in a molt fituation, on account 

of the neighbourhood ^'f the French^ "wh3 at that time 
inallcrsvof S\.Chrijiiopber*s, Durin^^ their dangci, they im- 
plored the afliftance of Sir Timothy ^I'hornhiliy who was then 
at Antigua wfth the Bctr^'udcs regiment. ?Ir T/ws/Zy’s flrong- 
ell objedien to his mcving to their relief was, the danger

they were to expert no quarter, '^his anfwer was com mu- 
hicated to .the French governor by two Englijb officers who 
fpoke Frfnch-y and<hc required four days «o deliberate on it, 

, as, he faiJ,. his people being dilWlrfed throu|;h the woods, 
he could not ruoiier get thei^ together. Mean*wliile, 
continued ravaging fte ifland, but on the 4th 
^day, the flag of truce ^ppcar^^iand the |overnor with a 
friar, fomc of his officers, a^ between 6 and 700 of the 
inhabitants, was received by Xr Timothy in the French fortifi- 
eftion. . All that the Fret^hhan could obtain from Sir Timo^^ 
thj was, a pcriiQiiE<«.f arms, and ap- 

parel, witl^ fomc of his negroes : but af to tl^ oth^r inha- 
bitants, the men were f^it prifoners to Nevis with thci|; ne- 
groes, liv£ ftock;,«qjid c(Fc<Sl.s, and their womeit and children 
jH^oPported to St, Chrl/iopher^s. Sir Timothy had but about 
ten men Jf:iljecl and wounded in thiu expedition. 

Before Sir Tjfnotfjy left St. Bartholomew^ he fent captain an/iSti 

floops, to give a falfe Marcin’j» 
alarm to the wiiiu^ard part of St. Martin'$ on the 19th of 
yanuaryj while he hiir.fdf havirig received a reinforcement 
of other floops that fame day, landed without oppoficioii on 
leeward ^iide, th^nemy’s atention being cm^oyed to the 
winiinrii j *^'iiiaiiir11^y on this ifland was muahabetter po- 
vided chan Sir Timothy had forefeen* they burnt all the houfes 
Jbhat could ferve the EngliJIi for ihcRcr ; ant^aiiey did all they 
^could to fpoil or poifon the fprings of th^c illand, by mining 
in them large quantities of fait and tobacco. They loft no

better. Large aperture:^ broke out in |everal parts'^ of the 
fiicers, and emitted hot^I^nking water.

The butter of Nevis is very indifferent, and the inhabitants 
arc obliged to li'pply themlelvcs, at dear rj^cs, from the Bir^- 
mudas^ Englanf,^^ and ItJand^ with that conroVicayf^ well 
with cbeeie. They rear iheep, rams, and pigs, which are 
hne eating, with tfi^kevs and* other fowls ; as alfo rabbits, 
veal, and other frclfi food ; and we are told, that of late 
they have begun to cultivate cucumbers, lettuce, and ai^ 
kinds of fallading : fo that they cap*furni(h, out of their 
pwn produdl, a genteel table in the EngUJh way. They have 
hories for draught, burden, diverlion, and grandeur.

Mr Hamilton b goveinment feems Jto have been fo wife

•pS^roes, to murder alb the white inhabitants of the ifland, 
and to make themfelves mafters of it. I'he nth of OMer^ 
which was the annivetfary of the coronation of George Ii. 
was pitched upon for the execution of this deieftabic deiigrt. 

The death of the governoi’s fon happening at that time, 
poilponed the ball and the other rejoicings, which were ufu- 
ally made upon that occafiin, and this accident obliged the 
confpirators to defer the execution of their plot to the 30th, 
on which day the ball was to be held, and all tA piincipal 
people of the ifland were to alTemble. The intention oF the 
confpirators was of the fame kind with tne gunpowder plot 
in Englandy in the reign of ^amesL which was to coiucy 
powdbr under the ball- room, and by one explofion to blow 
up the whole company.

As toihe topographleal hiftory of this 
ifland, it differ^ id*^it:e refpeA from that of theTRfIvr Lee- 
ward-ifiandt. It was long thought to be uninhabitable, be- 
caufe no frefli fprings were fouM upon the ifland i but tl^is 
lofs was fupplied by the induftry of the inhabitants, who dif*' 
covered fome fprings, and provided proper refervoirs for far* 
ing the rain-water. Antigua is the beft provided with har- 
bours of all the Englijb Leeward JJlandt ; but the approach to 
it is very dangerous to any but veiy flcillul pilots, on account 
^ the vaft number of rocks that uirroond it. One of thofe 
narbours is called Five-JJU-Harbmrt and, though dilHcult of 
. acceis, it is of great fervice to fltips in diftrefs. St. JehAs- 
jfarbatrf y>'hich lies due north, would be the beft in the 
iflanb, were it not for an incommodious fandy-bar that runs 
acrofs it. At the mouth of St. yeiu’j-River is a fort, Which 
is mounted with 14 cannon ; and feveral batteries, mounting 
in the whole 26 guns, are raifed for the defence of as 'many 
Ispding* places. Ntnfueb-Harhur lies on the weft* end of

"'rmbly regularly appoinitkd and chofen, as well as by other 
>IIJcers civil and i^tary. After Pari’s arrival in the IFefl- 
Indies, jotelligeivK^ing received that the French had « de- 
Ggn upofr a flnop was immediately fent to Mr.' 

Hodges the ]ieStcl^£t-governor, ^o put him upon his guard, 
and to inform him that upon the firft appearance 'of the 
Frentht he fhould be airnied by the men of war, and thb re> 
giment tliat was th^n lying at Antigua. This (loop was in- 
terceote|i the french^ who, upon reading the difpatchcs, 
did not tnink (l^per to proceed in their attempt againll 
Mtniftrrat at that time. T vo yeais after, it was attacked by 
Monf. CoJUert at the Kcad of 35CO men, whom he landed in 
Car^Baj, This was a force n-ore than fufiicient for fnch 
a coo^tieft, and the inhabitants fetitetj with their beft cfTefts 
to Dodon*s Fort, which was very flrongly fituetcd, leaving 
dMnfimch for ten days in the pofleffio4.^of t|je reft of the 
Jbnd. They took and burnt all the (h-pping ih the road, 
excepting (ine veflel, which rnadc its efca^ and then they 
rdmrned toGuadakupe. This violence hifppening at a.simc 
^Oeh the negotiations for peace were in dependence, the 
]^iti/b plenipoteiitiaiies at^he treaty of Utrecht infifted upon 
m fuftcrers receiving an iAdemnification ; and fome ftipula* 
tions of that kind were dnlilled in the eleventh article of 


that treaty : but the fufteieis never received any fatisfaSion, 
but what they afterwards obtained from the Britijh parliament. 

Thb people of Montferrat feem by no meaiis to have_/6®*«r- 
been fo much exafperated, as thofc of Antigua were, againft able to eo~ 
colonel Park'o government } for they even drew up addrefles WjPark, 
in vindication of it ; and Park's friends have . indi ^rioufly 
reprelented all the oppofition he m.ct with, to his diftshuragiAg 
the perisjeious pra^ice of fmuggling in the iflands under bit 
government. Nothing remarkable happened relating to 
Montferssat, till general Matthews was governor of the Lee- 
Vtard IJIands', when, on th# 30tn of June, 1733, Montferrat 
WBs almolt dcfolaie'd by one of the ntoft dreadful hurricanes

The ifland of Montferrat^ b to its clii^fate, f(^^animal«, 
commerce, and other particulars of that k.nd, u^eity pnach 
the fame with the other Englijh Caribbee moun* 

tains upon it produce cedars, ^cyprefs-tree, the. iron-tree, 
with other woods, and Tome odoriferous (hrubs* It is well^ 
watered and fruitful, and the planters here formerly Jj^ed a 

5 real deal of indigo. The teas furrounding this iimid pfo- 
uce fome hideous mongers, particularly two, which, 
their rcmarka]{;>Ie u^linefs, as well as the poifonous qC^nty^v 
their flclh, ' arc called fea-devils. The lamantinc, by ftn^ ' 
called the fea^cOw, is found in this ifland, and generally at' 
the .lentrance of trrfli- wafer rivers. According to the 
counts we have of. it, it is an amphibious creature, aD«j!^ 
lives moftiy upon herbage.

Upon this, applied themfelves for affiftance to the Spaniards^ 
who readily granted it*; for they fent a force upon the 
ifland, which demolifhed the fifing fort, and exterminated the 


new colony. 

It was probably from the refort of feme Dutch merchants 
to Courlandy that firft gave the hint to James duke of Csxr- 
land for fettling Tabago. He was a prince of a ftirring, ac« 
dve dirpolition, and finding that there was room JW fuch a 
(ettlement} he fent over a colony of his own 9 rbo 

fettled upon what has been fince called Great Courknd-Baj^ 
and er^jSed a fmall regular fort, with a town, in the neigh- 
bourhood. To the fan ahey gave the name of Jamit^ m 
honour of their own fovereign, who was named #fcer Jamee 
Hoik Hxst. Vol» XLI» Y 1. 
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they remained unmelefted, -jQitner by the Caribbtani or the 
Spmiards } and they fnu^lte foil fo hind]y« that the coh)fy' 
in a fhort time had an'^cellcnt appearance. They were 
fupplicdt rrdin their owA countrj^ with all kinda pt utenitla, 
and they flouriflted to fuch a degree, ai to awaken the jea> 
loufy of the Dutebf who revived their claim upon the ifland. 

In 1654, two wealthy Dutch merchantSy.Mrir. Adriuny and 
Cttfntlius Lampjiuty of Fbtjhingy fitted out* feme' ffiips, who' 
landed a confiderabic number of their nountrymen upon To- 
hage\ but found thtCeurlanders in nodifpofition to yield them 
pofieffion of the ifland, which, tiiey&idi they held under the 
authority of their own fovereign. Tm- Cturlandtrs were toV ' 
powetful to be dirpoflefled ; but the Z>«r^ttook poflefiion*6f

The newfe of 
the duke’s difafter, who had been indel^tigable in improving 
his country and its marine, reaching Ta^go, the Dutch im* 
mediately befiegcd Fort "Jamgs, which by the mutiny ,. 4 f the 
garrifon was given up to them, and thereby they claiined poT* 
feifion of thd whole ifland ; but ftill promifing to r ej tg fa i* 
. Fort James as foon as the duke ihould recover his*iiWt)(^^ 
.. By this time, the court of France, by one of thofe arbitnry 
deeds which it founded on ambition only, had inferred '^Pe* 
iago'^omang the other iflands that were granted to their 
/m/fn company ; and the planters of Tabago tboyghh' 
that to be a good opportunity for efl'aMitbing thcmlclves \tadl& 
fo powerful a protefiion. Leanpfmsy^ accordingly, "in Augufi . 
1602, had fo much intereft at the court of Francey as to pro- 
cure letters patent from Lews XIV. creating him batoit of

fiament of Paris. Lampfius, foon after, prevailed upon the 
Dutch fFeJl-India company to refign to him all their right in 
. Tabago, and becoming thus the proprietor of the ifland, under 
the crow^ of France, he font ever Mr. Htehert dt Beneren as 
his'' governor of the fame. The new governor mojedtedl 
many public works and buildings to put the iflano upon-a 
refpedlable footing.

reinSated in it by the French governor of Grenada. It af-

the Englijb trade ; infomuch, that it was thought our iVeJl^ 

Indian poflelSons muft have been ruined, had not the Englijb 
admiral. Sir John Harman^ before the end of rift war, at- 
tacked and defeated their joint fquadrons, and totfflv deftrt^- 
od the remains of chat of France^ which he*purlued to aU

The peac|t which fucceeded 
between the EngHJh and the Vuich n^t year, left the latter 
once more in pofleffibn of Tobago^ and they even conquercjlr 
from the French the ifland of Cayenne, Xrw/J XlV..was' 
then In the height of his glory, andJ!^ vice-add»ral of 
France the count D'Etfces, failing to thg^'»*Xidr« with a 
large armament, reconquered fJv'r-v, Tffid appeared before 
Tobago: James Binkes, the ? '.niral -tV Z<t^, was thetr 
lying in Great Rtciley-Harbour with a (lout Auadron of Dutclr 
ihips, which were attacked by fca and landWy tlDS>wnt on 
the 3d of Marchy 1677. The engagem^r y 9 »<We| 5 ^hP(^ 
and the count’s fhip, called the Ghriruxt St feventy>^nS 7 
with feveral others being blown up, he vius obliged to retire^ 
hut not before he had deftroyed great part of the Dutch fqua- 
dron in port. This ailion gave the count fo much oredic 
with his own court, that he was reinforced with a ftronger 
fquadron towards the, end of the year, to complete t||jMtp»t 
duaion of the ifland. Having landed his men, he regolwly | 
invefted the chief fort of the ifland, which he found t(i!be 
fo ftrong, that he was obliged to bombard it. The fl^ 
bomb*l)e threw in fell upon a magazine of powder, whicn^ 
blew up the fbrtrefs, together with admiral Binkes y and they 
greateft part of the officers aikl gatVifon. The count their 
compleated the reduaion of the ifland, and on the 27th of 
Decmber the fame year, utterly deftroyed the Dutch colony 
upeti ft } an event which was celebrated by his mailer on a 
pompous medal (truck upon the occafion.

The 
abundance of fprings upon the ifland contributes to iu health* 
fulnels, and its bays and creeks are fo difpofed as to be ver/ 
commodious for all kind of (hipping. It is, however, to b^ 

. remarked, that its fituation requires fortifications to render 
the ifland fecure againft the vifits of favages and enemies. 

'^bis is a moft important coolideration for the ^^verntieftt 
biF Grtat-Britahh aSf without fucb fortificatioA, the natural 
riebnefi of the ifland ferves but to render it thq more inviting 
to invaders.

oppreffive, treafonable, and even fometimes frantic ( Y}. But, 
indeed, great allowances are to be osade for the genius of 
the peo^e he had to govern, which might oblige him to 
follow meVures that were not ftri£l^ warrantable, and render 
hnn W verj? fond of aiiibmblies. Ac firft he was treated with 
great refpc£t,*but every day producing new quarrels between

JontAy who perhaps^lknew hia caufc to be none of the beft, 
applied to compromifc iwatters *(vith Bulllejy who, notwith- 
iianding all the o%^ made him, remained inexorable, and 
e^ateredl iq^ro a recognizance of 500/. to profecute him. 

"Jontiy upon thjsj^adedu^s a roan of fpirit ; for he allemfiled 
the people otlhg^^^L/ltd, and they dejjvqfed him by main 
force from ^ V^'^herc they placed his accufer 

BulkUy in his ro oj f It'wUs no?* 'Qnder if the latter, aS« he 
moft grlevoufly c^f^atns, met with Very fevere *urage under 
his confinement;; ef •eaally as it does not appear that he was 
baj;l 9 ^'i!i/the ^ He, however, at laft, obtained Yix^ urnpri- 
*cii 1 iT]gc 4 nr«i^ upon his deliveiing up bis books ; but on tht fined ; imt 
arrival df one Mr. Gravesy with a proper commiffion from recenftrt 
Englandy he was put in irons, under a charge of high-treafon, Uhertjy 
for his proceedings againft the governor. If we are to believe 
bis own reprefencation, fcveial defigns were lait^ to murder 
hio^ild^ thofe charges moft probably were falfe or aggra- 
vated. for he remained in cuftody ail the remaiifiqg time of 
^JwMs’^^ovc'nmc^t. ^ 

'JTiIb proprietaries by this time were fcnfiUe, that it would Trott. 
be ihighly improper to continue yones longer in the govern- ytvernesri 
meiltp and one Mr. Trott was appointed to fuccecd him. 

Uffiler him Mr. Bulkley tdisk his trial, and was acquitted ; 

Slid, at the fame time, jon^ was fuffered to depart without 
any cenfure. Bulkky afterwards applied to the Englljh go- 
vernment for damages, which he laid at 4000 /. but though 
Jhtts papers were referred to the fecretary of ftate, we do not 
find that he obtained any compenfation. Under Mr. Trott 
the t6wn of Najfau recovered its former figure, and its houfes 
ai\i)ounted to about x6o, provided with a church:^ ani^ a fort 
to prote£t the town, mounted with 28 guns, befid^ demi- 
culverins. Before this fort, could be built, the fifip of the 
famous pirate Averjy which carried 46 guns, and 100 flout 
men, arrwed at Providence \ and though, if he had landed, 
the governor could not havebppofed him with more than 70 
meti, yet bis crew paid for all the rcfrelhmencs tbiy called 
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fer^ at mofl[ of them veiy Mffibfy were tbeinfelv^^/»kMM>* 
men. Soon after his leavi^ the ifland, both it and tifft ocher 
of the Bahamas^ Harbe^ ij^dy and Eleutbera^ with a few 
ocher faaller ones, fo populous, that they could mufter 

the Pnnch, paid them feveral 
up/^lcome viftts, yet, by the help of thei^ort, they made 
good a countenance, that they fuffered little, or nofho&j^* • 
In 1697, the lords- proprietaries, with aCpn^ation of 
his majelty king JVilliam{* appointed Efq; n 

the government of the Bahama IJhmds. ‘jcNew Providence^ itx 
this gentleman’s time, enjoyed, for fomeiime, a tolerable ftate 
of tranquillity ; and it was*-rcckoijfd to contain about 400 
negroes. One Mr* Lightwood^ who' was afterwards governor, 
endeavoured to fee up a fugar work iif)bn New Provident , 
the^oil of the illand being very pro^r for that cotmi^dity ; 
but the very means cipployed by a goocLgo^^rocrr to improve 
this colony, I'fervcd' to wcakenu^^jRA^^de ftTates, finding 
now <00 harbour in the Bajm/Sds^ nw^nger fpent their money 
with' the inhVibitants, vf'Hs being, at the^jStoe timn, refrained 
from the cruel pradtice of plundering wrecks, Aeir reftlefs fpi- 
rit grew with their poverty. Perpetual ^|fl|£SkMons hilbP^i 9 g 
between them and their governors, theirainereiWifif 4 ^e opi 
the lords-proprietors generally referred to the government of 
South^CaroUnn^ which gave matter of difeontent equally to 
the people and the governof % for they complained, that they 
were treated only as a dependent province of that colony. 

About iThe year 1700, while matters were in Chjjmpto- 
wardly (fate,* one Elias Hajket^ Efq, fuccceded Nlx^rebh in 
the goverrfmcnc of the Bahamas ; but he was fcarcelyjfettM 
in bis governiSbnt, when difagreeing with the inhaD^ti|p^ 
th<y put him in irons, and fenc him o(F the ifland ; and^ 
their own authority they chofe Ellis Lightwoody Efq. ^ We 
know of no refentment (hewn on, this occafion by theproprfe* 
taries« Mr. Lightwood feems to have remained in pofleflkMi 
of the government till the year 1703, when the diflentions^ 
that ftill prevailed on the ifland, encouraged the French and 
Spaniardsy who were then at war with Great BritaiUy to 
make a defeent upon it from Pciit Guaves. The ifland was 
' then completely ruined. The town of Najfau and its church 
were bturnt down, the fort difmantlcd, its guns nailed up, ami 
< tYip gomnof, with half the negroes, were carried off pri« 
foneis. to the white inhabitants, their enemies feein to 
have taken very little concern about them, and th^y reticed 
to. the woods till the danger was over. Keturi^^g from 
thence, and finding the ifland 'entirely ruined, they found 
means to^move themfelvcs to other feulemcnts* The pro- 
prietaries

once mu.v^^^ ‘f:*f[^aoe for pirates and free- hooters of all 
kinds and efpecially En^ijh and Irijh^ who com- 

mitted more depr^tions upon the Britijh trade than bqth 
the French and ^Sp!i(iiari$, ^ The intelligent part of the na* 

*ton faw and bewailed ^is ; bat the little care which was 
taken during queen Anne'% time, to protcift our Wcft-lncUm 
^i^mngpree, preventSi any reOiedy being applied. At laft, 
the houle* of lords tn Marchy 17149 addrciled thequeefl, to 
put the IJlani'^^ttji^nce in a poiiure^of defence, obfervingy 
at the fame t:;nef would be of &tal c^nfeqqence, if 

the Bafitma Ijht^ ihouiJ> fall lo the hands of an ent^y ; , 
and befeeehing flft majefty to r,ake Me faici ifla'nds into her 
own hands^ and give fuch order tor their fecuricy, as to her 
royal Wifdom (pjf'^^;ould think fit.” No regard was paid to 

• the addrc.'J^*by the then tory tniniUry, on pretence of the 
proprietary right, though that right certainly was cxtinguifli* 
ed by the inattention of the proprietaries to the affairs of the 
coKiny* After the acc^ffion of king George I. the neglefied 
ftate of th^ Bahama IJIandsy and the vafl encreqfe of piracies 
in ^'ejl*lndieu became again matters of very feiious con- 
fideration ; and the lords, in another addrefi,* complained^ 

there were not any the leaft means ufeef in compli- 
aqce^with their advice, for fccuring \\\e9lBahama IJlando\ 
that then the pirates had a lodgment with a battery on 
Hnrl^ur Ifiandy and that the ufual retreat, and general recep- 
*takle for the pirates are at Providcnce.^^ Upon this addrefs^ 
bis majefty gave orders for fortifying and fettling the ifland, 
hod for diflodging the pirates. 

The execution of this plan was committed to captain fPood Rogers. 

^ Rogersy a celebrated navigator, who in the year 1718, failed as governor^ 
governor of Providence with a force fufficient to reduce the pi* 
rates. Before his arrival, governor Bennet of Bermudas bad fent a 
. 'floop to Providencey requiring the pirates to furren^r them- 
fekes, by which they were entitled to the benefif ofj^ late 

* clsimation for pardon. About an hundred and^ fifty of the 
pirates, among whom were feveral of their captains, gladly 

' accept^ of this fummons, and fiirrendered themfelves. Upon 
die arrival of Rogers at Prfoidence in July 1718'# Van$ one of

'I'he firft meafiire of Rogerses government 
cleared of to take pofTeffion of the ruiped fortjvand to read his ma- 
firaeej, jelly’s commiflion to him, as [^verntp-, in the prefence of all 
the inhabitants of ' the ifland. It mud be acknowledged, 
that the plan upon which he acted was as moderate^asjt wa;! 
wife^; for he admitted to the bene^ of the proclamation 
about 200 of the rema^ingpirates w ho^ aKgnBcred themfelves. 
In fetthng hij^ council, that he migl9?^cft^e w^form of go- 
^ vernffient to the iflanJ, h&noniimted fix adventurers who 
attended him" from EnjUm^ tand had thd good fortune to 
meet with fix inhabitants of the ifland who pretended they 
never had been pirates, with whom he filla'^p thd remain- 
ing number. He hi.nftif had been appointed cajhain of the 
independent company which came witl\ him ; and tHe judge 
of the admiralty, the colle<dor of the cudoms, the chief juf- 
tice, the fecretary, the regti^er, the provod-marflial, and the 
naval officer;, had their commiffions from England ; and the 
colony throve fo well that it foon amounted to abog^ji^LOO 
• whites. ^ 

tlaimed ij As the Spani^ds had but two years before delivered i 
the Spa* morial to the governor and council of Jamaica^ claiming cbe 
iua.ds. pro{lerty of the Bahama IJlands as belonging to his catholic! 

majefty ; the chief care of the inhabitants was to prepm 
againd a Spanijh invafion, and thisMed them to work incdT- 
fantly upon the new fortifications of the ifland, and to form 
themfelves into three militia companies, who regularly did 
duty at Najfau guard- houfe. Another fort was ereded at the 
haroour-mouth, a good guard-fbip was provided for the , 
road, and the ground all about NaJfau^Tewn perfedlly cleared# 
Ehuthera and Harhour^JJlands were like wife peopled, and 
put in a^oodure of defence ; and in a ihort time, the tower - 
confided of about 300 houfes, the materials for 
building wipg there very plentiful, ^ut the indudi;v of the 
inhabitants was chiefly confined to military matters ; for be- 
ing bred up in habits of idicnefs, they paid too little attend 
tjon to the cultivation of the e^ttellenc foil of their ifland, 
and were Obliged to bring many of the neerfiaries of life from 
5 England^

private affairs by exerting himfdf, as he did, toi the ioitreft 
of his government, they tiiccd out two expeditions aiiainft 
the B^amas at the expence of ico.ooc/. and attacked the 
^ahawas with ?ooo men, whom Mr. Rogers defeated, and 
-burnt two of their (hips of war in their retreat, .witlA^uC hav- 
ing any fupport from the other colonies, but what y^eriga;9;d* 
on his cUvn perfonal ciedif.

Mr. Turney fupcifedcd captain Rogers in the government of 
the Bahama- IJlands\ but he being replaced upon Tinney*% 
death, Rogers (uccccdcd him, but he died in 17339 and 
upon the rciignation of Fiizui/liamsj his fucceflbr, John Tinier^ 
Kfq; was appointed governor. 

Katnral ^HE larked of thofc iflapds is Bahama^ which gives name to 
b’flory rf 2i1I the Others. It is dated in lat. 26. 45. north, and is diffant 
the Ualu- above fifteen leagues from the pcninfula of Florida, Accord- 
mas. . in^ to the bed accounts it is fifty miles in length, arm in tome 
parts fixtcen in brcudth. Though the ifland is well-watered^ 
the toll f;uicfui,^nd the air fcrcnc, yet itwMs inhabited only by 
a..'cw drjgglers, who (ubfid by felling necefi'anes to the (nipi 
which the currents diiVe upon their coad. This ifland for- 
merly produced guaiacum, faifariarilla, and .red woo9 y «1J 
which are faid to have been entiiely deftroyed by the Spans* 
ards \ and the inhabitants arc obliged to bring all their Tub- 
fiflcnce and neceflaries from Caiolina^ excepting fome white 
fowl, and a particular kind of rabbit which they rear. The 
ftraits of Bahama^ which the BiitiJI) fleet fo happily cleared* 
in the lad expedition againd the Uai^mmab^ are well kri(>wn 
to navigators for the dangers and difficulties that attend 
paffini^ them. We have already mentioned Eleuthera and 
Aiarbo&^IJlandj and can fay nothing particular as to the^.^lt 
of them, though many of them are faid to be largt, fruitful^ 
and well watered, efpecially thofe of Lucayontqua^ Andros^ 
Cigateo^ Tumetay Samanoy Hdfpyaguanay Yumoy of Exumoy 
Ynaguoyi^mcos^ and Ttiangulo. I'hofe iflands, through the

’The BkRMUDJS, or SUMMER ISLANDS. 

I T is uncertain, nor U it indeed material, w’hcthcr one y&hi 
Bermudas z Sp^wtaid^ or one llttny Mtiy an Lnvufiman^ 
was the firft Luiopt m ditroverer of tl ofe ifl«»ndj, wl . 'h, ac- 
cording to our bell v ♦«>r.nation,^lav at fuch a diH.'PCc f»’om ^ 
the continent of Afp that they were nut o" il»e reach 
of the huhun navigation , and therefore, at thv^> iiiit di*LO- 
ver)', tncy were round to be entirely iininhabitwi. It is cer- 
tain, that the bpantanh never took pc/fleffion of tl^^rr, ihou;»h , 

CKe catholic king itavc in 1572, a gift of tl»¥m to r ne of his 
Hibjcfis As to A/j, he wa*i fliipwrecied upon C/c^^irA, 
one of the moft €Cjniiderablc of thofe iflands , and with the 
Ksedar which they klled there, affifkd by the witek. of their 
own (hip, he and his companions built a new oiip, which cairiid 
them to where Mcy publiOicd theii obfv rv itions and 

accounts of the Burmudas JJlunls. When lord DtUvtr was Sy the 
made governor of Virginta^'^w^IhomosGaUs^^KxU stgiSommets^ Englifh. 
and captain Newport were appointed to br his deputy-governor* ; 
but (hip in which they were being feparated fiom the relt 
4^ tleir fquadron, was wrecked on the Bermudi s , and the 
governors difagrceing among themfelves, built* earg of them 
^new (hip of ihe cedar growing upon the ifland|f in wflieft 
they ftt'crally (ailed to Virginia^ where they arAved in about 
fourte^ Class, the crews of all the three (nips confifting of 
about an hur.died and fifiy^men. When they arrived at /^iV- 
f/m/Ty that colony wras in fo great oiftrt*s, that jps lord De^ 
lawary upon the report which his deputy-governors made of 
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the plenty they found in. the Birmudas^ dirpntched 
comers to bring provifioni^ from thence ^to ^f^trginii in thd 
Cime (hip which canie^r^hrn^from BetTn^s; u^tch hacf 
not one ounce of irorrCabout it, exceptuj^g oif^bolt in its 
kocl. Sir Geo7\i;e^ after a painful voy^at-, fcachfti the 

Dii.thudttSy wluic, Toon aicer hisaruvaJ, leaving his 

name to the inaiiJs, and his orders for his atrcpdiUitv to re- 
turn with b!ack hogs to the colony of Kirgif^ioV I'he crew 
iu*glcc\cd to fulhi this part of his will, and fCt fail in their 
riwdi (liips for England^ where they landecTat JVhiuhurch in 
Dcrptjlne. 

Notwithstanding titis derek'£lio(f of the Bermudas^ 
it was nut without Engltjh inhiibitanti^ , Two E^igVifmnev ^ 
Carter and IVatcrs^ being apprehenfive of punilhowKit foi 
their crimes, had fccretcd themfclvcs^in the uc9t>ds from thei'f 
fellows, when Sir Qe:,rge and his ^mpAny^ weie firft (hip- 
wrseked on the ifland ; and had liveV upon tnc productioiis 
of the foil of St. George"^ ifland, where they had likewife 
built a hut. Upon the'ieco.^.d arrival of Sir Ge^rge^ they 
enticed one Chard to remain with them ; but ^differing about 
the fovereignty of the ifland, Chai^d and If'aters were on the 
point of cutting one another’s throats, when they were pre-> 
vented by the prudence of Carter. Scon after, they had the 
good fortune to find on the coaft the greateft piece of am* 
bergreafe ever known, weighing about eighty pounds, ^ befides 
ether pieces., which, in thofe days, were fuflicienr, if properly 
difpofcd, of, to have made each of them mafler of la'gc 
cflatc. Where they were, this ambergreafe was ufcicfs, and 
therefore they ^carnc to the defperate refolution of carrying 
thcmfclvcs and It, in a boat, to Virginia^ or to Newfaun^ix 
lanu^ in hopes of being able to fell it. 

We know not by what right the property of Bamudai 
was tranfmitted to the Virginia company ; but it is cert^rf 
that they claimed it, and fold it tc,^i20 perfons of their own 
focicty, who obtained a charter rrotn king yames for (heir 
poiTcfling it. This new Beimudas company, as it was called, 
titled out a (hip with (ixty planters on board, to fettle upon 
the Bermudas^ under the government of one Mr. Rickard 
Moor^ who was a plain fenfible man, and by profeflicn a car- 
penter, by which he was very well qualified for his^trufl. 
Tjic new colony arrived upon Jr. George % ifland juft at jhc 
lime whtii^^ihe three mariners were ready to fet laft^in thcit 
boat with their ambergreafe, which Moor having difeovered, 
he immediately feized and difpofed of it for the benefit of the 
company, though we cannot fee-wbat right they could have 

to 
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icquifition. So valuable a booA 
coi|R|ny, and the adventorei# 
wr|f 8 iftjjd, where they raifed 
p was in(lef.itigablc in his duly, 
and planting the tflsiul with in- 
,rc told, that he not only built

ties. The faijji^f the featicment awailent'd the jealoufy of 
the Spaniards, who appetred off St. GVs»;f/‘s with (oifie vef- 
fels, which being fyed upon by the En^ltj/t, theia fli'’ered\>ft, 
though life Englijh, at that tiiflc, were fo unproiidc-d fora 
defence, ^hat they had not above one baircl ol powder on 
the whole ifland. Inuring Adoer‘s government, the Bermudas 
Mands were vifited w ih the loathfomc plague of^rais; which 
had been imported iiiRi it in Eurcpian fliips. • I his vermin 
multiplied fo much in St. Geergs's, that they even covered the 
ground* and had nefls in the ticA. They deftroyed all the 
fruits and corn within doors ; and they encteaf.ai to fuch a 
dcgircy that St, George e at laft was unable to maintain them, 
and they fwam over to the neighbouring iflands, ^here they 
ewnmicted the like havock. This calamity Jafttd, but we 
-dbfpofc not in the fame degree, for five ycaTs, and at la(^it 
ceafed all of a hidden. 

• JJroN the expiration Moor'e term of government, Tucker, 
•which was but for three years, he was fucccedcd by captain governor, 
Daniel Tucker, who imprq/ed all Moor’s febemes for the be- 
nefit of the ifland, and particularly encouraged the culture of 
tobacco. Being a fevere difciplinarian, he held thole under 
him to fuch duty, that five of them planned the boldeft en- 
terpriaf that perhaps ever was carried into execution.

Butler, In captain TftrXvr, ^hofe adniyii^ ration was of in-^ 

gowrnor. finite lervicc to thoff ifl.:nds, refigncd'his government to cap- 
tain Butler, ]jy this time, the high <'hya£ler which the 
Sumtficr Ijlands bore i*.‘ L uplands rendered it fafhion^le for 
men of the higheft rank to encourage their fo-tlemeJit ; 'and 
feveral of the firft of Euglitiiid planta- 

tions an.ong them. Captain Butler brought over with him 
500* p.'iflbngets, who bc^ume planters on the iflands, and 
raifed a monument to the n.eniory of Sir George^ Sommers » 
The ill and was now fo pc'pulous, (for it ccfhtainqd above 
1000 whites) that captain Butler applied bimfelf to gi^Tle 
it a new conltitutioii of government, by introducing an 
alTcmblyi the government, till this ilme, being admini* 
itered only in the name of the governor and council. A body 
of laws were likewifc drawn up, as agreeable to the laws of 
Bujlund, as*rhe fituaiion of the ifland would admit of. One 
Mr. Barnard fucceeded captain Butler as governor, btit died 
iix weeks a^er his arrival upon the ifland ; upon which, tbe 
council made choice of^ Mr. Ilarrifon to be governor, tUHa 
neiy one iliould bb appointed. No fewer than 3000 Engl ^ 
were now fritled in the Bermudas^ and feveral peribns of dif- 
tiiitSfioD had curiofley enough to taj^e Ihort trips from Englagt^ 
to vifit it- Among thofc was M*\ Waller^ the poet, a man 
of fortune, who being embroiled '.^ith the parliament, and 
the commonwealth of England^ (pent fome months in the 
Summer IJlands^ which he has celebrated in one of his poems, 
as being the mod delicious fpot in the cteation.

whi^ he himfelf propofed to fuperintend. As the negled 
oTraucation in America bad been long complainid of, and 
tj^rrtican’s abilities, as well ^is virtues, were uni^rfally are* 
fpeSedf bis plan was efpoufed by {he fociety foir^he propa- 
gation of the gofpel ; and they aflifted him in obtaining a 
patent for it from the crowp.

^ for building geiufbmen*s houfgs in the Weji Ihdics. '^J'heir 
palmetto-leav^, if properly manufa£iured, might turn to ex-

It does not appear, that at his firft* 
difeovering Jamaica^ he made any fettlement upon it, becaufe 
he was obliged to return to Ijifpaniolay where the Speifitards 
he had left on that iftand were guilty of the moft abomi- 
nable cxccfles^i but we are told, that a young inhabitant of 
Jamaica becatpe fo fond of the Spaniards^ that he accompa- 
^nied Columhis when he fiift departed from the iftand^. not- 
witbftanding all the remonftrances of his relations. • 

P^ to the word Jamaica^ it is probably hidian^ bccau(|r 
Oviedo mentions a river in Hifpaniola of that name : but 
the Spamjh^ as well as the French writers of voyages and* 
^/nrrrrtf 72 hiftories, are very inaccurlte as to the etymologies. 
It is pretty certain that Columbus entertained fo favourable an 
opinion of Jamaica^ that he ma'ked it out as an efiate to 
his family.

The viceroy of Mexico^ underftanding that 
the>mulattoes and negroes belonging to^the Spaniards of yd- 
maicoy had been left in the woods there, fent orders to the 
governor of Cuba^ to fupply the exiles with whatcv{!f''was 
neceflkry for taking repoileilion of their ifland, and promifed 
to fupport fhem with a proportionable land force. Tbejf 
accordingly n^turned thither, but lived difperfed in the woods, 
in fo mifeitible a manner, that the 500 1 iQ({iich 

were fent to thiir afliAance, refufed to aflbeiate themfelves 
with them, and fortified themfelves in the northern part 
the ifland at a place called St, Chcrerasy where they foon re«^ 
ceived very confiderable reinforcements.

Their fuccefi at yamaica had not abated Cromw^s re- 
fentment* fdr their failure at Hifpaniolay and it wasj^aily 
Vntfeafed^V his being informed* of the true principTcscT the 
two commaKfders, who were no footirr landed than tffey were 
committed prtfoners to the tower of London ; from whpeh th^ 
were foon after delivered with abundance of honour, and 
without apv trial; and Venahlei afterwards became eminently 
infirumentk.* in reftoring Charles i\.

7'he Spanijh negrobs anuoniulattocs, howdver, Hi]! kept War nvitb 
the woods and mountaigs, wla:re they fubfified by gatde T^nS tbetfgraes* 
^ blunder. Part of them perceiving that they had been aban- 
doned J[)y the St>amfli regulars, they muidered the governor 
who had been put over them, and chofe one of their own 
number. All this while, they were hunted and cut oiF by 
the Engltjh like fo n«any wild beads. Finding that they could 
h^kPout no longer, they font a deputation to governor Doyly^ 
who received them into tavour, upon their delivering up their 
^arms; but another party of them frill fubliffed, and were 
^ headed by fome of the old Spanijh inhabitants. The Tub-,

t^ than t^ey had been of their old, were v^ry ufeful in clear-

by lord TVtndfor as governor of yamatca^ We know liitlcf 
of his lordfhip’s adminiAration ; h>r in^ 1663, be was Aic- 
Modiford, ceeded by Sir Thomas Modifotd.

tion ; and ficarce a houfe in it was left unden^lithed, or un- 
damaged. In (hort) it entirely changed, not only i:s im- 
coroved, but natural appcarjticc ^-fc^fyee a mountain, or piece 
ground flandin^j: v/herc it foriTicriy did. Upon the whole, 
thrilPi'*>rthcpjak:e was a meit wreck ^of natti e, and its horro*Fs 
were fAh as cannot he defcribcdT* ^ **- .

TobWng the houfes of the wretched i.'habicanrs, when a fe- 
cond fliock happ"ne<.fl by which many of thwfe villains were 
fvvdllowed uy[; but the eartlufBalcl,* If, calamitous as it 
was, «was far Icfs ru'nous to the illand ^n its confequences 
were. The Whole (yftcni of the air anff ‘foil was changed, 
and iuch putrid fnielis iflbed from the apernires that had 
been made, that it is thought no fewer thaii 3000 
habitants died of pedilential dileafes. As to the lofs goods 
and property which this earthquake orcaftoned iC'^he mer* 
chants and planters, it is not to be calcul^d.>. Ui^^he 
fembly humanely paffed an ?6\, cxemptiii^^roe of ihechicT 
fuiVorers frorq paying large fiims as cuHorns for wine that had 
been deftroyed. Before the people of 'Jamaica had time toi 
recover themfjives, the Frcmh landed 300 men on the noriM 
> fide of the iRand ; but the (duernfey mStTof war, and fome 
other Hoops, who had done notable fervice in faying the in- 
habitants during the earthquake, being apprized W the def- 
cent, burnt their (hips, and deftroyed or took all the men 
they had landed, excepting 18, w 10 were carri<;d off inV 
(loop. 

Ill the year 1692, lord Inch} quin died in Jamaica^ where 
nn annual fall was infiiruted in commemo ratiog of. the late 
dreadful earthquake. King JVilliam colo^fc^g^ 

Ham Beejlon to fucceed him in his government, and gave mm 
the honour of knighthood. Upon his arrival on the ifland, 
he endeavoured to prove himfclf\voriby of his government, 
4y enquiring into, and remedying a num]}£!r^)f .abufesaithac 
had' prevailed during that of his predcceiLV. Next ye^^r, the 
people of yStmica^ notwithftanding the incredible damage 
they fuftained by the late earthquake, had been fo indfftrious 
as to fend a fleet of merchantmenvfrom thence to/CnglanJ^ 
under the cqnvoy of the M^rJauni^zn of war $ l^t they were 
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imjbrtunatdy caft away on the rocks near Cukf* There ore 
in^^lances in hiftory of a fist of private merchants who had 
fullaincd fo many loflcs as thofe of yamaua had done, fup- 
porting thef^i^hs fo well as they did without any public re* 
tribution, whl^ it does not appear they ever had follicited.

While yamat thus in a manner emerging from ita » 
calamities, ihtItticS were meditating to reddee it by one 
blow. They received no fmall encouragement for this from 
v^t^in jferfons, fujh eipecially, who being fitends of the ab>- 
dipatCGT^vernment m Fn^land^ perfuaded them that the peo- 
ple of the^iflind lon<«ed for a revolution, and Co return to 
th^r the Stuart family. Though nothing 

could be more diltant from the vh;w 8 of Francs than this fug- 
geftion, yet it was encouraged by M. du CaJJi^ who was at 
.this time appointed governor of the French part of HtfpanhJak 
Me had fome time before taken the FaUon frigate, and car-

Bay. Here a (haip fkitmiih enfutd between them, and an 
Enghjh oiScer, major y]fd>oJsy who killed '' numbdlr^of ihci' 
men, and foiced the lematnder, without carrying ciF wUh Menit 
rhu provifions they had landad, to retreat to rj'^r fhips; 

, Finding it in vain to attempt any thing farthervft the open 
part of ihcifland, all their flj.ips rendezvoufed’ zxro^i^Moram^ 
irom whence they failed on the i6th of "July. On the 17th, 
they came in fight of Port-Royaly and landing their men» 
(hey filled all the neighbourhood with their fires, that thev 
, might ftrikp the Engltfl) with the greater terror of their numC 
bets. Returning,^ however, in the night to their (hips, they 
wc*’e feen on the i8ch ftaiiding to the weft of Port^RoyaU by 
which it was conjedlured that they intended to land from* 
CarhJlc^Bay in Vm Pafijh Upon this, two troops of horlei 
. two regiments of St. Cathetine\y and part of thofe of CAs- 
Tcndon and St. EUzaLthj were ordeied to obferve their moti- 


ons, and to cuib the exe'tfles they had been guilty of in other 
parts of (he ifland. The t tench that very a^rnoon ^I'nchored 
in Carlijlt-Boy ; and landing about 1500^60, they attacked* 
an Enghjh breall-woftoC defended by about 200 men. A veiy 
fharp action enfued, in which the Englijhy after lofing a co- 
lonel, a ^leurenant-colonel, a Captain, and lieutenant, bc- 
{id& having fome of their beft officers us^nBed, being over* 
powered by Vambers, retreated, but not \11 after they had killed 
snore of their enemies than they thetr .elves loft. The Eng^ 
HJhy upon their retreat, which was. ? j/ofs a river, found them- 
fclves reinforced by fome compa- ^cs of foot, and a few horfe, 
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who lyad mzr^ei thiity wSm i^f tefoi^ renewed ihe 
charge, and not onljTWnecked ihepuifiiit of the French^ but 
^rove ^them back wick very coimderable lofs* though not 
without fome ^ theoirelves, for feveral more of their mea 
and officers v&v>e wounded, aiA Tome of both were killed. 

The two following days thofe a£tions palTcd in IkirmiAies; 
but the day after, which was the lad of July^ the French a^ 
tacked a houfe beloyging to one Mr. HuLba^d^ a poll of fon^ 
confequence* Th . place had yo more than twenty nve 
people to defend it, wholKat ofF the Fremh^ but next they 
brought againft it '^icater^ number of men and me can* 
yon. In the meai^while,* nv^jor Lkyd^ the com* 

mandant m that qu Jjcer, after reinforc mp^ the ('arrilbn of the 
houlc, made fucK di^ofitions on tb^ f the French with 

the reft of his men, that bad they adva'^ced to aflaula the 
p^ace, they niuft have betn cut off T jc French either faw anJrt* 
or furpe£led this, they bad ^cady^fuffered con- mbnrk^ 

fide ably in thetr numbers, and that the Jamanans behaved 
with far^more fpiVii'’*sind couiage than they e9r|>eded, came* 
to a refoTution to re-tmbark, and to abandon the ifland, which 
they dUVH the* 24th. Du CoJJe (ailed with three of bis ca- 
pitaf*tht[^o Ftanuy where he magnified the importance of 
b s fcrvicc" in Jamaua^ while leventren others completed 
their wood**i^^ and wJherin^ with great hurry at Port Alorantf 
Vnefc they evVn let on (hore the Jew prifoners they had made* 

In this expedition, it was computed that the Freruh had about 
350 men killed, and that at leaft an equal number died of 
difeales. Of the Englijh not above 100, Jews and negroef • 
/.^eluded, were killed or wounded. King WtUiam was fo 
fcnfible of the importance of captain £/^ota early intelli* ]]of 
gence, that he prerciued him with a medal and chain of 1 od/« 
waiue, belide^ 500 /. in money ; and recommended him for 
preferment to the lords of^the admiraUy. Each of the peo- 
ple who elcapcd with him were preiented with 50/* 

As It was of the utmoft importance to king fyitliam^a go- Wilmoc 
vernment that Jamaica ihouU not fall into the bands of the 
Frendt the adm. iftiation at home had taken great care that bllonV 
the ifland Ihould be properly reinforce^ which drew from f^f^dtuoUM 
the council and aflembly an addrefs to his mayefty, moft grate-^ 
fully acknowledging his m^efty’s rdyal care of them, in on 
dering a fpeedy relief and awftance to be Ibnt thithfr, fo^l|y 
defence^ and iecuri^of theii perfbns and e&M$ agaiift a 
cruel and barbarous^ ^my; who, in their late 4 tfempt upon 
that ifland, had no otlwjidvantageovcr them, but what was 
owing to the inequality m^eir numbers, and not to the va- 
bur of their men, which wefly (hewed itfclf ii^bumine do* 
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felted plasitationif murdering priWen in cold blood, alid oP" 
ferlng indignity to women/’ By tbb f^cimen, the reader 
may form lome idea of the inhuman manner in whiShlhe 
Ff‘imh have always made war. As it was well known they' 
were perpetually forming neu; fchcmes o||intt^the Englijb 
IVeJl^Indm^ Jatnaua in particular, his imfPf^'brdered a force 
of 1200 men, under colonel Lilliftoriy to be fent to that ilTand 
fin 1694. 'This was thought to oe a bold meafure, at a time 
^l;en the nation itfelf was every day exM^ing an invafion 
fronbt^r/7wr ; but the king was intent not*pnly upon protect- 
ing jfdPw/V/7, but upon difpofleffing th^Frencb of the quarter 
they haV^'*rurpe 3 in Htjpafffolai No\|i&oner was Ltllijlon 
landed^ fSai^orhe governor of yamai^jf i^nt off the Swan fri- 
gate to \o inform the Span^^rds^ and to concert 

meafures for rupporfiifg the defeent that was to be made upon 
the French part of the ifland. It was agreed, that the go- 
vernor of St. DompigOt the capital of tj^^e ifland, fhould march 
with the Spehiiards to Mamhaneef-i^ «pti :he north-fide of 
the ifland, where (hips were to wait for them. 

The marine part of the expedition was comaiitted to 
captain IVilmet^ who was commodore of a fq^adron of Eng* 
KJh (hips at Jamaica $ and he failed, with LilUJlen 
land forces on board, for Domingo^ where the ajioveinen- 
tioned plan was confirmed, and from tl^cnce to Cape Franpis^ 
the chief fcttlement which the French had in LiK 

li/hn landed fome men wkhin three leagues of th^ Cape^ 
while Wibnet bore up within cannon (hot of the fort. Thia 
was on the 18th of Jnne^ and the enemy kept a bri(k fire 
upon z\\ t\it ^Englijhy who approached the (bore, both from 
their cannoh and mufketry. Three attacks were then formed 
againft the fort, ane by the land-forces, another by a body 
or'feacnen, who were to land likewife, and another by the 
(hips who were to batter it. fVilmoty in endeavouring td' 
find a place for landing his men, narrowly efcaped falling ihfa 
an ambufeade of the French^ who were placed at the corner 
of a bay, and who fired fmartly upon him, but without doing 
any execution. Next night, he returned ^to the fame place 
With an adi^ional ftrengtb, which dayfited the Fre^ub fo 
^mueb, chat they immediately blew up their fort, fetfire to 
their town, and wichbut carrying off, or fpoiling forty pieces 
of canneui, with which their works were mounts, they 
m<y€hed"off in the dark. Nexl day ^%^EngliJb entered the 
town and plundered it. • 

Port Pmx^ the ftrongeft fettlem'Int the French had in 
Ht^anhla, was the next objeS of tVe Englijh, and tc proved 
a matter more difficulty than Hoc reduction of Cape Fran^ 
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this expedition, it affpears, dji if oeitber cbc^ S^sards ^vt 
Aie Englijh land-forcef^ontributed much to its fuccefi. WiU 
mot waited fcit mitf da^ exp^ing their arrival } but being 
difappointed, beWled a party of his Teamen about five miles 
to the eaftward of ’Tort Paix \ whe|^, driving before hitiTlLhe 
french who oppofed his landing, and who retired to their^ 
fort, he deftroyed tlteir plantations to. its very walls. Tli& 
fori was Tituated at the bottom of ft bay, on a flat rocl^ lull, 
which doped towartjs^the fea, but was deep on the la,<a-ridc« 

It had four*baftioii 9 , .j^ts walte were very drong, ^.t^ builc in 
'^rm of a fquare, mclinling foufteen pieces of ci^oji. From 
this defeription iMppf ars, that the place not be taken 

without a regular fiege. Intelligence coming that the land- 
forces were at hand, ffj/mot put adiore 400 Teamen, *afld 
four days were employed in landing the^^avy artillery. On 
the 2 id. Tome cannon Sa\id mortals were landcfl on (he weft 
. fide of the caflle by the 27th, the Englijh played^poiu 
it mod Artoufly from the batteries ; To that the french them<^ 
felvdl fogn fava *chat it was untenable. This intelligence 
couAt^ on the tttird of ^uly to the knowledge of colonel 
Lilltfton and captain IVilmoU they refolved to intercept the fu- 
gitives. The French 4fitiQ marched out of the fort amounted 
to 310, c^i^Jufive of 200 negroes armed, and 150 unarmed. 

Havinjf left the fort, they were attacked by the ambufeade 
of Engltjh and Spaniards^ who killed all who did not furren- 
der themfcives prifoners, who were not above the numbei^ 
of 150, both French zxiA negroes, and amongft fhe /lain were 
almoft the whole of the French officers. TUc E^igHJh^ after 
this, entered and demoliflied the bait carried off the 

t^ores, pruvifions, and artillery, to the number of 80 piecefof 
qaphon, befides other confiderable plunder. 

Such, in general, is tife account of this expedition againft ageunfitU* 
the French of Hifpaniola i but particulars have been fo vari- French in 
oufly related, and with fuch feeming evidences of truth on Hirpaaio- 
both fides, that we have not ventured to defcend mueb, into 
them! If^tlmot acvifed the Ipaniurdi andthe Englijh foldiers 
for not doing their duty ; aiid«they reerbnimioated upon him 
by charging him with tmachery and alfftriee^ With expofiog 
them wantonly to danger on all occaficmii, and wil^*hoMmg 
from them even th^eir neceflary allouraoces* Pernapb, Ijpili 
parties Were to blam^frotti tha^ fpirit of di(a«emcAC thit 
itfsen fubfifted betweeime land and fcavfervke^bttt it was 
on all Ifands agreed, t A||j^e offiem ac^u itkd 

felves with great honour>^alU|that the expedindn trielf ter- ' 

]]^ted highly to the intj^ft. of Ehghnd. It enuft, ho#«i 
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mr, be acknowledged^ that it mi^t have been more 
b, had lyilmot literally followed his inftru£lions, which 
vere to proceed againft retit GuaveSf and to deftroy in his 
-eturn the French fifheiies t «i the banks of Newfoundland ; 
>u'‘, it is fald, that the profpctSl of plunder induced him to 
proceed as he did. fie d ed in his return to Eti^landy where 
his fleet arrived m a moil miferable corjjdition. 

Negroes vTke ifland of fi^maicq cuntii.ued ftill to be peftered by 
made fee. thcSv^^cllioub negroes, in concert with the original negroes 
and inhabitants of the woods. Sevcul attempts had been

Ga^ ifons wcit oLe.'iile put irito Fort IViliiam 
and Pott A^taf and gcntlov^tj credit on the ifland 
werj appointed by an ad oi ailtinbly to coMcci and receive 
“ the money, and to lupei intend ihe di^'poU'* of it. ^^The fame 
year five gentlemen, Mz. RukirdLuj \ ftoje^ James 

Banifler^ Tthomus IhnJui^ and Jotm UWitaSy Kl^rs»*were 
appointed commilTloners to execute an a^t of the aflembly 
for giving irctdozii to all negioe Haves who could prove that 
they had done any remarkable ieuLc againll the Ftencb. 
"l*hiS was a very wife and gcr.trciis meaiuie, aThd for the 
mure ready execution of fub-cornmaTiunwrs wete appointed 
all over the "ifland. 


Pointis«/f- By thoft^wife and many other, regulations, Jamaica profc 
he* pered fo greatly, that in the year when me Ften^ ad« 

j^re^ Ja- mirat, Monf. PointiSy was on hn linmous expedition againft 
inaioa. Crjtthagina^ he appeared ofF where the fight of his< 

powerful tquadron, far from imimidaring the inhabitants, mado 
them wilh he would attempt a l^iJing. In an in(l<int,«all 
the pods of the ifland were manned ; end though Pointis had 
on boaid 2000 buccaneers, all of them ufed to defperate fer* 
vices, yet the Jamaicans made fo good a fbew, that he paifed 
by sfithouC attempting any thing againft their ifland. „ This 
was the more extremidinary, as molt of* the men whom LiU ' 
r lijien had brought ^re now^dead, either by the hardfbips 
they had fufiered in the expedttion,^or the diicafes they had 
^ncra&Cd. 'By this time, the# court of England hearing of 
rSiniis*^ deftination, had ordered adm'ial Nevil^ who was 
joined by ^ Dutch fquadron, to follo^i. him ; but Piintis 
then Atccecded againft Cartbagena^ athere he found a boefly 
of eight millions of crowns ; an^ ..1 that Nevil could do ,in 
bis voyag^ to Jamaica^ wher^^ was to go afhore for intel- 
tigcQce, waSf to take a Frmb pKvateer. He arrived at ^

Pfitritts receiving incelligence of hit being in ihofe feat* after

His majefty was at tins time in a moft undeflreable fitu- 
ation ; he could not difown the aft, and it he did not, he 


muft break with the EngljJb, with whom be then ftood upon 
verj indifterem terms in anfwer to the addrefs, he repeated 
what he had faid before, that be had been ill-fervcd in 


Scotland^ but he ho^ed fome remedies might be found, to 
prevent the inconveniencies that might arife from the aft.** 
Though by thofe expreffions, and by his majefty’s turning 
jout of then pofte who had been inftrumental in prooarlbg 
the a£f, the Scots mlebt have eafily forefeen it^ate ; yet they 
went madly on, as i\no method, if it couU not be repealea, 
.could nave been foun<^*^t to evadgjt. The king perceiving 
they were rcfolved to prak|S||^i5new3 his difiipDrobation, by 
fending orders to Sir PfSl Rycaut^ the Engbfi refident gt 
fiotpsburgh^ and bis envoy at the court of Lu^rAurgb^ to join 
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in a mcmarialv which was to be delivered to |the fentte of 
Hamburghj threatening them with bis majefty^s bigheft dif- • 
pleafure, if they joined with the fenate in any treaty of conn« 
merce whatever. This memot^al was prefented at the very 
time.*when the hopes of the Stots were at the higheft ; and ic 
SI produced an addiefs to tht-^emg from the« council of the 
Scotch company, in pretty fevere terms. This addrefs farther 
liam’s^r- eipbarrafled his majefty, who ordered the two Scouh fecreta-. 
iitrs to bii ries of date to fignify to the company, that he would give 
mtttiftert orders to h s envoy at the court of Lunenburgh^ and his refi- 
M Ham- dent at Hamburgh^ not to mal^e ufe of his insjedy*s name on 
burgh authority, for obftrwSing the company the profecution of 
h inhabitants of the city.

of the TIamhurgh merchants, indeed, (cemed inclined to*con- 
tinue^htir fuKcriptions, but were foon obliged to dcfi(l. This 
proQueed addilLiles upon addrefles ftom the company, and 
even from the parliament of ScoiLnd^ (whvre'thc wfiole na- 
tion feemed to be unanimous in fupport of thcpiojefl) to^the 
king, but without their receiving any fatisfaflory anfwers. 
Their difappointmcnt was far from damping their zeal ; they 
fubferibed 400,000 /. fterliqg to the company, no rank or 
degree of men among them being free from the infe£tion» 
Noble offices^ and warehoufes were erected, and four (hips, 
the fmalleft carrying fixty guns, were built at an immenfe 
,cxpencc forethc ufe of the colony, befides tenders and tranf* 
ports, ” 

fit Scots T ILL thofc ihips were built, their deftination had never 

l^d ai been publiflied by the direfiors of the company, and Patsr^ 
Parien. fitCs fcheme for the Scots fettling thp ifthmus of Datien^ was 
now firft openly avowed. Three of their ibips, and two ten- 
ders, with about 1 200 choice men on board, failed from the 
Fnthf and about the middle of Novimber^ 1698, they landed 
fafe with the lofs of but few of their men, in the bay of 
Darien^ where they immediately took poiTeffioti of St. Ca- 
iharinis Ifiand^ which we have alripdy mentioned, then 
''called the Golden IJland. This they fortified to great advan- 
tage, its [felt being large and capacious enough for (hips of 
tne%reateft burden, and at the fame time extremelyofccure. 
The fort buK' here mounted fifty guns^ and its garrifon con«* 
iifled of 600 To do the frs/r^ftice, they prcceeded 

in a regular manner in ^ ^ettle^^^^jit. The firft thing they 
did, was, ijp enter into with the inhabitants, and 

the king (as be is called) of JjSrhnt who difclaimcd all 
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dependence upon> or league wltb* the Spaniards. Intelligeocf 
of this arriving in Scotland^ the coanciUgeneral of the com«* 
pany there laid before bis majefty the proceedings of their 
colony ; and, to induce him t# proceft it, infoimed him, that 
they had undoubted intelligence of the Ftinih defigniit^ to 
fettle the fame country, had they Sot been prevented by the 
Scots ; and that they had in every thing afied according to ^ 
thf conditions required m the a£t«of parliament, and by ihcir 
letters* patents. 

A I the time this reprefenjation was laid before the king, a 
eery prcfling memprial ^as prefented by the Spanijb ambalTa* 
dor (\sho was perfof^liy obnoxious to his majefty) upon the 
fame head. Though it muft be acknowledged, that the pro- 
’^keedings of the ScoUh company, as founded on their a€f of 
parliament, (ruppofing tRein to be an independent people, as 
they certainly were) w 'rc-irreproachalffc^ yet «the imited in- 
tereft of all Europe required their being cru(he3. i h^king^ 
who was entire!^ of that opinion, complaintd of his not 
having been made acquimted w'th the deflination of the 
Scotch flTips, and ^^efufed, by the earl of Seafield^ the fecrctary 
of ftate for that kingdom, to give them any countenance or 
protedtion, til! the p'ace of their fettlement was fully known. 

The people of yaniaua^ of all the Engltjb WeJl^Indians^ had 
the grcatell reaion to be alaamed at the progrels of the 
* Scots , foi chough both wcie under the fame kipg, yet the op- 
poficion the latter had met with at had exafperated • 

them greatly at their Englijh brethren. It wa^cvidcnt, frdfii* 
the fituation of the Siotch colony, that if pj;ope9iy fupported^ 
it would, fome time or other, be in a con4ition to give law to 
all AnesiLa^ efpecially as their new harbour was dcclaAd a 
free-port , and this muft not only thin "Jamaica^ and the other 
^Bnghjh iflands, of their fibabicants, but dram them of their 
money. The Jamaicans were foon delivered from their gp- 
prehenfions by the following proclamation, which was very 
fecret^y fent over, being publifhed in their iflmd.

Whereas I have received orders from bfs rntjeRy^ ^4be ad^tn>* 
right honourable James Vernon^ one of the nrincipid ime- 
tanes of ftate, impciking. chgt bis majeftywn not infornied 
of tbi intentions anu^figns o f the ScU^ in peopling Da* 
rten^ which is contrary\a the wtWB%etwccn bis itiajel^ and 
his allies, commanding dnRnto afibrd tbemgny affifunce: 
in compliance tberewitby in bis majefty^s namci and by hia 

order. 
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^er, I do Sri£tly Anrge aoi require alj and every hi9 ma-*. 
jefty^s fubjedls, that upon no jiretence whatfoever* they hold 
any correfpondence with the aforefaidt or give them 
any^aififtance with armsy ammunition* provifiony or anything 
wh%bever, cither by then^eves, or any other for them 5 nor 
al&ft them with any of tneir ftippingy or of the EngUJb na- 
tion's, upon pain of his majefty’s difplehfure^ and iuiFering 
the fevered puniOiment. Given under my hand and feal *o[ 
arms* the 9th of yfptil^ 1699, and in the nth year of the 
reign of If^iUiam III. king of England^ Scotland^ Ftance^ an^ 
irelandf and lord of jamaica^^detendtr of the faith.” 

Tke like proclaiftation was publifhedtby the governors of 
SarbadoSi New Yorl^ and New England. In the mean while, 
Che ifew fcctlemcnt of Damn had been attacked by the Spa^ 
ir(^ governor of Satfi^Matta^ wfu^m they defeated with the 
iofs of wo ofi his men* and made himfelf ptifoner. JSut an 
rnem/y of a mjich more powerful nature, began then to invade * 
the new colonift«<. Great part of their proviftons Rad been 
confumed before they left their native country^ fo that they 
were' now threatened with famine ; and when they applied 
for relief to the Englijh colonies, the proclamation was pro- 
duced as their anfwer ; though, beforethe proclamation was 
publilhedy the people of Jamaica were ready enough in fup- 
plying the colony with provrfions and turtle, and others, per- 
haps, would have traded clandeftmely with them, even after 

• proclamation. But the colonies were cither unable or 

• iiawilling to affifwcr their exorbitant demands. Thus, in fa&, 
•chis iiUconcSrted expedition, after filling the mother country 

with the moft unbeunded hopes, came to nothing, becaufe it 
waf not properly fupplicd and fupported; and the fcttlpra 
were obliged to abandon the fpof, i^hich had piomifed theanu 
fuch immenfe riches. Their miferies, even after quitting 
Darien^ were inexpreflible. Such of them as came on flbore 
at Jamaica^ were confidered in little better light than that of 
holtile pirates i and, though famine was painted in (heir 
faces, they received no other relief but what they paid for in 
the goods which flill remained in their bands, at above fifty 
joer cent, difcounc (A). In the mean time, fcarcely had the 
nrft fettlei| alvindoned Darien^ when they were fucceeded 
fcp ^ frefli recruit j but the chief Ihip, which carried their 
provifiona, bemg burnt hy accfc^tmt, and having no pTacc on 
the globe, frob^whence tbej^ coul^raw fubfiftencf, but

* land Perhaps, the gfipital misfortune of the whole iS^ in 
the danger ol the pourt of Spain confiscating all the Enghjh 
effects in that country, which, at that time, were far more 

^ confiderable than ever they have been fmee; and therefore 
the Engbjh mercantile *intet eft m genj^al engaged to oppofe 
it. Jlut even this obftatle, ftrong a# n was^ might not have 
defeated the feheme, had it not been for thd particular fitua* 
tion the aft«/irs of Ew ept at that time, which fc^n after 
took a turn^very different from what had been forefeen by 
his nfajefty or his EngltJ!) minifters, who little thought that 
a branch of the houfe of Bouthon was to fucceed to the Spa» 
mjb monirchy in Ameiua as well as in Europe* "Jamaica feems 
to have been the only Enghjh colonv, who gained by the mif* 
carriage of the Scotch fettlempnt. Many of the adventurers 
chofe to fettle there, raiher than be expofed to farther trou- 
bles, which contributed to the population ^ the ifland ; and 
being in general a ftrong hardy race, they oh ere very ufe^l 
in their fugar-works, and other manufa^ufiPS, whift no^ a 
few of them (erved as overfeers and tu{oA to young planters/ 

T HE French ftill continued their preparations agaijft the 
^ Engbjh^ and during the Scotch fettlcment at Darien^ they bad 

* fourteen men of war^t Petit Gueruesy fome of them 70 gun 
(hips, with which they gave out they intended a defeent upon 
the Havannah ; but that their views were defeated by the un- 
forcleen preparations of the Spaniards* By this time Port^ PortRoj 
Hoyal had been rebtplc as well as the late devaftation of the rebutb* 
earthquake, could admit of, and the afierobly pafled an aft 

for foitifjring It, which obliged the governor to remove thi-* 
ther from Spamjh Town^ that be might fuperintend the 
wo'ks. The government of England beiifg df opinion tiuf||^ 
the Freneh ftill bad an eye upon Jamaica^ in 1699 Yem tbn 
(her admiral BenAow wish a conuderabte^uaclrDO of men of 
w2r, but during h' ^ paffage, infeftiom^nftempers made great 
bavock among bis ci^ ^s ac^ gwiiaers. Upon their arrival at 
Jamaica, the furvtvor^MS^ed their healt^ and the ifland 
was tben*confidered as being in a high pitch of prorperity, 

not- 
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nctwt'thftanding two Engltjb men of war were cad away near 
ihjpamola^^ and Fort O^arkt to Port Royal was blown up by 
accident. Sir IVtlham Boejhtt died uppn the liland in 170O9 
and was fuccceded in JprU 1701^ as governor, by major- 
general Selwyn, 

Thi- fucccflion of the d^uke lof ^n/ou to the undivided 
monStrehy of Spain now tdkiii^ pi ice, it was naturally con- 
cluded that a war between Gnat- Ijntatn and the two branches^ 
of the Bout Ion family mufl luon i nlue, and this made ad-* 
miraj Bimbow^ who was then upon the ifland, cxtiemcl) ac- 
tive twd folicitous upon e\ery meafure that could contribute 
to its fecuiity by Tea. Sehvyn ditd looi. after his arrival at 
Beckford, Pott Royal Upon his ueath, Peter Uedjoydt tlq; was appoiiit- 
gpvitnor* cd by the council to be lieutcnint governor; and he cele- 
brated .«i a fignal manner tlic fad ohtcquicb of king IVtlltam^ 
and the joyful acceflia;. of ^yx^LwJtne to the throne. No 
fooncr did tjic ex ledlcJ war between linglnn I and Ft ante b^^ ale 
ouj^ than Bimbow exerted himfelf to the utme^ft, by making 
difpofitions of his cruifcis and men of war for the annoyance 
of the Ptitnb and their trade. He ddpatthtd fomc qf his 
fhips towards IltfpamoLi and Cula, where they made a 
very rich prize; while he himltlf failed with the reft of 
his fquadron to intercept a Fttnih fleet, wl ,rh had been htted 
out under M. ZJii CaJJe againft the hn^lijl) II ejl Indian illands. 
One of the hnghjh men of war had tiK ^ood fortune to fend 
the G/w/ idna^ a Sp^titfl) min of war, bound for St Domi igo and 
CatthigoiOy a prize into PotuRoyal in thi mcin while, the 
an^miral^, with fcien of his beft fliips, put the F ttuh and .S/a- 
fiiQids into dreadful iCordiernaiion by crui/ing oft Leogane and 
P tilt Guai^es. Here tlie entmy was obliged to blow up one 
of the^, gun lhip<;, which he had dtiven afhorc , he burnt ^ 
two of ihcir beft mcrchant-ihips ; and the CoLh Jitr^ on the \ 
14th of Auguft 1702, brought into Pott Royal feveral rich 
jMizes. The addrefs fentover by the council and aflembly 
of yat taua^ which was tranfmitted to her majeftv, and pre- 
fciued by Sir Gilbett Heathcute^ and Sic Bartholomew Grate* 
dieu^ feems to have put her majefty in mind, that a governor 
was ftiil wanting for Jamaica^ and the appointment fell upon 
thq call of Peterborough^ who was invefted with fuller pow- 
ers than any o^her governor had ever been. The reputation 
Iwjf tht« nobleman made his appointment highly acceptable to 
the inhabitants of Jamaua.

The Cjlani'^’r w^rh this hurricane; oocafion^ made the 
inhah’^ants vfjar'jica appir^henfive that the French woilld 
take advanta^^} it to invade their ifland ; and on the ift of 
September^ 17 12^ martial law was j>roclaimed, and all the in« 
habitants were oiuftered under arms^ On the 18th of the* 
fame month, another hurricane happened^ which lafted from 
\ eight at night till noon next day. Tne Jamaicens had 
ohemfelt the dreadful effieds of thole hurricanes, tharthey wep 
equally alarmed for the fafety of theif own IbipSkOl war, asAt 
the defliqatioiaof thtWreneb.

was far ngore affable and eal'y of accefs, than any of their 
feroier gSvditnors.

more e* '^ant modes of Jiving : they, on the other hand, were 
Apt wancK^r in grai.''udc, for :hey fettled nolefs than 5000/. 
E year upoji^his graced being double what they bad ever al- 
lowed to arii'^ former governor.

About thc^bcginnilTgTJT^?^ 
vice-admiral Hopprty in the Licri man of war, took up

A mail of war was difpatchfd fioni "Jatmlca to rec!^if>i the 
Anne galley ; but the Englljh commander met only ^flth feur- 
rilities and rnfuhs, and was obliged to return without any (a- 
tisfaSion. By this lime, the Spaniards had fent^o the Coafts 
of New Spain five men of war 10 join tfceir other (hips jlyr^

Kingfton. The fbwn of Kingfton^ which was built on the opprfite 
fide of the harbour, to fuppty the lofs of Port-Royah from 
which it is diftant five miles by^A’atcr, and fifteen by land, is 
now a parifh by itfelf. It ftf^nds commodioufly' for freOi 
. water, and all other convcnicncU*' of Kfc ; thepWfi of it 
was laid by colonel Chrijlian Lilly ^ wno was the chic* engi- 
neer of ifiand at the time of LiUlnJiono expedition. The 
ftijtets are wide, and regular, and crofs eachother in right angles, 
at equal diftances.

The garnfbn of the 
Spethiards^ within ihe cviltic, yvas ftill confidcrable, and the 
brave oefenc«c they had m»de left rhe bciiegers no room to 
doubt of (he relolurmn and courage of their commanders. But 
danger feemea rrivil^.roour troops, when it was to finiOa 
Che dreadful toils thev fiad undergone.

"Kefpel^ with* 
the ^rcateil alacruy, riiounting the breaen, and entering tHh 
fort with luch amazimi iiurepidity and order,^ that the Spor^ 
niards^ who had been regularly drawn up to refifl them, loft 
all the^ptrit ihw nad belure exerted. Four hundr^ of them 
were cut in pieces, or perilhcd in the waters four^ hundred 
thcciir down tbeic arms and rectiviM quarter. « The marquis

Lewis (kVilafce^ the governor, with a.l'6ut ico orth^/far- 
rifon, bravely defenJed his colours, till he was killed, to t^ < 
extreme regret of his generous conquerors, who even mourfky, 
ed over his body. The daftardly behaviour of the Spaniards^ 
when the ^lace was donned, evinced that the obltinate de- 
fence it bac^^ade, was < wing to thofc two gallant nobk- 
mcn.

rendered^ it impoftiblc for us to carry our arms" inui the 
dominions Spain in America. It is true, the valohrof the . 
Brittflj troops favad Portugal from being reduced in one cac'* 
pUigii ; but thijPr was done at a vail expcnce, which his Alwit 
Faithful iTiawy was in no ccndition to reittiburfe. 
thofe evenfSj many ochess, foreign to this part -at cur 
hiftory, contributed towards making peace d^O.de, w^ich 
could not be obtained, without the reftirution/of the Havana 
nahj as the French and Spaniarjis^ and indeed, all the reil of 
Europe^ looked upon the Englijh pofleftion of it a locking- 
up the rciburce of all their treafurcs, which one day or other 
^ley might finally lofe. So manyi^^iportant conliJer^atinm, 
but aboye all, the vail: depopulation of Hritijh fubje^s, by 
the war,Sc laft determinnd oifr miniftry to give ear to a 
trftty, in which, the reftoration of the Havannah to thtf 
crown of Spain^ was to be an article. I'bc evacifoting Por^ 
tugal was not thought to be a Aifticicnt equivalent for this 
mighty cqnceflioq. His Catholic majefty gave up h> the

crown- of Grtat Britum^^^ii that ui the afnple manner 
and form. Such werb the indent mficationnuanted in Am^ 
r/ctf,,beride$ the evacuation of Portugal Spanifi im 
Punch troops, in confideration oi theVcfiitution of the

In 1629, the flota was met with by a DuU/j privftteery Che 
commander-of which was called Pic de Peh^ or Wooden Leg, 
whofecrew ran the Spani/h fhips alhore, and maefe thcmfelvcs 
mailers of their treafures, which amounted to fome ^millions 
of pieces of eight.

Ic is uncertain, whether Cvha contains any e'ines of g'bld or 
lilver, thc^hopes of which occaBoned the butchery ot all the 
ancient inhabitants, who were either unwtCIng or unable to 
clifeover any, though rooft probably the latter.

A was..difcovercd' in 1492, by ChriJli^ehtrCdumlus^ he 
g;fve it the name of Hifpanhla^ or Little Spajn j and its chief 
ci^ bding dedicated to St, Dcminicy or that name, 

in comn|:nicated itfclf to tiic ^hoLc ifland. 

It lies in the rngUk betwixt Cuba and Jamaica on^tbe north- Si/aatit^., 
weft and Touti.wcnv snd Porto- Rico on the caft, and is fepa- 
rated from the^laft by only a narrow channel. It extends 
from long.Jfiy deg. 35 min. to long. 74 dc^. 15 rnin. and from 
lat. 17 deg. 37 min. to lat. 20. being near 4C0 miles from 
weft to eafl^and almo .7 1 20 where broadeft from north to 
fouth,«and by fome reckoned 400 leagues in circumference, 
exclufivc of its bays and creeks, which it is chouKht would 
make 200 more. Columbus^ as we have already fecn, faikd 
from CubaM Haytit at a time when be began td fufpedl that 
fome cooibinations were forming agaioft ifim by the two 
brother^ Martin and Francifeo Pinzani^ the maft^rs of two 
iloope in bis fquadron^. Wben he arrived off Hayti^ he bad

' It appears frtm wKat happened immediately after, that (he 
made report! of her benefaAor to her country- . 
people, wTiofo^ thiooged round,^and came on board the 
Sfanijh (hips in c^c^i canevts. The Spatiiardf^ wkh great 
IMcafurCt beheld t^of^ natives loaded with 'gold anii liivcr 
bracelets, collars, and ear-rings of wbic|^ithey ivcfs very 
liberal to all the failors who afkcd for them. Colu?nbus^ 
fiiidirfg the natives in fo good a dirpofitioij^' went afliore pro- 
perly attended, and had an , interview with or.e Gua^amtiJ{^fo 
one of the cy.ciques, or peby princes of the ifland, who gat^ 
him a mod hofpitable and generous reception.' 'Mutual civij 
'» lilies paired between therfi. Columbus prefented tlic cacique 
^ with lindn-drawers, caps, knives, lookuig-giv^^^:^, hells, and ^ 
other toys ; whilq:the cacique beflowf o on him, ip return,, a 
hirge quantity gold, and ordered his fulpeAs to go ip their 
canoes and re^.'ovcr as much as they could of the wrecks uf 
the Spanijh^x^^ which they did arlcare^u^ly^i^^;t'4^v!. been 
their ownjoroperty. Columbus was dill gV^i^ofs an inter- 
preter ; but he made a (hift, by figns, to enquire where^he 
liatives got their gold ; and they gave him to umJerftand, that 
it was walhed down by their inland rivers from their moun- 
tains. In the mean while, prodigious multitudes of the ra- 
vages wt*re daily crowding to fee Coljpibus and irtT compani- 
ons, being (truck with wonder at their appearance, and ape- 
ing theif^gefhires in whatever they faw them do. I'he Spa^^ 
inLrds took advantage of their curiofity to teach them their 
prayers, and to^ive them (bme knowledge of the 1;. language, 
While they, in Fcturn, furoi(hed them plentifully with gold, 
and foods of all kind* ^ 

' OOLUmBUS imagining, that he had now fiiececded in 
what he uad been fo long in queft of, was impatient to be 
hin^^ 
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himrelf the fr.ft meflenger of good jnrws to his maHer th^ 
king of Spain. Bcfbrc he took his jj^arture from Kl/^anio^^ 
he built) with leav'; the cacique, a houfe, according to , 
my author ^ of bricks, and caM it, “The Nativity/* being 
the (irft that ever was built ^ Europeans in America. Here 
he left thirty eight Spaniards^ with orders to behave rbcmfcivcs 
durbig his abfence, with the greateii caution and moderation^ 
bat that they fliould, during his aibience, inform themrelve$ 
of every thing relating to the ifland. He then put to rea, 
carrying along with him the rcfttif his crews, I together wiih 
fix of the natives, all the gold •that had be® j)rc#ntcd to 
Ihifn by the cacique, fome fj^-ruts, and calco| ma’z, or 
Indian com/ with oth#r rariMc s, the prod c^lhe ifland. 

Two oj>ffe ravages died in their paflage u^pmn ; but Co- 
/f.'wA&i prefented the other four i.'. their CkVjjfffMajeftiesJ ** 
together with the gold, which cornduce^T AWof the reality 
of his difcoverics ; and they fhewed very {%ti1||jkir marks of 
•reCpedl toColtmbu*^ whom they mide high-adtivii^i^ the 
weftern world, ^with a teoth of the pc|^sy>f his difeovery ; 
and Kis luotheY^^wV>^/«meT</ was afipotncoUo the government 
of Jfifpdhiola^ thf only place in AmeriA i\ which the Spani^ 

^rds leethT^as vet,^ have obtained a footing. 

COLUMBUSs ipn .the other hand, gave their f ac^iulic Columbuf 
iMajellies entire fanmfafiion as to the value of his difeoveries, Spain. 

• prodigious maitcts they ^aight expert from them ; 

tf^tit dcTired, ^t^tbe fame time, that he might Mrturn with a 
; and apjKiiiitmcnt AifHciem to^ompletc them. A fleet 
oLitofi c (hips and fourteen caravels, canyigg 1500 

^en, uTas' nttco out, and plcutifuily furnilhed 

wish provilBlfi/^ ammunirion, cannon, ct^n, feeds, horfes. 
and ni^9re«, tods to work in the mines, and c^^mmodirirs that 
were prope r for t rafficktng^vith the natives. AiiV'>ng ihc men 
he calf Kill hidi were a few genilemen,^ut abund- 

aneg of pw;.(ls sftl^gMnks, the others confi fling of la- 

bourers and an fans. In bis voyage to Hifpaniola^ he touched 
at Gomera^ one of the Canaryjjlands^ where he wooded an«l 
watered, arid took in an additional number of live flock, with 
(bme gardign-fecds ; and, on the 23d of November ^ after dif- 
coveriqg inaSy other iflinds, he arrived on the coafl of Hif- Returns t§ 
paniola. Here he found a dreadful revolution, )ll t^ Spani- Hifpanio- 
being dead whom hdiadlcfton the ifland. The ad- la. 
miral fent aihore a party to know the reafon of this ca»- 
ftrophr, aAd along with them the four natives whom he had 
brought back, and who bad been baptized in Spain. They

It a highly probable,^ that Columbus had forefeen and ex-

the p^lgtci he left the ifland were the* moll abandoned 
rufSaito in the whole fleet, and, very pofflbjlf/, the hirgleaders ^ 
of the mutineers who had brought him into fo much difquicc 
and danger during bis iirft voyage. But 9 /'.s he was now im 
a condition to command bis own terms, he landed 
people, and^aid the foundations of a town, to which, in hi^ 
Hour of her Catholic Maiefly, he gave the naitic of IfaM^ f 
After this, he built a town, which be cal^d St, Themas^ hear 
the gold-mines of Hifpanio{a^ foriifyinfjfthe wirtVa cita-N 
del ftrong enough to refift the attacks'of the i..;^'eB. H^re 
4ie Spaniards opened fo rich a gold mine, that fuch of them 
as were not .prefent did not credit the reports fpread\f « tt, 
fill they favjp great quantities of puir>gold wined ; 

and whicivi according to Oviedo^ the naty^^l^cra at ppibs 
to dig for, as all the gold they had in pofieffion was 
found either upon the furface of the earth, or fo near it, that 
it gave them very little trouble to come at it. *¥his part of 
the Spanifi hiftory is well attefted ; but it would be difficult 
to account for the great fcarcity of native gold^^at is now 
in Hifianiola^ as we can fcarccly imagine that the Spaniards^

« This promiling beginning of a colony being efFc^led, {f/j/Ar- 
Chriftopher Columbus^ leaving his brother Borthoiomew in hit ibir tiifiom 
.charge of Hifpaniola^ put to lea with three (hips, in which veriu, 

Jie compleated his difcovcry on •the (both- fide of Cuba^ ^4* 
malca^ and other iflands ; and then returning to Hijpamokf^ 
he difoovered a harbour which called Port Nicholas^ wher^ 
he refitted his fquadron, whiclahad been greltly^^rtered ^ 
his cruife, and then he pre{iareJ to fet out the Carib- 

heaniy who. were the^arnii^fs natives of tlmfe^^ the adja* 
cent il|[;#b:;Us and co; 2 tinent,* intending no\ ox^ to burn all 
canoes, but, if pofiiblc, to exferc^£»the peo|;)l?* 

Though the humanity, moderation, awey/traA of CclunAuu 
have been greatly cried up by the Spanijbb H^other authors, 
yet we find that he pofTclTed thofe virtues onif qpinpUcatively, 
as he certainly was a better man man^of thoic giofh- 
(levs his CM^4||l^arirs and fucceflbrs,'*N^fe proAMings are 
fo many' apolofpcs fur the cruelties o^fo|ner natiodl|||but the 
virtues-uf (Xut/f(^s were, 4 >erbaps, as much inferior to thofe 
of a truly humane conqueror, as thofe of the fiends, we have 
meneioned, wcre^i his. While he was meditating up5(i this 
.^Cj^pisdition, he was feixed with a dangerous illnefi, and con- 
^ttined to his new town of JjMlai where he had nothing be* 

.^fore his eyAl;jt the apprcuching ruin of his emony. 

‘^^lANy circumfianccs coniirnfcd the opinion, that 
' (irff to Jhicrica vi/erc mcii,^ whd, througl^ 

their vtces-wmlcrim^, could not live in ^^rope. During the 
abfcnce oh(^olumbus^ the colonies upon HiJ^aftiola were guiky 
qT 'he greateft exce^ sgainfi the unfufpcdinp natives, whofc 
rcfeqtwtinij^i^c'tis^aeeJand vindidive as their |ificdiions had 
been fir^ere gjli^cncrous. Perceiving that t]^e Spaniards 
W^re proceedjng\o build houfes and forts, they began to (iif- 
pedl that their immtion was to reduce them to fl a very, and 
to take pidCR^on of their itland ; but they received no other 
anfwtr than blows and 111 treatment to any remonitranccs 
the/j ot^dieir caciqvics, urged on this bead, l^he infolent 
col^ifts, at lal}, proceeded to murders, rapes, and robberies, 
and every quarter of the itland prefented fomd fcMSes of cru- 
.city and injufiicc. 7^he inhabitants, knowing theinfelvts to 
be no qglch for their tyrants, formed ihe^fcheme of a molt 
extraordinary revoke, which was that of intermitting the 
cullftre of their lafid for a whol# feafon, and pf fupporting 
Ihensfclves infiead of maiz, with a rooi, which our authors 
^illl juccaj the too frequent ufe of which j^oduced a difirafe 
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fooncwh'at li!c€ the vcncMcat, and then they retired into tbo 
innermoft parts ot the iflaM ; but ^reat numbers of them took 
|i|be derpt^rare relblurion of putting an ci^.to their own lives. 
The Spaniards^ whilelthcir p>r|prifion laftcd, paid no regard 
to this mieration ; but be;;innifig to be pinched for want of 
maisi and Indian corn, they went a foragini^, ai;d fi)und no- 
thing but defarts and esnpty cottages, while all around the* 
iieUs and roads lay the dead bodies of the lndi.'in<^ Ibrne mur-» 
dcred, and others ffarved or dead through the unwhnlfomc- 
riiefs of their fonr’. 'f'hc certainty of this calamity being re- 
ported at¥4^£//A the colon ffs quarrelled with their officers,

hurricanes ever kiicfivn in thofe parts ;ittacked the lijiind, with 
ni6ft dreadful peak' ol thunder, and fuch flsfhes of lightning, 
that the .nr fet^med to be on fire built houfei of 

the blown down, ancfiioflf of t^rt Oeii uiips, 

with all theie crews, were funk in the harb^^ . Tht. Span^- 
fyrdsj unacquainted with fuch vifitations, were ^rxpofed to all 
the fuiy of the fturtn, by which many of them perifhed ; 
while the Indians ^ who faw, from w^elb known obfermions, it 
was approaching, avoided irs effedh by retiring into caves. It 
is remarkable, that among the other wrecks which' this f|,Orin 
«^?caiioncd^ that of the rugar-nnlis is particularly mentioned, 
whkh is a f^roof that the art of making fugar was more early 
in Afiterka than is commonly imagined. 

i>(JT neither thja, nor any other calamity, could klliy the 
vrndktrve fpirit of J9iri/,and the other priefts, who had forced 
lb ftiong a party againd CStmhus^ that little regard was now 
paid to tiis sjfttbority. peter Mar^arita^ governor of St. Tho»

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fUtfi, and fome other leading Spaniar^^ endeavoured to makfjf^ 
matters up; biic the reconciliation^lTany, was Oiort-Iived 
for Bail and his brethPen oppofj^ Columitus in every exercife'^ 
q|( his office, on ptetcnce ch^ he flood excommunicated % 
and an alVociation was formed among the remaining, con^i* 
rotors for tranfmtiting to Spain a charge of treafon and tyranny 
againfl him. All that Columbus ^ould oppofe to (his combi«> 
nation, was, to continue his prohibition a^^infl the ptieftf^ 
receiving any provifions ; but tly:y were fu\or|ed by their' 
party : and, at lafl, fhips arrived from vvkh j>)entiful 

*iupplics of all kinds. From <h:' courfe of hifl^y>QJ'appear.<i, 
as if an incep.oufe had, this^time, been kepfnip ^C^een Old 
Spain Hijpanidi^; for tlchunbus certainly ^ame to the 
ki^t ledge of the compUiinis tlK;t had brc^lGj^ed againft 
h/m .with his Catholic majefty, and ha J^nnbe power of 
the church too well to neglect them.

Toivn ftil] continued to lie in aflics, or to be uninhabited, 
and no new towns were built. After ^all, though cohabita- 
tion may be extremely commodtoub for the revenue, and the 
great traders, yet fomc have doubted whether it would con^ 
rribute to the real intereft of the colony, as the living in fc- 
paratc dwellings keeps the price of labour low, and prevents 
that luxury and thole vices th it prove fo detrimental, and of- 
ten det^ruciive, to many individualt» in large cities. During 
Mf. SichrJfjnu government, fcvcral acts jikcwife paftbd for 
the encouragement ofr the linen, leather, and other nr»anu- 
failures ; and he acqui^d the etteem of all the inhabitants by

'I'hcy of 
Sicotai ooA of their provinces, had among them, bcfidcs their 
king, a degree of nobility, who were mure elegant in their 
drefl'es, particularly thtir hair, which thL7 formed in yarifv.s 
ihapes, and adorned with the fineft leathers they could procure. 
From their giij^.hanj^ either large pearls, the feet of birds, 
or fuch other ,<^nai^..wUs, as the wearers fancied ; and they 
painted both mcir %:es and bodies. Round their neck, and 
upon their arms, djlly wore chains and bracelets of pearl, to

-"W pll thofe pirmuiars, there was a great refemblance be- Dow/ira^a; 
fevedi ihe mannera of the Firemans and the Fhridam. The 
like wai obfervable in the conftruiSiion of th^ villages. The 
fpot, on which they were built, was fomeMes a circle, the 
' circumference of which confilfcd of ftrong pallifadoes, but 
not fo ftrong as thofe of the Floridans. C)t the few build- 
ings this circle contained, one was always a temple, covered 
^with fine mats on the top, and admitting of no light, but* by 
the door : oppofite to that flood the dwelling of the head^ 
man of the village. All their houfes were buil^of flrndef 
j^les, driven into the gaound, and covered with mats, fo as 
to admit, according to tne fcafon of the year, juft as much 
air and light as inhabitant pleafed. Near their village 
^ they always took care to dig a pond« which fupplied it with 
water i but fomc of their towns, that of Sreoia particularly, 
ttet were not inclofcd within thofe pallifadoes, were by far 
tne^nlpft plcafant. In them, the houfes werSlaid out fol^ at 
to form a main ftreet ; and they had behind them gardens,* 
fields, and paddocks, in which th^ raifed tobacco, /nJiatt 
corn,^and other vegetables, bcfides feeding-deer, and game 
of all kinds. Of thofe improvements ilwy were fo careful, 
that they had watch-bnefes for theirj|el(^^where a man was 
placed, to deter the birdb from dcvffl^ng the corn. In the ' 
fame tuwnfbip. they had their places W devotion as well as 
fAfting. 'r.he idol they woi (hipped, Kiwafa ; it

The po*'uli- 
tion of Pifginid"h» not near fo numerous as might hav» Jbech 
nxpefied fiom fo anticnt and flourifhing a cqlony ; not aie 
their towns of any confiderable note. 1 his laft circumftance 
is owing to the vaft commodtoufnefs of water-carnage, 
which every where prefents itfelf to the plantations of private 
planters, and the/fcart^iy of handicrafts. James-T^wn is 
now fcarcely to be me^hned, and IPtHtamfirngh is confide- 
rable only as being )je feat of provincial government, and 
of learning. F>rgt however, is diAinguifbcd by fever.l 
magnificent pifb'lic buildrngs i it fiill retains its original iiaplc-** 
saon^fadure and commodity of tobacco, and they carry on a 
great trade with the Indies^ i n lu mber, pitch, tar, corn, 
and proviflons 1 and with Btitam (OTtSlb'^hemp, iron, ftaves, 
and plank. The prefent number Virginia is 

computed to be a^c 70,000, and that of the negroes 
100,000, but the good policy of the province, and tem- 
I pasture dfiAedimate, they propagate here io well, as tQ 
^ te^ff but few recruits from Africa.
